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INTRODUCTION. 



Switzerland (the land of the Switzers; Gorman Schweiz ; Yrtnch, La Suisse ; 
Italian, La Svizzera) is the cnlmiuatiDg ridge of the mountains bordering on France 
Gcrninny, Austria, and Italy ; including the head water-systems of the Hh6ne, Rhine| 
Aar, and Inn. Into these all the other streams run ; except the Ticino, which falls 
into Lake Maggiore. 

SuHFACB. — About 220 miles by 1 10 miles, or an ai-ea of 1^,720 square miles ; equal 
to about half of Scotland. From Bale to Monte Kosa (about 100 miles) there is a 
total rise of 14,000 feet — a rise divided by naturalists into seven Kegions, or more 
generally into four: 1. — The Jvra region, mostly on the west and north-west or French 
border, extending in parallel ridges through Neuchatel and Soleure to B&le and 
•Aargau, about 150 miles. They are clothed with pine and other timber. 2. — The 
Plain, so called, though covered with liills, 150 miles by 50 miles, extending from the 
Lake of Geneva through Fribonrg and Bern, to the river Aar. 8. — The i/i% repion 
of north and central Switzerland, having the Rigi and Lakes for its centre. 4. — The 
Alpine or Mountain region, south of Interlaken and Brienz, consisting of deep valleys, 
between high mduntains, marked by coniferous trees, and by corresponding differ- 
ences of climate, so that winter and summer are seen close together. 

The gre^t ridge of the High Alps in Switzerland extends from Mont Blanc along 
the Italian frontier, to the Tyrpl, having Us centre at St. Gothard, n^ar the sources 
of the Rhone and Rhine. From here the Lower Alps of the Oberland strike oiBf 
west p4st the Jungfrau, &c., along the north fide of the Rhone. Wheat and oats 
grow to the height of 4,300 feet; barley grows to 5,100 feet; paks grow to 
2,500 feet; pine to 6,500 or 7,000 feet; pasture is found at 6,000 to 8,000 feet: 
snow line at 8,000 to 8,500 feet. Timber forests are estimated to cover l-6th of 
the surface. Among the wild animals are the chamois and lammergeyer, ger- 
falcon, lynx, wild cat, brown bear, weasel, polecaf, and hog or wild pig. The last 
•lammergeyer was said to have been killed in 1887, but it has been seen since. Yellow 
and blue flowers predominate. Those near the snow and glaciers belong to the 
-rose, campanula, saxifrage, ranunculus, and gentian families. 

The Swiss High Alps are classified into — 1st, Pennine Alps, from Mont Blanc to 
the Matterhom and Monte Rosa, including the Passes of Great St. Bernard and St. 
Thc'odule. 2nd, Helvetic Alps, from Monte Rosa to the Bemhardin, or Bernardino 
Pass, in the Orisons ; taking in tne Passes of the Simplou, St. Gothard, and Lukmanier. 
3rd, Bkaetic A^s, from the Bemhardin eastward ; taking in the Passes of the Splugen, 
-Septiraer, Maioya, Julier, Albula, Fluela, Stclvio, and Wormscr Joch. Highest 
points are the Mischabelhorner (Dom and Tiisch) and the Matterhorn or Mont Cervin. 
Mont Blanc is outside Switseriand proper, on the border line of French Savoy and 
Italy. Thei highest point of the Alps, actually within Swiss territory, is the Dom, 
one of the Mischabelhorner, near Monte Rosa, 14,935 feet high. Rhod.<^<^<oDc^^^^ '«:^'^

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long. They form an icy sea of 1,000 square miles, and are the great feeders of the 
rivers. They are marked by lines of rubbish and stones, called moraines, which fall 
from the rocks above and are gradually transported to the lowlands by the stream of 
ice. On the Lake of Garda is a moraine 35 miles long. For a very complete 
account of the Geology of this country refer to the introduction to Ball's Alpine 
Guide, A sort of anthracite coal is found at Chandolin, near Sion ; Coupeau, near 
Chamonix ; at Vernayaz and in the Valley of the Aar; but no true coal is found 
in Switzerland. Asphalte is found at Val de Travers. 

Switzerland is also pre-eminently a land of Lakes, the principal of which are the 
Lake of Constance ; Lake of Geneva, or Lake Leman, 50 miles by 9 miles ; Lake of 
Zurich, 25 miles by 3 miles ; Vierwaldstatter See, or Lake of Lucerne, 23 miles by 12 
miles; and the Lake of Neuch&tel, 27 miles by 6 miles; with the Lakes of Bienne, 
Thun,Brienz, Zug, Wallenstadt, and some smaller ones, as Morat, Sempach, Sam en, 
Egeri. Greiffen, PfafSkon, &c. On the Italian side are Lakes Maggiore, Lugano, 
and Como. Most of them are traversed by steamboats. On many are found traces 
of ancient Lake Habitations ; remains of which in the museums at Geneva. Bern, 
Ziirich, &c., include articles in stone, bones of the bison and elk, portions of nets, 
fishing implementi, garments, &c. Remains of pile houses have been discovered at 
Concise, in Lake Neuch&tel; Nidau, in Lake Bienne; Gnevaux, in Lake Morat; 
Morges and Hermance, in the Lake of Geneva, and also opposite the city; Bau- 
schanz, Lake of Ziirich ; Kobenhausen, Lake Pfafiikon; Nussdorf and Wangen, in 
Lake Constance. — See Dr. Keller's Lake Dwellings of Switzerland^ 1856. 

Waterfalls. — Some of the most striking are, the Rhine, at Schaffhausen, 80 feet 
down, and 300 feet broad ; Aar, at Handeck ; Staubbach and Fletschbach, at 
Lauterbrunnen ; Schmadribach, at Miirren; Reichenbach, at Meiringen; Giess- 
bach, at Brienz; Seerenbach and Baierbach, in Lake Wallenstadt; Schreienbach, 
near Stachelberg ; Saane, near Gsteig ; P^lerin,in Bossons Glacier, near Chamonix; 
Pissevache, near Martigny ; Pianazzo, near thu Spliigen ; Toccia or Tosa, in Val 
Formazza, near the Simplon ; and the Ache, in the Upper Pinzgau. As regards the 
heights, the only reliable authority is the "Eidgenossische Karte " of the district, on 
which the heights above sea at top and bottom are given. 

Points of View. — For distant prospects of Alpine Peaks — Col de la Faucille, 
near Mt. Reculets, and Mt. Dole, abovjs St. Cergue ; both near Geneva. Chaumont, 
above Neuch^tel. The Weissenstein, above Soleure. The Hauenstein, above Olten. 
The Uetliberg, near Zurich. The Albis, between Ziirich and Zug. Rigi, between 
Zug and Lucerne. Faulhorn and Bothhom, near Brienz. The Gornergrat, near 
Zermatt. Stockhorn, near Thun. Monte Salvatore, near Lake of Lugano. The 
Kamor or Stoss, near Gais, in Appenzell. From the Observatory at Turin, &c., &c. 

Tours in Switzerland. — The most common approaches are by way of Basle and 
Schaffhausen, tlirough Germany to the Lake of Constance, and Geneva or Neu- 
ch&tel. The Round should begin with Basle, &c. ; thence to Ziirich, Lucerne, and 
the Oberland, &c, ending with Mont Blanc and Geneva. In this way the scale of 
magnitude increases to the end ; whereas, if you begin with Mont Blanc, all the rest 
is dwarfed by it. A Direct Route from LoiuiOii through France is now open via C/alais, 
Boulogne, Amiens, Laon, Reims, Belfort, to Basle, for Geneva, Berne, Lucerne, &c. 
A favourite Boute is vid Paris to Dijon, Macon, Bourg, Amb^rieu, Culoz, Bellegarde, 
jr2//f Oenera.

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London to Rotterdam, Ostend, or Antwerp, Cologne, Frankfort, Freiburg-im-

to Basle), via Namur, Metz, Strassburp, and Basle. From Basle proceed to Schaff- 
hausen. Constance, Rorschach, St. Gall, Appenzell and the Sentls. Weis«bad, 
Sennewald, Ragatz, and Baths of Pfaffers. Wullenstadt, Coire (for the Via Mala, St. 
Moritz, and the En^adin), the Splugon, Chiavenna and Lake Como (or Bellinzona 
and Lake Majrpiore), Wesen, Rappersch^vyl, Zurich, Zug, Goldau, Rigi, Lucerne and 
Bay of Uri ; Fluelen, Altorf and the Todi, Devil's Bridge or Teufelsbriicke, on 
the Reuss, Andermatt, Goschenen Gorge, St. Gothard, and Airolo (for Lake 
Magglore and Milan), Furca, and Gries Passes, at the heads of the Rhone and 
Rhine; Grimsel Hospice and Pass and Meyringen, Brunig Pass (to Sarnen and 
Lucerne), Brienz and the Giessbach, Scheideck Pass, Faulhorn, Grindelwald, Lauter- 
brunnen, the Jungfrau, Monch, &c. ; Kanderthal in the Oberland, Gemmi Pass and 
Baths of Leuk, Brieg and the Simplon (for Domo d'Ossola and Lake Magglore) ; 
Visp (for Zermatt, Monte Rosa, the Matterhom, &c.); Sierre, Rawyl Pass, An-der- 
Lenk, Simraenthal, Interliiken, Thun, Berne, Solothurn (Soleure), Weissensteln, 
Bienne, Neuchatel, Morat, Avenches (the ancient Avefitiatm, the capital of Helvetia 
or West Switzerland), Fribourg, Lausanne, Geneva, Vevey, Bex, Martigny (for Great 
St. Bernard and Aosta), Tete Noire, Col dc Balme, Chamouni, and Mont Blanc; 
Montanvert, Sallenches (for Chambe'ry and Annecy) ; Geneva (for the Lake and 
the Juras) ; Lyon«, Paris, and London. 

From the North of England, via Grimsby, by the Manchester, Sheffield, and 
Lincolnshire Railway Company's Steamers; and via Hull and Antwerp, by 
the Wilson Line of Steamers. From Newcastle or Leith, by Steamer, to 
Antwerp, Rotterdam, &c. See Bradshaw*8 Continental Guide, for the Month, 
and Skeleton Routes, page 1 of the present volume. 

Average Cost op Living. — In Switzerland the traveller can manage to live for 
from 8 francs to 10 francs per day, excluding all charges for conveyances, horses, 
guides, &c. A pedestrian tourist can travel for about 7 francs, provided he knows 
German and French. 

Hotel Expenses. — At the best hotels, Table d'Hote Dinner, at J o'clock, costs 
3 to 4 francs. Second Dinner at 5 o'clock, 4 to 5 francs. Breakfast or Tea, 1^ 
francs. Bed, 1 to 2 francs. Sitting room 4 to 8 francs. Attendance, | franc per 
head for a party. Pension (board at hotels) from 6 francs a day. If possible, tourists 
should travel in parties (two or four are the best numbers, as they exactly fill either 
a one-horse or two-horse voiture) and make all their arrangements over night. 

Time for Travelling. — ^Thc latter part of June, July, August, and September, 
are the best months for a tour. June is very pleasant ; the flowers are in bloom, 
but the snow is unsafe. For the mountains, August is certainly the best. The three 
months from July to September are sufficient to explore the country, allowing three 
or four weeks of doubtful weather. Switzerland, the traveller must remember, is a 
mountainous country and therefore subject to much cloud, rain, and snow. It is 
pre-eminently a pedestrian country — a country to be walked over by him who wishes 
to make anything like a real acquaintance with it. He should train himself at first 
by short walks, gradually lengthening. Winter visitors speak of the great h.«,<xt

should take the lead> An alpenstock is indispensable upon a mountain journey. Take 
as little luggage as possible, but do not omit a good water-proof coat or a plaid. 
Other useful articles are light woollen clothes, half-boots, canvas palters, doeskin 
gloves, dark spectacles and a gauze veil, as protectors against the snow. For frost- 
bite, rub the part with snow, not with anything warm ; the pain, if any, shows that 
the flesh is not dead. The pedestrian will find it a great refreshment to give himself 
a thorough wash with soap and water. Butter is a good antidote to thirst ; a lump 
can be carried in your bread (Ball's Alpine Guide). Cold tea and chocolate cakes 
i^re useful. 

A small phial of cold cream or glycerine is useful for rubbing the face and hands 
when sunburnt, or for the feet when blistered. Rowland's Kalydor is also good. 
Homoeopathic Tincture of Arnica is a valuable remedy for any sprain or bruise, and 
a small bottle is a desirable addition to the tourist's equipments. For sore feet, rub 
in a little brandy mixed with a few drops of grease ; or put a bit of greased paper 
next the skin. 

Tbanspoht op Luggage. — ^Luggage conveyed to any part of Switzerland or the 
neighbouring countries. All luggage is charged for; the charge is by weight, at a 
low rate. This mode of transit is the safest and speediest. Heavy articles should 
be sent, if time be no object, by " Train commerce^* on Railways. 

Conveyances. — Diligences, belonging to Government, and generally carrying the 
mails, traverse all the chief roads. There is a printed official tariff and table of the 
diligence and post service for every *' Post-Kreis," which is put up conspicuously for 
public information at every post station, and frequently at the hotels. This contains 
the following information : — 

A list of the routes, with the passenger service. 

JhC kind of vehicle and number of places. 

The distances from one station to another. 

I'he tariff of fares. 

Details respecting additional vehicles and the terms on which they are supplied. 

Regulations (the book can be obtained for 1 franc) are in force respecting non- 
adniission of epileptic or Insane persons, or invalids suffering from infectious disorders, 
bliiid people (except under charge of others), riotous, drunken, or dirty people, those 
carrying loaded fire-arms or explosives, dogs and other animals. 

Smoking is only allowed by consent of all the passengers. 

Owing to regulations as to providing additional vehicles, it is advisable to be at the 
post station to secure places, say an hour and a quarter before the time of starting, and 
in case of large markets, annual festivals, &c., at least two hours beforehand. Children 
are free under two years, and pay half price from two to seven. Return tickets (not 
transferable) are good for two dajs, and are about 10 per cent, lower than two single 
fares. They do not confer any right of precedence over single tickets on the return 
journey. If places have been taken, and the travellers arc prevented from going, 
Aotice must be given two hours before starting time, so as to get the date altered, or 
(in case of sudden illness) the fare returned. Precedence is given according to the 
munber of the ticket. 

Luggage must be paid for, and no luggage taken into the vehicles except small 
M-^/c/eaj^ei^ which will not incommode passengers. Lxi^ag,^ \aivot to \a^ liaTid,ed to 
rjfff tro/iductor or postillion, hut given in at the poBt-honae to W ^'e\^\v^^. 
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With regard to extra-post vehicles there are some special regalations which should 
be carefallj stndied. Swiss officials ar6 punctilionb in small matters. Especial care 
mnst be taken tibt to detaffi drivers beyond th6 time allotted, as in such case -they are 
entitled to an extra payment, and will certainly demand it. 

Three or four travelling together will find it more convenient to hire a private^ 
conveyance (voitur^, einspctnner, zweispannei'y vettura); charge, with one horse (two 
persons), 15 francs a day ; two horses (five persons) 25 francs, besides 1 franc per 
horse to driver. Betum fare must also be paid. The hiring should be done through 
the hotel-keeper. A voiturier will do 30 to 40 miles a day. The traveller should 
ascertain whether a return carriage may not be ia the town, before hiring one 
belongihg to the plade; but in the height of the season return carriages are charged 
higher. Usual prices for a horse or mule, 10 francs; sometimes more, and/ 
pay for the return journey. Muleteers, ordinarily 2. francs a-day; and the same for 
return, but in some parts as much as the animal. Steamers navigate all the chief lakes^ 

Railways. — The country is now well provided with Rail>yays (2,172 miles in 
1804). The carriages are excellent. The 1st class carriages are most luxuriously 
ntted up with every convenience; and the 2ud class are roomy, and admirabljj 
adapted to enable the traveller to view with ease and Gomfo;-t the scenery of thej 
country. Geneva time is 15.J minutes befoic French time; . Berne time (by whicli; 
the railways are timed), 2pJ minutes. Short lines run to the Rigi from La|tes Lucerne, 
and Zug. An extension is projected from Coire to the St. Gothard line hear 
feellinzona. The line froin B&le and Zurich to Milan runs via Alforf, througlt 
the St. Gothard, bj a tunnel of 9i miles. Another is projected under the^ 
Simplon, Luggage, such as a portmanteau, can be forwarded by "grande vitesse" at 
a cheap and expeditious rate ; but the traveller should not send anything valuable* 
this way. Return tickets, saving 20 to 40 per cent, are granted on many lines. On 
the principal lines circular tickets (see Bradshaiv^s Continental Guide, page 381), 
available as a I'ule for 46 days, are issued at most stations, four hours notice being 
required and full information afforded. 

Guides. — As a general rule, they are absolutely necessary in mountain excursions 
at any other times than tne Ynonths tiattied for a tour, since the path^ are liable to be 
obliterated by snow. Their almost invariable honesty and gooq temper render them 
on all occasions useful. Travellers should always make a bargain oeforehand with 
guides for such excursions. Average pay, 6 francs a-day, and half the same for the 
return journey, if dismissed at a distance from home. In many cases there is a fixed 
tariff. They will carry 20 lbs. of luggage. Porters, 3 to 5 francs a-day. 

Monet. — Same name and value as French. English sovereigns are taken at the 
Swiss towns at a value of 25 francs. English circular notes are exchanged at all the 
chief places of resoit in the country. There is little Swiss gold coin; French, 
Italian, and Belgian pieces are taken. Silver: Swiss, ^French, and Belgian. Of 
Italian silver coins, only 5-franc pieces are accepted.

L&TTERS should be addressed "Foste Restante" (to be called for), or through a 
banker or hotel. It is better to leave out ** Esq.," which is not understood abroad, 
and to be styled " Monsieur " or " Mr." 

Cantons. — Twenty-two ; three being divided into two sections each. Berne, Valais, 
Orisons, are by far the largest; Valais, Geneva, Vaud, Neuoh&tel, Berne, B&le, are 
on the French border; B&le, Aarau, ZUrich, Schaffhausen, Thurgnu, on the German 
borders of Baden, Wiirtemberg, and Bavaria; St. Gall, and Grisons, on the borders 
of Austrian Tyrol ; Valais, Tessiu (or Ticino), and Grisons, on the Italian border. 

The proTinces or Cantons now constituting the Federation were formerly held by 
the neighbouring Sovereigns of Austria, Germany, Burgundy, &c. In 1307, three 
Forest Cantons rose against Austria, and after defeating her at Morgarten, 1315, were 
joined by other Cantons. The oldest are the first ten in the list below ; which, when 
they formed a Confederation, were styled the League of Upper Swabia or Germany, 
owning the Emperor as their Lord. They utterly defeated Charles the Bold, 147()-7, 
and the Puke of Savoy, 1602; and were finally declared independent by the Treaty 
of Westphalia, 1648. In 1815, the Confederation was revised, and the Cantons were 
increased to their present number. Each in itself is an independent state, subject to 
the central authority in war and religious matters. Another revision of the 
Constitution took place 1874; when the Papal Nuncio received his passport in 
consequence of the Encyclical.

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The provisional census for 1888 shows an increase of about 86,000 since 1880, ou 
the total population, of which 1,716,548 were Protestants, mostly in the Cantons of 
Ziirich, Vaud, Schaffhausen, Glarus, Bale, Appenzell, and Thurgau; and 1,183,823 
Catholics, mostly in the remaining Cantons. 2,688,101 were Swiss-born. As respects 
Language, 2,083,097 were German-speaking in fourteen Cantons on the North and 
North-East, as far as Sierre; 634,613 French-speaking in the Cantons on the We.^'t 
(viz., Valais, Fribonrg, Neuchatel, Geneva, Vaud); 155,130 Italian-speaking (in 
Ticino or Tessin) south of the Alps ; 38,357 Romanisch-speaking in the Griaons, 
next to Tyrol. The Romanisch is a curious remnant of provincial Latin ; several 
newspapers are published in this dialect. French, the official language, is understood 
nearly everywhere. As regards origin: the population of the Rhietian Alps are 
Ostrogoths ; of French Switzerland, Burgundian ; Schwyz, Uri, and Unterwalden, 
Frisians ; the remainder Alemanni and Franks. See under Lake Dwellings, next page. 

Manufactures. — At Neuchatel, watches; Geneva, silk, lace, jewellery, watches, 
musical-boxes, and cutlery; Zurich, silks and mixed goods; St. Gall, embroidered 
muslins; Schaffhausen, steel goods; Berne, linen, watches, &c. Watches, one 
of the staple productions, are made in Cantons Neuchatel, Berne, Vaud, and 
Geneva, employing 38,000 persons, one- third being women. About 1,800,000 watches, 
worth 100 millions of francs, are made annually; of which 35 per cent, are from 
Neuch&tel. The best are made in Geneva ; common ones in B« me. They suffer 
from the competition of American machine-made watches. Though ordinary English 
watches make no head against the Swiss, yet English chronometers are reckoned 
the best in the world. 

Government. — A Federal Assembly, or Legislative body, consisting of a National 
Council of 147 members (one for 20,000 population); and a Council of States, of 44 
members — two for each Canton. A Federal Council or Executive of seven members, 
is nominated by the Assembly for three years, under a President and Vice-President, 
elected annually, seated at Berne, where the Foreign Ministers reside ; a Federal 

Tribunal, or Judicial body, is nominated for six years. Army (1895), 218,250, in 

nine divisions; of whom 137,650 are regulars, from 20 to 32 years of age; the 
remainder are reserve of 33 to 44 years of age. There are 160,000 infantry (12,572 
riflemen), 32,650 artillery, 6,180 cavalry. To these must be added the Landsturm, 

obligatory up to 50 years, about 270,000. Navy — 86 mercantile steamers, of 3, 500 

horse-power, on the lakes. Universities. — Three, at Berne, B&le, Zurich ; and 

an Academy, with the rank of an University, at Geneva. There are Bishops at 
Bkle, Coire, Fribonrg, St. Gall, and Sion. Latterly, the army and public instruction 
have been brought more immediately within the control of the central authority. 
Federal Revenue and Expenditure, about X3,300,000 each. Most of the burdens of 
the State are borne by the respective Cantons. 

Newspapers — About 800 are published, many of them being of a literary or 
scientific character only. Two-thirds are in the German language; 15 Italian; 
3 Romansch ; the rest French.

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Swiss Lake-Dwellings. — In his careful investigations of pile dwellings, l)r. 
Studer met with two extreme types of skulls, the brachycephalic and the doliko- 
cephahc; the former, at Schaffls and Liischery (Lake of Bienns), belonging to the 
pure Stone period, and the latter, at Vinolz and Sutz, to the Bronze period. The 
facts point lo an invasion by the Bronze men, involving a complete transformation o^ 
the group of domestic animals; the horse appears for the first time, and new races of 
sheep and dogs replace the older forms of the §?tone period. The occurrence of 
mesorephalic, and even considerably shortened skulls, in the Bronze period, shows that 
there was no extinction of the brachycephali9 race, but that the two races mixed. 
This mixture increases the difficulty of tracing back the skuU forms of the modem 
population. Dr. Studer suffgests that the Bhsbtian short-headed typo may be referred 
to the old lake dwellers of the Stone period, in which case the prfevaleht dark h&\ty 
eyes, and skin of the present natives of the Grisons may recall the aspect < f iha 
older prehistoric race. There is also a large population of dark people round about 
the lases in Canton Berne.

St. DBins. — Sous-prefecture, and burial-place of 
French sovereigns. Noble church, half-ruined at 
the Revolution, but lately restored; full of historical 
monuments, frescoes, stained glass, Ac. Orphan 
Asylum for L^on of Honour ; Epinay, Ecouen, A;c., 
to the left. Gtoing on to Paris, the Seine, Mont- 
martre Fort, Ciigrnancourt, Anbervilliers, St. Ouen, 
4ec., are in view on the right and left.

Over 
the bridge here Charles VII. had his rebel subject, 
the Bfttard de Bourbon, thrown into the river in 
a sack. 

Claibvaxtx. The prison here, which holds 2,000 
prisoners, was formerly the celebrated Abbey, 
founded by St. Bernard, 1105. By Haranville 
and Bricon to Chaumont.

From Belfort to Petit-Cboix, the last French 
station. 

Alt Muksterol (Montrcux-Vieux). Note the 
change of time, German time being 25 minutes 
faster than French.

Bomr, about 18 or 20 miles. Population, 39,801. 
A university town. The university in the old 
Electoral Palace; about 800 students, a fair pro- 
potion English. Fine Museum. Minster, in the 
Byzantine style. Three or four churches. Beet- 
hoven's house and statue. Seven Mountains not 
far off. 

KomQSWiNTBB, on the left, near the Drachenfcls 
(one of the seven mountains), whence a splendid 
prospect. Above this, Rolandseck Castle, on the 
right; and Nonnenwerth Nunnery. Hence to Bingen, 
the finest part of the Rhme. High cliffs and 
terraces of vineyards, ruined castles, hills, &c. 
Oberwinter, on the right. Rheinbreitbach Castle, 
Unkel Cliffs and Rapid, on the left. ApoUinarisberg 
Gothic Church, on the^right. Erpeler Lei rocks and 
vineyards, on the left. 

SiNua, on the right, at the mouth of the beautiful

Town is 10 minutes from the station, 
and is often visited for the ascent of the Hohe Salve^ 
5,980 feet, from which is a grand view of mountain 
scenery. 

The line now passes throuprh a district abounding 
with old ruins. Tunnel under the Schlossberg to 

Bbixlboo. To the north, the Sonnenwendjoch ; 
left, the Oeizthal heights; right, the Kaiserge- 
birge. Between here and the next station, 

JxNBACH, is the opening of the beautiful Ziller- 
thal, which few tourists omit to visit. 

SciiwAz, on the right bauk of the Inn ; Gothic 
church, 16lh century. 

Hall, a busy salt manufacturing place, aa the 
name indicates. Hence in 20 minutes to 

Innsbruck.

Geneva, from its position as a frontier town, 
was long a sort of neutral ground for Europe, 
where all nations and creeds coold meet, and this 
gave a colour to the tone of society. Careful, 
serious, and decorous habits still prevail, according 
to the pattern set by their great legislator, Calvin. 
At the same time, a little has been borrowed from 
each of their neighbours, and the people who flock 
here ; from the French, their urbanity and good 
taste; from the English, their notions of comfort, 
with good principles of education and moral 
(raining ; from Italy, traditions of art ; from Ger- 
many, a love of books and philosophy. Moore, the 
jipet, in his 'yoBTnals," speaks o!

mieroooim, a compact ei^tome of what is going on 
on a larger scale in the world; with an influence 
utterly disproportioncd to the size of its territory, 
which is a more speck of 10 miles square. It baa 
been a noted centre of civil and religious activity; 
and is still looked on as the capital of the Re- 
formed faith on the continent, though many of the 
Presbyterian clergy, as in England and America, 
formerly distinguished for high Calvlnlstic tenets, 
are now no longer so. The evangelical party, 
however, is large, active, and energetic. Ono 
of them. Merle D'Aubign^, the Historian of the 
Reformation, died 1872, at Eaux-Vives, over- 
looking the lake. 

The city, about 1,800 feet above the sea, 
stands on both sides of the RhOne, as it 
issues out of the lower end of Lake Leman, or 
Lake of Geneva; it is built on two low hills, the 
highest being only 100 feet above the river on the 
south bank, where the largest and oldest portion of 
the town, called la Clt^, stands. This is chiefly 
occupied by the aristocracy, while the tradespeople 
and professionals reside mostly at St. Gervais, on 
the north bank. As many capitalists and bankers 
live at Geneva, it is, next to Bftle, the wealthiest 
town of the Confederation. About a seventh part 
of the population is employed in making watches, 
of which above 100,000 are exported hi the year. 
They are small and cheap compared with those of 
English construction, but not so intrinsically good 
or lasting. It has, besides, manufactures of hats, 
cloth, cotton, velvet, leather, jewellery, Ac, and a 
very considerable trade in collections of plants and 
minerals, butterflies, and such like. 

The neighbourhood of Geneva is unrivalled. The 
blue lake, and yet bluer river; the watering-places 
on the lake ; the Jura Hills in front ; Mont Sal^ve 
behind, with the mountains of Savoy, and Mont 
Blanc rising above all, in the background, combine 
to form a panorama of remarkable grandeur. But 
in itself Geneva is rather tame. On approaching it, 
the wide quays, and the stately houses which line 
them, give it the air of a large town. In its clean- 
liness also it offers an agreeable contrast to most 
cities abroad, but the interior is made up of narrow 
streets of tall, dark-looking houses, several storeys

The handsome new Theatre, built for £200,000, 
out of the Brunswick bequest, by Gos$, is in Place 
Neuvc, near the Conservatoire dc Musique and its 
Club. Orphan Asylum, near the station. CVr«- 
tonal Hospital, built Hfifi, at (Jhampcl Hill, where 
Servctus was burnt. At Champel are al?o a 
Hydropathic Establishment and the Tour de 
Champely with a fine view. 

Provisions and house rent are moderate at 
Geneva; the shops are goo<I, and the articles cheap. 

Geneva was, in the time of Caesar, a town of 
the AUobroges. In the tifth century it became 
Burgundian, and in the sixth, Prankish; once 
more liurgundian in the ninth century, and Ger- 
man in 1033. 

Before the Reformation, Geneva was republican 
under its bishop, who styled himself Prince of 
Geneva. Napoleon I. made it the capital of tiio 
new department of Leman. It is now surrounded by 
French territoiy, acquired by the cession of Savoy, 

Calvin lived, or rather reig^ied, here from 1636 to 
15G4. His House was No. 11, Kue de Calvin. 

It was by his influence that the atrocious crime of 
roasting Servctus to death for his opinions was com- 
mitted, 1653. In 1558, he received John Knox here. 
His grave is said to be In the Plainpalais Ceme- 
tery, near the Arve, where are the graves of Sir II. 
Davy (died here, 1829) and De Candolle. Other 
residents were Beza, Vcmct, Homilly, Saussitre, 
De Luc, Bonnet, Jurine, Ilubcr, L)e Candollo, the 
naturalist; J. Causabon, Diodati, De Lolnic, Pictot; 
Abauzit, the learned scholar, of Arabic blo(Ml; 
Lefort, the tutor of Peter the Great : Keeker, and 
his daughter, the celebrated Madame de Stacl; 
Dumont and J. B. Jay; De la Kive, the ch<<«uist; 
Rousseau and SIsmondi. The Centenary of Rous- 
seau was observed, 1878. The late uecentiic Duke 
of Bru:*8w!«:k, who died hero 18th August^ 18Ti^

S. Morland translated in Cromweirs time; many 
le^tMS and sermons of CaWin and Beza; homilies 
of St. Augustine, on an ancient papyrus ; Philippe le 
Bel^s wax tablets (1308); portraitsof illustrious men. 

The Mtueum, chiefly one of Natural History, is a 
rich collection, begun 1818, by the gift of the cabi- 
net of M. Boissier, Professor Necker's ornithology, 
Ac. It contains specimens of nearly every Swiss 
animal, especially of the lake fish; with the vegeta- 
ble fossils gathered by Brongniart and De Candolle; 
the original geological cabinets of De Saussure and 
Jurine; Mayor's preparations of anatomy; Pictct's 
cabinet of physical objects; and a room of anti<]ui- 
ties. Dame Royaume's iron pot and ring, which 
figured at the Escalade, is In the Historical section. 
Open to strangers daily, Tuesdays and Saturdays 
free. 

Not far from the University is an Alpine Jardiii 
d*Acclimatation, where specimens may be bought. 

At Promenade de St. Antoine stand the Poudribrc 
and the Observatory; the latter a domed buihiing, 
with a zenith sector, <fcc. Near the Port de Rive, 
further on, is the Gymnasium. The Mus^c Fol, a 
handsome collection of statuary, frescoes, porcelain, 
antiquities, <fcc., is in Grande Rue, tl)e building 
being mainly occupied by the Socidtd de Lecture. 

The'iftM^ Rath, founded by General Rath (a 
Russian by adoption), is close to the Porte Neuve, 
and to the Grand Theatre. It occupies a hand- 
some building byVauchcr, which, till 182G, was 
called the Academy of Design. Beside plaster 
casts and models, it includes a gallery of paintings 
by native and other artists. Among the best are 
Homung's Last Moments of Calvin, a Sea Piece by 
Van der Hals, Scene in Whiter by Topfer, the Story 
Teller by Calame, the Deliverance of Bonivard by 
Lugardon, itiaiP^scapes by Dutch Masters. Mon- 
days, Wednesdays, Thur>days, and Fridays, free; 
other days, 4 franc. The Porte Neuvc just men- 
tioned, was the scene of the Escalade of 11th Dec, 
1C02, when the Duke t>f Savoy unsuccessfully tried 
to take the town by surprise. 

The Sociite de Lecture, or Reading Club, founded 
181&, has ancxtensLve library, to which stnuigers 
m.iy bo admitted by card, or introduction of mem- 
bers. .

THE LAKE OF GENEVA, 

Or Genfor See of the Germans, otherwise Lake 

Luman (Lac Leman, as it is more usually called 

by those not natives of Geneva), after its Roman 

name, Locus Lemanus, is a crescent-shaped piece 

of water, about 66 miles long; of which 15 

belong to the lower end near the city, which is 

a comparatively narr*>w channel 1 mile to 3 miles 

broad, sometimes distinguished as the Little 

Lake, or Lake of Geneva proper; here the greatest 

depth is about 135 feet. But in the other part of 

tka Ukc the depth increases to about 1,150 feet 

(near llvian); at Clullon Castle it is 500, not the 

'•thoustuid feet" of the pjet. The breadth of this 

portion is 3 to 9 miles. It is 1,220 feet above sea 

on the average; in summer, from the melting of

seldom freezes over. The Rhdne is the prtneipal 
feeder — others are the Drance and Vtmoge. It 
abounds with fine fish; as large salmon trout 
(sometimes 20 to 401b. weight), pike, carp, ombre, 
chevalier (salmo salvellnus), <fec. Boats with wide 
lateen sails are used In all parts of it; the rirers 
rise high with cast and north-east winds, but the 
most dangerous is the Boomand or south wind, 
which m<«hes down from the Chablais Mountains, 
4,000 to 5,000 feet high, on the Savoy side. Here 
the cliffs are highest, and the scenery Is Imposing. 
The opposite, or Swiss side, is a delightful picture 
of hills covered with vineyards, gardens, and small 
wateruig-places, at most of which the steamers 
touch between Geneva and Villeneuye. The upper 
end Is the most beautiful and romantic, especially 
about Vevey, Montreux, Chlllon, Moillerle, Ac. The 
circuit of 100 miles was dune, 1880, by Mr. Lovier, 
a 1 English bicyclist, in 13 hours. 

Altogether this lake Is a sort of mean between the 
grander mountahi lakes of this country and the 
delicious softness of those In Italy. A swell, called 
seiche, something like the egre at the mouth of 
large rivers, and perhaps occasioned by the same 
cause, viz., the pressure of the air, takes place at 
times, by which the surface is suddenly raised a 
few feet for half an hour together. Klopstock and 
many other poets have made this beautiful lake the 
subject of verse ; but the best description Is to be 
found in Rousseau's Hdloise. Steamers touch at 
places on both sides, and round it winds a carriage 
road close to the shore. That on the north side 
is accompanied by the rail; while the newer line, 
called Llgne d'ltalie, follows the road along the 
south shore. Traces of former lake settlements are 
seen at Thonon, Morgues, Noyon, «fcc. 

GENEVA TO CHAMONIX. 

Rail to Anncmnsse, lJonville,and Cluses; thence 

dlll;,'cnce to Chamonix, In about 8 hours alto- 
gether. It is Intended eventually to extend the 
rail from Cluses to St. Gervals and Chamonix; 
mc.m Willie steam trams nre projected. 

By diligence from Grand Qual, to Chamonix, 
In 9 hours, daily, at 7 a.m., Ist May to 15th Octo- 
ber. Fare, 19 francs; 84 francs for returc 
ticket, but It Is better to return by another route. 
Secure a place in the banquett. 

Leaving Geneva by the Grande Place, you oome 
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in the Geneva territory. Annemasse, now a sta- 
tion on tlie Erian-Valais line, is on a little stream 
diriding the canton from French Savoy, and has a 
Custom House. Then come Vitraz^ Arthaz (on the 
Henoge), Nangy, and Contamines-tur'Atve \ the 
latter at the foot of the Mole, Whose rugged sides 
line the road all the way to Bonneville. The points 
of view are interesting. In descending the valley of 
the Menoge you see to the left the Voirons, 4,900 feet 
high {Hotel at top); M6le in the middle, 6,150 
feet, and Brezcn to the right, 6,186 feet. To the 
left of Moulins, which Is bejond Contamincs, is 
the Caaie of Faucigny^ to which family the pro- 
vince once belonged. 

BONNEVILLE (Station). 
Inn : La Couronne ; des Balances. 

A small town of 2,200 souls, capital of the former 

province of Faucigny, in a pleasant spot on the 

Aire, which rises in the Glacier of Bois, in the 

Valley of Ghamounlx. It has some manufactures. 

The Borne joins the Arve here. On the handsome 

bridge, outside the town, is a pillar 72 feet high, 

w:ith a statute of Charles Felix of Savoy (1824X to 

eommemorate the embankments he built agamst the 

lnundaii<mB of the ^^vtutantem Arvam.*' The level 

of this unsettled stream was raised 20 feet in some 

parts of it» coarse, in the inundations of 1852. 

[To asoend Mont Brezon, leave Bonneville 

by the stone bridge on the Arve, and turn 

off to the right, to the village of Thult, nt 

the foot of the Brezon. Most of the people 

are afflicted with goitre. The mule path which 

begins here is very picturesque in some parts. 

Near the first cottages you come to is a torrent 

which descends to the village below. A rocky 

gorge leads hence to the village of Brezon, 

above which are green pastures and chalets, 

called the Granges de Solalson, and frequented 

in summer. The summit of the mountain 

commands a magnificent view, especially from 

a point which, being rather hazardous, must 

be approached by lying on your breast, and 

sliding in this way to the edge ul the precipice. 

It is rich in specimens of flowers and minerals. 

From Brtfion you may proceed to the Saxon- 

nez, another peak, 5,570 feet high ; descending 

thence, by the village, to Slongy, you will 

find fonll oyeter shellt iit the limestone, near 

thepatti-) 



Voogy, with its rushing mobhtaln stroam« 
the Oijfre, Is the next place, at a part of th^ 
road where it becomes hilly and winding. Then 
comet Scionffier, in a plain covered with luxu- 
riant vegetation, the chestnuts, walnuts, oaks, 
&c., growing to a groat size. Before reaching 
Cluses the road crosses the Arve again. Th« 
Valley of Bonneville Is narrow at Its entrance 
between the M61e and the Brezon, then growl 
wider, and at last so narrow again that the treel 
on both sides of the pass touch each other, and 
there Is only room left for the river and the little 
village. 

CLTJ8E8 (Station). 
Inns: National; Union. 

It is but a long street of houses shut up (dausaj 
In the narrow pass, and having a population of 
2,770, mostly watch and clockmakers. Many fine 
points of view. It stands 1,600 feet above sea. 
On the right are the picturesque ruins of Ch&teatt 
de Mussel, on a peak of Mont Douron, which Is a 
rugged limestone mass. All the hills round thtl 
pass are limestone, and as such are scarped and 
broken, and twisted in every imaginable form { 
but waterfalls, patches of verdure, and trees ara 
numerous. Cluses has two free schools for 
teaching watchmaking. Here the railway ends 
at present, and tickets should at once be exchanged 
at the omnibus office, close to the station, and a 
seat secured In the omnibus for Chamouix. 

About a league from Cluses Is Balme^ and Its 
cavern, a little above it, with an entrance about 20 
feet wide — It Is about 640 paces long, but the 
height varies; about half-way in is a deep pit, 
where a grenade being fired produces a remarkable 
echo. It Is 770 feet above the Arve, and is like 
most other caves all the world over. Beyond 
Balme is a spring of pure water, which runs into 
the Arve, and is supposed to fiow out of the Lake 
of Flalne, which lies above It. 

Haglan, in a charming valley, among woods, 
meadows, gnroves, and springs of waters. The people 
are industrious and well to do. Several echoes 
may be noticed here. A little beyond It, at CEx, is 
the Fall called 

Nant d'Arpenaz, best seen after rain. It 
tumbles over enormous rocks^ and U \RrtK.Vsv>s^«i 
about %1 & l«fc\.\»\sm . '«tt\v\^Xt!»'^^wBsss^^^^ 
as 70U a^^Toaft\x \f^^«^^^^ '^^^**=^^^ ^^ 
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the Ck>l de Bonhomme, that is, a breadth of twenty 
leagues, with its ranges of thirty glaciers. The 
Tr€lat8te Giacier, seen from this point, is equal to 
the Mer de Glace, at Chamouny. What malces the 
riew from Mont Joli so superior is the majestic 
panorama on all sides, wliich some think exceeds 
the famous one from the Rigi. 

From Lea OontaillllieB, about 5 miles from St. 
Gerrais, there is a mule path up Val Mont joic, past 
Notre Dame de la Gorge, where a fdte is held in 
August, and Nant Borrant Inn, orer the desolate 
Paaa of Col de Bonliomme (at the west shoulder 
of Mont Blanc), 8,195 feet above the sea, down to 
Ghapin. Here there is a path to St. Maurice, on 
the Tiittle St. Bernard road; and another turns 
round the back of the mountain to Motet, and over 
the Gol de la Soigne (with a noble view of Mont 
Btame, Ac), to Gourmayeur, in the Val d'Aosta, 
14f hours from Nant Borrant ; IS hours from Col 
du Bonhomme for good pedestrians.] 

Returning from St. Gervais to Le Fayet, the 
direct road to Chamouny is resumed. The old 
route was longer, and passed through Ch^dc, 
Snrrox, and Bouchet. The diligence here rarely 
gets beyond foot-pace, and good walkers will do 
well to walk to Le Chfttelard. The Arvc, on the 
It ft, Is now hidden, the road rising rapidly and 
being occasionally through the rock. Opposite 
Le Fayet is an iron bridge of 110 feet span, 
forming a communication between the new road 
and the old route by Servoz, Ac, which are visible 
across the Arve. The backward view ovor the 
heights of St. Gervais and the valley of Sallenchcs 
is magnificent. At 45 minutes fiotn Le Fnyet, a 
sharp turn leads into a wooded gorge. In a few 
minutes Le Ch&telard (the last relay) is reached. 
Near hero the road passes through a tunnel, 
approaching the Arve; on the left is the old route, 
with a notice respeciing the Gorges of the Diuza. 
These are worth seeing; two hours are required 
to go and return. Beyond the village of Fouilly, 
the road passes to the right bank of the Arve by 
the Pont de Marie, returning to the left bank above 
Les HonidlMi neu^ the embouchure of the Gria. 

The valley of Chamouny is now entered. The 
Arve if agaiil orotsed by the bridge of PercoUtz, 
whenoB It if half an hour to Chamouny. The 
rallity fM^ta io the Col 49 Balme ; to th^ Uft U\« 



rugged brown sides of the Brtfvent, overtopped by 
the Aiguilles Rouges; to the right, the numerotlf 
glaciers flowing down from the summits of the 
huge mass surmounted by the Ddme du Goftter 
and the rounded head of Mont Blanc. The nearest 
glaciers are those of La Griaz and Taconay, further 
on those of Les Bossons and the Pblerin; still 
further on is dimly descried the Glacier des Bois, 
at the base of the Merde Glace; the white streaks 
in all cases being framed in greyish moraines, 
whence rise a multitude of bare granite peaks, the 
principal of which are the Grands Mulcts, the 
Aiguilles du Midi, des Grandes Jorasses, de 
Channoz, du Druz, and the Aiguille Verte.

English Church Service. 

(Diligence to Droussard whence steamer up the 
Lac d'Anuecy to Annecy in li hour). 

Chamouny is now on French territory. Much, of 
it has been rebuilt since the disastrous fire of 185{{. 
When Saussure first came here, 17G0, and even 
for several years after, there were only one or two 
miserable cabarets, such as arc seen in the most 
unfrequented villages. During the twenty-five 
years subsequent to his visit, the few strangers 
who arrived were lodged at the curtf*s. The first 
Englishmen who ever paid it a visit were Pocock 
and Wyndham, in 1744; at which time the Monts 
Maudits, or accursed Mountains of Mont Blanc, 
had such a bad name (with no reason as it seems), 
that the visitors came armed, and accompanied by 
a strong escort, and pitched their tents by day and 
night, not trusting themselH<i* \.'a "Vis^v^ '^NSia. ssas^ 
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tlie north foot of Mont Diane, the peaks of which, 
from Col de Balme to Col des Foars, are best seen 
from the BrSeent or La Flegkre^ the latter being 
the easier ascent, and the prospect nearly as fine. 
This isolated valley, cut off as it were from the 
rest of the world, is about 8,440 feet above the sea, 
in a Si Icndid situation, and is almost unequalled 
for the grandeur of its mountain scenery, combined 
with great accessibility. The rlew comprises the 
four great Glaciers of Mont Blanc, called tho- 
Bossons, Bois, Argenti^re, and Tour, and the Cols 
de Balme and du Gtfant, the Aiguille Vert and 
the majestic Mont Blanc 

A plan of the valley and of Mont Rosa, and the 
Museum of Mont Blanc may be seen. The 
Church of St. Michael is in the Public Square, 
under the Br^rcnt ; it has a splendid altar, set up 
by the old Company of Guides. 

" The foreshortening effect of the close prox- 
imity of the mountain creates curious deceptions. 
For instance, one sees a cabin up beside the glacier, 
and just beyond it the spot where that red light, 
which the night before seemed so near, wAs loca- 
ted ; one thinlcs a stone might be thrown from 
one place to the other, but the difference between 
the altitudes is over 3,000 feet. This seems impos- 
sible from below; It Is, nevertheless, true." 

Chamouny was at first a Benedictine Convent or 
Priory, founded at the end of the eleventh centur>', 
when Count Aynion settled the valley on that 
Order, by a decl in which it Is called Camptu 
munitut (fortified field), whence comes the present 
name. Captain Sherwill, in his brief UUtorieal 
Sketch of the Vale of Chamouny ^ relates the visit 
paid by two or three Bishops of Geneva to this 
part of their diocese ; one was St. Francis de Sales, 
in July, 1606. But it was the account which 
Messrs. Wyndham and Pocock published of their 
travels in this part which brought Mont Blanc into 
notice amongst tourists. 

MONT BLAKO, 

16,780 feet above the sea, the highest point In 

Europe, is surrounded by enormous glaciers, fields 

of snow, and abysses, on which account its ascent 

is always attended with great danger and fatigue. 

On the Italian side it descends a'most perpendicu- 

/ar)jr to the valley. It was first ascended by two 

nntjrefi, Jnoquea Balmfit and Dr. Pacoard, 8th 

-^<5r>»^// JrS6, at 6 M.m. They stayed up balf-an- 



hour, with the thermometer 14*belowf rMiin^paiiii. 
The provisions froie in their pockets; their faces 
were frostbitten, and their lips awollen, and the 
sight was much weakened; but they soon rcoorered 
upon their descent. This guide, Balmat, loat Ma Hfe 
in a crevice, 1835, '* gold hunting"; his descendants 
are now in America. M. de Saassnre, and a party of 
seventeen climbed it for scientifio pnrpo8e8,1787, and 
remained up 8| hours making obserratUmap From 
that date to 1827, eighteen travellers ascended it, 
of whom nine were Englishmen. At Dr. Tlamel's 
ascent, 1820, three guides were lost in a storm, 
remains of whose dress, Ac., were found in 186S, 
at a spot five miles distant, to which they had 
been transported by glaciers. The first Fraidi- 
man was Comte de Tilly, 1835. Maria de Paradis, 
a guide's wife, was the first woman to surmount 
it. in 1£88; she was carried from the Grand 
Plateau. A Frenchwoman, Mademoiselle d^Ange- 
vllle, ascended, 8rd to 5th September, 1840, 
being dragged up the last 1,300 feet by the 
guides, and crying out, "If I die, carry me 
to the top." When there, she made thera 
lift her up, that she might boast she had 
been higher than any man in Europe. Oaptain 
Sherwill ascended In 1825; Messrs. Fdlowes 
and Hawes in 1827; Dr. M. Barry in 1834; 
Albert Smith in 1851; Mr. J. D. Brown, the 
artist, and Lieut. Godall, R.E., in July, 1852. 
On 21st and 22nd July, 1853, It was surmounted by 
Mr Sulmond, and Lieut. Walsham (killed at the 
battle of the Alma, 1854.) Mr. J. Macgregor 
(Rob Roy) and Mr Shuldham went np, on S3nd 
September of the same year, being *'Nos. SS and 
34" of those who have ascended. In 1864, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamilton (the first Englishwoman) made 
the ascent with nine guides. Professor Tyndall 
spent 20 hours on the top, 1859. 

The ascent Is now an annual occurrence, only 
remarkable as being a work of excessive fatigue 
and some danger; but '* within the roach" (says Rob 
Roy) "of every one who has good weather, good 
guides, a good head, and sufficient energy for a 
walk of 24 hours, chiefly over deep snow, and with- 
out sleep." Mr. Morshead went up alone, In one 
day, 1866. In 1870, eight persons lost their lives 
in trying the ascent. In 1872, a French lady made 
it in safety. Oix%\«\ 3MoaAX'9^'\KlVVa.\%u^«iidst 
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It WM ascended by four Italians from the Italian 
side, 1878. The difficulty of the attempt is no 
doubt exaggerated by the guides; butthesulitary 
traveller should remember that he docs it at the 
rbk of frost and sudden snow storms. Novices 
diould try the Jardin, or Mer de Glaco, before 
Hont Blanc. In July, 1886, two members of the 
Swiss Alpine Club ascended by starting oiirly from 
Les Houches, staying at the Aiguille du Gofiter 
all night, whence the summit was reached in 4f 
hours. They recommend this route as shoiter and 
less laborious, avoiding the great plateau. 

The Ascent of Mont Blanc takes two days ; 
two guides are required for one person, besides 
a porter to carry provisions. The first stage is 
the Grands Mulets, 10,010 feet high, in 7 hours; 
sleep in the hotel; and the next day up the Mont 
and back to Chamouni, 14 hours, though sonic stay 
at the Grands Mulcts, and return the tiiird day. 
There are about 40 registered guides under a Chef. 
There is a fixed tariff. Visitors go to the top of the 
Brrfvent, opposite, to watclj the ascent of the party. 

First Day. — Being provided with warm cloth- 
ing, green crape veils for the face, stout shoes, 
armed with crampons, alpenstocks, ladders, ropes, 
- ftc., yt>n set out at 8 a.m., cross the Arvc, round 
' the foot of Montanvert to the Cascade des Pdlerins. 
Leave Glacier des Bossons and ascend the fir forest, 
called Bois des Pterins, over a bare mountain to 
Chalet de la Para, once occupied by Jacques Bal- 
mat, the guide, who ascended 1786. Beyond this, 
3 hours from Chamouny, is the Pierre Pointue, a 
great rock, where you must dismount from mule 
back and perform the rest of the journey on foot. 
A difficult track along an unsafe ledge, a foot wide 
in some parts, by rarines 500 feet deep, and among 
blocks of stone, brings you in three-quarters-of-an- 
hour to a halt at the Pierre k TEchelle, a square 
inranite stone, where the ladder begins to be required 
for passing the crevasses (crevices or deep gaps). A 
shot fired here produces a remarkable echo. Notliing 
but a few hardy rhododendrons and mountain plants 
are seen, being the last signs of vegetation; the 
height being 4,000 feet above Chamouny, witli a 
fine view of the whole valley, the Col de Balme, 
Aiguille du Midi, &c. In forty minutes you reach 
the Glacier des Bossons, where the porters and other 
•npennimerarles part company; some, howevor, go 
4)ff§9fMr98 fife Ornf^i Mulota to sleep. A^ la ice 



or snow from this. It Is best to traverse the glacier 
early, before the sun softens the outer crust. Thd 
way is among a labyrinth of icebergs, and deep 
crevices, hidden by tlie snow. These arc crossed 
by means of ladders with a rope railing fitted on, 
or by cutting steps in the ice; tljc party being tied 
to each other by ropes, so that if one slips he may 
be held up by the rest, and keeping silence lest the 
vibration caused by talking should dislodge the 
avalanches of the Aiguille dtt Midi. 

The Olacier des Bossons is only half a miie 

wide, yet It takes tliree liours' walking to ch)ss i^^ 
such arethedifilcultiesof theway. AhcrhiSo'clocR, 
you come by a steep ascent to the GrandS Muletfi^ 
two broken naked peaks rising out of tlie BttOW lil68 
islands, 10,010 feet above the sea; here part of iiiH 
night is passed. On the edge of the highest one Irf «♦ 
narrow platform, 20feetby 5, where the guides liave' 
built a small Hotel to hold about twenty persons 
closely packed. A few hours' repose are a necessary 
preparation for the fatigue to come; bttt the excite- 
ment is usually so great that sleep is cfht <rf iltB 
question. Little should be eaten, or it will sfjoil 
the rest of the journey. After sunset the keen af J* 
at this great height makes a fire agreeable, and it 
serves also as a signal to the spectators below, who 
answer It by anotlicr. Tlie view is extremely im- 
posing; "the sky becomes clear and cloudless, the 
mist disappears from the valleys, and the stars 
shed on the mountains a weak pale light, sufficient 
to bring out their masses and distances. The re- 
pose and profound silence fill the imagination with 
reverential awe." A few white mice and perhaps 
an eagle may be seen. 

Second Day.— From Grands Mulets the way is 
west-south-west to Dome du Godt^, across the 
Glacier de Taconnaz or Tacconay, which is 
intersected by vast crevices, overhung by the ava- 
lanches of the Aiguille du Midi. It is advisable to 
be on foot shortly after midnight. The moonlit lit is 
so bright as to supersede lanterns; new stars appear 
in the black sky, which forms a direct contrast to 
the brilliant snow, but respiration becomes diffi- 
cult, the pulse-beats rise above 100, accompanied by 
giddiness and headache; the thirst is great with 
a sense of nausea, loss of appetite, and fever ; nnd 
the propensity to slee^j \& v^xass^x. Ss.x'y^'sS'c^Sv's.^ "%». 
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surmounted In «lg-«agi. It takes on hour to reach 
the top, or Petit Plateau, as the fatigue makes 
it impossible to take more than twelre or fifteen 
steps without a pause. At its extremity, is 
a second rampart, and beyond, a third, called the 
Grandes Monties, which is crowned by the Grand 
Plateau; an almost horizontal plain of snow, 
about 2 miles long, with the Aiguille du Midi on 
the left, Dome du Goftt^ on the right, and Mont 
Blunc in front, in an ampliitheatrc of icebergs. 

There is a short way by the Roches Rouges, 
but this is unsafe on account of the aralan- 
ches, which in 1820 buried three guides of 
Dr. llamers party in an unfathomable crevice. 
Messrs. Fellowes and Hawcs took the left of the 
Roches llougcs, in 1827, and so avoided some 
dangers. Even a word might dislodge the avalan- 
ches, and therefore perfect silence is observed. 
Cold and the rarefied air occasion great suffering ; 
tljc face turns black, so that it is difficult to know 
one persun from another. It is the general effect 
produced on the system, rather than mere fatigue, 
which should be considered by those who think of 
making the ascent, as the consequences may be 
permanently dangerous. Drinking only increases 
the thirst, to case which, the best thing is to suck 
prunes, lemons, or chocolate. The inclination to 
sleep is so uncontrollable, that when Mr. Macgregor 
ascended, all but two gave way, out of a party of 
thirteen, including all the guides. The first signs 
of sunrise appear about 4. In 7 hours from Grands 
Mulcts, you come to tlic steep wall of ice called 
Mur de la Cote. The last rocks to be seen, the 
Tctits Mulcts, arc near this Mur; it is about 450 
feet high, and is the most difficult and dangerous 
part of tlio ascent, being bordered by tremendous 
precipices. Here every step must be cut first of 
all in tlie solid ice, making about 260 altogether; 
this takes an liour, the view expanding on all sides 
as you rise. Beyond is a gradual rise of 1,000 feet, 
free from dangers, to the summit, which it costs 
another lionr to reach. 

The top Of Mont Blanc is saddle-shaped, the 
ridge lying east and west, the highest point being 
near the west end. Seen from the north or south, it 
looks like a pyramid (steepest on the south side), 
but from Chamouny it resembles the back of a 
t/romedary, and is known as ^*Bosse du Drama- 

f^^yr- " ^ sjfarp wind mnkes tb^ 4fr reiy cold; 
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and half an hour to an hour is as long as the rlsltor 
cares to stay. As to the prospect, it is, of courie, 
immense, provided the air U clear. When Mr. Mafc- 
gregor went up, the whole range of view from 
Lyons to the mountains over Genera was on- 
obscured by fog or cloud, the horizon beyond 
appearing in a haze. There is a sea of wavy peaks 
all round, so that the view is not so overpowering 
as it would be if Mont Blanc stood alone. The 
finest prospect is on the Italian side. Monte Rosa 
shines out on the east. To the south is the Apen- 
nlno chain passing over Genoa and the Mediterra- 
nean, and part of the great basin of the Po. To 
the north and west are the Mountains of West 
Switzerland and Dauphin^. 

An observatory was erected in 1893 near the 
summit, in the shape of a truncated pyramid, 
with a rectangular base 10 mbtres by 6, It is 
strongly constructed, with double walls. 

Saussure records, in his ascent, 1760, that the 
colour of the sky was deep blue, the stars were 
visible in the shade; the barometer sank to 1«*08 
Inches (being 27-08 at Geneva); the thermomct^ 
in the shade was 26i', in the sun 29* (being 87* ^t 
Geneva). The thin air works the blood into a f eye^; 
and you can scarcely make yourself heard. In 
descending, you slide along the snow, with the 
assistance of the alpenstock; and so rapidly, that 
five minutes suffice to bring you down a slope which 
it took an hour to ascend. MM. Martins Bravals 
and Le Pileur saw from the summit the superb 
spectacle of the shadow of Mont Blanc, projected 
on the sky liice a vast cone, with a rose-coloured 
border, (6 30 p.m.). 

By railway Mont Blanc may he reached, vid Dov«-, 
Calais, Paris, and Mftcon, by ordinary trains to 
Geneva, in 3i hours of actual travelling, at a cost 
of about £7, Ist class fare; which is best in the 
end, as the fatigue is doubled in the cheaper class 
on a long, continuous journey. (To save delay and 
trouble, in the event of crossing the Piodmontese 
frontier, the Italian visa should be got in London 
before starting.) 

Winter lasts in the Vale of Chamouny from Octo- 
ber to May. The air is fresh and healthy; some- 
times a sharp cold day will come in the midst of 
July. The thermometer ranges from 70* to 80* in 
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at thfi end of a beautiful plain, surrounded by 
mountains, at the height of 1,460 feet aborethesea, 
close to the Lake of Annecy, which is 9 miles by 
3 miles, and nearly 200 feet deep in some parts. 
Several canals, said to havebeen cut by theRomans, 
pass through the town, and unite in the Thlon, 
which flows into the Fier, a branch of the Rhdne, 
with some romantic scenery at the Gorge de Fier, 
a pass I mile long. 

Among the cariosities are the old Chfttcau of the 
Geneyois Nemours family, Its former counts ; the 
Bishop's Palace ; and the Cathedral, this town being 
the bishop's see ever since the Reformation drove 
them out of Geneva. Among its prelates was St. 
Francis de Sales, who died at Lyons 1622, but was 
buried at Annecy. In the middle of the Jardln 
Public stands Marochettl's statue of BerthoUet, the 
chemist, a native. 

A fine prospect, embracing the Lake and its sur- 
roundings, will be obtained by taking a stroll on 
the Promenade du Pftquier, in which is situated 
the Prefecture, with a monument to one of the 
Engineers of the Mont Cenis Tunnel. 

At Old Annecy, on the north side of a tower, 
there is a Rouian^nscription beginning, "/ot>»...0... 
Maximo. L, Vicinius Severus...," which may in- 
terest the " painful antiquary." 

Steamer to Droussard, whence diligence to 
Chamonix. 

There are various pretty spots on the Lake; 
as Chfttcau Dulndt, on a point on Its north side; 
Chateau de Menthon, where St. Bernard, of Men- 
thon, wasbom; andthe VaUey of Thones. From 
Dulndt Castle, the road leads to FavergeSi with 
2,000 souls, and a large old castle, among wooded 
heights and cultivated pastures. It was formerly 
noted for Iron and copper forges, which gave It 
the name Fabricarium. 

The Rail from Annecy to Alx-les- Bains (26 
miles) passes Lovagny, Rumilly, Bloye, Albem^ and 
OrUy-iur-Aix. The road from Annecy threads a 
mounUln valley past St. Donat d'Alby, a viUage 
of 800 souls, on the Charon, here crossed by a fine 
stone bridge. Remains of castles are seen, which 
formerly defended the passage. Near Albens 
(Stat.), have been found coins of Claudian, Anto- 
n/aae^ ito. ; and from hence the line passes by 
Ifff^cAaux, wAere 9a eMyufQWt C40 b^ 10449 to tiie 



top of the Semnoi (HoUl), an excetlent point of 
vie«r, about 5,900 feet high. The road overlookB 
the town of Aix, or 
AIX-LES-BAINS (Stat), in French Savoy.

Population, 4,800. This watering-place, which 
the Romans called Aquse Gratiante, is much 
frequented by visitors for its sulphur Springt, 
which are useful in cases of indigestion, rheu- 
matism, diseases of the skin, ice. Temperature, 
100* to 117* Fahr. There Is a good Bath House, 
built by a King of Sardinia; also a CAslno and 
Reading Room. It stands near Lac de Bourget, 
and offers many attractive excursions; such 
as Haute Combe and its Cistercian Monastery 
(founded 1225), restored by the Sardinian kings, 
and Bourdcau, under Mont Chat and Deni du Chat 
(5,300 feet). 

A few Roman remains exist at Aix ; these af e 
a triumphal arch of the third or fourth century, 
in the Doric style; a part of an Ionic temple to 
Venus or Diana; and fragments of baths. 

Leaving Aix, the rail follows a beautiful road, 
past Bourget Castle, at the Lake's head, to 
Chamb^ry. Thence to St. Jean de Mauriome, 
on the Turin route. 

Another route, equal to 12i posts, Is by way of 
St. Jullen, Frangy, and Rumilly, to Albens, a ro*d 
nearer the Rhdne. Leaving St. Julien, it atrlkas 
over VW Hou^ ^^«xi tW^*, v»^ \\v%^j«fWk"^%»«5.,Vj^ 
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FrftDgy, wliettce it MetadB and descends the Valley 

of the Charon, to Eumllly (Stat.) This was the 
Soman Humilliaeum, and has a population of 4,000. 
Further on is AllMnS (StAt.)» on the road and 
rail mentioned abore.

foot about 9 hours; but horses and clinr-h-bancs 
may be hired part of the way. You pass St. 
Thibauld de Conx, 1| post, and Los Echcllcs, 
1| post; hence to St. Laurent, It takes IJ hour. 
This place is at the foot of high rugged peaks, 
which at a distance look like irregular forti- 
fications. At half-an-hour from it, you come 
to Fouryoiries vUlagc, a picturesque spot. Here 
tiie monntahis appear to be impenetrable, but at 
length a little narrow opening comes in sight, the 
entrance faito a deep ravine, where the sky is scarcely 
visible; the road, such as It is, is cut In the face of 
the cliff, and supported below by a thick wall. 
Great blocks are set up as a parapet where the path 
is most dangerous. At about 3 miles from St. Lau- 
rent, the road crosses the Pont de St. Bruno to the 
other side of the torrent, where the new road 
iHsgins; it displays great engineering skill and has 
three tunnels, but has considerably changed the 
character of the approach as described in the 
did accounts. Hence the way, learing the Gulers, 
aaeends the steep side of the mountain by several 
iflg-zags; the river soon ceases to be heard, and 
tiie most profound silence reigns ; and after 2 hours' 
walkhig, the Chartreuse comes in sight. (Sec 
Aradihaw's Traveller^ Hand-Book to France.)

interesting plain divides the QeheTAn territory 
from the Chablals comitry. The first place on the 
French side is 

Douvaine, which has a douane, in a dull spot, 
with scarcely a view before reaching Boisy, where 
is a hill with a fine prospect. 

Then come Sclez, Massongy, and Bonatrix, and 

Thonon (BtAt.)— Hotels: Thonon; Balance; Do 
rEuroi)e. A small fortified town, on a gulf of the 
same name, on the lake, capital of the Chablais 
district. Here are traces of a lake settlement. The 
French Government has constructed a small naval 
port here since 1860. Population, 5,600. The best 
houses are in Haute Ville, with the Church, College, 
and Castle. Ripaille, on the lake, is a pleasant 
little place. Roads run up the two heads of the 
Dranse (which falls into the lake hard by); one to 
Semaz, Mont Rion, Welan, and Cluses, on the Arvo ; 
another to Chevenoz, Notre Dame d' Abondance, and 
Gh&tel, whence a path goes over the Col d' Abon- 
dance, to Monthey and St. Maurice. The latter is 
the direct route from Thonon. Following that by 
the lake we come (after a bridge on the Drance) to 
Axnphion, a pretty place, with mineral springs 
and good walks. Through the chestnut woods to 

Evian (StaX,),— Hotels: Grand Hotel d' EvIan; 
Des Bams; Fonbonne. 

A small town of about 2,440 souls, the second in 
the Chablais, in French Savoy, frequented during 
the season for the beauty of its situation and its 
Baths. The ancient ch&tcau and property of the 
Blonays have been utilised by the town for a 
Casino, Ac, similar to those at Vichy. Past La 
Tour Ronde to Meillerie, a miserable villoge hi 
Rousseau's time, but since improved into an 
agreeable resort. The coast hence becomes more 
wooded and romantic. From this, past Bret on 
the site of the Roman Tauretunum, which wa» 
overwhelmed in the year 663 by a landslip; and 
by another May 4th, 1584, burying 122 persons. 

St. GingOlph (StSLl.),— Hotels: Du Lac; Lion 
d'Or. 

Lies on the two sides of a ravhic, with the 
largest part belonging to France, and the other to 
the Swiss Canton of Valais; population, 6<K>. There 
are lime and other works on the Yal^a &ldsb. ^.

the Jnras. The mountains of this range lierc begin 
to approach the lalcc, more or less high, abounding 
in excellent points of Tiew, and corcrcd by a suc- 
cessiim of littlo towns, villages, country bouses, 
▼ineyards, Ac, and intersected by ravines and 
mountain streams. 

Rolle (StaX,)— Hotels: Couronnc; Tdtc Noire. 

A pretty place of 1,500 population, founded in the 
thirteenth century. The neighbourhood produces 
excellent fruit, with La Cote and Moulart wine. 
An old castle built in 1261, has a fine view. It 
was the birth-place of General Laharpc (tutor of the 
Emperor Alexander I. of Russia), to whom there is 
an obelisk on the island here, not far from the Fon- 
taine de Jouvcnu Iron Spring. The neighbourhoo<l 
of Rolle abounds in charming villas and grounds, 
farms, and gardens, and offers a variety of glorious 
lake views from the ridge of La Cote, a few miles 

inland. 

A road from Rolle passes over the ridges of the 
Jnras to Gimel and Lac dc Joux. This road 
ascends by the Signal de Bougy, a watch-tower, 
and a fine point of view, 2,730 feet above the sea. 
Another road to Yverdon, by Aubonnc, Ac, is 74 
stunden lon^, but the best way is to take the rail 
at Morges, further on. A little further is 

Anbonne-Allaman (Stat) 

Jlvtel: Couronne. 

The old Alpona^ on a stream which runs to the 
lake, of which it commands an equally fine view. 
Byron thought it looked like Durham ; and Tavcr- 
nier, the eastern traveller, built a castle here, 
because the site put him in mind of Erivan, in 
Armenia. In the church is the tomb of Duqucsne, 
a brave sailor, and a Protestant, who retired hither 
from France, at the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. 

From Rolle the lake line proceeds by Allaman 
(where Joseph Bonaparte lived fur a time), by a 
fine viaduct, 47 yards long and 25 high, crossing 
the Aubonne Valley to St. Prex, a village of 410 
souls, on the site of another, overwhelmed by a 
landslip, a.d. 663, referred to by Gre^fory of 
Tours, see page 29. 

Morges (Stat.)» or Uorsee of the Germans. 
SoM$: Couronne^ du Mont Blanc; du Port. A little 
tn^Ung port, with 4,088 population, and a conve- 



fine view of the opposite mountains, above which 
rises the snowy head of Mont Blanc. On aplatcftu 
above is the venerable brick Castle of Vufflens, 
built in the thirteenth century, and now used as an 
arsenal. The larij:e.st lacustrine habitation of the 
age of stone on Lake Lcman is near Morges. 

[Here there is a direct rail (part of the West 
Swiss line) to Yverdon, 27 miles long. The first 
place is BUBSlgny (Stat.) at the junction from 
Lausanne. The next is 

CoBsonex (Stat.) or CoaaonBy—ffotei: bes 

Grands Moulins. A small town of 800 souls, on a hill 
above the Venoge, where the Lausanne road falls in. 
Le Sarra or Sarraz, on the Venoge also, was formerly 
called Sarrde and Serratum, the rocks on which it 
stands being very rugged. In rebuilding the church 
the old monumental effigies of the founders (1363) 
were discovered, and placed in the ch&teau of 
the Glngins family, who have held the barony for 
four centuries. A road to the west to Lac de Joux. 

The next station is Ed^pens ; thenLa Sarrai 

and Amex-OrlDe, the nearest to 

Orloe, the German Orbach.— Hotel : Ecu de 
France. On a rocky height over the Orbe, 
which washes three sides of it; it is a very 
picturesque little tovni of 1,947 souls. Two bridges 
cross the stream ; one as old as the seventh century, 
built by Thcodoric*s sister, Theudelinda, when this 
territory was part of Burgundy, and called Trati' 
jurana ; the other a modem and more conveni^it 
one of a single arch, 131 feet span, buUt 1823. 
There are only two towers of the Castle which the 
Burgundian kings had here, and which Theude- 
linda enlarged, adding an abbey, as usual. The 
three sons of Lothaire met in it, 856, to reg^ulate 
the succession among themselves. At Bosceax, 
in the environs, was the Roman town I'rba. 
Some curious sculptures may be noticed in the 
Church, which is of the sixth or seventh century, 
and which St. Columb, the British (or Irish) mis- 
sionary, is said to have had a hand in founding. 
Near Orbe, the Pontarllcr section of the direct 
line between Lausanne and Paris was opened 1875, 
past Vallorbes and Ildpitaux-Jougny^ on the French 
side. From Vallorbes there is a short line to le 
Pont, at the head of the Lac de Joux, and near 
the Deut de YixuWmvv <^1^ V^N.- '^vsoiJ^^^s'ipsav 
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TTeordOB (Stat.) on the Lake of Neuch&tel. 
Hotel de Londres. (See Route 19.)] 

If jrou take the old road from Morges to Lau- 
sanne, it proceeds by Frcverenges to the Yenoge, 
which flows down from the Jura Hills; and 
thence by the plain of Vidy. 

Oucliy. — Hotels: Beau Rivagc; large first-class 
hotel, at a fine point of view ; d'Angleterre. The 
port of Laasanne, to which there is a funicular 
line. It has a douanc, a quay, and jetty, and a 
square tower of a chfltcau, built 1170, by a Lau- 
sume bishop. The depth of water has sensibly 
diminished here, so much so that the Jetty, whioh 
had -16 feet water outside it, has not been accessible, 
except by boats, since 1808. In the little parlour 
of the Hotel dc I'Ancrc (now D'Angleterrc), which 
orerlooks it, Byron wrote the Prisoner of Chillon 
(not the sonnet), in two days (June, 1816), as the 
Bfory goes, while kept in-doors by bad weather.

Chief town of Canton de Vaud (Oerman, Waadt), 
1 ,690 feet above sea, on the slope of the Jorat, facing 
the Leman Lake, or Lake of Geneva, with which it 
is connected by funicular rail, the port being At 
Ouchy, where the steamer puts in. The view of 
it, with the cathedral at the top, the beautiful 
environs and country seats, is extremely pic- 
turesque; but the streets having to cr(»s two 
or three ridges of the mountain, are irregular, 
steep, and narrow. Most of the houses are 
modem. The old town from which it derives its 
name was Latuonna, or Lausoniuni, founded by 
the Romans in 456, near the lake, but destroyed 
about a century later by a landslip, when they 
began to build in a safer s|X)t, round St. Protais' 
Hermitage, on the site of the present town. It 
numbers about sixty streets, divided into six 
quarters, the highest part of which, La Citd, is 
reached by covered steps hewn in the rocks, from 
Rue du Pr€, as well as by a road. A handsome 
granite bridge or viaduct, called Pont Pichard, on 
a double row of arches, 640 feet long, 87 feet high, 
crosses the ravine, near Place St. Fran9ois, which is 
the busiest quarter, lying between Rue du Grand 
Chcne (on the Geneva side) and Rue de Bourg. 

Among eminent persons who have lived and 
wrote here, are Haller, Voltaire, and Tissot; 
Conrad Gessner was professor at the Academy, and 
Gibbon finished his Decline and Fall^ in a summer 
house which stood near the Hotel Gibbon; tliis is 
gone, and his library was sold off some years ago. 

The most remarkable building is the Cathedral, 
which rises over the town, 600 feet above the lake, 
and is reckoned a very excellent Gothic 8pecim<». 
It was founded about 1000, rebuilt 200 years later, 
and consecrated 1275, by Gregory X. The form is a 
Latin cross, 352 feet by 160 feet, surmounted by 
two towers, only one of them being finished, and 
supporting a spire 250 feet hi-h. Two superb 
port'.coes, omamrated by a great number of 
statues and carvings, lead into the nave, which 
rests on about 200 pillars nearly 70 feet high, and

It Is the second town of Canton Vaud, after 
Liiusanne, in a charming rallcy, wlilch opens out 
to the lake. The vine district of Lavnux stretches 
hence alonj the lake, for three Ioagrucs,to Lausonne. 
It is 1,2G5 feet above sea. 

It was known to the Romans as VibUeum^ from 
which the modem name comes. From 1556 to the 
Revolution, it was subject, in common with 
Lausanne, Ac, to the Benieso. It carries on a 
trade in wine, leather, watches, «fec.; and among 
other manufactures is noted for its tanneries, gold 
and silver work, millinery, cigar factories, and 
yrooJi and marble carvings. 

The large Hospital was b\)ilt 1731; besides 
receiving patients, it contains a school of industry, 
tlie public library of 12,000 volumes, and the 
criminal courts. 

At the end of one of the principal streets is the 
grencttcs or Corn hull, with a black marble portico 
nnl tower. Markets for grain are held every 
TucRilay. The east pile of the Douane servos not 
only as a warehouse for goods, but is a place of 
meeting for merchants. The former inn of La 
Clef, where Uoussciu lodged, is the next building 
on the north. Bnlls. concerts, Ac , are given in 
the Casino, built 1830; it is used also for a primary 
school. 

Tlie IIot(!f <le Villevf&s rebuilt in 1755, in a simple 
style. Here the municipality and the civil tribunals 
meet, and the archives are placed. In front is a 
clof^k tower, with a fountain at the base. The 
pri«on<, called the Chafitre, are close by ; behig on 
the site of a monastery attached to St. Martin's 
Chiirch. The College is a fine building, erected 
l-S^JS; tliecl.is ics. modem languages, mathematics, 
ttc.. are tanprht.

Pope, and at length hermit, upon his abdication. It 
was built at the request of his sister, but suppressed 
at the Reformation. Another fountain and tower 
— the Tour Orientate— stands in Rue d'ltalle. 

On an esplanade overlooking the town is the 
principal Church of St. Martin^ with nothing re- 
markable about it ; having been disfigured by fre- 
quent alterati«.ns. Its square pinnacled tower, 
looking like the donjon of a castle. Is dated 1498, 
but It has marks of a more ancient style. 
Within are the tombs of Ludlow and Broughton, 
the regicides, who fled here at the Restoration of 
Charles 11.; Broughton died 1687, and Ludlow six 
yearslater. The honseln which Ludlow died, close 
to Hotel du Lac. bore the Inscription, '■'■Omne solum 
fortipatriaquiapcUris " (every country is a father- 
land to the brave man, because it is his Father's), 
till 1821, when the tabletwos bought by an English 
female relative. The church contains also the 
tomb of a traveller named Matte. 

Among the numerous Promenades the most de- 
lightful Is the one near this church, planted with 
chestnuts. The view here is magnificent, taking 
in the beautiful lake, the Dent du Midi and its 
glaciers; Mont Combln, near the St. Bernard; the 
I>lablercts, and other peaks at the entrance of the 
Rhone Valley; the Dent deJaman, behind; theJnra 
Momitains and their forests; and the Savoy Hills 
In front. Another walk, called Derrlfere d'Aile, 
stretching along the lake from the mouth of the 
sparkling Veveyse, was In^proved at the cost of M. 
Couvrcu, whose large Gothic seat here gives name 
to it ; and forms an excellent quay. To these maj 
be added the walks of Rouvcnnaz and its gardens, 
the P^raille, the Entre-deux-Villes, Ac. The mar- 
ket-place, on the borders of the lake, Is worth a 

visit. 

Besides the Fountains already mentioned, there is 
one in Rue du Bourg-aux-Favres, a red marble 
column ; and that in Rue du Centre, on which is the 
figure of a soldier said to be St. Martin, the patron 
saint of Vcvey. There Is a marble Bridge over the 

river. 
Other buildings deserving attention are — the Old 

Castle, inhabited by the bailiff of Berne before the 

revolution, and the Cour-anx-Chantres. Cerclea, 

or clubs, are — Du Marchd, in Grande Place; du 

Ldman, close to the lake; and the Workmen's 
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Club, with a good Public Library. Steamers, 
frequently toGenevaandVilleneuve,<fcc. Diligence 
to Ch&tel St. Denis and Chexbres. 

Voreigners are permitted to send their cliildrcn, 
of either sex, to the Latin or the Co.nmcrciai 
College, or the Girls' Institution, for small fees. 

The Hospital has a Public Library of 15,000 vols. 

Vevey has a branch of the Lausanne Socidtd 
d' Emulation, and is further remarkable for a fdto 
des Vignerous, held every 20 years, by a society of 
vine-growers, of very ancient foundation. It is 
attended by processions and dances, and a display 
of Swiss costumes; and premiums are distributed 
to those who make the best show of grapes. 

ExcuBSioxs may be taken to the Cubly 
a mountain which rises above Montreux, and com- 
mands a tine view to the valleys and heights of the 
Jorat ; among which are Mont P^Mrin (3,465 feet 
above the sea), Chardonne (3,200 feet), Tour do 
Gourze (4,050 feet, said to be haunted by the 
spirits of confirmed sphisters deceased), near Lac 
de Bret, or Brey, and Chalet h, Gobct (2,930 feet); 
to the Baths of Alllaz (3,080 feet), past Hauteville, 
with a fine garden, open to the public, and Blonay 
■ Castle, and thence by Avent, over the beautiful 
Dent de Jaman into the Saanen-thal. Blonay 
Castle, at a fine point of view, 800 feet above 
the lake, has been four centuries in the family of 

its owners. 

Adjoining Vevey, now almost forming part of 
it, is La Tour de PeilZ, with a considerable 
population, and a castle which was dismantled 1747. 

The next place is 

CLABENS (Stat.). Hotel Belmont, well situ- 
ated in a healthy and beautiful part. See Advt. 

Clarens is situated In a lovely spot, which is 
best seen from a height above it, called Crctes, 
where Madame de Warens had a country scat 
when Rousseau lived with her in his younger 
diys. It Is here that he places the scenes of 
his Julie, or La Nouvelle Ileloise; and It Is not 
less to their real beauty than to his highly 
wrought descriptions, and the poetical colouring 
bestowed upon them by Byron, that "Clarens, 
sweet Clarens" owes its fame. The visitor should 
ascend to CrStos, to enjoy the panorama of this part 
of the lake, and the entrance to the Rhone, opposite. 



from the coins and traces of buildings found there. 
Coins, indeed, are so numerous, that a trader comes 
yearly to purchase all he can get. Near Baugy is 
Chfttelard, among the vineyards, on the slopes of 
the mountains, a feudal castle, rebuilt 1441, on the 
site of an earlier one. The way behind it leads 
over the Dent de Jaman. 

At Clarens-Montreux, with its charming position 
and soft climate, making it a great attraction 
for strangers, for the enjoyment of its pure 
air and exquisite scenery, lodgings and pen- 
sions and villa residences for hire are abundant. 
Meillerle, St. Glngolph, and other beautiful spots, 
are on the opposite shore. Church o/EnfjijndSirvice. 

Vemez, a short distance from Clarens, lies 
among walnut and other fruit trees, where the 
laurel and pomegranate flourish in the open air. 
Hotel and Pension Beaulieu; and Pensions. The 

Station is called Montreuz-Vemez. 

Montreux, l mlle further, is ajiother lovely- 
spot, and being more sheltered by the heights 
behind. Is much frequented by Invalids. Pop., 2,300. 

Hotels: Hotel des Alpes; Hotel National ; Beau 
S^jour au Lac; Hotel Belmont, &c., and many 
comfortable Pensions. 

Hotel du Cygne, well situated, close to the rail- 
way station and landing place of steamers. Re- 
commended. See Advt. 

English Church Service, In Montreux Church. 

Free Church of Scotland Service, at the new 
Church (1872), near the College, September to June. 

The handsome Cursaal, with concerts and 
ontcrtalnnr.ents of every kind, Is a great centre of 
attraction. 

The best point of view of the country around, 
with the Castle of Chlllon, Ac, is to be had from 
the church-yard, where the old Church, with its 
pyramid tower, is hid among the chestnut trees. 
Near it Is the Rock of Tufa, the water from which 
deposits stalactites of a violet colour. A funicular 
rail leads from Territet up to OUon (2,260ft).; 
Hotel Pension Bellevue, well situated, with fine 
view over the lake; See Advt. Hotel Righi 
Vaudois, first-class, with splendid views. Grand 
Hotel Victoria; and is continued to Cauz 

(3,140ft.), Jaman (5,7G0ft.), and Naye (6,480ft.)

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has been ieen over the Dent de Janian, In the form 
of an image of the Dent high above it. 

One Michael Manhi died here. 1779, leaving h\£ 
fortune (not very great) to all the poor of the 
nnl verse; it l« employed in aRsisting those who 
offer themselves. The picturesque effect of the 
Bridge (98 feet liigh) on the little bay in the lake, 
joining the villages of Sales and Planchc, is worth 
noticing. This bay is forme<l by the mouth of a 
little stream, which rises at Verroux, in the peaks 
of the Dent do Jamnn. 

The name MontrOUZ is applied to the collection 
of villages wljich have now grown together, the 

principal of which are Claxens, Vemex, Ter- 

ritet, and VeytaUZ. Hotel and Pension Masson. 
Excellent first-class house, beautifully situated. 
Near VeytailZ-Clllllon (Stat.) is the famous 
CASTLE OF CHILLON 

(which the genius of Byron has Immortalised); a 

mass of square buildings and towers, on a small 
rock, joined to the mainland by a light wooden 
bridge. It was built about 1240, to command a road 
into Italy, by Amadeus IV., of Savoy, and, before 
artillery was invented, was thought to be impreg- 
nable. In 12.59 the Counts of Savoy obtained a 
victory here, which led a few years afterwards to 
the acquisition of the Pays de Vaud. It was taken 
from them, however, by the Bernese In 1636, along 
with the Castle; upon which occasion Francis 
Ponnlvard, Immortalised In Byron's noble sonnet 
(see below), was set free. He was Prior of St. Victor, 
at Geneva, and having sided with his townsmen 
against the pretensions of the Bishop and Duke of 
Savoy, was treacherously carried off, 1630, and shut 
up In this fortress. It was repaired in 1837, but 
without altering any important parts. 

Several rooms arc opened to visitors, as 
the Hall of the Knights, which latterly had been 
the Governor's kitchen; the Chamber of Justice, 
with the wooden beam, or potence, for inflicting 
torture, and a trap-door to the oubliette below, 
down which the body of the victim was thrust, to 
be o«5Z»V (forgotten): the Chapel and Secret Cham- 
ber of the Dukes, having one window only in it, 
overlooking the court, and an iron-bound door, with 
the Duchess's room, now used as a powder maga- 
zine. The dungeon of Bonnivard (or Bonlvard), 
997ifA Jta rocYz floor, rests on pillars, and is Hi by 
jrfiTvrsJ nrinclow$.

This sonnet (which ranks with Milton's on 
the persecuted Vaudois), though placed as an intro- 
duction to the "Prisoner of Chlllon," was in fact 
written at a later date ; It celebrates the memory of a 
real sufferer; while the hero of the poem itself, with 
his family of captive sons, Is only a powerful creation 
of the author's fancy, composed as above-mentioned 
at Ouchy, wlien ho was ignorant of Bonnivard's 
history. The unfortunate prior was chained to 
the fifth of the "seven columns weary and grey," 
where the staple may be still observed; Byron 
carved his name, not on this, but on the third 
pillar, in company with Fcnlmore Cooper's and 
others ; but some one has cut a line throngh it. In 
making repairs here, figures, traced by scmie 
wretched captive, and human bones were found. 

The Castle has for years been used as an Arsenal. 
Admission, 1 fr. Its turrets command a fiine view 
of the lake, and of the "little isle," or lie de Palx, 
opposite Villeneuvc; "the only one in view" of the 
poor prisoner, and indeed the only one in the lake. 
It has two or three trees on it. Half way to 
Villeneuve is the large Hotel Byron. 

Villeneuye (Stat.)— Hotel Byron (near the 
Castle of Chlllon), Church Service at the hotel. 

A small old walled town of 1,471 population, at 
the upper end of the Lake, on the site of the 
Roman Penniculis, where the road turns off up the 
Valley of the Rhone, following the rail to Bex and 
St. Maurice. The ancient town was destroyed in 
5C>3, along with several others on Lake L^man, by 
the fall of the mountain Tauretunum^ and the con- 
sequent inundation, see page 89. 

The banks of the RhOnc at this point are marshy 
and unattractive. In the course of centuries the 
river has made a little delta, at the top of which is 
Port Valals, now 1 mile from the shore, but once 
the Partus Valesise of the Romans, and the place of 
embarkation. As It falls into the lake, it is of a 
muddy co!onr, but at Geneva It Is a deep blue. 

Hereabouts it is thought the consul, L. Cossins, 

and his legato Piso, wore defeated and slain 

by the Helvetian tribes, in the year 1 10 b.c. ; and 

I tl\o Romau army put under the yx^e, in iokm 
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of submission to their conquerors, hcjidctl by Di vice. 
From this point the carriage road follows the 
direction of the river, and turns at Glis, near 
Brieg*, over the Simplon Pass. 

Diligence to VOUVry (page 30). 

Leaving Yillcneave you come to Rcnnaz and 
SOOhS (Stat.), under Mont Arrcl, the latter near 
an old Castle. Then Tyorne (population 700), 
formerly called Uyhema^ noted for its white wine. 

Aigle (B^t.)t theR(Hnan Aquilia, on a branch of 
the Bhdne, called the Grande Eau, up the vullcy of 
which is the Panex Salt Work. Population, 3,550. 
HoMi: Grand Hotel, very comfortable first-class 
hptel; du Midi; du Nord; Beau Site; Victoria. 
The climate is mild; the grapes are some of the 
best in Switzerland; and it is the centre of various 
excursions, as the Devcns Salt Springs, Tour d'Ai, 
Dent du Midi, Dent dc Morcles, Diablerets, and 
especially up the Grande Eau, by Aigrcmont Castle 
and Ormonts, to Saanen Land, on the Thun Itoad. 
Diligeneo to Chateau d'Oex (itagc 100), and (in 4 
hours) to 

VUlars or Villard-Biir-Ollon, lo miles E., 

4,000 feet above sea. Fine views ot Grand Muveran, 
Jpc, from the Cftaokouaire^ 6,940 feet. A guide is 
not required. 

St. Trllkhon (Stat.), near a picturesque hiU, 
above whidi is a tower, said to be Roman, com- 
mandlug the Valley of the RhOne ; also the ruined 
Chajpel of des Danes, with a quarry of black marble, 
dote by. Many Roman coins have been found. 
BEX (Stat.) pronounced "Bay." 

HoteU: Grand Hotel et Bains des Soluics. 

Grand Hotel des Bains (Hotel and Pension), in 
a fine paric, opposite the English Church. 

L'Union; Hotel and Pension Villa des Bains. 
Pensions : —Des Etrangers ; du Crochet. Railway 
Restaurant. 

Engli^ Service^ at the New English Church. 

A town of 4,420 population, on the Aven^on, 
another branch of the RhOue, noted for its mineral 
springs and salt works. It stands 1,430 feet above 
the sea, near the Dent du Midi, in a most pleasant 
spot. The waters are sulphuretted and begin to be 
taken about May. Excellent trout and game are 
got here. A trip of three days will enable one to 
visit Chamouny and the Great St. Bernard. The 



deserve a visit, trotn. 1554 to 1823 (mly brine 
springs were worked ; but in the latter year vast 
bc<ls of rock salt were discovered, in some places 4G 
feet thick; and the annual produce is now very 
cunsideralilu. Old sulphur springs once used by 
the Romans have also been brought to light. 

The principal Salt Mines, called Bouillet and 
Fondcment, arc up the picturesque valleys of the 
Aven9on and Grionne. Before reaching them, you 
come to the bfttimcns dc cuite, or Ixiiling houses, 
with their large chau'librcs (pans) at Bevieux and 
Devcns ; to which the brine is brought in wooden 
pipes, IJ mile long. A little higher are the 
Batlmcns de graduation, COO feet long, filled with 
faggots, over which the brine is made to trickle, 
and brought to the proper strength for boiling. 
Bouillet^ the first mine, is a gallery about 7,250 feet 
long and 6 wide. Going through it you pass two 
lar;j:e circular reservoirs or dessaloirs, one of 
wliich is 81 feet diameter and 11 feet deep; 
they are used for the first step in the process after 
blasting the rock, namely, dissolving the broken 
pieces in water, before sending the brine down to 
the Bfttimens de graduation. One of these dessaloirs 
has a good echo. Further on is a puits or pit, 
bored in the last century, in search of salt ; and 
then smaller reservoirs, with the blasting holes. A 
shaft 520 feet long and 700 steps, bring you to the 
upper or Fondement mine, which contains several 
small galleries of older date, excavated before gun- 
powder was employed (1775). Of the seven brine 
springs which issue from the rock, the most produc- 
tive are Bon-Succ^s and Esp^ronce Louvelle. 

About 5^ miles from Bex is the small town of 
Les Flans, in the valley of the same name, with 
two or three good pensions, this is a good centre 
for excursions, especially to the Dent de Morcles, 
9,700 feet, for which guides can be had. 

From Bex, on Excursion may be made to the 
castle ruins of Duing, and the charming village of 
Frciiibrcs (alwvc the Salines); thence by a fine but 
rather dangerous footpath, over the Col de Cheville 
(6,775 feet above sea), by the landslips of the 
DiableretB (they fell 1714 and '49), which is 10,666 
feet high ; by the Saut du Chien (Dog's leap) an 
abyss 1,900 feet deep, and steep on both sides, to

by bridle path tc the Col. Another is over the puss 
of La Croix (6,130 feet) to Ormond-thal {4h 
itnnden), and thence by the Pillon (5,010 feet), to 
Saancn Land (6i stunden), on the road to Thun 
and Intcrlakcn. An excursion, little known, 
should bo taken by Montey, up the beautiful Valley 
of Vifeze, to Val d'llliea, Champ^ry, «kc., under the 
Dent du Midi and other mountains. To proceed 
beyond will brhig you into the Valley of Sixt, in 
Savoy. 

Tlie road from Bex crosses the ATen9on and 
then the Rhone, by the old fortified bridge to St. 
Maurice. The railway crosses the river near tliis 
old bridge, and forms a junction with the Ligne 
d*Italle at St. Maurice. This old bridge has one 
arch 70 feet above the river, which is so hemmed 
in here by the Dent dU Midi (10,450 feet) on one 
side, and the Dent de Morcles (9,640 feet) on 
the other, that there is little more than room 
enough for it and the road. 

The river here divides the Pays de Vaud from 
Canton du ValaiS, or WaUU, population, 
101,887. It stretches along both sides of the Rhone, 
towards its source, bounded on the north and south 
by the two great chains of the Alps, the Oberland 
and the Sardinian. As far as Sion (the capital, 
see page 40), French is spoken, but German 
beyond. The people are distinguished from their 
neighbours by dirt, poverty, and cretinism, which, 
with its companion the goitre, is unusually pre- 
valent in the Bas Valais. The poor cretin is known 
by his large head, thin crooked legs, feeble steps, 
and inarticulate speech. Both cretinism and goitre 
appear to be attributable to drinking bad water, 
and the want of pure air in close, wet, ill-ventilated 
valleys, at a height of 3,000 feet above sea. Beyond 
that line it does not occur. " In some parts of the 
Valais, the deformity of the goitre was so common,- 
that if a man wanted the usual appendage to his 
throat, the others would laugh at him, and call him 
Gang hals, or ' Goose-neck.' Some travellers seem to 
think that parents look upon it as a light affliction 
to have a cretin child ; but the old saying quoted 
by Simler (in his Vallesise Descriptio) as used when 
a /iealthy chUd was horn, ''Oott *y geloht das kind 
^wi^-fewSy^^aw* tfferden, ' * Qod be praised the child 
"^^'notproreaeowK^ showB that it was always 



felt as a groat calamity."— /Vrgwwon. 
ST. MAUBICE (Stat.) 
Inns: Hotel and Pension Grisogono, connected 
with the Railway Restaurant; Des Alpes; Ecu 

du Valais. 

A little town on the west bank of the Rhone, 
with 1,666 population, and 1,380 feet above the sea. 
It is noted for a very ancient Augustine Abbetf^ 
dedicated to St. Maurice, chief of the Theban or 
Christian legion, martyred here by Maximilian in 
the beginning of the fourth century. It was then 
called Tarnaias, which was changed to Agaunum. 

A church, they say, was built on the spot by 
Theodore I., Bishop of Valais, between 351-91. 
Siglsmund of Burgundy amply endowed it in the 
sixth century, and a successor Raoul, or Rudolph I., 
was crowned (889), and afterwards burled here. Its 
abbot was mitred, and had the title of Count, with 
other privileges. Besides Its collection of relics, it 
boasts two agate vases given by Charlemagne, his 
Gospels and other MSS., a gold crozicr, and a chalice 
given by Queen Bertha, St. Siglsmund' s shrine, 
&c. (special permission required). The church 
tower is the oldest part of that building. Accord- 
ing to an inscription on the Town house (Chiistiana 
sum ab anno LVIII.) Christianity was established 
here as early as a.d. 58. At St. Maurice the Llgne 
d'ltalie, on the south side of the Lake of Geneva 
via Bouyeret and Monthey, comes in ; and from 
here it ascends the left bank of the Rhone to Brieg. 
Visit the Grotte des F^es, an immense cavity ot 
6C0 yards, terminating in a small lake, near to 
which Maximin decimated the Theban legion, 
A.D. 302. Opposite it (l| mile) is the little village of 

Lavey (population, 200) and its sulphur Baths^ 
first brought into notice 1831. They run close to 
the river, are clear but bitter tasted, and contain 
much sulphuretted hydrogen. Temperature 115*, 
which Is reduced to abvut 100° in the bath-house. 
They are well arranged and superintended. Living 
moderate. Above Lavey a narrow road leads to 
the very picturesque village of Morcles. 

The Dent Vallerette may be easily ascended here, 

among a circle of mountains. Dent de Morcles, 9,700 

feet, may also be ascended, but a guide will be 

necesaaTy. TVic nI«nt o"hw iVwi Rhduo rall^.ifi esK- 
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the Hermitage of yotro Dame du Sex on a point 
ftboye, commanding a very splendid view. Then 
Veroilaz, a Martyr's Cliapcl, where it is said tlie 
warriors of the Thoban legion wore decimated and 
their leader executed in a.d. 302, hy order of the 
Emperor Maximin, because they would not ^ive 
up Christianity; and the site of Epaunutn, which 
was overwhelmed by mud and stones from the 
Dent du Midi in the sixth century. The marks of 
a BimHar catastrophe are noticed further on, at 

fivlonnay (Stat.), where a space of 900 feet 
was covered, in 1835, after a heavy thunderstorm 

Beyond this you come to the PlsSdYacllO, or 
Fall of the ScUenfey which rises in the glaciers of 
Dent du Midi, and here forms a fine cascade of 
between 200 and 800 feet. The iris, as usual, may 
be seen playing across it just before noon. 

Vemayas (Stat.), in the mouth of the fine 
Ctorges dn Trlent (near a Fail), so called from the 
Trient, which comes down from the Tctc Noir Pass. 
HottU: Des Gorges; dcsAlpes; Suisse; Chamonix; 
Poste. Leaving La Batie Castle, on a picturesque 
beight, yon reach Mnrtigny across the Dranse, 
which rises under the Great St. Bcm.ard. La Batic 
was a Castle of the archbishops of Slon, destroyed 
by George Supersax, 1518. The round keep and 
cater walls remain. 

MABTIONT (Stat.), or Martinaeh^ in Gorman. 

JFoMs: Grand Hotel Clerc Beautifullv situated 
dVit-ftlaif hotel; very comfortablo. Electric li^ht. 

Dn Mont Blanc; deTAl^Ie: Railway Restaurant. 

It is partly on the Simplon Road. Including 
Martigny-Bourg, the other part which is about 
1 mile up the Dranse, the population is 2,800, of 
which 1,240 is in the Bourpr. It stands on the bend 
of the Rhone, 1,560 feet above the sea, in a fertile 
valley, but so shut in that the marshy exhalations, 
want of good water, and especially of fresh air, 
produce many cases of ague, cretin, and other 
diseases. It is as hot as the West Indies in summer, 
and the mosquitoes (or cousins as the natives call 
them) are most tormenting. There is a covered 
wooden Bri Jge across the turbulent Dranse, which 
nearly overwhelmed the town 1545 and 1818. 
Marks of its rise may yet be noticed on the houses, 
some of which are built strong to resist future 
iniindatioDS. On the MUb above are the round 



by Peter of Savoy, to command this part of the 
valley. Most of the hills are bare, but good wine, 
as Coqucmpey and La Marque, is grown ni>on them; 
the honey is also very choice. There is a hand some 
parish Chun-h, St. Mary's, with some Roman in- 
scripti(»n8 hi the walls, serving as a memorial of the 
ancient Octodurumy on this site. At the Bourg are 
large warehouses, and a good market, with a chest- 
nut wood towards Lavinin ; and here also is the 
Convent of St. Bernard, whence periodical reliefs 
of monks are sent out to supply the Hospice of St. 
Bernard, which is about 8 hours' journey up the 
Dranse (Route 5). 

Martigny is the starting-point for visiting the 
Hospice as well as the Tete Noire, Col de Balmc, 
Chaniouny (7 to 8 hours), and the Pierre-^Volr 
(guide required), the conical peak of the Levron 
range, 8,124 feet high. Many rare andcurious plants 
are also found m the neighbourhood of Martigny. 
A carriage road, practicable for two-horse convey- 
ances, is now open over the Tfite Noire to Clia- 
mouny. Relays at the Hdtel de la T(5te Noire, half 
way. Omnibus in summer to the T6te Noire. 

Martigny to Chamouny, over the Col de 

Balme — a trip not to bo omitted, for the splendid 
view it ofTers of Bf ont Blanc and its attendant iK?aks 
It takes 9 to 10 hours walking; but it may be done 
as follows, without a guide; though one Mill be 
required if you quit the direct route. Leaving 
Martigny in the morning, you proceed up the 
mule path to Col de Forclas or Trient, com- 
manding the most splendid views (tunilng round) 
of the Valley of the Rhone. From this Col you 
descend to the pretty hamlet of Trient In the midst 
of green meadows. A path tun»s ofl to the T^tO 
Noire Pass (see page 2G). A succession of bteep 
fatiguing ascents, difficult even for mules, through 
forests and pastures, near the Herbageres chfilets, 
brings you in 2 hours to the two little Inns on 
the top of the Col de Balme, and there, if the 
weather be clear, the "dread and silent mount" is 
before you in all its majesty. The best point of 
view is at the Aiguille de Balme, 5^0 feet above the 
inn, which is itself 7,230 feet above the sea. On 
the right are the Aiguilles Rouges and the Buet. the 
former, har^ txsAS^'^^,, «sv5v.Vcw«r55avKc5ss6.. '^'^ siejssTssK*. 
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Jtbep sad walls of La Baiie Castle, built In 12W, \ Dru-, lYieti VVkft Ust ^^ Q\*k^ '^^^ 

Below lies tho Vale of 
Chamouny, and the villages dispersed up and down 
the Arre; and behind, the Alps, lining both sides 
of the Simi)lon Road. Here the effects of the 
sunset may be viewed on the mountain, which 
becomes at first of an amber colour, then changes 
to a bright rosy tint, which lasts till the sun has 
sunk down, when it settles at once to its natural 
fflittoring white. Tho air is intensely cold at this 
height ; and the sheets feel damp (without being so), 
to that from these causes, the noise of tho wind, 
and the excitement, sleep is almost impossible. 
From here tho path cannot be missed ; it runs 
near the Arvo, past Le Tour, Argentiferc (2 stun- 
den) to Chamouny (2 stundcn).

Leavhig Martigny, the rail ascends the valley 
6f the Rhone, through a somewhat marshy country. 

Saxon-les Bains (Stat.) Grand Hdtcl dcs 
Bains. The water is good for skin diseases. Saillon 
has a quarry of coloured marble. At Biddes 
(Stat.) a covered bridge crosses the river to St. 
JPierrc, on tho north bank. Then comes Ardon 
(Stat.) and its vineyards and fruit gardens, with 
a rich soil which renders it the granary of this 
part. Population, 600. Iron is also forged. It was 
inundated in 1818 by the Liccmc, which comes 
dovm from the ridjrc near the Diablerets. At 
Vt?troz (furtljcr on) a path tnni iip across the head 
of it to Bex. The Merge is another mountain 
torrent, next crossed ; and then comes

It was the Roman Sedunum, now capital of Canton 
Valaisor"Wallis,seat of a bishop, Ac; standing near 
the Rlionc, where the Sionne joins it, about tho 
middle of the canton, 1,860 feet above tea. German 
begins to be the common tongue about liere. Popu- 
lation, 5,513, in dirty, dark streets; the chief one 
being the Pont, through which the Sionne flows, like 
a canal, covered h\. Though the situation is some- 
what agreeable, and the soil fertile, it is extremely 
hot and unhealthy in summer. Several ch&teaux 
cover the heights, besides three old Castles. Valeria 
Castle, to the south, has some high towers, and a 
pilgrim's chapel (St. Katherina), said to have been 
built by the Romans. Tourbillon, the highest (to 
which there is a way by the Tour des Chiens or 
Hundethurm), built 1294, was the old seat of the 
bishops. Majoria was the third seat of theirs before 
it was burnt, 1788. There are walls and ditches 
round it, with six gates ornamented with paintings 
of saints, &c. Wine, almonds, and figs are produced. 

The Cathedral, dedicated to the Virgin, is an old 
Gothic building, witii fifteen altars, tombs, and an 
ossuary, where Roman inscriptions may be noticed. 
St. Th^odule's Church, built by Cardinal Matthew 
Schinner, in the sixteenth centurj-. That of the 
Jesuits, in a pretty spot, has two good altar paint- 
ings. In the former Jesuit College a Cantooal 
collection of natural history is now kept. 

The Rathhaus, or Town Hall, is a Gothic struc- 
ture of some pretensions, with an astitmoraic&I 
clock and several Roman inscriptions. The Ghm- 
cellerie is a new building, as is tho Bishop's Palace, 
where they show a set of portraits of prelates from 
the third (?) century. Charlemagne, they say, 
built the Kalendes Tower. Outside the town are 
the Capuchin Convent, a Hospital under the Sisters 
of Charity, and the Shooting House. 

A market is held on the bridge, whence there is 
a 6ne view of the Mayens de Sion, with its cduntry 
seats, gardens, and herds of cattle, as well as of the 
hills on the opposite side of the Rhone. On the field 
of Planta the Upper Valaisans defeated an army of 
10, 000 Savoyards, 13th November, 147.'), an anniver- 
sary kept to this day. Further off you look, doim 
into the Morsenthal (Valley of the Morge), npoa 
the almost Vaacc^aVXA* Tasxj»X».\sk. tot\. ^lUsnA^t^^ 
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From this place Antoh ton Thnh threw his uncle, 
which led to the war of the Valals just mentioned. 
Abont 3 miles south of the town i.s the llonnitaprc 
of I<ongc-Borgnc, witli a chai>el, «l'C., cut in ttic 
rock, in Val d'Erhi. Tliis is tliu must beautiful 
portion of the Ithunc valloy. 

1. From SiOil tO Gstelg, in Saanon Land, tlierc 
Is a mule path of 8 hours over tliu Sanotsclj 
I'ass, hy rugged zig-za;;8, ravines, Ac. It leads 
vp the Valley of the Morges, to Cliampagnol and 
St. Marthi. The pass is 7,370 feet above sea, with a 
noble view of the chahi of the Al|w. Tlie peak of 
Arbelle (Arbolhom) divides tliis pass from that of 
Gelten, which is 9,980 feet higli. The way to it 
is to ascend the Sonne to Grimisois and Saviesc. 
Here a path to the Sanetvch goes off to the west, 
while another to the Gelten strikes up tlie moun- 
taina, past Aal)az, and dosccndH to Lauenen in 
8aanen Land. From Grimisuis tliero is a path by 
Ayent and Rawin (with its waterfalls) up to the 
Rawyl Pass, which crosses ttie shoulder of Wild- 
horn at the height of 7,943 feet, and descends by 
sig-sags to the Iffigcn-thal and the Slmmen-thal. 

S. From Slon up the Val d'H^rens, or Erhi- 
^r-thal to Evolena, in G hours by mule. It opens 
on the south into the Valley of the Rhone, at 
Bramois (or Bremis, in German), in a wild spot, 
near the Hermitage of I^iongc-Borgnc, referred to 
above. It was made in the sixteenth centurj', and 
is usually inhabited by tico solitaries (for company), 
from whom honey and wine may be got. Then 
eomes Hdr^mence (Armonzi, in German), the chief 
place of the valley (population, 400), with cottages 
of wood, decorated with heads of bears and wolves. 
Here the Borgne or main stream from Col d*Orsera 
and Val de la Barma in the south-west is joined by 
tlie Nosonce, which you may ascend to EYOlena 
C7 sttmden), a village of 460 inhabitants of primi- 
tive and hospitable manners, and standing 4,520 feet 
above sea. There is a path hence to the cast over 
the Pas de Torrent into Val d'Anniviers. Path to 
Zcrmatt, over the great Fcrpecle Glacier, in 8 hours, 
with the Mattcrhorn in view. The ui)i>er part of the 
Vosoncc, alMJve Evolcna (past Satanue), lies among 
immense glaciers and magnificent Alpine peaks, 
such as Dent d'H^reus and Dent Blanche (WeiSS- 
liom), 13i714 and 14,802 feet high, by a path 
over Col aVhwia (11,420 feet). Tho Qrott^ 



aux-Faycs at rsclgne is especially worth notice. 
A path over t lie Glacier d'Arolla into Val Polllna, 
down to Aosta, passes mu<h grand scenery, under 
Mont Colon (ll.Ouu feet), which was ascended 
September, lt<7*J, l)y a party. 

From Hion the rail ascends to Sierrc. The 
Simphm Road runs parallel with it to St. Ijconard 
(lirst cros.sing the Ilaspillo, a mountain stream, 
from a lake under the Rawyl Pass); then, leaving 
Granges to the right, and Chermignon to the loft, 
it crussuM a bridge to 

Slerre (Stat.)-German,^t(fer«— lO miles from 
Sion, at tho mouth of Val d'Anniviers or Einfisch- 
thai. Ilottls: Poste; UellevueBaur. Abeautiful,but 
hot and unhealthy spot, producing many cretins and 
excellent wine. Hereabouts the German language 
separates from the French. Behind the Gabing or 
Goubin Tower, is the old Castle of Perigord, once 
a seat of the l)ishops, with other remains. There are 
two churches. A line view from Venton above tho 
village; a path leads by it to St. Maurice and 
Radogne, from which the Schncehom may he 
ascendcd,with a view of the Ruzli and other glaciers. 
From Schneehom there Is a fatiguing and unsafe 
path over the LUmmeren Glacier, the Stxnbeleok 
Pass, and the Eng^tligenalp to Adelbodon, on the 
way to Interlakcn. 

Mules and guides may be hired at Sierrc for tho 
Leuk Baths and tho famous Gemmi Pass (see 
Route !()) into the Bernese Oberland. To the 
Baths of Ixiuk, 5 leagues in 8f hours, by char ; 
Omnibus, 6f. 50c. Most of the way from Slerre is 
through rugged and savage scenery. Thence to 
the top of tho Gemmi, by mule, in 2 hours; to 
Kandersteg, by mule, in 4 hours ; and to Thnn, by 
char, in 74 hours. 

From Sierre np Val d'Anniviera, or Einfisch- 

thal, to the south ; a fertile valley, Ifi miles long, 
once dreadfully afflicted with goitre. The mouth 
of it across tho Rhone is guarded by the two 
castles of Alt-Siders and Beauregard, on tho 
heiffhts about Chypis or Chlppis, which belongred 
to Guichard de Raron, but were ruined by the 
Valaisans 1414. It is watered by the Uscnz or 
Navissonce, which rises in the glaciers of the 
Weisshom at its head. The entrance to the valley 
is a nartow mv^V <S\««.\iy^. v*»^ ^'«' ^vscjjiafiv -^i-^Saa^ 
\ oveiia Ixurt.V^-'it Q^ ^VCo^ ^-^s^ '^'«^ <s«^ff«ia 
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prospectl After PaAg and VigsOsre (the chief 
place, with St. Enphemia's Church), yon couie to 
where the main stream parts off into two heads, 

the Zinal (to the left), and Grimenze. This is at 
Mission. According to tradition, the people of this 
valley (about 2,000 in twenty-five hamlets) are de- 
scended from a band of Huns who took refuge hero. 
Their dialect, manners, dress, and the way they 
build their houses, are peculiar. They were only 
converted from Paganism in the eleventh or twelfth 
century, of which the village of Mission presents 
in its name a memorial. The mountains ending 
the valley are said to abound in minerals. A path 
from Grimenze leads over Col dc Torrent (9,590 
feet) near the Sasseni^ro (a peak 10,690 feet 
high), to Evolena, in 7 hours. Another path to 
2lDal, under the Weisshom, hours ; thence over 
the Col de Zinal, or Triftjoch (11,615 feet), to 
Zormatt, 12 hours. (See Route 6). 

The Rail from Sierre follows the Simplon Road 
which crosses the Rhdne to the Forest of Pfyn 
(Pfinger-wald), an important military position, 
having a peak of the great chain to the right, 
about 8,300 feet above the sea. Thence on to the 
bridge (over the Rhone) to 

Leuk (Stat.), or, lo^Che-Ville.— ^o^c^.- 
DelaSonste. Population, 1,548. A pleasant spot, 
six miles from Sierre, 2,440 feet above sea, at 
the junction of the Dala with the Rhone, hero 
crossed by a covered bridge. There are two 
Churches, and remains of two Castles, close to 
the Sclitthngcl, a great mass 150 to 200 feet high, 
apparently a landslip. Omnibus for the baths at 
Leakexlmd (page 97) ; the baths are in a gorge 
under the Gemmi Pass (see Route 16). The 
Hermitage de Thiel is in the neighbourhood. The 
rail passes SustOXI (Hotel) and 

Tartmann (or Tourtemagne, in French), at the 
mouth of a valley of the same name. Inns : Lowe; 
Sonne. Population, 648. So called from Turris 
Magna^ a Roman station here. 

Ten minutes from the village, the valley being 

in a higli degree desolate and wild, is the very fine 

cascade of the Tnrtmannbach, a fflll of 84 feet. 

i73*<? Jretad of the valley, 5 stunden distant, is

The rail passes up to Oampel (Stat.), at the 
mouth of the L{)tschenthal ; thence to 

Visp, or Vispach ; French, Vi^ge. Hotd: Sonne, 
or Soleil. A village on the Rh6nc, where the 
Vispbach joins from the Vlsp-thal, a fine valley 
to the south, leading up to Zermatt (see Route 6). 
It stands 2,156 feet above the sea, and is a heap of 
little narrow streets, w ith two Churches, adorned 
with quaint paintings. The best, St. Martin's, 
overlooking the village, is known by its tower; 
near the bridge you get a view of Monte Rosa, up 
the Visp-thal. Markets are held here. On the east 
side are remains of a massive wall, flanked by 
towers, called the wall of the Viberians, after the 
ancient people of the country. This is the junction 
of the rail to Zermatt, see page 50. 

From Visp, on the way to the Simplon, the rail 
passes Gamsen, at the mouth of the Gamsen or 
Nanzerthal, and 

GljTB, which has the tomb of George Supcrsaz 
(Von der Flue), his wife, and their ttcenty-three 
children. He was a noted leader of the Valaisans, 
and d'ed at Verey, 1519. The old direct road up the 
Simplon turns off here, but it is usual to go to Brieg. 
The Briegcr-bad spring is on the opposite side of 
the Rhdne. After crossing the Saltine, you arrive at 
the junction of the Brieg with the Rhdne. 

Brieg (StatO, or Bngue (Hotel des Couronnes 
et PosteX at the junction with the Rhone, whorr 
the ascent of the Simplon begins. Population, 1,172; 
Though small, it is one of the largest places in the 
canton; the principal buildings being a Church on a 
height, founded 166', an Ursuline Convent of the- 
samc date, and the scat (marked by four turrets) 
of Baron Stockalper, a large proprietor here. It is 
2,300 feet above the sea (1,090 feet above the Lak& 
of Geneva). The roofs arc of shining slate or 
mica schist, and many are surmounted by globes 
of tin, giving them a peculiar appearance. A pro- 
jected tunnel, from Brieg to Isclle, willbe 12^ miles 
long, of very low elevation, and cost about 
£3,000,000. This will, however, not be completed 
before the end of the century. From Brieg to 
the Sparrenhorn (9,890 feet), in about 3 hours. 

The road above Brieg ascends the Rhone, to the 
glacier at its head, and to the Grimsel, Furka, and 
Nufenen Passes. (Sec Route 7.) Bell Alp, near 
Lautcrbrunnen (page 86), is five miles north, under 
the AletBcYi audolYiex %\mX&t%.

Eram Barleg to Domo d'Odsola, orer the 

Slmplon, is 4i postfl, or 14 stundcn, or 42 miles ; 
tokingr 13 to 13 hours' walking, or 9^ hours by dili- 
gmee. Tho return journey requires hnlf an hour 
more. This famous pass, tlio 

Blmplon, or Simpeln in German, was probably 
first used by the Roman Consul, Cncius Scrvilius 
Ciq>io, in tho year 117 b.c, in an expedition 
against the Cimbri who threatened Italy. It is 
near the border of the Upper Valais and Piedmont, 
In the central chain of tho Alps, suddle-sliapcd, 
6^695 feet above the sea. In war it is memorable 
for the battle of the Milanese with the people of 
tlie Valais, In 1787, at tho bottom of ihe Vcdro- 
thal ; for the battle between the French and Aus- 
trians, 15th August, 1799; for the bold passage of 
(General Bcthancourt, 27th May, 1800, when 1,00) 
soldiers with arms and knapsacks, and the General 
at their head, passed by means of ropes over an 
ab]r8S, tho bridge of which had been carried away 
to the other side. The names of the officers are 
cut on a rock at the spjt. 

This excellent and noble highway, in the midst 
of grand scenery, was the first in the Alps that 
was made fit for carriages, and has served as a 
model for all the mountain roads since made. 
It was executed at a cost of not less than 18 mil- 
Wtma of francs, by the engineer Ceard (30,000 men 
being frequently employed at once upon it), at the 
command of Napoleon, 1801-5, on account of the 
many difficulties he had experienced in the pas- 
sage of tho Great St. Bernard. "Whatever injuries 
it suffers from avalanches, floods, storms, &c., arc 
repaired by tho joint collections of the districts 
through which it goes, amounting to a yearly sum 
of 50,000 to 80,000 francs. One of the worst storms 
hero was 24th of August, 1834, when bridges, etc., 
were carried away on the Italian side. The old 
road, which yet exists, and is used by the natives, 
being tho same, they say, by which the Ilomans 
travelled, goes from IJricg, up the Saltine to Taver- 
nettes (5,130 feet high) on wide slabs of granite, 
and is shorter by 2 stundcn than the new road, 
but very difficult and far less worthy of notice. 

As to the new road, from Glys, where it begins 
(though the start is usually made from Briog), 
to flesto Galende, at the lower end of Lago 



tunnels, and 20 hoti;^ of fcftige — ihfi lattei* 
being strongly built in safe places, mostly 
under projecting rocks, for the reception of 
travellers in storms and bad weather. The galleries 
are more frequent on the Italian side, where the 
greatest difficulties had to be encountered. Not- 
withstanding the height, it is so well laid out that 
a drag on the wheel is unneces8ar>'. It is about 25 
feet wide, with a slant of 2^ inches In the fathom. 
Indeed the beauty and simplicity of the whole are 
so great that many are disappointed with it, at 
first sight ; as is frequently the case with great 
engineering works. Strong low walls of stone lino 
both sides of it. 

Starting early in the morning from Brieg, with 
additional draught animals, a cross road brings you 
into the main road from Glys, not far from a covered 
bridge on the Saltine, 70 feet high. Then come the 
zig-zags, with changing views of the mountains 
and the Rhone Valley. After the first refuge you 
come to Ricdwald (1^ stnndo), and then the second 
refuge. Along the Ganthcrberg, to what was the 
first gallery (Ilolzgraben) now demolished, a dis- 
tance of 1 stundc. Then to tho handsome Ganther 
Bridge, over a wild ravine, 80 steps long and 4,390 
feet above tho sea, near remains of the huts built 
by General Bcthancourt, 1800. A splendid view of 
the Matterhoni to the south. At the post station, 
B^rlsal (3 leagues from Brieg), is a good hotel, 
with the third refuge, in a part most exposed to 
avalanches. By the bridges on the Tronbach and 
Weissbach to th»j fourth refuge, in the Rothwald. 
Then through the first or Schalbet (Schaldbett) 
gallery near the pyramid-like Schncehom and its 
glaciers, to the fifth refuge, in a desolate part, where 
vegetation ceases. Mont Leone and its glaciers are 
to tho left. The galleries of Kaltwasser are roofed 
like a house, and strengthened in every way to re- 
sist the avalanches and streams which tumble doivn 
sometimes over the traveller's head, and slide off 
into the ravine below. Crossing the Saltine, you 
come to the sixth refuge, where a toll of several 
francs for repairs is taken. From the wooden cross 
at the summit of the Simplon (5 leagues from Brieg; 
height, 6.591 feet) there is a splendid back view 
of the mountains at tho head of the Rhdne Valley, 
the JuugCrau w;v<3c \,\vfe t>^fc'WM«J<x ^Svaj^s*.^ tssiSk. "^'^ 



there an 611 bridges, 7 gaUcrlcs or \ Ticmw^i M^a. T^sv^i\x"fc^'«L<5SW^S»^^^'*5*^'^^ 
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begun by Napoleon, and finished in 1840, is kept by 
Augustine monks, like tliat of tlio Great St. 
Bernard, and contains al>oat thirty be<l8. An old 
honsc of rcfupe was erected somewhat lower down 
by Baron Stockalper's family ; it is now inhabited 
by a sliepherd. In IJ stundc you arrive, after 
passing the bridges of Krombacli or Krummbach, 
and Senk (on the Yedro), at the village of 

Slmplon (German, Simpeln; Italian, Sem- 
Pi01|6)i which gives name to the pass. Hotels: 
Foste; Flotsclihorn. 

In the chnrch is a picture of the Judgment, with 
a rude German inscription to '^Lieber Christ" 
and " Menschcn Kind." The hollow iu which 
it is placed is 4,820 feet above the sea, with the 
Fletschom, Breithom, and three or four more 
glaciers circling it in. 

From Simplon, over the Lauibach B>idge to the 
point where the road turns sharp off to tlie east, is 
i a stundc Soon after you come to Gsteig or 
Algaby, or Im Gonzt, near the Gallery of Gsteig, 
where theLavina, from the Lavin Glacier, joins the 
Krummbach, and forms the Dovcria, which flows 
hence close to the road, through the Val Vedro. 
For 4 stunden you proceed along it, through the 
savage Pass of Gondo (licmmcd in between black 
slaty rocks), to the eighth refuge, and the fourth 
gallery (240 feet long) ; then over the Ponte Alto, or 
Bridge of the Doveria, to the Grand Gallery or Gal- 
ler}' of Gondo, the finest and longest (683 feet) of all, 
with two apertures for light, and ''^ Aere Itaio, 
MDCCCV. (nearly worn away): Nap. Imp ," cut on 
the roof. This unpretending record agrees well with 
the magnificent simplicity of the whole road. The 
tunnel took l,000men eighteen months to make. At 
the end of the gallery you come suddenly upon the 
fine Fall of the Alpirnbach, or Fressinonc, and in 1 J 
stundc from Gstcigthc village of Gondo, or Gunz, is 
reached, in the midst of the wild gorge, to which it 
gives name. The old seven-storeyed house of refuge 
here, now an inn, was built by the Stockalpcrs. 
Not far from this is a waterfall, from the Zwisch- 
berpen, where there is a "gold mine " belonging 
to Baron Stockalper. 

In about a ^ of a stundc afterwards, to the Pied- 

moai border, atB. Marcd'B Chapel, where the Italian

of 1834 and 1830. The first place on the Piedmontese 
side is IsoUa, which has a Custom House and a 
gallery (the sixth); then through the Abyss of 
the Cherasca to Davedro (2 stunden), in a wild 
part of the Vul Votlro, and on by the seventh 
gtUlery toOrevOladf stundc), over the fine bridge, 
90 feet high, of the Doveria, below which the Vedro 
joins the Tosa, or Toccia. Hence it is f of a stnnde 
to Domo d'Ossola. '*Liko the avenues to the Edea 
and Paradise of allegory and romance, the Val di 
Vedro, the approach to the ft-agrant and volup- 
tuous plain which extends to the Logo Maggiore 
is beset with awful horrors." 

On one side, and at a considerable depth below 
the road, rolls a wide and brawling torrent, which 
is at length magnified into a river. On the other, 
rise terrific walls of rock, with ft'onts as rugged as 
if the masses once imbedded in theh: chasms and 
indentations had been dislodged by some con- 
vulsion of nature, instead of human agency. From 
these crags, towering almost perpendicularly above 
the road, huge fragments frequently descend, 
which, in the early season, render travelling very 
dangerous. ''The romantic and fanciful might 
hero suppose that the silken land of luxury and 
ease had borrowed from its hardy Helvetian neigh- 
bour, the rude and inhospitable Val dl Vedro, ta 
deceive the unwary traveller as to the nature of 
the region into which it conducts, and thereby to 
enhance his enjoyments; for beautiful — exceedingly 
beautiful, is the first display of the genuine land- 
scape. The plain, or rather expanded valley, is 
one mass of luxuriant foliage, dotted with villages; 
some visible, others marked by the lofty and ob- 
long bell-towers of their churches."— G. Dowini'g 
Letters from Continental Countries. A conccssJkMl, 
for a railway and tunnel (12i miles long) between 
Brieg and Domo d'Ossola, to be completed about 
1903, was granted in 1895. 

Domo d'OBBOla (Stat) 

Population, 3,500. 

Ilctels: Debpagna; De la Ville et Poste; Pesee. 

A lively Httle town near the Tosa, in the Bschen 
or Ossola Valley, quite Italian in its charaetor, whh 
some of the houses supported by arcades; mottof 
the nceepi \n. PaT\& <»mA ttom t\vl« town and neiglH 
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Duchy of Milan, and is now incorporated with the 
kingdom of Italy. It is an estcellcnt starting 
point for excursions in the valleys around. For 
example: one may be taken through the terrace- 
shaped and fertile Yal Formnzza or Pommat, past 
the fine Tosa Fall, above Andermatt, on the Frutt, 
thence over the Glaciers of the Gries (7,780 feet 
high), and through Eginenen-thal to Ober-Gestelen 
(on the Rhdne), in the Valais, a distance of 13J 
stunden ; or from Upper Tosa you may go by Val 
Bedrefto to Airolo, on the St. Gothard Road, 16 
Btunden. Another trip from Domo d'Ossola is by 
the road to the east, through Val Vigezza, or Ccnto- 
tMH, past Masera, Trontans, Riva (near a fall), 
Mklesco, Olgis (the highest part, 3,020 feet), under 
Monte Chiridone (7,050 feet), Borgnone, Vcrdaslo, 
Intragna (at the mouth of Val Onsersone) across 
PohteBrol1a,onthcMaggia, to Locarho(10 stunden), 
at the head of the Langen Sec, or Lago Maggiore. 

Leaving Domo d'Ossola, you descend the Val 
fVOssoIa to Villa, where the Ovcsca joins from the 
Val Antrona (the latter may be followed up to 
Antrona-Piana, and thence over the glaciers, round 
Monte Moro, into Saas-thal). The next places are 
i^n8tii;6ho, and Borgo (before which you cross 
the Tosa at Ponte Masone, having a glimpse of 
Monte Rosa), then Vogogna. 

I^e stations by rail are VllladOSSOla and 

SKedimnlera. 

Vogogna (Stat.) Hotel: Corona, where the 
Tosa becomes navigable. There is an old castle 
above it. Here the beautiful Val Anzasca begins, 
leading up to Monte Rosa, and into Saas-thol, 
by the Monte Moro. The scenery, at the head, is 
Bs grand as anything on the Swiss side of the Alps, 
but softened down by an Italian sky. The people 
In common with those of other valleys here are of 
German origin. 

tLeaving Vogogna, you come to Pie di Muleras, 
at the foot of the Cima di Muleras, near the Anza. 
Then Castiglione, in a richly-wooded spot, com- 
manding excellent prospects all round it. Beyond 
Calasca is the fine Fall of Val Bianca; and at Ponte 
Grande a way turns off to ValsesmenJa, under the 
Del Moro Peak. Vanzoxie is half-way to Macug- 
naga, with 4 good Jnn and two churches. Vast 
forests of cheetnuts and walnvts cover the UUl sxOLee, 



Ccppo Morelli (near Cimamoi^a Cfhapel faiid ita 
prospect), Campiole, Morgen, and Presqnartero, 
where a direct way passes up a defile to the right, 
over Monte Moro, to Saas-thal; but our way by 
Macugnaga is best for the views of Monte Rosa it 
offers. Tlie German language begins hereabouts. 
At Pestarana are gold mines, where a small 
quantity of gold is found in combination with iron. 
The latter, with copper and loiul, is abundant; 
silver is also found. Borca, the next place, com- 
mands a fine view of Monte lioso, but the best pro- 
spects of it are obtained from MaCUgnaga {.Hotels: 
Monte Rosa ; Monte Moro), which stands at the 
bottom of an amphitheatre of mountains and 
glaciers, on a green meadow, 3 miles by 1|, and 
5,170 feet above the sea. It has a pretty village 
Church, the language is German, and the popula- 
tion remarkable for vigour and good looks. 

From a point beyond the village is an crxtraordl- 
nary panorama of Honte Rosa and its neigh- 
bouring peaks, which rise up with nothing "to 
obstruct the sight, in a vast semicircle, snowy and 
glistening, darkened at the bottom here and there 
by forests. To the south are the Cima del Pisisc, 
near the Turlo Pass (into Val dl Sesia); Pizzb 
Blanco, on the west, the Monte Rosa behind it 
(15,216 feet high), in all her splendour, the Weiss- 
thor Pass, over to Zermatt, Cima de Jazi, and the 
Mittaghom (13,660 feet); and Monte Moro and its 
Col (8,220 feet), over which was one of the high 
roads into Switzerland, before the Simplon was 
made. 

A steep ascent Icids up to the summit of this 
pass in 4 hours, which commands a prospect of vast 
extent. Thence downwards by a desolate, though 
not difficult path, over glaciers, &c., to Distei and 
Meigeren (2 hours from top), in Saas-thal, and 
under the snowy peak of Mont F^e; then Almagell, 
whence there are paths into the Val Antrona to the 
east, and to Zermatt in Nikolai-thai on the west. 
Saas (2 hours) the next place, gives name to the 
valley. HoteK — Monte More] 

After Vogogna, the stations are PremoSOila,

Iwla BaUa (to the toath), tho Bonntlfnl Island, 
Is more a work of art anil perhaps less charming 
than the other. It rises np in a pyramid often 
terraces or han^ln;: irardcnM, first laid out by Count 
Vltiiliano Borronieo, about 180 yoare a^; planted 
with cedar, laurel cork, beech, cypreu, sugar canes, 
coflee trees, Ac., and so many lemons and oranges, 
"that :JO,000 have been sent in one year to England 
olimc." The whole is sot off with statuary; and 
there is a curious shell work grotto, close to the 
water, with a mosaic floor made of the slatey rock 
which forms the basis of tho Island. At tlie sum- 
mit Is the large sumptuous Palace of the family, a 
modem structure, approached by a flight of steps, 
and built by Count Prederico Borromeo. Among 
tho pictures inside, are those of four battles in 
which he fought, besides a portrait of him with his 
jester. Thero are also firoscoes and pictures hy 
Oiorgionc, Bassano, Procaccini, Sdildoni, Vandyke, 
Tcinpesta (an artist who killed his wife, and fled 
hither) with monuments in the chapel, and a 
theatre. Tho old Count had a ^great passion for 
the drami, and always went about with a company 
of players in his train.'* Closed Mondays. There is 
an Inn on the Island. On the east side of the Lake is 

Laveno (BtSkt,)— Hotels: Posta; Stella; More— 
at the foot of the Sasso dl FeTTO, 5,920 feet, 
with a fine view, 7 miles across from Baveno, and 
other beautiful places which are on tho opposite 
side of tho lake.

Here the 

direct rail to Milan is joined, coming from Arena 

(above). It goes from Sesto, through a rather 

dull, though fruitful country, part of the great plain 

of Lombardy. The first Station is Somma, with 

its Castle of the Visconti family, and especially an 

ancient cypress, 24 feet girth. Scipio was defeated 

here by Hannibal, at the Battle of the Ticino, 218 

B.C., and obliged to retreat to the Po. Oallaxate 

is the next station where the branch to VaresO 

turns off (below); then BUStO ArslziO, near 

Castegnate, on the oiona; Legnano ; Farabiago; 

RliO ; and at length 
Milan, at the famous Arco dclla Pace. 
At Sesto Calende (above), several roads fall 
in at the point where the river issues out of the lake, 
one of which leads to Como, and passes through 

CtmbrO, where the mulberry begins to appear. 
At Casata, which stands in a pretty country, on a 
hill, is a fine view of the St. Gothard and the 
neighbouring Alps. The unusual stature of the 
people will be noticed, and their low-pitched cotta- 
ges. From Castello d'AzzatI, is a view of the Lake 
of Varese, and the Madonna del Monte, a pilgrim 
church, on a beautiful hill, which is a favourite 
resort of the peasantry. 

Varese (Stat.) reached by a branch from Gal- 
laratc (as above). It is a lively, good-sized town, 
trading much in oil, and having three churches, 
a hospital, theatre, Ac, with several houses resting 
on arcades in the principal streets. 

After crossing the Olona you come to Malnate, 
near the Madonnina Chapel, on a hill. The women, 
in their holiday dresses, "wear handkerchiefs 
wound about the head, with large silver ornaments 
behind, consisting of a number of long puis disposed 
like a fan," and fastened by another laid across. 
Tliey wear also huge wooden shoes, without 
stockings. 

Beyond Binago is the Odescalchi Villa, and at 
Camerlate you get a view of Baradello Castle, on a 
lofty hill, once used as a prison A turn of the 
road to the north brings you to Como (Stat.), 
from which a line runs vid Monza, to Milan,

Caar road to Cantine de Proz ; thence bridle- 
road to the pass. Diligence in summer to Orsi^res, 
in 8 hours. One horse conveyance to Orsiferes, 15 
francs. Liddes to St. Bernard, mule and gruide, 8 
francs and pourboire. The route may be varied 
by way of Val do Ferret and Col de Fengtro, 
which presents many fine prospects of Mont Blanc, 
the G^ant, &c. 
Passing Martigny le Bonrg, you come to 
Le foocard, 2,320 feet above sea, near traces 
of an aqueduct which supplied Octodurum. 

After Bauvemier, the road crosses the Dransc, 
to the Galerie de la Monnaie Tunnel near a convent, 
and then re-crosses it to St. BrancMer or Sembran- 
chier^ which suffered much in the great inundation 
of 1818, occasioned by the Bagnes, a branch of the 
main stream which falls in here. It was stopped 
in its upper part near Torembic, by a glacier which 
fell in April from the Gcnoz Mountain, and made 
a natural dyke, 600 feet high, across the valley, 
the waters forming a lake behind it, 1^ mile long 
and 400 feet deep. Precautions were taken, and a 
tunnel cut through the dyke, but, on 16th June, it 
burst, and 500,000,000 cubic feet of water swept 
down the \ alley at a fearful rate, carrying away 
bridges, cottages, trees, cattle, and thirty-four 
lives, though notice had been given beforehand. 
The dyke was afterwards melted down by a simple 
plan adopted by Venetz, an engineer; which was to 
divert the springs from the heights across the ice of 
the dyke; and, in 24 hours, though not more than a 
few inches broad, they worked channels 200 feet 
deep for themselves, and thus broke it up piecemeal. 
Chestnuts and vines grow. There are remains qI 
two Castles^ one ot 'w^SsJa. x^r.'bc^^^ ssx^^^xBjasxsst 
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Orsi^S (Inn: Hotel des Alpes), a town of 
3,000 inhabitantt, at the entrance of the pretty 
valleys of Ferret and Entremont, 2,890 feet 
above the sea. The heights around command a 
splendid view. A prominent object is Mont 
Vclan (12,350 feet), with its ^'littering snow fields. 
Lac dc Champoy is a charming promenade (4 miles 
off) among ch&lcts, pine woods, meadows, &c., 
where a great variety of i)lants are foand. 

[A road turns off here, under Catogne (8,460 feet), 
a point commanding a view of the Lake of Geneva, 
the Juras, dec. ; thence by the rich pastures of the 
Hospice, by lake and glaciers, either over Col 
Ferret to Courmayenr, or over Col de la Fen§tre 
round to St. Bernard.] 

Leaving Orsiferes, you come in a short time to 
Uddes, 4,890 feet above sea, and the most healthy 
and agreeable place in Val d'Entrcmont. The 
people are industrious and the soil is fertile. St. 
Laurent's Chapel is the best point of view. The 
valley of Bagne meets the Entremont valley 
above B&glie» from which there is a way to Col de 
Fendtre (page 50) and Aosta. M. TroiUet Is a 
guide here. 

Bonrg St. Pierre, where the chnr-road ends in 
a forest, 6,860 feet above sea, is but a street of 
cottages, with a population of 400, cattle breeders, 
Ac. The church was built by a bishop of Geneva, 
in the eleventh century, and has a Roman mile-stone 
of Constantine's age. Charlemagne first erected 
the wooden bridge of St. Charles. One of the best 
falls here is that of Valsorez, which issues from a 
glacier under the Combin and Velan, two peaks, 
12,000 to 14,000 feet high. There is a Botanical Gar- 
den here, the key of which can be had at the inn. 

The name of the guide who conducted the First 
Consul and his army of 36,000 over the pass in May, 
1800, was J. B. Dorsaz. In the Album de la SuUse 
Pittoresque^ a traveller relates some of his gossip 
about Bonaparte: — "He was small and slender, 
with the white of his eye as yellow as a lemon, and 
the same shape. Long dark locks fell over his 
collar and dress, nnd his hat was covered with an 
oil-skln cloth. Though young, he spoke little, but 
was trite, and constantly turning to see how the 
troops sdranced. When he asked my name, I 
Msrrerffaitim as I do you, 'Jean Baptists Dorsaz.' 



I was young then, like himself, and, if I had 
looked out, might have been much better off than 
I am now. When we got to the Hospice, after a 
safe journey, he asked what I liked best. I hard'.y 
likcl to say, but at last I told him that a pretty 
cottage, a field, and a cow would make me hap;ty. 
' How much would it come to ?' said he, quickly. 
'About 60 louis' was my answer; nnd the fine 
fellow told me to count them out directly." 

In Nai)oloon*s time, the way was continued 
through the forest by a rugged and difficult path, 
over precipices which continually obstructed the 
carriage of artillery; a better one has been cut out 
of the cliffs, over the ravine of the Dranse. Further 
on, the country becomes wild and sterile, with an 
occasional patch of verdure, clumps of firs, views of 
the neighbouring peaks, the Velan, Moro, Pointe de 
Ronaz, Roc-Poli, <kc. The carriage road ceases at 
the little inn, Cantlne de Proz. Further on a 
gorge, the B^filide Marengo^ is reached, thence \fi 
tlie little Spital, with a morgue, where the bodies 
of unfortunate travellers overwhelmed by ava- 
lanches or snowfalls are preserved from decom- 
position. In the defile of Todten-thal, or Valley of 
Death, at the head of the stream, is the Augusthie 
Convent or 

HOSPICE OF ST. BERNARD, 

On the pass of the Great St. Bernard; thought by 
some to be so called from Charlemagne's uncle, 
Duke Bernard, who led his corps this way when 
Charlemagne invaded Italy, by otbors from St. 
Bernard of Meuthon, who founded the Hospice. Tlie 
present convent was founded or rebuilt, A.D. 962, 
on the site of an earlier religious house, about the 
same time that one was established at the Little St. 
Bernard, the pass by which Hannibal had pre- 
viously entered Italy. There was from the first a 
Pagan temple here, to Jupiter Penninus (pen, a 
height), whence it came to be called Mens Jovis or 
3roiit Joux ; this was destroyed by the Barbarians. 
The Hospice, the highest inhabited house in the 
Alps after that on the Stelvio, is 8,120 feet above Ihe 
sea, near a lake which marks the boundary of the 
Valais and Piedmont, and is at the head of a brancb 
of the Dora. The principal building, strongly 
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CMitmht.

The Visp-thal (page 43) at StaldeXL (earth pillar sX 
6 miles from Briegr, divides into two branches, the 
Nikolaithal and the Saas-thal. Between these two 
valleys lie the Schildhom, the Balfrin, the Ulrichs- 
hom, and theMischabelhomer, viz.: the Graben or 
Dom (14,941ft.) and the TSschhom (14,760ft.), the 
highest peaks in Switzerland, neither Mont Blanc 
nor Monte Rosa being Swiss. The Saas-thal, also 
called at its commencement Eistenthal, ascends 
abont 15 miles past Saas, to the glaciers which shut 
it in on all sides, but has a path oyer Monte Moro 
to Vogogna, on the Milan Road. The former and 
most important yalley stretches to the sonth, 25 or 
SD milM, to the base of Mont Cervln or the Matter- 



^ £4oi$(aih, rich in Alpine scenery, turns off from 
the Hospice oyer the COl de la Fendtre (8,855ft. 
high) to Ferret; thence by Issert to Martigny (in 
11 hours) ; or to Picdtnoht by Val Ferret, over the 
Col, to Courmaycur (7 to 8 hours). From Ferret 
also (near wliich is the Folnte de Droxiaz, 
9,680 feet high, with splendid prospects), by Col 
de Ferret (8,715 feet), into the Valley of Entrfevcs. 

From the Hospice to Aosta, the path winds 
between the lake and the Plan de Jupiter, the site 
of the Roman temple dedicated to Jupiter, hence 
the Latin ifons Jovis, Savoyard Mont Joux; a 
little beyond which the view of the basin of the 
Vacherie opens, on the Italian side, where the 
cattle of the convent are fed. The road is tolerably 
plaui; and there is a fine view of the Vacherie 
from tJie gorge of Mont Moro ; the most striking 
object befaig the Pain de Sucre or Sugar Loaf 
Mountain. Thence the path winds down to St. 
B^my (5,240 feet high), where return chars may 
be got to Aosta. The custom-house is here; the 
tobacco duty is heavy, and only 30 cigars are 
allowed free. St. Oyen comes next, and Etronnes 
after that, where passports are shewn; then La 
Cluse, Gignaud, Signaye, and 

Aosta, a charming spot, where the scenery be- 
comes half Italian. (See Bradshawi's Hand-Book 
to Italy.)

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Randa, on to Zermfttt, whiidi is 5,315 feet aboar^the 
sea, in the heart of a circle of glaciers h"»g^«Fg 'down 
the sides of Monte Rosa (the second peAk of the 
whole Alpine chain, 15,21^ feet above sea) and the 
Mattcrhoni (14,703 feet). Over the shoulder of 
the latter is the Matter joch Pass (10,889 feet high), 
with St. Th^odule's old fort, and across it a path 
over glaciers and fields of snow, to Toumanche 
(11 stunden from Zermatt) and Chfttillon, in Val 
d' Aosta. Both valleys are noted for the grandeur 
of their mountain scenery, the size of the glaciers, 
and fine waterfalls. 

Visp to Chfttillon, by the Uatt^jijooli, in 

30 to 23 hours, with guides. 

After If hour you reach StaldeXi, and thence 
along the edge of a wild ravine (leaving CfrSchen 
aboye on the left) to 

9t. Nlklaus, or Kioolas (2| hoars from Stal- 
den), a pretty place among fprestsandfmit gardens, 
with an/nn,St.Nicolas, about haif-way to Zermatt. 
Leaving Visp early, you may get over the glaciers 
of the Matterhom to the chAlets of Breuil the same 
day ; but it is better to arrange to get to Zermatt 
the first day, Val Toumanche the second, and 
Ch&tillun the third. 

Near Herbrigen, or Herbriiggen, are the 
Schallhom Glacier and a waterfall. Randa was 
nearly overwhelmed by an avalanche in 1819, the 
mere wind of which shook several of the cottagea 
to pieces. Another hour to Tliscb, and in 3 hours 
more to Zermatt. 

In 1891 a Mountain RailWfUr was opened np 
the Vispthal and Nikolaithal from Visp to Zer- 
matt, 22 miles. In about 8 honrs. The stations are 
Stalden, Kalpatran, St. Niklans, Randa, and TSsch. 

ZermitL—ffotels : llonte TSLwi\ MontCervin;

The largest place In Switzerland, well situated 
at the point where it borders Germany and 
France. It stands about 800 feet above sea, at the 
elbow of the Rhine, which divides It Into Gross and 
Klehi Basel (Great and Little), joined by a wooden 
bridge (Alte Brttcke), by the new Johanniter- 
Briicke, and an Iron viaduct at St. Alban Graben, 
connecting the north (Baden) and south (Swiss) 
Stations. The oldest part is in Gross Basel, on 
the left bank, where are crooked streets and 
old-fashioned houses, with a very large number 
of Fountains, one of the best of which, Gothic 
and curiously carved, is in the Fish Market. 
A good view of the town is obtained from the 
P/alz Safely in a capital situation near the 
Cathedral, 75 feet above the river, and command- 
ing a wide prospect of the Black Forest, and other 
objects around. 

Here stood the Roman Basilea, built by Yalenti- 
nian I. upon the decay of Augusta Rauracorum (now 
Augst) higher up the stream; out of which the town 
first grew. Being almost destroyed by the Huns, 917, 
it was rebuilt 924-32, by Henry the Vogelsteller 
(Fowler), and in time It became a free city of 
the Empire as part of Suabla. A plague in 1312, n 
fire in 1336, and an earthquake in 1356, greatly re« 
duced it. The famous Council of Basil, held here 
1431-4^, to establish peace and unity, and to reform 
the church, having asserted that a Council was 
above the Pope, was cxcommiuilcated by Eugene 
rv., and forthwith chose Amadeus of Savoy, as 
Pope, under the title of Felix IV. Mwum Sylvius, 
afterwards Pius II., acted as secretary. In 1414 the 
Armagnac army, under the Dauphin, crossed here 
to the field of St. Jacob (p. 106). It joined thaSL^Uw

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The year 1796 was marked by the siege of HQ- 
nlngen, a French fortress, on the Rhine, below the 
town, by the Archduke Charles. In 1S3S. the little 
rerolati'Mi took place which divided the Canton 
into two repuMics, Basel-stndt nnd Ba«el -land (city 
and country). Here lived Erasmus Kcudilin, Hoi- 
Oeln, Iselln, Grynsus, the Deni'^ulIHs Ealor. and 
other famous men. It is now a rich and thriving 
town, with manafactt'^ries of rlhbon*. paper, silks, 
chemicals, tobacco, ±c. 

One of the oldest and most conspicuous buildings 
is the red sandstone HnilBter (Minster or Cathe- 
^al), begun by the Emperor Henry II.. about 1010, 
in the Byzantine (or round-arch) style, but fort he 
most part restored in the Gothic style, after the 
earthquake of 1356; with two sjdres, 218 feet high. 
Imilt 1500. What remains of the first church are, 
St. Gallen's north porch, flanked by statues of 
Christ, St. Peter, the Ten Virgins, «kc. : tlie crypts 
tfind ono side of the nave, and tlte grotesque figures 
Ofh the pillars and beam-ends, peculiar to the early 
style. The chancel and side aisles are a mixture 
of both styles. Gn the west front are various 
Gothic ornaments, and figures of St. George and 
St. Martin, on horseback; also the statues (as 
supposed) of Henry I., or Conrad I., with his wife 
and daughters; the Virgin, Henry II., and St. 
Knnigunde on the facade; four kings and the 
wise men on the towers. Inside, near the com- 
munion table, is the grave-stone of Erasmus (who 
died nt a house close by, 1586) ; the large organ, 
1,431 pipes; tombs of the Empress Anne (Rudolph of 
tiapsburg's wife) and her sons; the carved chancel 
and font, and other remains of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries. The Chapter House was used 
by the great Council. Admission, J franc Free, 
2 to 4, Wednesdays, The picturesque Cloisters on 
the south side arc full of tombstones from many 
centuries buck, Including that of CEcolampadius, 
who first preached the Reformation here. The 
Medioivul Collection, adjoining the Minster, is 
well worth seeing.

Or Vierwaldstoitteriee (i.«.. Four Forest States 
Liake), or Lake of the Four Cantons (round its

■eale of the mountains which surround it, clothed 
with dark forests, and rising in some parts sheer 
out of the water to a height of 3,000, 4,000, and 
6, too feet.

A Statue of Tell" at 
the public fountain, was set up 1843, near Gesslcr's 
Burg or Castle, which they say belonged fo tT»o' 
tyrannical governor shot by Tell, 1307, in the 
Hohlen Gasse (see pa^e 72), now part of the road 
to the Immen Sec. This was commemorated by a;- 
fresco in TelVs Chapel further on (the spot where 
Gesslcr fell), and a German verse stating that it was 
the birth-place of Swiss liberty, and that it will 
last as long "as we are like our ancestors." The 
Chapel has been rebuilt.

WAGGIS, or Wegiris, 

Hotels: Du Lac ; Liiwe ; BcUcvue. Pensions: 
Belvedere; Paradise. 

Is at the mouth of KUssnachtcr Sec, the nearest 
point to Lucerne, for a pedestrian a«ccntof the Rigi, 
on the south-west slope of which it lies, with a mild 
climate, where almonds and figs grow. A landslip, iii 
1795, brought down a torrent of mud upon it, but it 
is now partly built over. A bridle-path leads up 
the mountain. Next along the lake is 

Vltznau (Stat.) Here the Rigl rallw^ 

4 to 5 miles long, with a rise of more than d,0(kf 
feet to the Kulm, (opened 1871-3) may be taten for 
the Ascent of the Rigi (1 hour 20 min).

GERSAU. 

Hotels: Hotel and Pension Miiller; Gersaurhof ; 

Hirsch; Hotel and Pension du Rlgi Scheidcck; 
Sonne. 

A pretty littlo place of 1,816 population, under 
the Rigi, which formed a separate republic before 
1798, now part of Canton Schwyz. In the Church 
was once the banner of the Counts of Ilohenzollem 
(taken at Scmpach) till one of that family stole it 
away. Further on is Rohlihach Fall, and then 

Brunnen.— /7b/rf« : Waldstattcr llof; Ad'cr; 
Illrsch; Rossti; and many Pensions. 

A little port for the carrying trade, havhig a 
depot for Canton Schwyz. Here the three Forest 
Cantons made a confederacy, 19th December, 1315. 

From Brunncn the AzenstrasSO, a fine example 
of engineering work runs parallel with the St. 
Gothard railway to Fluelen. 

Beyond this U AxenfelS, with its first-class 
Hotel and Pension Axenfels, in a fine situation, 
under the Frohnalpstock ; very comfortable. Not 
far from here is the Grand Hotel Axenstein^ with a 
magnificent view and a fine situation. English 
Church Service. 

Hotel Kaltbad. First-class hotel and pension, 
well situated, with pp'endid panorama. See Advt. 

Midway between Brunncn and Schwyz (Omnibus 
between these places), the Muotta-thal (see page 
132) runs off. From Brunnen the lake grows 
narrower, taking the name of the Umer See, The 
Uri-Rothstock, Rossstock, and other peaks behind, ' 
are 7,000 to 9,000 feet high. Passing Sisikon, in 
Canton Uri, you come under the rugged Axenbcrg, 
nearly 8,000 feet high, to Tell'B Chapel, built 
1388, restored 1834, and rebuilt 1882, on theTellcn- 
platte, where he escaped ashore, by a bold leap 
yjvjv l?eae/er's boat hi tho storiji.

exploits and history, by the well-known painter, 
Ernst Stiickelberg, of Basel. Opposite it, near the 
Isenthal, is Biitll, or GriitU, a spot, frequently 
referred to hi Schiller's "Wilhelm Tell," in 
common with other celebrated localities in Swiss 
history. (See above). At the head of the lake is 

FLUELEN ; the Italian Flora. 
Inns: Kreuz; Tell; Adler; Stem; and Rail- 
way Restaurant. Population, 732. 

A depdt for the carrying trade over the St. 
Gothard, with a landhig pier for the steamers. 
It stands among fine mountain scenery, but on a 
marshy site at the mouth of the Reuss, above which 
is the old castle of the Barons of Atlinghausen. 
The French landed here, 1799, imder Soult, after 
great resistance from the Swiss ; and fought with 
the Russians the same year, obliging them to 
retreat towards the Rhine. 



ASCENT OF THE RIGI, 

Or Mons R:gius, so celebrated for its extraordinary 
prospect, and the distant effects of sun-set and sun- 
rise. It is a ridge of conglomerate rock, between 
the Lakes of Lucerne and Zug, 30 miles round, 
covered with forest and pasture to the top, 
or Kulm, which is 5,905 feet above the sea ( i,470 
above the lake). It is withhi 4^ hours of Lucerne ; 



viz., by steamer to Waggis, f hour (a boat 



takes If) ; thence to the top, 3^ hours, taking care 
to reach the top 1 hour before sun-set. Sun-rise 
is best from the Kulm. Sunset is perhaps still finer 
from the Rigi-Rothstock, between the Kulm and 
the Kaltbad. Hotels at the best points always 
crowded in the season— (Hotel Rigi Kulm; Hotel 
Schreiber; Hotel and Pension Staffel; Hotel and 
Pension Rigi Scheideck; Hotel and Pension 
Rigi-First; Hotel Rigi Kaltbad; see Bradthatc's 
Continental Guidt) — where the passing tourist may 
get meals and a bed, and the resident may benefit 
by the whey cure and hydropathy. 

The new Railways offer the most easy modes 
of ascent; for that from Vitznau, sec page 59; and 
for that from Arth, see page 72. A pedestrian will 
prefer the walk up. For those who ride from 
the starting points at the bottom (mentioned 
below), a horse or mule costs 9 francs to the KuJm, 
besides 6 for the return by the same road, op 
9 f rwcs by a dlfteTp«3ftX QW^\ ^^^ws tox ladles, ljt\o8 
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francs np, and 3} to 5 ffahcs down, for each bearer. 
'Guides (if hired) 6 francs a-day, for wliich they 
will carry 201bs. of luggage; boys may be got 
cheaper. A trinkgeld is expected. 

Besides the way up from Waggls (3J hours) 
which commands a constant view of the lake, there 
are various others, — from KUssnacht (3^ hours), 
the Immen See (3| hours), Arth (4 hours), Goldau 
(3i hours), Lowerz (3f hours), Greppen (8 hours), 
Yitznau (8i hours), Gersau (4J hours) ; all being 
bridle-paths, except Immen See, Greppen, and 
Gersau. Nearly all the paths meet at Rigistaffel 
(i hour) below the Kulm. 

On the road from WHggis, lies the Felsenthor 
Gate (two black rocks resting on a third), the 
crosses or stations of pilgrims, and the Kaltbad or 
Hydropathic Institution, handsomely rebuilt since 
the fire of 1849, with a chapel and good hotel ; and 
. 1 stunde from it is the Kanzeli Cliff, with a fine 
view. But the most agreeable way is from Arth 
and Goldau where the view bursts upon you by 
surprise, and so descend by Waggis, having the 
noble lake under your eye all the way down. 
Supposing it to be by Arth, in the ascent you come 
.to Unter Dachli Inn, where the thirteen stations or 
pilgrim chapels begin; further on is Ober Dachli, 
where a footpath (| stunde shorter) divides off 
from the road. The latter leads to the Hospice of 
Maria zum Schnce (Our Lady of the Snow), a 
Capuchin House, founded 1618, to which-pilgriniages 
are made, especially at the festivals of 22nd July, 
Mh and lOth of August. And at } stunde above it, 
is the Staffel, where the roads unite. 

The Prospect takes in a splendid panorama of 
80 miles every way. To the north are the Zuger 
' See (lake), the Albis Range, Egeri See, and the 
Black Forest of Suabia (Baden), far away in the 
horizon beyond the Rhine. In the west, almost 
the whole Canton of Lucerne lies spread out, with 
the Sempacher See, Pilatus and his horns, the 
chain of the Jura, &c. Towards the south, the 
Lucerne Lake (immediately below) and its moun- 
tains, and above all, the long icy chain of the 
Bernese Oberland (Jungfrau, Finsteraarhom, &c.) 
and the St. Gothard Road. Finally, to the east are 
the TSdi, Glaruisch, and other Alpine peaks, a&d

colour on the iak<!s, and tile rose tints of the distant 
glaciers, are remarkably beautiful. 

Green alps (i.e. mountain pastures)^ and seiifi- 
hUtten or cowherd's huts are dispersed about on 
all sides. As many as 800 different plants maf 
be gathered on the Rigi and on Pilatus< From her« 
Prince Albert, before his marriage, sent the Quectli 
his cousin, a dried rose des Alpes, with an album of 
views, which she still keeps among her treasures. 

Between Lucerne and Alpnach lies 

MONT PILATUS, 

So called from Pileatus, a cap, because the clouds 
settle over his head like one ; but the common story 
is (see "Anne of Geierstein ") that Pontius Pilate, 
when banished by Tiberius to Gaul, found his way 
here, and in despair drowned himself in a lake at 
the top, formed by the melting of the snow. It is 
a striking limestone group, 30 miles long, much 
more wild and rugged than Rigi, and so attractive 
in many of its views and features as to draw a great 
number of visitors. The highest point, the Ober- 
haupt, is 6,965 feet. On account of its broken 
outline it is sometimes called Fracmont (mons 
fractus). 

The foot ascent should be made from Hergiswyl. 
A small inn stands at Brummeli, 1 hour from 
Hergiswyl; and at 8| hours is the Hotel Zum 
Klimseuhom, built at the Klimsenhom, near 
the summit (15 or 10 minutes), 6,555 feet high. 
Another Hotels the Bellevue, has been built 6 
or 6 minutes below the Esel, 6,960 feet high. 
There is a path from the Hotel Klimsenhom to 
one of the highest of the seven peaks, the Tomlis- 
horo (6,997 feet), which commands the best view, 
and is most beautirul in tlie morning ; while that 
from Esel, the next, offers the finest evening 
prospect. 

The railway commences at Alpnach-Stad (see 
page 95) and passes through woods over the 
Wolfortbach, through the Wolfort Tunnel, next 
through two other shoi t tunnels to the Aemsig- 
enalp, and finally passes through four tunnels up 
the steep side of the Esel to the Pilatuskulm, 
close to Hotel Bellevue and the ne^ ^<5i\st>w 
Pilatufckulm.

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ShefiUaiiLS Jd%c or lake, 160 foet long, with the 
Dominik-HUhle is to the south-east. For a long

wretched suicide, who, in revenge, vexed the 
country below with his storms. An ancient rhyme 
runs thus —

Meaning that, when Pilate puts on his hat (the 
oloud on his top) the weather will be fine; but 
^when he wears a sword (when his peak is seen 
^nrith a horizontal line of stratus below) it will be 
«urc to rain ; so that he serves as a weather glass, 
like many hills in other countries.

The road from Altorf, forming the shortest way 
from Germany to Italy, across Switzerland, was 
made 1820-32, by MUllcr, of Altorf. It runs up 
along the eastern bank of the Seuss, and is now 
-Mperseded by the St. Gothard rail. 

The St. OothardBail starts from Boljhjkreuz 

<page 5C) 11 miles from Lucerne, where the line 
Rom the north conoes iii, and passes down Lake

The Great Tunnel was finally -bored through on 
Sunday, 89th February, 1880, after eight years work 
(1878-8(^ and was handed over by the contractors 
1881. It is 9| mills and ^37 yards long (16 to 25 
minutes); having its hofth end near Qoschcncn, 
9.689 feet above sea; its south end at Airolo, 3,757 
feet; and the middle 3,780 feet, or rather higher; 
thus making a slc^e each way for drainage. Ffom 
Airolo the south section winds down to Biasca, past 
«ight tunnels; and there are upwards of 20 tuunel3 
along the north approach at Axenberg, Oelberg, 
Schiefemeok, Ac, besides thoee above mentioned, 
and several smaller ones. Massagno Tunnel (924 
mbtres), the last of 60, was made 1881 . Altogether 
there are ,63 tunnels, forming ^ total of 24 miles of 
tunnel work, including the Great Tunnel. It was 
made without 8|liafts, the temperature being 100' ; 
and though begun at both ends, the two borings 
eventually came together MoUhin an iiKA— a 
triumph of modem engineering, which exceeds 
that of the Mont Cenis, and which will scarcely 
be excelled. 

At the Mont Cenis tunnel Uie two pa^ wei:e 
one foot and a half (rom each other; and though 
shorter thap the St. Gothard by 8,^ yard^, It tooik 
six yoars luore to complete it. 

ALTORF, or ALTDOBF 

(^/tor^Ia in Italian). 

Imu: fi9!tel Bcbli^sel; Elrone ; Tell.; li&yt^. 

Capital of Canton Uri, imder the Baoo^beflrg, 1,440 
feet above the sea, near the Rcuss, a little bdforje 
it falls into the Lake of Lucerne. PopnlatJpn, 2,668, 
chiqfly engaged in the carrying trade, and trans- 
port of passengers. Walter Fiirst of Uri, born at 
Attinghausen, near here, was one of the three who 
conspired against Austrian rule, 1307 ; and Wilhclm 
Tell, the best known of them, was bom at 
BUrglcn, also near this.

In a pretty spot, a little above which 600

footing in the Ticinese territory. It stands 1,180 
feet above the sea, and has a Lombard tower, with 
the ancient Churches of Sta. Maria di Castello and 
S. Niccolo, in the same early Lombard style. The 
fine Falls of Baroglia and Cramosina are at hand. 
I'wo paths lead into the Val Yerzasoa. Still de- 
scending by BocUo and Potteggio^ you cross the 
Blcgno, which joins here, to 

Biasca (Stat.)— /nn.- Unione; Railway Res- 
taurant) — in that part of the Ticino called Yal 
Riviera, where the road from Olivone and the 
Lukroanier Pass comes in. Above it is the Pil- 
grim Chapel of St. Petronella. An earthquake, 
in 1512, caused a landslip and the formation of 
A lake, which burst a i^ew ^ears after. In the 
forests of Personico, on the other side of the 
river, are glass works. The timber in this 
mountainous country, where land carriage is impos- 
«ible, is suit down the valleys by companies of men, 
called borratori (from the borra or borre, trunks of 
treesX by a plan which is also employed elsewhere. 
An artificial trough, called sovenda, is made, and 
carried from point to point as far as they desire to 
1^. Water is then poured down, which, freezing, 
snakes a perfectly smooth way ; and at a signal from 
the top, which the mea who are stationed al<«g the 
line traaamit by a peculiar cry, the logs «j9 



launched, and slide down with wonderfnl swif inesf 
to the river or lake at the bottom. In this simple 
manner, 5.000 or 6,000 logs are sent a distance of 
3 or S lonjrucs in one night. 

Further south, past Osogna and its old tower, 
Cresciano, Glaro (Stat.), with a Benedictine 
Abbey, on a beautiful hill called Pondone de 
Claro (with a ruined seat of the Milan Dukes at

Kow the only capital of Canton Tichio, and a fine 
looking old walled town on the Ticino, the passage 
of which it commands. P(qyalation,8, 803. Citrons 
and oranges begin to grow in this luxuriant spot. 
La Torreta stone bridge, 714 feet long, ob 14 arches 
crosses the river; and there is a strong dam built 
by the French, in Francis I.'s time, to keep out the 
floods. Three old Castles on the heights above 
WOTC built by the Forest Cantons. Castello Grande 
(which reidaces, some say, a fort by Caesar), is now 
a prison and arsenal, and commands a fine view. 
The Parish Church has a marble font, and some 
bas-reliefs at the altar. There are also a new 
theatre, built 1847; the Government buildings, 
formerly an Ursnline Convent; and St. Blaise 
(Biaggio) old church. Among the points of view 
around are the Churches of Carasso Convent, 
Oorduno, and Daro. Near the Moesa is Arbedo, 
when 24,000 Milanese defeated 3,000 Swiss, 1423, 
fllanghiering 3,000, who are buried in the graveyard 
of the Ghiesa rosa church. From here a rail (26 
miles) runs vid Oadenauo (Stat.), and Maga- 
dino (Stat.), at the north end of Lago Maggiors, 
and near the mouth of the Ticino, to Lulno (Stat.) 
on Lago Magglore. Lulno is a delightful summer 
resort, with three good hotels, in a beautiful 
situation. Much silk is spun in the district. The 
direct line to Como goes on to

Funicular rail from station to centre of town. 

A pretty thriying town, with a lovely Italian 
climate, beautifully located on the west shore of 
the Lake, 935 feet above sea. Population, 7,169. 
It is the largest of the three principal towns of 
Canton Ticino, and was acquired by the Swiss in 
the sixteenth century. The unfinished Church of 
St. Lorenzo, on a hill, (accessible by funicular rail), 
has some good carving, a Virgin Chapel, a beauti- 
ful facade, and a flag, taken 1798 from the Cisalpine 
republic. At the Franciscan Church of Sta. Maria, 
founded 1499, are paintings (date 1580) by B. Luini.

Diligence to Sessa. 

Excursions to Montt Bre (3,080 feet); to M<mte

LAOO DI LUGANO, or CeresiO. 

(The ancient Laeua Cereeius.) 
Chiefly in Canton Ticino, but at its upper end, 
towards Porlezza, in Italy, is a narrow, crooked 
lake, about 2o miles long, 540 feet deep, 910 feet 
above the sea; the Tresa at the bottom carries ofif 
Its waters to Lago Maggiorc; plenty of good trout. 
The shores arc steci>, especially above Gandria. but 
well cultivated and wooded, and full of changhig, 
'picturesque views. From Monte Saivaiore (1 hoar 



from TiUgano, and 3,980 feet high>,ai tbtwml riiore, 
there is a splendid prospect 9i % imd the plain of 
Italy, the Alps, Monte KOn, fte. Other lAmces on 
its shores are Capo Lago, Morcote, and Agno. A 
beautiful boat trip to Ponte Tresa. Also to Porlezza, 
whence there is a rail to Menaggio on Lago di Como. 

From Lugano, the stations on the Como line are 
Maroggia (2 n Ucs), and Mellde (-4 miles). 

MendrlsiO (Stat.)* oi* MendrU in German, in a 
very agreeable and fruitful country, with a popula- 
tion of 2,800, three convents (one having a large 
church, ) a college, silk mills, a printing office for con- 
traband books, Ac. Balema, San Martino, and Yal 
Maggfo are beautiful spots. Balema is a country 
seat of the Bishop of Como. 

From MendrlsiO it is 5 miles to CMaSSOCEttat.) 
the last village in Switzerland, with a custom- 
house; and after crossing the Italian frontier, you 
come, 8 miles further, to 

Coxno (Stat-), in Italy, whence there is a rail to 
Milan, distant 30 miles from Como. (See Bradshaui't 
Hand-Book to Italy.) 

From Bellinzona to Lago Maggiore. the line to 
Locarno turns off at Cadenazzo, where are very 
beautiful vlewa of the lakes, and after passing 
Ciartino, you reach, at 13| miles from Bellinzona, 
the picturesque and interesting little town of 

LOCABNO Stat); German, Luffffares. 

Hotels: Grand Hotel Locarno; Corona; Suisse; 
Pension Villa Righetti. 

Population, 8,858. This is the third largest 
town of the Canton, and stands in a fine spot, though 
marshy, near the mouth of the Maggia. At the 
Reformation it had nearly 5,000 population, but in 
1553, many of the principal families (the Orelli, 
Muralti, &c.) were banished for Protestantism, and 
settled in Ziirich. On the Grosser Platz stands the 
old Castle, now the Government House and the Pub- 
lic Garden. The Church of Madonna del Sa*$o (of 
the Rock), on ahelght, with amost delightful view of 
the lake, has some good carvings and frescoes by 
B. Luini. There are two other churches (Trinitahas 
also a fine view), convents, a hospital, library, and 
the pillar of S. Vittoria with a statue on it. The 
inhabitants are divided into 7 guilds, viz , Nobill, 
Borghesl, Tcrrieri, Sessini (settlersX Orlondi 
(immigranta from the neighbourhood), (^uattrinl 
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and Mcnsualisti (foreign immigrants). A pictur- 
esque display of costumes at tlic weekly market, 
■which the country people attend. The views and 
walks about are, the Pass of Ponte Brolla(J hour); 
the Fall of the Pozzaccia,at Maggia, up ValMaggia ; 
the Belvedere Hotel at lutrugna (4 miles) ; Ascona 
and Brissago on the lake. Also to the Borromean 
Islands, Palanza, Arona, <fec. A road strikes 
hence through the Centovalli, up the Melezza, 
post the fine Falls of St. Remo, to Domo d'Ossola 
(9 to 10 hours), on the Simplon Road, in Piedmont. 
(Sec Route 4.) 

ROUTE 11- 
Basle, to Baden and Zurich, Zug, the Bigl, 
and Bossherg, Schwirz, Einsiedeln, and 
Altorf. 

By road or rail. The direct Swiss Korth-Eastem 
Rail (Botzbergbahn), opened 1875, is 89 kilometres, 
or 53 miles long, and turns oCT from the Lucerne 
rail at Pratteln (Stat.) it passes Rheinfelden, 
Stein, Brugg, Turgi, Baden, &c. Take care to sit 
on the right hand side of the carriage. (See 
Bradshaw's Continental Guide). From Turgi, near 
Brugg, a branch line runs to Waldshut, on the north 
bank of the Rhine. A rail may be taken from 
Basic, along this bank, to Waldshut, and thence to 
Brugg and Ziirich. 

Following the Road from Basle, you pass Hardt 
Forest, as in Route 10, on to Basbl-Augst, the 
Roman Augusta Rauracofum, founded by Munatius 
Plancus, in the Emperor Augustus's time. On the 
other side of the Ergoltz is 

EAISEB-AUGST, or Bhelnfelden (Stat.) 

Hotels: Des Salines; Dietsch zur ELrone; Belle- 
vue. 

A small walled town (2,400 population) in 
Aargau, on the Rhine, joined to the Baden side by 
a covered wooden bridge. Town House and Church ; 
with salt works and baths. In the middle of the river 
which forms several rapids here, is the old Fort of 
Siein (a rock), which came to the German empire, 
1218, and to Austria, 1330. In 1445, it was des- 
troyed by the Confederates, and by the Swedes, 
1633 (Thirty Years' War). It stood a siege of 
twenty-five weeks, in 1634, from the Rhinegrave 
John Philip, and another from the French in 1679, 
who dMtrojred it, 1748. At Oliberg, or GoU«» 
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Garden, is a foundation or academy (for women) ^ 
as old as 1174. There is a large Kuranstalt with 
saline, brine, and mud baths (Sool-Bad); good 
arrangements and reasonable prices. Establish- 
ment for air-cure. 

From Rheinfelden, the rail passes Mdhlln 
(Stat.), on a branch of the Rhine ; then StelB 
(Stat.), on the south bank of the Rhine, opposite 
Sackingen Abbey, which gives name to a station 
on the rail following the north bank. 

[From Stein, the road towards Waldshut, follows 
the south bank to Lauffenhlirg (Hotel: Post), a 
small place, with an old castle, giving name to a 
station on the north side. The river here divides, 
and makes a fall or rapids (Laufen) called Kleine 
Laufen, to distinguish them from the famous 
Grosse Laufen, at Schaffhausen. It was here that 
the last Viscount Montagu attempting the rapids 
in a boat, was drowned, 1793. Salmon abound. 
Across the river is seen the Feldberg (rising 4,600 
feet), the highest part of the Black Forest. 

The rail on the Forest side passes Albbmek to 

Waldshut (.Sta.t.)-IfoteIs: Rebstock; SchStzli; 
Blumer — near which the Aar falls in ; and thenco 
through a tunnel to Thiongen (on the right the 
ruins of KUssenberg) on to Schaffhausen (see 
page 75). Near Thiengen is the Reindeer Cave of 
Kesserloch. Travellers disposed to "rough " it, and 
not put out by a ducking now and then, may 
descend the rapids from SchaflThausen on the timber 
rafts, making acquaintance with the rivermen, a 
hardy and peculiar class. Rail hence to Winter- 
thur via Eglisau and Bulach (page 78). 

From Stein, as above, the Baden line passes 

Eiken (Stat.) to 

Frik or Frlck (St&t)— Hotels: Adler; Engel— 
a small market town, in the Frik-thal, where the 
roads to Aarau and Ztirich part off. It has a good 
church and hospital. You may cross the Staffeleck 
(2,080 feet above sea), past Herznach, &c., down 
to Kiittigen and Aarau (3 stunden). 

From Frik you ascend the Frik-thal, by Hor- 
nussen, BStzen, to the top of the Jura chain, at the 
Botzberg (3,000 feet) or Mons Voeetiusof the Romans, 
whence there is a fine prospect. 

Bmgg (8tat.)«Qt BT^'tV=««^'<Jc«!^^'^'^'«^^'**^~ 
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BUtloo Hotel. Here the line from Aaraa and 
Berne comet in (page 56). Sliort line throngli 

Wohien to Bremgarten (page m). 

Bnxgg (not to be confounded with Bmck or 
Broo, in Fribonrg Canton) i» named from the 
bridge over the Aare, near its junction with the 
ReuM and Limmat. Near it is the Roman Vin- 
tbmiua, (now Windisch), formerly one of the most 
important stations in Helvetia, where traces of an 
aqnednct, amphitheatre, <fcc^ have been noticed. 
It is a {feasant little town (population, 1,900) 
with old walls and towers, and belonged to the 
honse of HaJtuhwg or Jlapsburg^ whose old historic 
Castle is near at hand (see below). From hence 
Dnke Albrecht or Albert set out 1358, to the siege 
of ZUrich ; the Bernese took it, 1415, and it was 
burnt by Hans ron Falkenstein and his knights, 
1444. Zimmermann, who wrote the " Pleasures 
of Solitude," Frickhart, and the chroniclers, EgloY 
and Etterlin, were natives. 

BxouxsioAa may be made to tfaQ BStzberg <]| 
atonde), with its fine view of the Alps, and the eomu 
ummonU fossils ; to Wildegg and its Castle (2 j 
■tnnden) ; the Gislifluh (3^ stunden) ; Aarau (4 
stnnden), all up the Aare (see page 56). Down the 
riveir is Rein or Reis, with another good view from 
its chwch, and a light bridge over the stream. 
Going again up the Aare (4 miles), is Habsbur^ 
or Scbi&zn&Clli near the noted Schirunaeh Bad 
(Bath), an excellent watering-place, with warm 
sulphur springs (temperature, 88**), and cheap and 
ample accommodation at the great Bath House, 
in a temperate spot among forests. It is both 
bathed in and drunk; is useful in gout, diseases 
of the skin and glands, but being rather stimulating, 
It muBt be taken with caution. The church has a 
^aonnmeht to General Von Erlach. 

Visit the Castles of Brunegg and Wildenstein, 
bat especially the old keep of liabsbUTg (Hawk's 
CtutleX on the Wiilpelsberg (1,820 feet above the 
8ea)i built 1020, by Rudolf of Habsburg, ancestor 
of the house of Austria. It commands a fine view. 
Another Rudolph of Habsburg, who became 
Emperor of Germany, 1273, had six daughters, 
trhoinnrrlcd respectively Ludwig of Bavaria, Otto 
.i^^/^e^^Z-BTAodenburg, Albrecht of Saxtohy, Otto 
rjffsr^arJa Caepbew gf Ludwig), CBirJei HAttel, 



and Weneeslta of Bohemii. BtiU nearer Brngy, 
beyond the tite eT FlnAmasa, ii the old Chnndi 
(fast becoming a niln> with its stained windowi 
and tombe of the Knights who fell at Sempach, 
belonging to the Ahbt^ of KSnigsfelden^ founded 
1810, by Elisabeth of Germany (and her daughter 
Agnes), on the spot where her husband, the 
Emperor Albert, was murdered by his nephew, 
John of Suabia, two years befcmB. 

The next to Brugg is TllTgl ((Jtat.), where the 
branch to WaldShUt (above) makei a junction. 
Then comes 

BADEN (Stat.) ; or Badt)i^iii.Aargau. 

Hotdt: In the town, Waage; Babnhof. At 
the AKA«, Kene Kuranstalt; Schiff; Blnme; 
Schwelzerhof; Bar; Ochs; Freihof; Verenahof; 
Liramathof. 

Population, «,887. The most celebrated watering 
place in Switzeriand, the Roman Viom Thermarum, 
or ThemrnHetoetiem. It was laid waste by Crocina; 
but rebuilt and fortified by the Austrian princes, 
whose large old Castle, called the Stein zu Baden 
(Rock at Baden) still stands In ruins above the 
town, and the Pass of the Limmat on which it lies. 
It wab here (at the Rathhaus), the preliminaries 
of the Peace of Utrecht were signed 1712. The 
nineteen sulphur Springs, 20 minutes' distance, 
are divided into Kleine and Grosse Bader; the 
Great Baths, on the west side of the ruin 
being most esteemed, the others are used by the 
peasants. Temperature, 106 to 126 degrees; and 
the daily supply most abundant for the bathersv 
besides great quantities of salt and gypsum. The 
best is the Verenabad^ with an oaken figure 
of St. Verena, which some take to be a statue 
of Isis; Frelhad is near it, in a large square; 
<2nelle is another; Armenbad, for the poor; and 
all, tiiongh lower than Ziirioh Lake, are 1,090 feet 
above the sea. As many as 14,000 or 16,000 visiton 
use them, for gout, rheumatism, scrofula, diseasea 
of the skin and glands, palsy, crooked limbs, old 
wounds. There are here a hospital, theatre. Ca- 
puchin Convent, Ac. Among the walks are those 
on the Limmat and Matte; fine views from the 
Kreuzberg, Staffelberg, and Teufelskellei^ and 
Wettingen Abbey (fonnded 1SS7X °ew a school.

Ion?; Dtottkon, about haU-way; and AlBtetten ;

Population, 128,000, with communes. 
MoteU: Hotel Baur aa Lac. First-class hot^l, 
beautifully situated, with fine garden. 

Grand Hotel National, opposite North-Eastem 
Station; first-class, and rery comfortable. 

Hotel de Belle Vue au Lac. Finely situated, 
commandinif splendid views. Open all the yeay. 
Victoria; Habls; Schwert; Baur-Stadt. 
Omnibutet from the Rail, SO cents.

Railway.— At Ziirloh there is raUway commu- 
nication with Basle (63 miles direct, vt4 Brugg), 
Berne {vi& the EnUibuch), Zug, Lucerne, Wesen, 
Glarus (43 miles direct), St Gall, Coire, Winter- 
thur, Schaflfhausen, Singen (44 miles direct, vid 
EtzweUer), and Ckmstance (M mUes direct). (See 
^radshav'i Oontinenka Guide). For a contfaua- 
tion of the Central Swiss line, to CJoire. vt4 Rapper- 
achwyl, and Ragatz, see Route 24. 

A prosperous eomrneroial town, capital of the 
Canton, seat of the Great Council, University, 
Ac., where the Swiss Diet (Vorort) meets in tuin 
with Bcme and Lnctnie. It stands 1,860 feet above 
the sea, at the bottom of the Zllrich See, where the 
Limmat, crossed by five bridges, runs out of it to 
the Aar. The Giosse Stadt, on Ztirichberg, is the 
oldest part, with narrow streets, and high middle- 
ago houses. Long, broad, beautifully shaded 
quays stretch round both banks of the river and 
the lake. Shice the ramparts wore pulled down, 
whole suburbs have sprung up, 86 that no town in 
Swltzeriand, except Geneva, has made greater 
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One of the b«st vieWf ^ it* is from the BUtgli 
Grounds, a little west of the town; another frop 
the Katabastlon, or '"Katze" Gardens; orfromtha 
Lindenhof below the second bridge on the Limmat, 
once the site of a Roman C(utellum. Grand 
panoramic view from the (Juaibrficke. Hohe 
Promenade, with statne of Naegeli. 

It was the seat of the Tigurini^ in Roman times 
called Turicum; and joined the Ckmfederation, 1861. 
It was burnt hi the civil dissensions in 1444, 
Zwhigli here opposed the sale of relics, 1618; here 
Coverdale printed the English Bible, 1636; and 
here the famous Helvetic Confession of Faith was 
first published by the Swiss reformers, in 1666. 
Massena beat the Russians here in 1799. It is one 
of the centres of the silk and cotton manuf acturos, 
and of the trade with (3ermany and Italy; while it 
is renowned as a seat of learning. Keller, Filssli, 
Escher, HofTmann, Gayer, Gessner, Meyer, Wertb- 
mfiller, Pestalozzi, Lavater, Ac, have taught h^e. 

Two yeariy commercial fairs are held at Whitsun- 
tide and the middle of September. When the early 
Protestants who were driven out of Locarno, on 
the south side of the Alps, settled here hi .1688, 
they introduced the manufactures and spirit of 
enterprise for which the town has ever since been 
distinguished. In March, 1871, a riot was got up 
here by the French reftigees, who attacked the 
Germans while celebrating the peape in the Town 
Hall. 

Among the public buildings, the most remarkabla 
is the Gross Miinster, built about 966, with a 
transept, in the simple Byzantine or round-arch 
style, curiously carved. One tower is called Charle- 
magne's, who they say founded a college |iera. 
Ulrich Zwingli (whose house is sUll poinied out), 
preached Uio Reformation here, 1619-81; opposite ip 
the old Fyauenmtinster or Nunnery, founded 863-79. 

The PraUger or Holy Ghost Church, built 1888, 
has a choir 76 feet high; St. Peter's has a good 
tower and clock. The old Wasserklrche (Water- 
church) near the Miinster Bridge formerly used 
as a tradhig hall, is (with the Helmhaus, insU- 
tuted 1479, by Pans Felden)^ nave t.\&a. 5&fii»ii&<- 
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[iady J«ne Grey, Zwlngll's Greek Bible, with his 
tfS. Hebrew notes, Frederick the Great's letter to 
Professor Miiller on German Poetry; letters and 
wrtraits of Zwingli and other learned men and 
mrgomastei s ; statue of Zwingli, Danneckcr's bust 
►f Layater; cast of Henri Quatre's face after death ; 
Eloman and Etrurian antiquities, coins; Mllller's 
nreat relief-panorama of a third of Switzerland, 
irith the Vorarlberg, on a scale of ^^Jo^j ; objects 
rom the Lake dwellings ; and good collections of 
nsects, plants, fruits, with a skeleton of a bird 
rom the Glaris black slate. 

Swiss National Museum, on the Platz promenade. 

At the Arsenal^ near Baur's, is a choice collec- 
tion of ancient implements; such as *' morning 
itars '' C'Morgenstem,'* a spiked ball, attached by 
X chain to a pole), halberts, Zwingli's battleaxe, 
Brossbows, one of which they show as William 
rell's. About 200 students attend the University, 
fomided 1832; it has a library, cabinets of zoology, 
minerals, botany, veterinary school, Ac. The 
Federal Polytechnic School, a fine building (1864), 
stands above the town, near the Cantonal Hospital 
and Anatomical Theatre, the Forest Schools, and 
Observatory. Besides the Cantonal Buildings, 
there are the Waisenhaus, for orphans; the deaf 
and dumb and blind Institutions; a Kunstlerhaus, 
for artists, who have a collection here; a handsome 
Casino near the Hirschengraben walks; the 
Schtitzenhaus, or sporting gallerj'. Fine new 
Theatre on the Utoqual; handsome Concert Hall 
on the Alpenqual. 

Several literary and scientific societies, with 
Bible and Missionary Societies, exist here; Dr. 
Meyer, and MM. Ochsner and Hirzel have made 
collections of coins; Professor Keller and Burgo- 
master Hess, of paintings; Eschcr von dcr Linth, 
of fossils; EscherZolIikofer, of insects. AtFUssli*s 
is an excellent map of the valleys round Monte 
Rosa, &c., by Studcr. 

BuUlngcr was a native of Zurich. In the pre- 
sent day It Is remarkable for the treaty of 10th 
November, 1859, between Austria and France, by 
frhJcb the former ceded Lombardy to Italy.

(2,865 feet above the sea), which takes in a noble 
prospect of the town and lake, the Bernese Obcr^ 
land, the Jura chain, with peaks of the Vosges, 
and the Black Forest. It is about 6 miles from 
Ziirich, and has an Hotel on the top, to which a 
Railway was opened, 1875. The station Is at 
Selnau, 15 minutes from Central Station. Other 
fine points are Manneck Castle, Kiissnacht, the 
Wald (1 stunde), the Forsch, the Hydelbad, Albls- 
Hochwacht and Alblshorn, the BUrgll-Terrassc, on 
the road to the Uetli, 1 mile, the Sonnenberg (Inn), 
the Karollnenbcrg (Inn), 1 mile, behind which is 
the new Belvedere Tower, «fec. Rail from Selnau' 
station to SlUwald under the Albls range. 

The Canton, one of the largest, covers 700 
square miles, with a population of about 339,056, 
nearly all Protestant and German-speaking. 

ZURICH LAKE 

Is long and narrow, being about 25 miles to the 
top of it, and only 2 to 3 broad. It is about 1,300 
feet above the sea, and 600 deep in some parts. Its 
pleasant and highly cultivated shores swarm with 
a busy population, among little towns, villages, 
vineyards, orchards, country seats, and fields. The 
lower portion is traversed by steamers 7 times, 
and the upper 4 times a-day, visiting every place 
of the least consequence, and being in connection 
with those on the Wallenstatter Lake. The best 
views are from the Pfannenstiel above Mcllen, on 
the east side, and ThalweU Church on the west. 

A pleasant excursion may be made to an island 
(celebrated by Klopstock), and the Bocken near 
Horgen; other spots are Kilchburg Old Church;; 
Oberrieden, where Lavater wrote his work on 
Physiognomy; Waedenswyl Castle and Fall; 
Richterswyl Castle, where pilgrims for the Eln- 
sledeln rail land ; Staefa (pop. 8,845) once a Roman 
station, with a good church, &c. On Afenau or 
Ufiiau Island, near the top, Ulrlch von Hutten, 
the champion of German freedom at the Reforma- 
tion, found a retreat and a grave, 1523. The plank 
Bridge^ from Rapperswyl to Hurdcn, 4,800 feet 
long, where the Rail crosses, was made by 
Albert the Wise, and cuts oflf the Obcr See, or 
upper end, reaching to Schmerikon, from which 
the Lhit Canal rons to tlie Wallenstatter See. This 
part is very fine, and hemmed in by ridges, above, 
which rise the 8peexb«tg, Cftaxttf5t>wa%^ &<t. 
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From Zurich to 2n|r, Schwyk, Lucerne, 
and Altorf. 

Ztirlcli to Zug and Luceme may be done by 
rail, about 40 miles, past Alstettcn, Knonau, 

Zng, Cliam, Gisikon, BoHikrenz (page 56), 

on the Renss, and Eblkon, near the Roth Lake. 
Care should be taken to sit on the right side of 
the carriage, for the sake of the views. Or by the 
road to Zug, as follows: —

There arc two carriage roads; one round the 
foot of AllliB (a ridge on the west of ZUricb Lake), 
by Albisrieden and Bonstetten to Knonan; the 
other over the Albis itself, and much to be pre- 
ferred, on account of the noble panorama it 
commands. Taking the latter, you keep near the 
lake till you cross the Sihl at Adllswyl, when 
the zigzag ascends to the Albis Inn (2,400 feet 
above the sea) which offers a fine prospect : but 
better views are obtained from the Uetlibcrg 
(as above), and Hochwache or Watch Tower on 
the Schnabelberg (2,890 feet), ftirther on. The 
view takes in Suabia to the north ; ZUrich Lake, 
Ac, below ; and, to the south Rigi, Pilatus, Zug 
Lake, with the Jungfran and sfher snowy peaks 
behind. From this the direct road to Zug leads 
by Albisbrunn hydropathic establishment, and 
Hansen, to Cappel or KftVPOl, bo called from a 
convent Chapel here, and famous aa the spot where 
the Ztirichers were defeated and Zwingli fell, in 



to the little Turler See (t4ike of Turl), and 
Knonau (Stat) inn: Adier. 

Not far from which is Lungern or Iscmbergi 
where part of a temple to Isis, and many Roman 
coins were found, 1741. 

Here the direct road proceeds up the Reuss, hf 
Gislikerbrticke, Dierikcn, &c., to Lucerne, about 
11 miles. Leaving this at Wolfgang, we come to 
Cliam (Stat.) the establishment of the Anglo- 
Swiss Milk Company, on the Zugcr See, and Zug. 

Diligence from Cham to Staubiug, and to 
Waldmiinchen. 

The second way to Zug, as above, from ZUrich, 
is to take the steamer to Horgen (Stat.) — Inru: 
Schwan; Lijwe; Schiitzenhaus- whence omnibuses 
run to Zug (2^ hours). Or you may walk to Zug, 
and take a boat on the lake to Arth, and then walk 
up the Rigi. Opposite Horgen is Meilen, where 
Mr. John Aeppli, schoolmaster here, was the first 
to discover (1854) the Lake Dwellings, described 
in Dr. Keller's work. Zug can also be reached by 
omnibus from WSdenswell on the Zurich Lake. 
From Horgen you cross the Albis, to 

Silllbxilcke, so called from tlic covered bridge 
over the Sihl, burnt 1847, in the Sondcrbund war. 

Then by Baar to 

ZUG (Stat.) 

Inns: Hirsch; Ochs; Belle Vue; Falk; Krone; 
Lowe. 

Capital of Canton Zug (the smallest of all), on a 
Lake of the same name, in a fruitful country, with 
a fine view of the Rigi, Pilatus, the snowy Bernese 
peaks, &c. It is an ancient walled town, with 
5,161 population (Catholic) and six cliurchcs. The 
Canton (64 square miles; population, 23,123), 
joined the Confederation, 1352. 

At St. Oswald's Church (so called after King 
Oswald of North umbria) is an altarpiece by C. 
Brandenberg, and several carved statues. 8t. 
MichaeVi has a gay churchyard, full of gilt 
crosses, &c., and a well-stocked bono house, in 
which the skulls of the departed are all catalogued. 
Some of these grim relics are to be seen even in 
the* houses. The Capuchin Church, on Zuger^ 
bergt among vineyards and orchards^ commasBA*. 
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the blood of Landammann Collin ajid his son?, who 
foil at Bclllnzona, 1422, against the Milanese ; a 
memorial to another of the family, who died on the 
field of Cappcl, stands on the Platz. In the old 
gloomy Bad Haus are spocimuns of stained glass, 
by Miillcr, of Zug, and a map of the Canton. 
There are also tlic new Cantonal Buildings ; the 
Neafraaenstein International and Commercial In- 
stitute (an excellent one); 6}n3ma8iam and College; 
Bchtttzenhaus (shooting gallery), Wlkart's collec- 
tion of natural objects, a clock foundry, Ac. 
Among the peculiar customs here are the festive 
meals, called Nachbarmahler. One mile above 
Zug are the new and completely equipped Kuran- 
italten, Fclsenegg, and SchUnfels. In June, 1887, 
several newly-constructed quays and about twenty 
houses, suddenly sunk into the lake. 

About 4 miles south-east is the primitive valley 
of the Egerl, at the bottom of thie small Egerl 
See or lake, which, hemmed In by mountains, Is 
9,870 feet above the sea, and well stocked with 
fish. A great fair Is held In October, at Obcr 
Egeri, which with Unter Egerl presents many 
picturesque Alpine sites. One path leads over 
the mountains, by St. Jusf s Chapel and Altmatt, to 
Elnsiedeln (8 miles), now a Station (page 74); 
another up the edge of the lake to Morgarten 
(3 miles, p. 74), where the first battle for Swjss 
liberty was fought, 1315. In the neighbourhood 
are the Fraucnthal and its old nunnery, and 
Oberweil, both on the shore of the lake. Water 
excursions may be made to Immensco (in the 
tipper part of the lake), and, by the Vierwald- 
statter See, to Lucerne. Those who wish to 
make pedestrian journeys by the Rlgi, through the 
Bernese Oberland and Oberhasli-thal to the Furka 
and Grimsel Passes into the St. Gothard, will find 
this a good place for engaging guides. Distances 
from Zug on foot, to Zlirich, 5 hours.; to Lucerne, 
(both may be reached by rail) ; to Egeri and 
Jtforgarten, 3.

upper lake begins, opposite a fall and Walchwyl 
Castle. Some of the best carp in the country artf 
caught, oftjen 901bs. weight; besides |^d trout 
and pike. Steamers run dally ; the landing places 
being Arih (see bdow), Walchwyl, and Immonsee 
(Hotel du Righl), near which is the ffohle Oasse 
(hollow way) where Tell is said to have secreted 
himself when he shot Qessler. 

Soon after leaving Zug the wooded Pilatus 
appears, to the south-west; the huge pyramid- 
shaped Rlgi to the south, rising put of the lake; 
the Rossbcrg and Stelnerberg, to the south-east, 
with the Ross-stock and the Mythen of Schwyz 
behind, a bare rod pile, 6,244 feet above the 
sea; the trees on which were entirely burnt by 
fire In 1800. The high road from Zug runs 
along the east side of the lake past Walchwyl and 
St. Adrian's, and around the foot of the Rossberg. 
Near St. Adrian's, a stone marks the spot where, in 
1315, the Ritter Heinrich v(Ma Hiinenb^rg shot an 
arrow {xom the Austrian into the Swiss camp, with 
these words on it* ^^ffUf^t ?tfc^ am St. Otmars- 
abend am Morgarten^^^ (Look out, qn St. Otmar's 
evening, on Morgarten), a friendly warning which 
secured the victory. Both arrow and bow are 
shown at

which stands at th^ head of Lai(^ Stug, under tUft 
Rlgi. A Bail was opened 1875 from here to th9 
top, past the stations of OberarUl, QoM&11« 

Krabel, RUl-E168terU. Slgl-Staffel, and

conveniently asccaided from here on foot, Tho 
descent by rail can be made to VltziULU (see pagei

Hotels: Adler; Rigi; Schlfigsel. 

A town of Canton Schvryz, with 2,^9 popula- 
tion, In a fine spot, whence The VLigi is ascended 
from this side. The public fountain is a single block 
of granite. St. G^ooi^e's Churoh, built 1694, has a 
silver bowl, which belonged to Charles the Bold. 
At the Capuchin Conrent, are some old works 
relating to Swiss histody, Baumann^ reliefs of the 
Rossberg landslip are also to be seen. The valley 
lies among the mountains of breccia or conglo- 
merate, called nagelflab by tlie Gemnanfl^ pad plom- 
podding ttone ^ BusUab.

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red Toek, fhfe ascent of which is easy and safe, 
commands a beantifal Panorama of the Frohnalp, 
Urni, Schcidcggr, RIgl, Rossberg, Hacken, Ac, all 
within a short distance; the lost having a path 
over to Einsiedcln (10 miles north-north-east). 
Other charming points are the Sagcnmatt and 
Tschiitschi Hermitage. Up the Muotta-thcU (5 
stnnden long), is an ancient Franciscan Convent, 
almost depopulated by the plague in 1288, and 
again in 1590. It was along this valley that 
Suwarrow and the Russian army marched against 
the French in September, 1799. He was victorious 
in a desperate encounter, but had to retire before 
fresh French troops, and cross the Pragel into the 
Panix-thal. See Route 26, page 134. 

Excursions may be made to the Chapel at 
Wylen, with a view over the Vierwaldstatter See; 
to Seelisberg overlooking the Umer See, and 
abounding with fine views; also to Seelisberg 
Kulm; the Sonnenberg, and Rigi-Scheideck; 
the last a bathing-place and whey-cure, in a healthy 
and attractive situation, not far from the Rigi Kulm. 
These excursions may also (perhaps preferably) 
be made from Brunnen, page 60. 

ScllWSrz to Einsiedeln.— There are two ways 
— ^first, by a path (10 miles) up the Alpthal, and 
over the Hacken (4,570 feet high), with a fine 
prospect of the Lake of Lucerne, the Rigri, &c. 
Second, by diligence along the road (17 miles) 
in 3 hours. It passes SteindXL, the birth-place of 
Stauffachcr, a companion of William Tell, bom at 
a house now marked by an old chnpcl. Then 
Sattel, on a ridge, near Lake Egeri; and Rothkn- 
THUKH, firom which Morgorten may be visited as 
below. Then Altmatt; followed by Bibeebruck, 
from which Einsiedcln is 3 miles distant, past 
several '* stations" for the pilgrims to stop at. 

EINSIEDELN (Stat.), the "Hermitage." 
Also accessible by rail from Wadensweil. 

Hotels: Pfau; Sonne; Drci KOnigc; Adler; 
Schwan; and many more of one kind or another. 

The village is large and well-built, in a valley, 

among the mountains, in Canton Schwyz 2,890 

feet above the sea, with a population of 8,512. Its 

chief attraction is the famous Benedictine ^&&0y, 

JifBOifed SSJ, bjrSt Melnrad; very rich, and visited 

jTMrCr bjr -1^,000 devoteeg from all porta of the 



Continent. It Was originally founded In the 
9th century. As it stands, it forms a handsome 
square pile, 450 feet by 419, with gardens and 
offices attached; rebuilt for the seventh timCi 
1 704-19, some parts of the old Abbey being retained. 
Its abbots maintained princely state, and were 
usually of noble birth; next to St. Gall It was the 
richest in Switzerland. The French plundered it, 
1798. A large Chtwch with two bell towers, includes 
the Sanctuary or Marien Kapelle (Mary Chapel) 
rebuilt 1817; 22 feet by 21, and 17 high, and covered 
inside and out with marble, and ex-voto offerings of 
all descriptions. A splendid black marble image of 
the Virgin adorns it. There are also a magnificent 
high altar; an upper and a lower choir; many f rescoc s, 
paintings, and statues over the ten side altars and 
dome; many confessionals; besides the Abbey library 
of 26,000 volumes, and collections of paintings, 
minerals, coins, and engravings, Ac; to which add 
the Mutter-Gottes Brunnen (Mother of God' 
Spring) in the Square^ with its image and fourteen 
jets, surrounded by forty-four shops for the sale of 
relics, images, medals, pictures, Ac. The trade in 
these is so considerable that one house employs 
several dozen presses, and more than 700 work- 
men. 

Zwingli was parson here, 1515, and began the 
Swiss Reformation by preaching against indul- 
gences and pilgrimages. The present abbot, styled ' 
Abbot of Zug, is superior of his Order in Switzer- 
land. The brethren are intelligent and cultivated, 
good musicians, affable to strangers, and not bound 
by strict vows. An annual fair takes place on the 
14th September. 

To the south-west, on the Schwyz Road is 
Rothenthurra (Red Tower), already mentioned, with 
its church; and south-west of this, a little off the 
road, at the head of Lake Egeri, is the famous field 
of MorsrarteXL (see page 72), where Leopold of 
Austria and his 20,000 men at arms were defeated 
by 1,200 Swiss, in November, 1815. A chapel 
stands on the spot. Here also Aloys Reding, the 
descendant of a family which sprang from Biber- 
^\SE% routed the French under General Schauen- 
berg, 1798. 

RliOlterswell (Stat.) in Route 24, on the 
Lake of Zfirichf is aboat 6 miles to the north-wosi 
of Einsiedeln. ' 
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Basle to ScbaffliauBexL and Constanoe, 
and to Zlirlcli vi& Schaffhausen. 

Direct Rail from tlic Baden station to Schaff- 
hausen (60 mil 69) and Constance, 90f iriles in all.

town, which mtonS Ship or boat faomet. It Is tlie 
capital of tlie canton, and atands m the north slope 
of the Rhine, near the Rheihfall, 1,870 feet above 
sea. Formerly it was an imperial city, and from 
1330, under the Dukes of Austria, till it joined the 
Confederation, 1601. The best view of the town 
is from Feuerthalen opposite it. Never having- 
suffered from fire, like most other towns, it has a * 
more mediaeval aspect than any place in Switzer- 
land, In its numerous old-fashioned carved bal- 
conies and gable-roofed houses, which fill up the 
crowded streets. One of the finest of the old houses 
is called "Zum Ritter,'* its front is decorated with 
16th century frescoes. The ancient feudal towers, 
walls, and gates remain; and above it rises the old 
fort or castle, called Munoth (a corruption of 
Uunoth), with walls 18 feet thick, and bomb-proof 
vaults. It was enlarged 1564, merely, it is said, 
to give employment to the poor, in a season of 
dearth. 

All Saints Minster^ which belonged to an abbey 
founded in the eleventh century, was built 
1104-1453, but is mostly of the earlier date, and is a ■ 
good solid specimen of the Romanesque style, having 
a chancel which looks like a tower, and a bell cast 
1486, with the inscription Vivos voco^mortuosplango^ * 
fulgurafrango — (».«., I summon the living, weep for 
thcdead, andbreaktheforceofthelightning), which 
suggested Schiller's famous song, "Das Lied vender 
Glocke." See also Longfellow's " Golden Legend.'* 
St. Johann is a large 12th century Gothic church. ' 
There are also a Rathhaus, Hospital, College,* 
Gymnasium, and several Libraries. That belonging 
to the town (Stadtbibliothck) contains rare prints 
and the books and MSS. of John MUller, the- 
historian, a native, whose monument is on the 
Fasenstaub Road close to the town; also a mu- ' 
seum of shells, insects, mhierals, &c., and a model of 
the ingenious wooden bridge over the river of one ' 
arch, 364fcet&pan, supported by a sbigle pillar, which : 
the French general Oudmot burnt 1799. Another 
library is at the Minster. The Imthumcum has a • 
collection of painting's and engravings, especially 
rich in works of native art. Agricultural, Bible, 
and other societies exist here. In 1864-66 a weir 
was constructed oa tUa tVs«> -w^Si.

Sail of the Bblne, at Lauien, or MenliaiuMn 

(Stat.), a miles lower down, walk across the 
railway bridge; another way, on the Ziirich side, 
passes through Feuerthalen. A boat may be had 
from Schliissehen WSrth, which brings you sud- 
denly upon the Fall, landing you under Laufm 
QuiU (Schloss), oB a wooded roek, where the artist 
Bleuler formerly lived. From a little balcony, 
built out right over the Fall, you have a mag- 
iHficent view of the whole mass of rushing waters, 
vphieh are he^e 30O feet broad, and tumble down 
fiQ to 8Q feet' One la so near that the gallery 
shakes from the concussion. The balcony is 1,864 
feet above the sea, or 184 feet above the bottom 
of the falL There are two or tltree other points 
of view in the Schloss grounds. Admission 1 franc 
Three or four heads of rocks serve to divide the 
fall, one of these may be reached in a boat from 
WSrth Castle, on the oth» side, where you may 
enjoy a picture of the whole scene in a camera 
obscura (f f^anc). The passage is quite safe. 

Other points of view are the P£arrgarten (Parson- 
age), the cliff behind Neuhausen Mill, and Weber's 
Hotel (a distant one) on a narrow part of the river.. 
The best time of day is S a.m. or 8 p.m., when the 
snu's rays form beautiful rainbows in the spray; 
the volume of water is greatest in June and July, 
when the glaciers begin to melt. A spray cloud is 
seen constantly hovering over the spot, and, on 
a still night, the roar is heard for leagues. A 
striking effect is then produced by the glare of 
irrai forges across the stream ; tlie moonlight view 
is also fine. The traveller should stay a night at 
Neuhausen or Dachsen, the former being the meet 
usual and convenient sle^ing-plaoe. Boats are

The CaatOll, lying north o( the Rhine, covers 
about 153 square miles, with a population of 87,876, 
nearly all Protestants and German-speaking.

From SchaffhaTlsen, w the Goaatance Road, 
you pass Paradiei^ formerly a Convent, near a 
ferry on the river; and that ol Catharinenthal, 
now a hospital, founded thirteenth century; then 
DiesaonhOfiQIL (Itm: Ad)er), in Canton Thurgau, 
where the French crossed 1st May, 1800, Pro- 
testants and Catholics use the same church .

A small, prettily-seated to-v^ mostly oq the Qorth 
(or Schaffhausen) side of tl^e Rhine, here crossed 
by a bridge 148 feet long to Buig. Above it is 
Hohenklingen Castle, with a noble prospect. 
Several houses have old fresco paintings outside ; 
and there are some curious specimens to be seen at 
the Abbey of St. George, built 1516, with niched 
figures in the windows. The watchman, when he 
cries two o'clock, chants out "N8ch a wyl" (Koch 
eine weile), or, T0I a tritik; in remembrance of a 
plot in the 14th eentury to give up the place to the 
enemy, this being the watch-word. It was over- 
heard by a eobbler who gave the alarm, and thus 
saved the town. To the east of it fs Ochnfngen 
Hill, where many fossils have been found ; as well 
as at the Randen Mountain, 3,700 feet high. Pass 
KaminerB (8tat).~/»««'' Oebs^ at the station, to 
Steckbom (Btat).— /«»w- L8we; Krone; Sonne. 
It has traces of Roman walls, with a Church and 
an old tower; and stands on that part of the Rhine 
which forms the Unter-Sce, or Lake of Tell, or 
lower Lake of Constance, one arm of which runs up 
to Rftdolfzell, on the Baden side.

The Lake, called BodeXL See (from Bodmen 
Castle, at the upper end) by the Germans, and Locus 
Brigantintu (from the Brigantll) by the Romans, is 
about 40 miles long, and 2 to 8 broad; 1,300 feet 
above the sea; 830 feet deep; rather flat on the 
north side, but full of cultivated scenery ; subject, 
however, to sudden squalls and risings. Trout, 
salmon, pike, fowl, &c., are abundant. The Lake is 
common to the five surrounding states. It was 
frozen over in 1880 and 18S0, when there was 
skating ftom Bregenz to Lindau. 

The Road from Schaffhausen to Zilricb is as 
under: — 

(a) To Eglisau 4 stunden; BUlach 1^; Kloten 2; 
Ziirich If. Total, 9 stunden=28 miles. 

This can be done partly by rail from BUlach 
to Zurich. 

(6) Road to Wuiterthur 4^ stunden; ZUrich 4. 
Total, 8^ stunden. 

This second route from the Falls to ZUrich is 
now performed by the Swiss North Eastern Rail- 
way, 35 miles, in about 2 hours. 

Following the road to Eglisau, as in (a) and 
passing Neuhausen, close to the Great Fall, you 
come to lestetten and Lotstetten, in a comer of the 
Baden territory; then to Rafz, in ZUrich Canton; 
and to 

EGLISAU (Stat) 

Population, 1,700. 

Inns: Hirsch; Lowe. 

A little walled town, in a deep, lovely valley of the 
Rhine, among fruit trees and vineyards. A covered 
wooden bridge crosses the river (here a dark green) 
to Seglingen and its old tower. Eglisau Church has 
effigies of Bernhard Gradner and his wife. Many 
Roman coins have been found. 

BUlacll (Stat.)— /nn*; Post; Kopf; Kreuz— 
in a wine country, near the Glatt, is the chief 
town of this part, with 1,500 population. Look out 
for a view of the Rigi, and the Alps beyond. The 
direct line f rom Winterthur to Waldshut (page 67) 

is open, vid ToBS, Pfung-Neftenbacli, BUlach, 
aiattfelden, Eglisau, Weiach-Kaiserstulii, 



Kloten {Inn: LSwe or Lion), nn old place, near 
the Qlatt, where five roads meet, and many Roman 
coins, Ac, have been found ; supposed to be the 
ancient Claudia. The Archduke Charles had his 
head-quarters here, 1799. The road to Zurich 
leaves Wythgen Mountain to the right. At Oer- 
likOXL (Stat.), next to Zurich, the branch to 
BlUach parts off; being 12 miles long, exclusive 
of a short branch to Dielsdorf f rom 01)erfflatt. 
It passes WalUsellen, near which a line from 
Baden makes a junction, vid Niederglatt,

Basle, to Soleure, Biexme, Berne, and tbe 
Bernese Olierland; including Thun, In- 
terlaken, Orlndelwald, Lauterbrunnen, 
Orlmsel, ftc. 

To Liestal, 3 J stunden; Waldenburg, 2|; Ball- 
stal, 2f; Wiedllsbach, 2i; Soleure, 2; [Grcnchen, 
2; Bienne or Biel, 2J ;] Fraubrunnen, 3i ; Berne, 8f ; 
making to Berne, 24i stunden, or 17^ to Bienne. 

But all the jdaces on this route, as far as 
Thun and Interlaken, may now be reached by 
Railway from Baie, by the Central Swiss line, vid 
Olten, Herzogenbuchsee, Ac. (See Bradshaw's 
Continental Railway Guide); or, by the line through 
Del^mont and Bienne. This is the most expedi- 
tious way of travelling, though the high road 
will surely be preferred by those who w^ish to 
see the country. 

Liestal (Stat.)— /niM.-Falke; Schltissel; Engel; 
Sonne — as in Route 10. Karrow gauge rail past 

Bubendorf (mineral springs), Hollstcin (which 
was visited by an inundation, 1830), Niederdorf, 
Ac, to 

Waldenbubg {Hotel: Lowe or Lion) at the bot- 
tom of the Oberhauenstein, with an old ruined 
castle, and a waterfall, 80 feet down. Population, 
700. Diligence to Langenbruck. 

The road ascends the Obere Hauenstein Pass of 
the Jura, which is 2,350 feet above the sea, and 
was formerly very difficult to cross. Wenne, near 
it, is 4,200 feet. LangenbrUCk {HoteHs : Kurhaus; 
Ochsen; Pension Bider), among pleasant meadows, 
and the highest village in the ci^iton, 2,480 feet. 
Holderbank, the next village, is in Cant<m 
Soleure. The old Castles of Bechborg and 
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Falkenstein rise over the pass. It turns off near 
the latter under the Passwang (3,900 feet) by some 
beautiful spots, as Miimliswyl, Beinwyl Abbey, 
Thierstein Ruins, Gilgenbcrg Castle, <fec., on to 
Laufen and Bftle (in Route 10). 

"BalsthaliHotels: Rossli; Krone or Crown). A 
pretty little place in a valley, with a fine view from 
Roggenberge iron mine, close at hand, and a fall of 
the Steinbach behind the church. The road now 
runs through a deep rocky cleft in the Jura range 
(near some iron works), called the Inner and Outer 
Klus (Clamtu, shut) which bring into view Aar- 
thal and the Alps. You may ascend the Weiss- 
enstein in 6 hours, firom hence through the DUnner- 
thal, with the advantage of a sudden opening of 
the prospect. Another fine view is to be had from 
Oberbipp Castle farther on, built, they say, by 
Pepin. 

SOLEURB (Stat.); German, Bolothum. 

There are two stations here, on the opposite 
banks of the Aar, viz , Neu and Alt-Solothnm. 
The Emmmthal Raii^ 14 miles long, was opened, 
1875, through BiberiBt, Ac, to Borgdozf (Route 
14), for Berne, &c 

Inns: Krone; Bargetzi; Adler; Thurm; Hirsch; 
Kreuz. 

Population, 8,462, chiefly Catholic A small 
town, capital of the canton, formerly seat of a 
bishop of Bftle, Ac, in a charming spot on the Aare. 
It is the ancient i9ato(lor«m, and joined the Confede- 
ration, 1481. The great clock Tovfer in the market 
place was built- (according to an inscription), 400 
B.C., but perhaps the clock has not kept good time. 
There are fountains here and in other parts, besides 
two in front of St. Ursus Cathedral, which was re- 
built (1762-73), by Pisani. It ranks as one of the 
best in Switzerland; has a tower 190 feet high, 
paintings by D^ Corvi, the relics of the saint (not 
a bear as some might suppose, but a Roman 
soldier) over the altar, a good library with MSS., 
and ancient missals, as old as 724. The Professors* 
or Jesuits* Church was built 1689, in the Italian 
style, and has Holbein's " Crucifixion "; that of the 
Franciscans has an altarpiece said to be by 
Raphael. The Ramparts, now mostly removed, 
and planted with trees, afford a pleasant walk. 

At the old Rathhaus, where the Council meet, 
$H eight Roman ins«riptions ; there are others in 



the public library of 40,000 volumes. The Zeug- 
AatM, or Arsenal, contains the arms of the Canton 
militia, a valuable collection of 900 pieces of 
antique armour and weapons, with old standards 
taken at Morat and Scmpach, a model of the 
St. Gothard range, Ac. In the Waisenhaus is a 
Museum containing collections of minerals 
and fossils, including foseil turtles from white 
limestone quarries. There are also a Gymnasium, 
or College; Lyceum; Public Library; Priests* 
Seminary; Convents; Barracks; good Theatre; 
Hospital, and Botanic Gardens. Kosciusko lived 
at No. 6, near the Post Office, and died here, 1817 ; 
his heart is buried at Zucliwyl, below the town ; 
but the rest of him lies in Cracow Cathedral. 

Diligences to Gossliwyl, to Messen, and to 
Schnottwyl. 

In the neighbourhood are the walks to the 
Wasserplatz, Kreuzacker, Treibentkreuz (on the 
BUren Road); to the HSfli, Hohlberg, and St. 
Niklaus, or Gascn, in an arm of the Vispthal, 
from whence many other excursions may be made ; 
to St. Verena's Hermitage, among a labyrinth of 
granite and gneiss rocks, and near the Wengistein 
granite boulder, which commands a good view. 
But the finest excursion, for the splendid view it 
affords, is that to 

THE WEISSBN8TEIN. 

A peak of the Jura, about 4,112 feet high, 2,800 feet 
above Solcure, and 8 miles north of it, by a very 
zig-zag road, which passes Langendorf, Oberdorf, 
and Sennhtitten (or Herdsmans' Huts). Cars, 
there and back, 20 to 25 francs, according to number ; 
or you may walk it in 3 hours, taking the path by 
St. Verena's Hermitage up the Verenathal. At 
the top is a Kwhatts, with thirty beds, where you 
may spend a night (supper, 2^ francs; bed, Ac, S to 
4 francs; breakfast, 1| franc) and enjoy the sunset 
and sunrise ; or where invalids desiring a change 
of air and a milk diet, may live for 8 francs a day. 
The sunrise prospect, which is considered the 
finest after that of the Rigi, and is more extensive, 
and in which the observer will remark the magical 
eftects of the light as it brings the peaks, lakes, and 
other objects gradually into view, takes in a pano- 
rama of 20 leagues each way, includln(&tl\ft.^HN5;^siw

Tyrol, to Mont Blane (80 leagraes); fhe Bantlfl, 
GlSrntoch, and Pilatns, near the Rigi (east); the 
peaks of the nearest Bernese Oberland, the TMi, 
fiaddd, Bustenhom, Matterhom, Wetterhom, Sch- 
reckhom, Finsteraarhom, Eiger, M6nch, Jnngfrau, 
BlUmlis Alp, Ac; the Blenne, Morat, andNeuchfttel 
Lakes to south-west; making about fourteen 
moontains, fifty towns and villages, and seven lakes, 
within the circle. From the Hatenmatty to the west, 
which is «till higher (4,764 feet), or the RBthefiuh, 
about I hour to the east (4,660 feet), the prospect is 
even wider ; but there is no such aceonutoodatioa 
for the tourist. Another, but lower point of rielr , 
li that ttom the WMgUtein^ near the quarriefl and 
cliffs of St. Yerena's Hermitage. 

Solenre Canton contains 270 square miles and 
80,425 population, who are mostly Catholics, and 
German-speaking. It is one of the most produc- 
tive in com, fruit, vegetables, Ac, and possesaec 
vineyards and mulberry groves for silkworms. 

(From SoI«ure, towards Bitone up the Aar, you 
pass, by road or by Swiss Central Railway:— 

Bellacb, th6 Bdlde Aquas of th6 Bomahs. Popu- 
lation, 600. 

Selzach (Stat.), ^th a population of 1,000, was 
Salts Aquae of the same people. 

BetUacll, under a mountain cliff, above which 
was Straisbetg Castle. Population, 400. 

Ortnclien, or Oranges (Stat.),a Catholic town 

of 1,200 population, fertile in vines, &c.,and havmg a 
church, built out of an old tower which stood hero. 
In a charming valley called Bachtilen, hard by, are 
excellent sulphur baths, on the way to Lengenau. 
After passing Pieterlem Station and Bozingen 
(on the Suz^ you come to Bienne.] 

I^rom Solevt to Beme by road (7 hours) you 
pass 

JBachwy], to which the FrotsMtant party mi- 
grated in 1533, from Soleure and Biberlst, on to

in Canton Berne, Where B. Marti, the botanist 
was bMm. 

IPranbrUlmen, a amall village, about half way 
to Betne, noted for the defeat 6t an En^liih leader, 
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marks the spot Hence a road ivSmn off t6 Burg- 
dorf, Ac., up the Emmenthal. 

Jeglsdorf has 600 population, and « parieh 
church which has been rebuilt since the fire oC 
1820. An old Chftteau here belongs to the Erlach 
family. The next place is Urtcnen, about 3 miles 
west of which is Hofwyl, with the school and 
farm established by Fellenberg, Passing the Papier 
Mtihle (Paper Mills), under Bantiger Mountaia 
(3,480 feet), you come to Berne, which may b^ 
reached by Swiss Central Bailway from B&le, 6i 
milea, in 3^ hours ; four trains a day, viA Olteiii 
Herzogenbuchsee, Hurgdoff, Ac. (See£>*a<lfAas0'< 
Continental ffuide).

jRafltroy.— Open from Berne to Basle, Thun, 
Interlaken, Fribourg, Lausanne, Oeneva, Ac. an<f, 
in fact, to iOl the principal lownt in Korth Bmtr 
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Capital of Canton fierttd, &fid of Switzerland, 
feat of the Bnndes-rath (or Diet), the National- 
rath, Ac; standing 1,760 feet above the sea, within 
sisrht of the Oberland Alps, on a high bend of the 
Aare, which surrounds it, except on the west side, 
where it is fortified. "Bern" in old German 
means a bear^ in remembrance, they say, of one 
killed on this site by Berthold, the founder; and 
bears are not only blazoned in the town arms, 
and in every variety of stone carving, but a Bear 
Pit has from ancient times been kept at the public 
cost, on the right bank of the river beyond Nydeck 
bridge. Into this pit an English officer fell in 1861, 
and either through the apathy or cowardice of the 
persons around, he was snfiTered to be torn to 
pieces by the bears, after struggling with them 
for half-an-hour. 

It was founded 1191, by Berthold von Zahringcn 
(a Suabian lord); made an Imperial city, 1*218; 
attacked by Rudolf of Habsburg, 1288; and by his 
son Albert, who was defeated at Donner Buhlen, 
1298; attacked again by the feudal nobles, 1339, 
who were defeated at Lanpen, by Rudolf von 
Erlach (6,000 against 18,000) ; and joined the Con- 
federation, 1352. The Reformation was estab- 
lished, 1528. Berne defeated the men of Lucerne 
and the Waldstatter in the last war of religioUf 
1712; and was occupied by the French, 1798. 

On approaching the town from the Ziirich or 
Thun roads, it has a very picturesque look. The 
sandstone rock on which it is built is 100 feet 
above the river, the steep banks (stalden) of which 
are joined by a handsome lofty granite Bridge^ 
called Nydeck-briicke, 900 feet long, the middle 
arch being 160 feet span, 81 feet high. An oider 
bridge to Altenburg is 260 feet long. 

Berne was substantially rebuilt of stone, after a 
fire in 1405, with broad regular streets, which run 
for the most part east and west ; its main artery, 
the principal street, 1 mile long, stretching under 
various names from the bridge to the Ober Thor 
(close to the Hirschen Graben or Deer Garden) ; 
near which, and the Aarberg Gate the best houses 
are found. The older ones rest on heavy dark 
Arcades, or Lauben^ for foot passengers, lined with 
•hops, and giving a peculiar air to the town. 

Clear running water is ooustantly supplied by 



arches, or CtirioUfl statues of i^amson. David, Moses, 
Nemesis, &c. One of them, called Kindli/restei' 
Brunnen, neat the clock tower, has a man devour- 
ing a child, while other little victims are lucked 
under his girdle. The Gcrechtigkeits Brunnen is 
also worth notice ; the Schiitzen Brunnen has a 
statue of a cross-bow-man, attended by a bear; 
and this armorial emblem of the canton appears in 
full state, with a coat of mail, banner, &c., over 
the Biircn Brunnen. They are again seen every 
three minutes before the striking of the hour, In 
the old Clock Tower (Zeitglockenthurm) in the 
Kram-Gasse. This processional clock is one of the 
sights of the town; usually visited at noon. In 
the same street are the Kufigthurm and St. Cristo- 
phelthurm; the former a prison, the other having 
a great wooden figure in armour on it. 

Promenades on the ramparts; on the Terrasse 
a fine terrace, near the Minster, 108 feet above the 
river, shaded with chestnuts, and adorned with a 
new statue of Berthold, the founder of the town. 
From here, as well as from the Caf^ du Mont, the 
Murten Gate, but especially the Enge^ near the 
Aarberg Gate, we get the splendid Panorama of 

the Oladers and other Peaks of the Cher- 

land, as engraved in Studer*s View of the Alps. 
Beginning from the east, wo see the white tops of 
the Wetter- horn, Schreck-horn, Finsteraarhom 
(the highest, 14,025 feet above the sea), Eiger, 
MSuch, Jungfrau (13,762 feet above the sea), Gross- 
horn, Breithom, Frau or Blumlis Alps, near Altls 
and Gemmi Pass, Niesen (looking dark), Doden- 
horn. Stock-horn (dark)— the dark ones being much 
nearer, and hanging over the Thuner See. A vast 
number of heights fill in the foreground. The 
effects of sunset upon this wonderful landscape are 
indescribable; the glaciers at first of a deep pink, 
fade into white, but continue to reflect the day- 
light long after night is on the valley. 

One of the best buildings is the Gothic Mtinster 
or Cathedral (fee 20 centsX begun 1421, on the 
site of an older one, by the Ensingcrs (who reared 
the Vienna Cathedral), and finished 1 573, by the 
architect of Strassburg Minster, Erwins von Stein- 
bach. It stands 280 feet by 110, with an unfinished 
steeple, 184 feet high, having a bell, and ascended 
by 220 stone ste^« ta \>»k\.^>^RKssssB«s!5&sy%,"*»'«'^^ 
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stained windows and carred stalls and font (1635) 
are worth notice; the organ plays 3 to 4 o'clock 
daily ; one monnment is to Berthold ron Zahrlngen, 
the fonnder of the town; another to the Aroyer 
Steiger. In front, on the Kirchplatz, is a bronze 
statue of Rodolph von Erlach, the Ylctor atLaufen, 
1839. 

Holy Qhost Church is a simple, but elegant modem 
building, near the Btirgerspital, with the words 
Cfu'isto in Pauperibtu over it. Tbelarge handsome 
stone Zuchthaus, is near the Aarberg Gate. The 
Inselspital fills one side of a street. French Church, 
near the Arsenal ; Nydeck Church, on the west 
side ^of the town; St. Anthony's 15th cent. 
Chapel, proposed to be restored 

The Musemn, open daily, | franc, and gratis 
Tuesday and Saturday, 3 to 5, is well stocked, 
especially with objects of Swiss Natural History; 
Studer's collection of insects, shells, fossils, Ac; 
Wyttenbach's collection of minerals, and other 
natural productions. Here you see stuffed bears 
of all sizes, from the smallest cub to the grizzled 
patriarch, the great lammergeyer (believed to be 
nearly extinct in Switzerland), the wolf, the 
chamois, the boar; and a famous St. Bernard dog, 
Barry^ who saved the lives of fifteen persons. 

The Historical Museiim, 3 Pollzei-Qasse, 
open daily, 1 fr^ Tuesday and Saturday, free, 3 to 
6, has archflsological and ethnographical collec- 
tions, flint and bronze implements, weapons from 
the Arsenal, spoils from Grandson and Morat. 

The KungtmuseunifWaisenhausstrasse, open 
daily, ^ fr., gratis on Tuesdays, has a collection of 
antiquities on the ground floor, and of pictures on 
the first floor. Those of Swiss costume, by Rein- 
hardt, are the most remarkable. 

The University near the Musetim was remoddled, 
1834, andtwentyprof essorsattachedto it. AGymna- 
sium, or High School, a Musshafenfor poor students, 
and several other schools, exist. A Natural 
History Society has existed since 1768. Here is 
a Freemasons' Lodge, called the English Provincial 
Grand Lodge of Hope. Other buildings are, the old 
restored Bathhaus, built, 1406; Stadtrath-haus, 
'.formerly Eriach's Hof); two Waisenhauser, or 
Orphnn Schools; a handsome Komhaus (Public 
Granary) on thii-ty-four pidars, with a huge wine- 



and the Casino ; .q>posit6 which is the handsome 
new Bundesrathhans, or Federal Council ffalL 
Collection of antiquities from lake- dwellings on 
the third floor, admission free ; apply to the porter. 
The debates are open to the public. Grand view 
from the roof. Beyond the lower gate is a monu- 
ment to R. von Werdts. 

The walks, Ac, in the town and environs, coa- 
prlsc many flne points of view ; among them are the 
gardens of Monbijou Gottesacker (Cemetery), the 
Bundesrathhans Terrace, the Casino Platz, Miins- 
ter Platz and Terrace, and the Enge, already 
mentioned, near the Carlsruhe. 

From the Schanzli, where there is the Victoria 
Hotel, a grand view may be had of the city, backed 
up by the whole range of the Bernese Alps; the 
Wetterhom, Schreckhom, Elger, M6nch, and 
Jungfrau being specially prominent. 

Short ExcuBSiOKS may be made to Reichenbach 
Castle (2 stunden down the Aar) where Rodolf 
von Erlach, the hero of Laufen, was murdered by 
his son-in-law, the latter being torn to pieces by the 
old man's blood-hounds; to the Gurten (1| stunde 
south-west), and Bantiger (2 stunden north-east), 
both commanding sfdendid views from heights of 
3,130 feet and 3,485 feet above the sea; the Engis- 
tein Ba he (2 stunden) in a beautiful valley on the 
Worblei bae i ; to Nenhausbad (1 stunde), Bolli- 
gen, and .^krziehle; to the Frieswyler Hubel (3} 
stunden), with a magnificent prospect, and the 
Btitschelegg, 8,600 feet, which has the finest view 
obtainable near Berne. 

Silver filagree, musical boxes, carved work, jewel- 
lery and powder, a few watches, silks, and woollens, 
with leather, straw hats, beer, Ac, are made. 

The Canton of Berne, the largest (after the 
Grisons) and most important of the Confederation, 
which at one time took in nearly all west Switzer- 
land, contains 2,567 square miles, and a population 
of 539,405. Most of them are Protestant, and Ger- 
man-speaking, except in a part formerly belonging 
to the Bishopric of Bftle, where there are about 
40,000 Catholics, and the French language prevails. 
In the lower or north part, fruit (especially cherries 
for the kirschwasser), beer, cider, cheese, cream, 
honey, and butter, are the principal products ; the 
farmers are comfortably ott, having substantial 
houses oC wood, tii«UM wlUi wldO| OT«r]uin|i]i| 
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Ipiarticular, is ricb and abundant ; there are plenty 
of good roads, lined with thick hedges. But in the 
upper or Oberland, among the mountains, poverty 
prevails, one reason being the equal division of 
property. The women are remarkable for their 
peculiar dress. 

JOURNEY THROUGH THE BERNESE 
OBERLAND, 

Or Highlands of Canton Berne, including the cn- 
Tironsof Thun, alongthe Lakes of Thun andBricnz 
as far as the Grimsel Pass, and the Valleys of Lau- 
terbmnnen and Grindelwald, with the neighbouring 
glaciers. A hasty visit requires nileAaitftreedaps; 
but to see this region to advantage requires as 
many weeks. A guide is not necessary for the 
tour, but local guides may be required at several 
points, to visit which a longer period is needful ; 
nor is it necessary to return to Thun or Berne; as 
you may cross into the Valais by the Passes of the 
Gemmi and Grimsel, or continue to Lucerne by 
the railway over the Briinig. 

The traveller with only one day to spare, may 
leave Berne by early train at 5-30, take steamer at 
Thun, rail at DKrligen to Lauterbrunnen, sec the 
Staubbach Fall, dine at Interlaken, and get back to 
Berne by the last train, by 7 p.m. 

From Bei1l0 tO ThQliy trains run four times a 
day, 16 miles, in about 1 hour; thence by steam 
to D'drligen, and by rail to Interlaken. The Aar 
is navigable for the market-boats, which descend 
it from Thun. Carriages may be hired at reason- 
Able charges ; the tariff is to be found in every 
hotel and posthouse. Private carriages may be 
left at Thun for 1 frano a day storage, or must 
be sent round to meet the traveller wherever ho 
makes his exit from the Oberland. From Thun, 
steamers run on Lake Thun during the season, three 
thnea a day, in correspondence with the trains ; 
fares, 1 and 2 francs. On the Brienz Lake they 
also run as often, so as to correspond with the 
Thun steamers. There Is also a good coach-road 
on the beautiful south shore of the lake, on to 
Interlaken and Lauterbrunnen, or to Grindelwald. 

On the arrival of the steamer at Darligen, a train 
starts for Interlaken. Good horses may bo hod. 
It is usual to hire for the whole jouraey through 
^Q Oberland; the horse being taken e«t«( ihA «uaL 



of the eoadi-road, and ri^en, whfl'e t)te i^^er aeil 
as grnide. The Tariff charges fbr vehicles are:— 
Interlaken to Grindelwald and back the same day, 
one horse, 16 francs; two horses, 30 francs. To 
Lauterbrunnen and back the same day, one horse, 
11 francs; two horses, 20 francs. To Lauter- 
brunnen and Grindelwald and back the same day, 
one horse, 20 francs; two horses, 35 francs. Ili 
the summer of 1890 a railway was opened froni 

Interlaken to Lauterlimnnen &nd Grindel- 
wald, the junction being at ZWeilntSClilnen. 
The line follows the direeti(m of the earrilge 
road. From Lauterbrunnen a mountain rail ii 
now open to Mtlrren. Grindelwald to Faulborn 
and back, one horse carriage, 11 francs ; to Glaeiert,' 
6 to 8 francs. MeiiiDgm to Handeck Fall and 
back, 15 to 20 francs. A horse or mule, with a 
man for the day, 15 francs. Carriage, per day, one 
horse, 15 francs; two horses, 80 francs. 

In general, licensed Guides receive 6 to 8 fr«Bei 
a day, with a back fare of 6 francs a day; the day's 
journey being reckoned at 8 leagues, or stunden^ 
Drivers of carriages 16 to 18 francs a day for eacli 
horse; saddle horses, 10 to 15 francs a day. Row 
boats may be had on the Lake of Brienz tot 
3 to 8 or 9 fl'ancs, there and back, according to 
the distance of the most attractive points; in< 
creasing for every rower above two, besides th« 
trinkgeld. It takes at least 3 hours from end to end: 

Leaving Bekkx for Thun, the train ascends the 
east side of the Aar (with the Alps in view) -to 
Muri-Stalden (where the road to the Emmenthal 
parts off), with the Gurten away to the west. . It 
passes Giimllngen (Stat.) to 

Miinsingen (Stat.), 7 miles, inn: Lowe 
(Lion). A village frequently rebuilt, standing 
under the Uaube ridge (Heutligen at the top of 
it), with the Belpbcrg across the river. The village 
Is noted for the meeting held here in 1831, before 
the change or *' revolution" (once common enough in 
Switzerland) which overthrew the aristocratic 
party. BelplMrg, 2 miles west-south-west, is a 
fine green hill, covered with pasture, and forests, 
2,935 feet above the sea, and commanding a good 
prospect of the Oberland, Lake of Thun, Ac. At 
3 miles beyond it is the MUcM^ another point of 
view, 8,485 feet hi^K. 
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vioiL and f U bathf at the foot of a hill, and 8,800 feet 
above the lea. There are two bitter salt springs, 
Sehwanbriinnli and Stockwasser; either dmnk 
or bathed in; and good in weakness and worm 
diseases. The principal spring, to which a beantif ul 
walk leads, is abont S,800 feet above sea. It is a 
healthy spot. A fine view from the terrace. 
Alpine plants in abnndance. Living, 6 to 8 francs 
a day. The peak abore, the Hochgumigel^ is 5,070 
feet high. The Ossianische Felsenmaner (Ossian*8 
Bockf Wall) may be noticed. 

Blunonstoln, 8 miles south-east of this, under 
the north side of the Stockhom, is another delight- 
ful spot, with baths; the springs contain iron and 
carbonic acid, and are not far from the Fallbach 
Fall, Amaoldingen Lakes, Tagsburg Castle Ruins, 
Dittligen Lake, Ac. ; while the Stockhom may be 
ascended in 3 or 8 hours.] 

The next places on or near the railway are 
Wichtraeh.with the Eiger, Monch, and Jungfrau in 
full view in front, where a road from the Emmen- 
thal falls in; Ober-Wichtrach, where General Von 
Krlaeh was killed by his own soldiers, in the dis- 
astrous year, 1798; Kiesen Chfttean, close to Kie- 
S6XL BtatlOXlt on a stream which comes from 
Diesbach; the Falkenfluh and Heiml>ergfluh 
cliffs; the forests of Heimberg; and at length, 
after crossing the Sulg, with the Stockhom and 
Kiesen peaks before you, you come to 

THUN (Stat) 

Passengers to Interlaken go on to Scherzligen 
for the steamer, \ mile further.

A delightful place, either to stop at, or to make 

tours from; on the Aar, about 1 mile from the 

Thuner See, in front of the Oberland. It is divided 

/^Af thjve parts, riMj-^The BollltZi on an island, 



the Stadt or town, standing under the third part, 
or Berg— a hill crowned by the ancient castlo of 
the Counts of Thun, die Burg, or das KylurgHke 
Schloss, and by a striking old church, with a tall, 
eight-sided tower. The streets are broad and well 
built. The principal street is remarkable for 
having a double row of shops, similar to the 
** Rows *' in Chester. At the Yorhalle, in the Neue 
Schloss, are arms of the mayors (Btlrgcrmeister) 
from 1875. The Rathhaus has a public library of 
7,000 volumes, and the archives. A Federal 
Military School of artillery and engineers is estab- 
lished here. There are also the Town Schools, 
Hospital, Orphan Asylum, and a Parade Ground, 
near the Allmend Gate. Keramic Museum; 
collections of birds, minerals, and carved wood at 
several places In the town. 

The Walks and Points of View are nume- 
rous. Such are those to the castle and behind the 
churchyard ; on the Simmenbrttcke ; the Jakobs- 
htigoi (Jacob's Hill), especially for the sunset 
view (an inscription says: — ** Happy are those 
who can stay here ; Happy those who return ; And 
happy if able to quit such scenes*^); in the 
Schw&bis along the Aar; in the BSchi-Gut, to 
Karthause, a country seat with glass paintings and 
Druid remains ; to Schadau Castle, and the splendid 
view over the lake and environs, the beautiful gar- 
dens are open on Sunday ; Hiinegg Chftteau to the 
Kohlera Waterfall on the Hunnibach; to StSfiHs- 
berg, Amsoldingen Lakes, and theRindfleischstein- 
hohle or "Beef stone" cave (li stunde); to 
Gwatt or Belle-Rive Castle; Striittlhigen and 
Kandcn Canal; to the Baths of Blnmenstein and 
Glotschbad, under the Stockhom (4i stunden) a 
noble peak, 7,195 feet above the sea. Other com- 
manding points are the Blume, 5,140 feet, over 
Schwandi, and back through Teufithal; the Hoh- 
gaut, near the top of Emmenthal, and the Entlc- 
buch, 7,215 feet; and the Niesen, 7,762 feet, a 
view taking in all the Alps. Steamer to Spiez, 
thence 8^ miles to Wimmis, whence there is a path 
to the top. A decent inn has been built near the 
top.where the traveller may pass the night. On the 
eastern declivity of the mountain is the health 
resort Heustrichbad, with three mineral springs. 

The upper valleys of the Aar and its tributariea 
centre here, affording beantifol trips ; as the Sim- 
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menihAl, leading np to Rawyl Pass and Sion; the 
Diemtigerthal ; the Engstligenthal and Alp; the 
Kanderthal by which you pass over the Gemini to 
Leulcerbad; and the Kienthal, ascending to the 
Tschingclhom, &e. There are some old forts and 
castles to be seen while passing round the beautiful 
shores of the lake. Fine view from tlie old tower 
of Stiattlingen, 150 feet high, once (when this 
part was called Zum Qoldnen Lust) the favourite 
retreat of Rudolph of Burgundy. Rallingen on 
the north side was overwhelmed by the falling in 
of a mine. Good goat's milk cheese is got at 
Merligen. Many pilgrimages used to be made to 
the Beatcnhuhle (St. Beatus Cave), on the Beaten- 
berg, before the Protestants walled it up, a.d. 1566. 

THUNER BEE, or Lake of Tlmn, 

is about 10 miles long by 2 broad, 700 feet deep, 
1,860 feet above the sea, and fed by the Aare and 
Kander rivers. To the north-east it is steep and 
mountainous ; on the north-west flat ; and flat, but 
picturesque, on the south. 

The steam boat journey up the lake is one of 
the most delightful in Switzerland. Spiez Castle 
and old church, on a point of the south shore, 
with Merligen opposite. At a point called the 
Nasc, just beyond Beatenbucht, there is a grand 
view of the Eigcr, Miinch, Jungfrau, and other 
peaks of the Oberland. Hotel Schonegg, situated 
near the Railway Station. See Advt. 

St. Beatenbeiir, 3,770 feet above the sea. A 
favourite mild Alpine health resort, a delightful 
residence for those requiring change and rest. 
Exquisite lake, forest, and mountain scenery. 
Grand panoramic views over the Lake of Thun 
and the glaciers of the Bernese Oberland chain. 
Mountain rail from Beatenbucht, the steamer 
landing-station, one mile, in 15 minutes. Kur- 
haus with several hotels and pensions. 

Grand Hotel Victoria (rebuilt in stone, 1894), 
facing the Lake, between the Church and the Post 
Office. Resident English Physician. 

Hotel and Pension Alpenrose. 

Rail from Thun to Interlaken, on the south side 
of the Lake. The stations are Thun-See, 
Qwatt, Spiez, Faulensee (for Faufensee-BadJ, 

Leissigen, Darligen, and Interlaken (West

cally sitaated on the high ground above the lakAi 
near fine woods. 

Hotel Victoria, very well situated, commanding 
a fine view of the lake, and close to the forest. 
Garden and park. See Advt. 
Bodeli Rail from Interlaken to BSnigen, on Lake 
Brienz, whence the steamer runs in connection 
with the Briinig Rail. 
About half way (1 mile) between the lakes, is 
Unterseen (Caf4) a small, old walled town, no 
called from its position (unter-seen^ amongst the 
lakes), and having an ancient rathhaus, and castle 
of the bailiff, who was appointed by the Bernese 
till 1793. Bridge to Spielmatten; with a whey- 
cure. 

INTERLAXEN (Stat.) 

Population, 5,875, with Unterseen and Matten.

This pretty place, more English even than Than, 
stands in a fine spot, inter-laien, or between the 
lakes (its name being derived in the same way a* 
Unterseen), in the heart ol \^Kv"fc\saa«EB^!fe>w«^s^."««»*^ 
ol lYift OV»t\MV<5L K\^^^\NXv«.\bKA.«w^^^«*>^^ 
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^^tputkkt Chnreb. One of the 1 argMt of the fine 
walnnt trees surrounding the prefecture was blown 
down In 1859. The Kursaal, on the HSheweg, is 
kept np by the hotel-keepers, who make a charge 
in tbe bill. There are reading and concert rooms, 
with music three times a-day. 

Among the nearer walks are the Augustine Con- 
vent of Intcrlaken, or Matten (founded 1130), the 
Untere Bleiche, the Ilohbiilil, and the Jungfern- 
Ji)llck, so called because of its look towards the 
Jungpfrau, the Kleine Rugen, and the Aben^B>erg^ 
founded in 18;;9, as an Asylum for cretins. It was 
chosen as being above the height (8,000 feet) 
Tip to which cretinism prevails. Other points are 
Gstelg Church, as old as the eighth century; Biinl- 
gen and Schadenburg, with views of Brienz Lake; 
Rlnggenberg Church and its ancient Chiteau; 
Qoldswyl Church, under the Thnrmberg; and the 
Sdtlfnige Platte, an exceedingly fine point of view. 
Rail to Qsteig; thence branch line to Broitlaucnen, 
by Schynige Platte. 

Rail or road to Lautcrbrunnen, 2^ stnnden or 6 
miles. Railway stations are Wilder BWyl-Gklteig, 
and ZweilutSCMnen. The road passes by orchards 
and meadows to Matten, then by Unsptmnen Castle 
(the original of Byron's ''Manfred") below the 
Abendbcrg establishment; Gstelg Churcli; Mtth- 
Unen, where the road crosses the Saxetenbach, and 
enters the wild narrow gorge of the LUtschlne, 
With the steep Rothenfluh on the right; to Zwel- 
lUtschlnen, junction of the road up the Black 
Ltttschlncn to Grlndclwald, having the Wetter- 
horn at the end. After this, passing Elsenfiuh 
and Hunenfluh, between vast limestone cliffs, 
1,000 to 1,500 feet high, you come to 

LAUTERBRUNNEir (Stat.) 

Population, 2,176, 

Inns: Stelnbock; Staubbach. 

Lauterhrunnen Is in a deep part of the pass, 
where the sun hardly shines in winter. It 
abounds with falls, espsclally the Staubloacll 
(Dust Fall) which falls over the Balm precipice, in a 
drizzling spray, from a height of nearly 880 feet, 
best viewed In the morning sun, and by moon- 
light. Byron celebrates this " sheeted silver's wav- 
ing column,'* flinging '* its lines of foaming light " 
to and fro, in his llaf0<«d; the scenes of which 



I ehanfing effecte ptodaeed b)r tfh« wind, the liglit, 
and the Irregnlarlty of the clUh, am peeolfaiily 
striking. In general, it is like a ganse veil, with 
rainbows dancing np and down It, and whendondk 
hide the top of the mountain, it swms as if ft 
poured out of the sky. The PUttschbach falls are 
also near ; and others may be visited by the sturdy 
pedestrian, further np this valley, which Is rich la 
Alpine scenery. 

Among the upper falls, Ac, are the Mttrrenbaeh, 
Spless^ch, Agerten, and Trilmmelbach, and espe- 
cially the fine Sdunadlilnudl FUl, divided Into 
nine arms, 300 feet high (seen best from the Bohnen- 
moos Chalet). Splendid mountain views (of the 
Jnngfrau, Ac.) at the village of Mfirren, on the 
Steinberg-Alp, on the Wengem-Alp, and from 
the Wengem Scheideck (1| stunde) close to the 
Jungfrau. A railway ivas opened in 1^4 from 
Lauterhrunnen to Mttrren (below). 

Guides may be got for ascending this valley to the 
Ldtschentlial (8 or lO hours) passing TtUCfll- 
MUauenen (a fine spot fbr forest Bcenery), the 
Schmadrlbach Fall, and thonee over the Glaciers of 
the WetterlUcko and Brelthom (18,684 feet above 
the sea) to Zneisten under the Liitsch Glaeiere; or 
past Trachsellaucnen, and over the Tschlngel and 
Lange Glaciers (between the Brelthom, Tschlngd- 
hom, Ac, on oiie side, and the Gspaltenhom, Fran, 
and Doldenhom, on the other) to Selden in the upper 
Gastemthal, by which you descend to Kanderstcg 
(25 to 30 miles from Lauterhrunnen) ; or from which 
you may get round the Altels (11,922 feet), Into 
Lutschen-thal. Again, you may reach Kanderstcg 
(25 miles), by turning up Sefincn-thal, beyond 
Hllrren (Hotels: Grand Hotel d^s Alpes; good 
and comfortable; Electric light; open from May 
till October Slst-^See Advt.; and Grand Hotel 
Milrren), or by the Furgge or Furke Pau^ (6,760 
feet), to Tschlngel village In Klcnthal ; thence as- 
cending the DUndengrat Pass (9,^45 feet) under the 
Frau, to Ocschlnen Lake, and the falls around It, 
to Kanderstcg. This route requires a practised 
walker. The Sobilthom is 9,730 feet high. 
About 3 hours up the ascent from Mtlrren. a cross 
marks the spot where a young English lady, on her 
wedding trip, was struck dead by lightning. 

Lauterbruimen toTurtmann, on theRhftne; 
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rocks, is s fine «cho. The Nellenbalm Cave, 
mentioned abore, may be reached from here in 
1 hoar, and affords the best riew of the lower 
glacier. Bilrc^^ Hut is a fi^ood point of riew. 

Fruni (irindelirald, a five hoars* walk may be 
taken to the luMd of tlie lower irlacior and part of 
the StraUeck Pais, (10,9DA feet hii^h). Nowhere 
can a better idea of the sublimity of tlio Alps bo 
more easily obtained. There is but little difficulty. 
Litlies miiy ride, witliout danger, to the point 
wticre the glacier touches the side of the gap in the 
mountains, wliicli is, perhaps, the finest point of 
view. Here a plank, laid by the shepherds, crosses 
the ice, and a few steps bring us round the ruck to 
a green mountain pasturage. Those who have a 
guide and also a g<K>d head sliould hero get 
on to the ice; the passage, however, to the 
centre of tlie glacier is very difficult, and the 
crevasscH arc formidaldc; but the nature and for- 
mation of a steep^ying glacier can scarcely be 
so well Rccn in any other part of the Alps. In 
lvSI8, this region was scarcely known to the 
guides except as tlio beginning of the Strahleck 
Pass, one of tlio most difficult in tlie Alps, but now 
frequently traversed. 

One of the finest views of the Oberland Glaciers 
is th:it from the Faulhom, which rises between 
Grindelwald and Bricnzcr Sec, 8,802 feet above the 
sea, with an Inn on tlic top containing only twenty- 
four beds. Prices arc of course somewhat higher 
than in hotels in more accessible situations. It is 
advisable^ in case of a party, to send word before- 
hand. Guides are usually taken; ladies maybe 
carried up in sedan chairs, at 6 francs each bearer 
(12 francs if they sleep there). It may be ascended 
from various points;— from Untcrsecn, past Scngg, 
very toilsome, in 6 hours' walking; from Giessbach 
on the Bricnzcr See, in 5 to 6 hours, past the falls 
pf the Giessbach, equally steep and toilsome; from 
the Great Scheideck Pass, in 3^ to 4 hours; and 
from Schwcndi, on the LUtschinc below Grindel- 
wald, in 3 to 4 hours. But the easiest ascent is 
from Grindelwald, in 4 to 5 hours, psist DUrrenberg, 
Nothaltcn, MUhlibach Fall, Bachalp Cottage (where 
refreshments may be found), Bachsce (or Lape), 
Oberbachsee, and Simelihoni. The ylew from 
the Faulliom takes in a prospect of 86 to 50 
leagues, from the Mythoi) of Schw^z, thQ Randeo 



of Schaffhanaen, In the north, to the DUblercta In 
the tower Rhtoe Valley (aooth weet) and the Jnngw 
f ran range (sonth). Peaka riae up In the following 
order. Eaatward, are Wildegrit and the Bchwan- 
horn (9,605 feet) with TiUia (XtfiTl feet) riaing np 
between; in the foreground are Gtemsenflnh, Rita- 
ligratli, and Simelen-Wing. To the right of 
Schwarzhom if tlte mighty peak of amaimhom 
(11,518 feet), then Triftengletsdher; and in front 
of it the Engelhoms, whioh liare on their right the 
dark Wellhom (10,485 feet), aarronnded by the 
Black Forest and the Alpigel Glaeiera. 

The semicircle from sonth-eaat to aonth-west 
embraces the grrandeat part of the panorama. First, 
the Wctterhom, then the Berglistock, rising over 
the Ober Grindelwald Glacier, and surmounted by 
the Schreckhom, the Simelibom, Finsteraariiom, 
and Yieschertiorn. Close npon theae follow the 
Eiger, the MUnch, the Jongfran, and Silberhom 
(with the Lauterbmimen Scheideck in the horizon), 
the Breithom, Tschingelhom, the Sparroihom 
(9,890 feet), the Bltimlisalp (12,040fettt), the Dolden- 
hom, and other peaks as far as the Diablercts. 
Westward rises the pyramid-shaped Nieaen (ont of 
the Thuner See) and the Stockhom beyond. In 
the horizon beyond, among the blue peaks of the 
Jura, are the Gestler, and Weissenstein. The 
nearest foreground, northward, is formed of the 
ridges about the Brienzer See, from the Angst- 
matthom, to the Rothhom. North-east are the 
crags of the Pilatns. Some parts, but not much, 
of the Lakes of Zug and the Yierwaldstitter are 
also visible, together with the Rigi, Rosaborg, 
Stauserhom, and the Mythen of Schwytz. 

From Qrindelwald to Meirlngen is 6| or T 

hours* walking, or riding, over the QrOBSO SdlOi- 
deck ; to reach it by carriage, yon must go back, 
by Interlaken, and round the Brienzer See. Taking 
the shorter and more inviting route, you pass np 
the defile qf the Qrindelwald, by the upper Glacier, 
having the Wetter))om in front all the way up to 
the Grosseqr Greater Scheideck, about 3 stunden. 
The snow line, which in Switzerland is 8,000 
feet above the sea, is seen here, sliarply defined <» 
the sides of the Wetterhom; while the avalanches 
which fall from it accumulate in heaps close to the 
path, sometimea without melting through the 
If |io)e snimn^. Fp|0 ^9 Inp c« }h|8 ^^h^de^ 
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or "ridge" (6,187 feet high), only s few paces 
broad, there is an extremely fine prospect over 
the green meadows and cottages of the valley left 
behind, hounded on the south-west by the pasture 
of the Kleinc, or Little Scheideck, and forming a 
striking contrast with the snowy sides of the 
Wetterhorn (12,165 feet), Schreckhom, Meltenberg, 
the Eiger, and the MSnch ; to the south-east, the 
round top of the Faulhom, and the Hunnenfluh 
are visible. 

About li stundo further is iheRosetilaui Glacier (a, 
little to the right), remarkable for its white crystal- 
line appearance, and lying between the Wellborn 
and the EngelhcJmer. It is steadily decreasing. 
The views here are very fine. You then come to 
the IU>8eillaill Bad (4,365 feet above the sea) 
and Hotel; from whence there are good climbs to 
the Wetterhorn and the Mittelhorn (12,165 .feet). 
From this the road descends by the Reichenbach, 
through a very picturesque valley, past the beau- 
tiful Falls of the BeiChenbach. These are 
made by a succession of five larger leaps, (there are 
nearly 30 in all), by which it descends about 1,000 
feet over the cliffs. The highest and lowest are 
the best, the latter being near the Aar, near Hotel 
Keichenbach. Hence over the bridge to

Engli$h Church Service, in the Gothic Church, 
Hotel du Sauvage, opened 1867. 

A village (population 2,853), the chief place of 
Hasli-thal, in a wild and charming spot, on the Aore, 
1,970 feet above sea. It stands on a plain, 
1 league broad, shut in by steep wooded ridges and 
anowy mountain tops. Three streams from the 
Haslibergfthe Alpbach, the Miihlbach, and the Dorf- 
hach, pour into the valley immediately behind the 
Tillage, which at times swell into torrents, and 
occasion much damage. In this way it was 
nearly inundated in 1762, since whca a canal has 
been cut, opening into the Aar. The Fall of the 
Alpbach should be visited about 9 a.m., when the 
'sunshine makes a triple rainbow across it. There is 
a view also of the fine Falls of the ReichentMlClh, 
ipwut tjje Mp^ howr, fropj l^eljljid i^e ChurcYi, 



as they appear beautifully Illuminated by the sun. 
About 130 houses, at the north end, were burnt, 
with the Hotel du Sauvage, February, 1879; also, 
an old Castle and watch tower of the Counts of 
Hasli. A still more disastrous fire destroyed 
more than half the place, October, 1891. 

In July and August several wrestling matches 
(Schwingfeste) are held in the Haslithal on the 
Tannenalp, the Stadtalp, and the Wengemalp. 

Five or six Alpine roads and paths meet 
here or near here : — To Brienz and Interlaken ; to 
Lucerne by the fine pass of the Brunig (2 hours), 
or through Molchthal, the village of which la 
surrounded by mountains 6,000 to 8,000 feet high; 
to Wasen, on the Reuss and Gothard Road, by Susten 
Pass; to Engelberg and Stanz, by the Gen thai 
and the Engstlen-Alp; to Grindelwald, by the 
way just described; and up the Grimsel, as in the 
following Route. Rail to Bllenz-Traollt. 

ROTJTB ISA. 

Interlaken to Brienz, the Bothhom, Mel- 

ringen, the Grimsel, Bhdne Glacier, ftc. 

(For the Brilnig Pass, on the way to Lucerne, 
see Route 15.) 

By steamer or by road, though the latter Is not 
often taken. 

The Lake of Brienz, or Brienzer See, 

8 miles by 2, is nearly 1,900 feet above the sea, and 
500 to 900 feet deep— the latter near Oberried, 
on the north side. Except the north and south 
end, where the shore is rather flat, the sides arc 
hemmed in by lofty wooded mountains. The Aar 
is its chief feeder; but the two Liitschines, which 
rise in the vast glaciers at the head of the Grin- 
delwald, and traverse the Lauterbrunnenthal, 
contribute their waters. Among its fish the ling 
or lotte is much esteemed. 

The car-road goes round the north side of the 
lake, past the old towers of Ringgenberg, lying 
among green shrubberies and orchards; then by 
Nieder and Obcr Ried, with the Faulhom and the 
Giessbach Falls opposite. In about 3^ hours Brienz 
is reached. By steamer the passage is made in 
about li hour. 

BBIENZ. 
Population, 2,581. 
Hotels : Croix Blaxic\v^\ ^'ix. 
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lake, at the foot of the Brienter Grat^ a ridffe, 7,290 
foct a))OTe tho sea, Mparating the lake from the 
Entlet)uch. Here you may buy excellent wood 
earviugfs; most of tho hounes are of wood. 
The village is composed of Durf, Tradit, and 
Kieuliolz. The old Cliurch was built in 1261. 
Dehind is the Miiiilibach or Planalpbach Fall of 600 
feet, which scarcely obtains notice here. From 
hence to Sclmffen, in the Entlcbuch, is 8 leagues 
(with a g:uide). But the groat attractions are the 
Rothbom and the Giesabach Falls. IU>tllliOni, 
the liighest poUit (7,713 feet) of the Brionz-Grat, 
is remarkable for the prospect from its top (to which 
there is now a funicular rail), taking in the high 
Alps and valleys, and the north of Switzerland, 
with some beautiful scenery in the fore-ground. 
Beech and other woods hang round the base, but 
tho summit is bare, and there is no inn since one 
was burnt down s<Hne years ago. On the opposite 
side of the lake, below the Faulhom, are the 
Qiesttiaob Falll, which may bo reached by 
steamer in 10 minutes from Brienz; a cable 
tramway takes you up to the Uotel, which is close 
to tlie Falls. 

They consist of a scries of about seven cascades 
from rock to rock, 950 feet, set in a framework 
of woods and pasture. At a point under the cliff, 
about half way, you may stand and look through 
tho fall, and enjoy the peculiar effects it produces. 
There are two UcteU close by, where guides may be 
taken to ascend the Faulhom, but it is a difficult 
path. The falls are illuminated every night from 
1st June to 30th September. A charge of li frano 
is made ; for visitors staying at the Hotel, 1 franc. 

From Brienz Dorf, round the top of the lake 
(where the effects of an inundation in 1797, and a 
landslip, 182i, are still visible), you pass Tracht 
{Hotels: Weisses Kreuz; Bar; Tell, homely), 
famous for its wood carvings, whence the road 
goes on to Wyler and the Briinig Pass. From 
the latter to Lucerne, see Route 15. Kienholz^ 
near the old castle of Kien, was the site of a 
village destroyed by a landslip in the fifteenth 
century, now partly occupied by the Bellevue 
Hotel, built by the owner of the lake steamboat. 
Crossing the river at Brienzwyler, you can ascend 
Ab0 Aat, past a series of waterfuiis, tumbling

miles. The n^per part may be done withaat a guide 
in summer, and is easier on foot than on horse- 
back, from the roughness of some parts of the iiatli. 
Passing through the cleft in Kirchet rock (760 feet 
above the river) through which the Aar haa 
forced its way, you descend into the commence- 
ment of the Ober Hasli-thal, now a green rallej, 
but supposed to have been the bed of a lake, and 
come to the villages of Im-Grund and Im-Hof. 
Numbers of huge granite blocks, which geologists 
say have been brought down by the encroa<diing 
glaciers, are seen lying about. A road turns odT 
here (east) by the Gadmen-thal, over the Snstea 
Pass to Wasesi on the Reuss ; and a path strikes 
south-west to the glaciers in Urbaoh-thal. The 
mountahis on both sides are 0,000 to 10,000 fee( 
high. Im-Boden meadows next appear, and then 

OVTTANBN. 

Inn: Biir (Bear). 

The largest village of Ober Hasli-thal 3s580 
feet above the sea, under ihe Kilchihom (10,350 ft.). 
In the fields are heaps of stones brought down by 
the avalanches, which the people gather up to 
clear the ground. Beyond this the road becomes 
gradually steeper, the soil more barren and des- 
titute of trees, except pines; and after 2 hours* 
walk, the famous Fall of the Aar, called the 
Handeck Fall, which for volume of water, is 
after the Schaffhausen Falls, the most magnificent 
in Switzerland. " We first viewed (says Professor 
Forbes), tho cascade from beneath, but the view, 
though grand, was much less striking than it 
would h.ive been could we have got lower down 
and closer to it. From the top we can at 
once see the whole mad leap of the river and 
more or less perfectly from three points of view, 
viz., from the cliffs on each side, particularly the 
left, and from a small wooden bridge thrown across 
tho stream, just over the ledge from which it 
dashes. The whole body of water shoots at once 
into tho abyss, a depth of about 230 feet, reaching 
the bottom without touching the face of the rock. 

^' A singular feature in this fall is the union of 
two cascades into one. Just at the point over 
which the Aar precipitates itself, the Erlenbach or 
Aerlenbach rushing down its rocky path on the

^t nearly *t right fsglesto the other; and the 
two joining in mid-air about half-way down, dash 
■together into the wild gnlf beneath. As might be 
supposed from the gpreat mass of water and its 
high fall, the whole space between the rocks 
is filled with a continuous misty spray, which in 
the morning, from 10 to 12, gives rise to the beau- 
tiful local rainbow when the sun is clear/' An 
artist named Wolf was lowered down with cords 
to obtain a good point of riew (marked by a figure 
of a wolO for sketching this grand scene. Refresh- 
ments may be had at the Handeck Inn, close by. 

After this, only patches of grrain or moss, with 
here and there a hardy rhododendron, are seen, and 
the road goes by steep, naked precipices ; and past 
•ueh spots as the BSse Seite (bad side) or Bocks- 
■tSge where groovee hare been made for a foot- hold, 
«ud the Hehleplatte, another slippery spot (for 
liorsesX a little further. Opposite is a pretty fall 
made by the Gelmerbach, which flows from a little 
lake, between the Gelmerhom and Schaubhorn. 

All vegetation disappears as you ascend the Aar 
Valley, which g^rows narrower and wilder at the 
two goat-herds' huts in the Ratrichsboden, a 
marshy hollow, 2 miles above which is the Qrlmsol 
Hospice, 6,150 feet above the sea, and 1,080 feet 
below the pass, standing in a desolate hollow 
among bare rocks, but affording an agreeable sight 
to the weary traveller, when he catches the first 
glimpse of it. It is a stone building, where poor 
travellers were once lodged gratis; but is now a 
sort of hotel, with tolerably high charges. The 
Hospice is not unfrcquently full, and travellers 
map be compelled to go back to the Handeck 
Inn. The Spitzler formerly lived here in summer 
till November, and was bound in stormy weather to 
give help to stragglers, and to indicate the road by 
ringing bells, Ac. Close to the Hospice are two 
•mall lakes or tarns. 

The Aar rises to the west, out of two vast gla- 
ciers called the Upper and Lower Aar-Glctscher; 
among the most remarkable of that class. The 
Unter or Lower Aar- Glacier (1^ stnnde) is easily 
ascended, and without danger ; It is distinguished 
for its immense blocks of granite and pillars of ice. 
That of the Upper Aar is 2| stundcn distant. In 
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by a name slgnifyiog Flowery Pasture, and was, 
they say, a fertile and pleasant spot, till the 
glaciers and falls of rock made it a desert. 

A good road (opened 1895) now runs over the 
QrlmBel Pass, between Nagdis Grata and the 
Sidclhoni, 7,230 feet above the sea, on the summit 
of which, called Hauseck (where the cantons Berne 
and Valais divide), the snow seldom melts except 
in hot summers. A little lake, the Todten Bee 
(i.e., Deadman's Lake) lies here, close to which 
the French, under General Gudin, surprised the 
Austrians in the campaig^n of August, 1799. From 
the Todten See the road turns off to the Mayen- 
wand and Bhdne Qlader (see page 92). The best 
view is got from the Kleine Sidellldm, 9,410 
feet above the sea. It may be ascended without 
difficulty, or a guide, in 4 hours from the Hospice; 
the last mile is rough, from the blocks of granite 
which eover the summit. It commands a wide 
prospect of the glacier region ; the Schreckhom, 
Finsteraarhom, Viescherhom, the Galenstock, and 
the Rhdne Glacier (2 stunden to the north-east), 
the chain of the Upper Valais, the Simplon, and, 
far to the south, Monte Rosa, Matterhom, &e. 
Oberwalden, in the Rhone valley, may be readied 
in 8| hours. About 4 stunden from the Grimscl, on 
the Zinkenstock, is a cavern 120 feet deep, where 
many rock crystals have been found. A similar 
mine was opened 1807, by the Spitzler, on the 
other side of the lake near the hospice, and 40 Ibt. 
of crystals were gathered. 

From Grimsel hospice those who have visited the 
RhCne Glacier can go over the pass and descend to 
Oberg^stelen, in the Valais (page 51). 

Out of the Ober Hasli-thal, a disused but stlU 
practicable road leads through the Mtthle and 
Gadmenthals, past the grand Stein Glacier, (from 
the inn near which is a fine view) over the BUBtOA 
Pa88« 7,420 feet high. Out of the same valley 
a path leads over the Jochberg; it passes several 
waterfalls, and reaches, in 18 miles, the chAlets of 
the EngBtlen Alp, near a lake where there is an 
inn. Close to it is an intermittent spring, called the 
Wunderbrunnen. The path then crosses the Enget- 
berger Joch, 7,240 feet above the sea^ asxjLv «SL\!«e« 
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glaciers of the Gries of Knfenen, a ridge which 
divides Switzerland fVoin Piedmont, and is here 
8,810 feet alrave tltc sea. It is hemmed in by high 
and naked peaks, bat commands a noble prospect 
of the Oberland Alps, and into the Piedmontese 
territory. The path descends very sliarply on this 
side, and after leading by Bettolmatt and Kehr- 
bachi, brings you to Auf der Frutt, near the head 
of the Frutval, or Val Fonuazza, forming the 
bed of the Tosa, which at this part forms the mag- 
nificent Tosa Fall of 400 feet, with a breadth of 
80 feet, but the total extent of the spray is nearly 
1,000 feet. Next, we come to Frutval and Wald, 
where paths strike off into the Kliune Valley, and 
(by Furca di Bosco) into that of the Maggia. 

Below the wild defile of Unterwald or Fop- 
piano, the landscape is distinguished by its rich 
Italian character; rocky heights, forests, fig trees. 
Tines, Ac, meet the eye in every direction. From 
II Passo is a way into the Val di Campo ; lower 
down, near Premia (15 miles from Gries Pass), 
another path goes up the river, which Joins 
here. The Val Antigorio, the name which the 
valley now takes, abounds in still more delight- 
ful sc^iery; descending it, yon pass the Italian 
douane at Grodo or Grot, and after a bridge or two, 
you fall into the Simplon Road at Crevola, where 
the Vedro joins the Tosa. Domo d'Ossola is 
8 miles further (see Route 4).

The rail follows the new road round the Bramegg, 
past Wortenstcln Abbey, up the Emme, to 

WohlliaUBen iBtSit.)—Jnns: KSssli; Kreuz— 
not far from Entlebnch. Inns: Drei KOnige; Dn 
Port. At Entlebnch, the Entlenbach and Kleine 
Emmen join, in a valley, 30 miles long, shut in by 
high ridges, 3,C00 to 7,000 feet high, and peopled by 
famous wrestlers. They hold Sch wingf este (wrest- 
ling matches) in August and September, mostly 
at Schiipfheim, I stunde from Entlebuch, and at 
Enneteck, at the foot of the Nap/, 4,619 feet high 
(3 hours), where several small streams rise, and 
which is remarkable for its view. 

The Entle, or Entlenbach, is a little mountain tor- 
rent, which rises about 8 miles south-east, under the 
Schafmatt and Ferneren in a wild gorge, 6,360 feet 
above the sea. A way leads up it under the Schim- 
berg to Samet (12 miles). The men of the 
Entlenthal are not only noted for wrestling, but they 
have a natural turn for humour and music, which 
displays itself especially in the satirical song^ 
recited on the last Monday of the carnival (Hirte- 
montag). The valley abounds with rare plants 
and many fossils. 

Passing Hasli, you come to Scbiii)fcn or Schtipf- 
helm (Stat.), where the valley of the Kleine 
Emme turns off. It runs south past St. Niklans, 
Glusstalde, and Haglem Falls, to Siirenberg in the 
Mayen-thal, where it rises under the Rothhom. 
From SOrenberg, paths go to Bricnz on the lake 
of the same name (9 miles), and to the little Lake 
of Lungcrn (4 miles). 

The next place is Escholzmatt (Stat.) Inm: 
Krone; Lowe. A village, 3,020 feet above 
sea. A little further on are Wyssenbach and 
Ilf s, on that branch of the Emme ; descending it, 
you come to Kruschenbrun; then Triibschachen, 
Langnauer Spital (a Hospital), and 

Langnau(Stat.) HoteU: Bahnhof ; Emmenthal; 
Hirsch ; Bar; Lowe. The largest place (pop. 7^6&(1\ 
in the EmmftwlVva^^ «a. ^Cca \J&.'*.\ \s«rC>2Bs*, -^'^'s^ 
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Lucerne to Brlenz, by tbe Brtinig. 

Briinig' Rallwfty from Lucerne to Mclringcn and 
Brienz, over the Briinig rass,tlie service between 
Giswyl ftnd Mciringcn being suspended during 
winter. Steamer can bo talcen to Alpiiach-Stad, 
the station of tlic Pilatus Uailway, some of tiie 
Bailings being timed to catch the train at Alpnnch. 
They run frequently, calling sometimes at Kehr- 
Kitcn (fur the funicular rail up the Bilrgenstock), 
Bometimes at Hcrgiswyl, and at other times run- 
ning direct to 3tans stad. The old road over the 
Pass is by far the most picturesque, and those who 
have not crossed it should make the passage on 
foot or in carriage. 

The stations on the Brtlnig Rail are HergiBWyl, 

Al]>nach-8ta<l, Alpnach Dorf, Samen, Sadi- 
seln, Qlswyl, Lungern, Briin'g, Meirlngen. 
and Bidens 

StanS'-Btad, iu the south-west arm of the Vicr- 
vraldstattcr See, maiiied by an old tower, is the 
landing place or. port (stad or gestade) of Stans, 
which is 2 miles sonth-^ast. Funicular railway to 
the Stanser Horn (0,200 feet), above the tovrn of 
Stans, in 50 minutes. 

KetUTSiteily the landing place of the steamers 
for the Bik-genstoek^ on which is the fine Hotel 
BUrgenstock, with extensive groundi, a much fre- 
quented health resort Wire-rope rail up to the 
Hotel In 20 minutes. 

There is a very fine view from the Hammet- 
-l^5hwand, the highest point of the Biirgeustock, 
easily accessibly. 

STAKS. 

noteU: Winkelried; Rossll. 

Population, 2,468. Chief town of the Nidwald 
(tiowcr Forest), part of Canton Unterwalden, at the 
end of a picturesque plain, under the BUrgenstock, 
Ac, near the Aa and Rotzberg, and its old castle, 
taken from the Austrians In the first rising of 13U8. 
The town was taken by storm by the French 
General Schauenberg, in 1798. For nearly three 
months in the winter the sun is visible only 
in the morning. The parish Church (built 1641) 
has marble pillars, and a dome 219 feet high, the 
old Pilgrimage Chapel of Maria zum Heerde, and 
another chapel to the memory of those who fell in 
4799% It stooOs oa th« ruts^ wUqIi U ad«m^ b^ 



two fountains, and a monument to the fafaxbni 
Arnold Wirikelried^ the heto of Sempach, a haiivi!} 
they show his house on the Samen Road, belongitig 
to the Trachsler family, near a memorial Chapel. 
His coat of mail is in the arsenal. 

At the Town House are the archives, with por- 
traits of several landammanns, and of Niklaus 
von der FlUc, the wise and pious councillor at the 
Convention of the Canton held here, 1481. 

Following the Aa, by a diligence, past Dallcn- 
wyll, Wolfenschiesf en, and its castle (path over the 
Schoucgg to the Isenthal and Altorf) Oberdorf 
Fall, Grafeuurt, and Schwand, you come to 

Bngelberg (lO miles), see page 92, among siiowy 
peaks (6,000 to 8,000 feet high) with a Benedictine 
Abbey founded in the eleventh century, at which 
are Caves for the cheese made at the convent farms. 
Miiller, the engineer, was bom here. Hence you 
may ascend the TitliS (8 hours), 10,627 feet above 
the sea, a noble peak covered with the Fim, or 
Alpine snow, surrounded by glaciers; or follow the 
Aa, over the Stironcn Pass, down to the Beuss and 
Altorf (20 miles); or go over the Joch to the 
Genthal and Meiringen (18 miles) on to Brienz. 

From Stans as above, the road passes by Rohren, 
Weisserle, and Kerns, with cotton and iron works, 
to Sarnen ; but the latter may be also reached by 

ALPNACH-STAD (Stat.) 

Inns: Pilatus, good ; Rossli; Stern. 

Alpnach, near a Gestade or Harbour on the Lake, 
has a good timber Church, and was formerly noted 
for its Slide, a wooden trough, 8 miles long, made 
for launching timber from the forests on Pilatus 
into Lake Lucerne, like the sovenda used above 
Bellinzona. Station for the PilatUB R^Uway 
(see page 61). 

SABNEK (Stat.) 

Hotels: Obwaldner; Adler; Hirsch; Post; 
Metzgcr. 

Capital of Canton Unterwalden and of the 
Obwald (Upper Forest) part of it, with a popula- 
tion of 3,028, where the Melch-Aa joins the Samer- 
Aa, at the bottom of the Sarner See. It has a 
college, hospital, churches, convents, theatre, poor- 
house, Ac. The Arsenal is on the site of the old 
castle of the Austrian governors, on the Londen- 
berg, near the SchUtzenhaus (for rifle practia«,V 
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Uom 13^ i^m xti JTOolaMs ttm der flSk (St. 
JNiclMrias) beliered with good reason to be the 
•riginal of the children's Santa Clams, His Iler- 
mitanTC is up the Melchthal, about 3 miles from 
the SArnen. Good view from the Landenberg, the 
Bomerberg, at Schwandt (whey-cure and iron 
apring), and at the ferry on Lake Santen (Samor 
See), which is 1,5C0 feet abore the sea, and only 
9 miles long, among hills of a quiet pastoral 
character. Up the Melchthal, which has pleasant \ 
•cenery, is a very old tower called the Heiden- 
thurm (Pagan Tower). 

The Canton of Vntenralden contains a 

space of 263 square miles, with a population of 
37,550. Good cheese, honey, and fruit are its chief 
products. 

From this you pass Sachseln with the shrine and 
bones of St. Nikolaus (von der Fluh)\ Rnden, near 
Giswyl, which was nearly orerwhelmed by the 
Lanichbach, 1629 (when a lake was formed, which 
was emptied into the Samer See, about 1750). 

Qiswyl (Stat.) Here the mountain-rail begins. 

Lnngem (Stat.) inn*: Lowe; Brunig; Bar. 
A village near the end of the Lungcm See, a 
charming little Alpine Lake^ 2,400 feet above the 
sea, and noticeable for the successful attempt 
to lower its surface, b^un 1790, and accomplished 
1836, by means of a tunnel ; a large tract being 
thus reclaimed for cnltlvatioiu Close to it is the 
Breitenfeld Alp (or pasture), with a splendid pros- 
pect of the Bernese Alps. 

From Lnngem by carriage, or on foot, over 
the Ur iiwl g PasB, {Hotel Kurhaus Brunig, well 
situated on the Brunig Pass, close to the railway 
itation, with fine views; shady garden and park ; 
see Advt ), ^ '^ery easy one, 3,294 feet above the sea, 
commanding a beautiful view of the Nidwalder-thal 
and Pilatns to the north, and the Hasli-thal to the 
south, and whence there are good roads to Brienz 
<7 miles) and Helringen, in Canton Berne.

The Tanzbodeli or Renggli; height, 5,775 fest 
by the Saldthal and Saxetenthal. The latter is at 
the bottom of the Albendberg. 

Three passes unite the Kander and Simmen- 
thai:— 

The Hahnemnoos, the Leuk, and Geirs Alp; 
theFrohmatt, by Bettelriedand the Diemtigerthal; 
and the Meyenbefg, horth-eastof Zweisimmen, by 
the DiemtigerthaL These are 5,735 feet to 6,000 
feet high. 

Our route is from Than, by Kandersteg, over 
the Ctemmi, to Lou^che Baths, or Bad Leak; dis* 
Unce, 51 miles (17 leagaes). Take the steamer 
from Than to Spies, whence a diligence runs 
every day to Frutigen, 14^ miles (4f leagaes); 
fare, 2fr. 75c. or to Kandersteg, S3 miles, 5fr. 
75c From Kandersteg the traveller proceeds to 
the pass on foot or on horseback; the passage 
over the Gemmi from Kandersteg to LetUcerbad 
requiring 6 hours 30 mins. If preferred the tourist 
can proceed direct from Than to Kandersteg in 
a light carriage. Charge for one-horse convey^ 
ance, 17fr.; two horses, 34fr. 

The road proceeds from Than up the Valley ot 
the Kander, amidst very attractive scenery, under 
the Niesen, with the snows of Blumlis Alp shiiring 
ahead. Fratigen is a thorough Swiss village, 
with Jnns, the Helvetia, Belle Vne, Adler, where 
many persons prefer to stop. It stands on the 
Kander and Engstligenbach, and has a good view 
at the Church. The village was completely burned 
to the ground in 1817, being built, like most 
Swiss villages, generally of coniferous wood. 
Diligence to Eggenschwand (vi& Kanderst^) 
and to Spiez. 

Kandersteg, 3,833 feet above the sea. 

Population, 1,052. 

Inn»: Victoria; Bar; Gemmi. 

The peasantry about Kandersteg are still In the 
habit of singing the national airs in chorus, with 
the pecuWat i«X««\Xo U\\.^ ^^^&\s\Vx vbA^^^^ 
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travcjlcr will not soou forget tlic plensant cflTect 
produced on his mind, on bcin^ awakened by a 
very sweet harmony of voices under the inn 
windows. 

N.B.— Those who ride to the Gcmmi, will do 
well to take a horse from here only to the Daube, 
12 francs (guide not necessary), the rest is too 
steep for horses. 

-Kandcrsteg is a very good centre for several 
excursions and ascents. 1. At the distance of 
2 hours 30 minutes you reach the little fairy lake 
of Oeschinen, a perfect gem, surrounded by awful 
precipices and ancient fir forests, reflecting in its 
deep, crystal-clear basin the magnificent snows of 
the piumlis Alp, rising almost sheer out of the 
water. 

The Weisse Frau, a formidable pinnacle of this 
grand Blumlis Alp Chain, has been ascended of 
late years from Kandersteg, but it is a somewhat 
dangerous exploit, by no means to be recommended 
to those who are not very surefooted and ex- 
perienced in Alpine climbing. 

The summit of the Gemml Pass, also known 
as the Daube, is 14^ miles (4^ leagues) from Kan- 
dersteg, under the Daubcnhom (9,450 feet). Near 
the summit is a solitary house, the Schwarenbach 
/»n, to which a wild, unfounded story of njurder 
has been attached, relating how, once upon a time, 
a too-confiding traveller, who passed the night 
Uiere, disappeared, and was ev^itaally discovered 
to hare been plundered and put to death by the 
host. 

. Near the sunmiit of the pass (7,55*) feet), is the 
dismal, solitary, little Daubeu See or Lake, with 
its still, inky waters, frozen most of the year, and, 
like Avernus, refusing all forms of life, contrasting 
finely with the shining virgin snow slopes of the 
Altels and other airy peaks that seem to aspire to 
pierce the empyrean, and rise in their purity and 
beauty, like the pillars of faith and hope, in this 
great temple not made with hands. Near it is a 
small hotel, the Wildstrubel. 

The Altels (11,922 feet) may be ascended by 

cutting many steps on its steep, icy declivity ; and 

those who have pluck and strength to scale such 

airy buttresses, will be repaid by one of those 

views of the Oberland and Valais Chain, including 

many of the noblest pea^i^ ip the Alps, that bafRc 
H 



all description. The roUhig ocean of rocky battle- 
ments and icy minarets sweeps awaj- from the eye 
till lost in the hazy distance; and around and 
below is all the majesty of such mountain solitudes, 
only broken by the occasional thunder of the 
avalanche, the distant roar of torrents, or the wild 
whistling blast of the wind sweeping over the 
snowfields. Guide, 25 francs. 

The Descent from tlie Gemml to Leuk is 

one of the most striking in the Alps, the mule path . 
h.aving been carried by skilful engineering, zig-zag 
fashion, up one of the tremendous limestone preci- 
pices with which the western or calcareous wing 
of the Oberland Alps abounds. This beetling 
precipice rises 2,000 feet sheer above the narrow 
basin and valley in which the Leukcrbad (or Bath 
of Leuk) is situated; and as the parapets are a 
very insufficient guard, and the cliff overhangs in 
many places, it is now forbidden to ride down the 
descent, as the slightest interference with the 
mountain horses or mules may cau^e the traveller 
to be precipitated from the path. A dreadful 
accident occurred in 1861 from a neglect of this pre- 
caution. A French lady, the Comtcsse d' Arlincourt, 
was riding down this formidable descent, a little 
apart from her husband, who was also mounted, 
and on arriving at a certain part of the road, 
interfered with the movements of her horse. The 
consequence was that the animal lost its footing, 
and his precious burthen was thrown over the 
precipice and dashed to pieces. 

Leukerbad, or Lo^che-les-Bains, called 

*^ Baden" in the neighbourhood. Hotels:- Dcs 
Alpcs; Maison Blanche, and its ddpendance, G rand 
Bain; De France; Union; Tell; Brunner, at the 
Batha. 

This bathing place and village (population 700) 
is 4,640 feet above sea, and 9 miles from Leuk, 
or Loubche-Ville, mentioned below, to which there 
is an omnibus. It has been almost destroyed on 
several occasions by avalanches ; but as there occur 
generally in winter or early spring, and as mas- 
sive bulwarks have been erected to protect the 
village, the summer visitors ha^e little to fear on 
this score. The piace is much frequented In sum- 
mer on account of its hot Sulphur Springs^ emanat- 
ing from twenty sourcea.vtt.\\}lx^O«wi3sssi^c«^s^'"^^^"*''*' 
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The tempenititM is alunit 88", and they are of 
threat uae in eoiigestlpn, ioflaioiagtory ca#«0, con- 
Mimptioii, hflHaorrhajire, rreak nerves, ifec. Whep 
tlie little BUntgcbi is low, you may visit the 
springs, by a rough path over broken rock^ and 
trees, which brings you to their source in a savage 
hollov. 

Walks may be taken to the Leitern, or Ladders, 
which lead to a footpath to the Gumigelbad and to 
Than ; and to the Seile, or rope bridge, by which 
the people slide across a hollow 500 feet deep. 
Between the Bimme and the Saane, half way up 
fiinunenthtd, are two passes : Saanenmoser, 4,330 
feet, between Baanen and Z weisimmen ; the Schwar- 
zenberg, 4,470 f e^, between the village of Jaun aad 
Weissenbach. 

Ascending the valley you come to 

BOLTKHBN, 

A village of 400 pop. (/aim, Im Obersteg; B&r), in 
Upper Simmenthal, where the cherries and other 
fruits begin to disappear. It is 2,725 feet above the 
eea. Lignite lias hwn worked above a gorge called 
the Klus. The small romantic valley of Taabeo 
op&iB out behind a rock ai the ha^k of the church. 
This building, at the foot of the Wallalp, 
«tands close to the Simme, which flows through 
its deep bed beneath. Its windows are stained with 
cnrious paintings of a carnival, of which the sub- 
ject is a gift made Jty CbiiMt to the Pope; tiiey 
were done by the Bimneret Nie. Manuel, albout 
1522. Above this is the Laubcck Pass, in whi^ a 
new road was made 1620 (signified by a plate let 
into the cliff) round the Laubeggstalden rock, here 
surmounted by an old castle, which belonged to the 
Banneret Wendschatz In 1846. 

ZWBIgTMMBN. 

Hot eh: Krone; B&r; Simmenthal. 

A village at the junction of the two (xwei) heads 
of the Simmenthal, in a healthy bracing spot, 8,121 
feet above the sea. Population, 1,940. STear the 
school is an orphan asylum and ho^ital. Diligence 
to Lcnk in 8 hours. 

[From here there is a way over the Bswyl Pass 
to Sion on the Ehone, in 10 to 11 hours' walking, 
with scenery like that of the Gemml. Tou ascend 
the Obex Simmenthal, pa^t Blankonberg Castle, to 
Matten (where path# j^rike off to the J>ifalLigf/r- 
tiial,oiiith$^a^,a»d^T]vl»achbiid). Tb(||it9 



An-der-IiOnk orLtBk(/i}«|: Bilr; grMie),«t 
the bottom of the pass where the car-road end«, 
8,580 feet above sea, in a circle of mountains. 
Sulphur Bath at the Kuranstalt. The Church was 
built in 1505 ; by custom, the women enter it firsti 
to conmiemorata their bravery in a war with tb^ 
Bernese. Paths strike off to the right and left ; 
to the south-east the glaciers of the WUdiin^ 
(10,715 feet) are seen in the main chain of ih» 
Alps. At Seefluh you leave the Simniie (which 
comes down from the Seven Fountaiut of the 
Razli, making several falls) and follow th« 4«lBle 
of the Iffigen Yalley ; and in four or fivf boujRf, 
past J[0gen, a fall, and several chlUets, 4nd by 
a series of zig-zags and difficult precipices, the 
tummit of the Bavyl PaSfi ii reached, 7,84d feet 
above the sea. The view of the Alps acrosa thye 
Rhone Valley is of the usual scale of grandeur. 

From this point the descent is tolerajbly eftsy, 
pt»t the two falls at Bawyl, to Ayent; from which 
yon can get to Sion, or Slerre, on the Bhoue.] 

Following the char-road from ZweLsimnaep, 
through Saanen Land, you coxne next to Maseweid, 
Beichenstein, A;p., to Saanenmoser, a nuurshy yls^i 
(ae moser jsigni^es) betwera the hills, half a league 
long, with a forest of fixs in tke middle and a smujl 
lake. 

SMHEN ; the French Gegaesay. 

HoUU: Gross-Landbaus; Bar. 

Chief place of the pleasant Alpine valley pI tUe 
same name, on the Saane or Sarinc, where expedient 
cheese is made, 3,355 feet above the sea. Popjji- 
lation, 3,73?. The mountains around, as the Qp- 
neck, Hornbierg, Biibli, Gumfluh, 5,000 to 8,000 fc^t 
high, are covered with rich pastures and Alpino 
plants. It contains about seventy large hcaues, 
buUt of daxk wood, with galleries, &c., on whiqh 
you read the names of the owner, his wife and 
the builder, and perhaps some wise sentence. The 
Church is one of the largest in this quarter. 
Fine prpspect of the Lake of Geneva from the 
Qumfiuh, 8,070 feet high. 

Saau«n Land is a pastoral district, 10 leagues l<Hig 
by 5 broad, partly in Cantons Berne and Yaud, 
and comprising thirteen valleys opening into it. 

In the upper or Berne part the people speak. G.«s.- 

man; low« do^^ro.Vsv^i.iss&.WiT'lw^^tw^^'eB^ss^^vp^

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floweri grow; but at tho head of the Lauenen 
Valley, near the glacier, the climate is wintry, and 
the sun at one period is not seen for twelve weeks 
together. The breed of cattle is one of the best in 
Switzerland ; and the harder kind of cheese, which 
is rasped like Parmesan when eaten, is largely 
exported to Italy, France, Holland, America, &c. 
Immense family cheeses are made for home use; 
another sort, called Fatscherin (Vcuherin)^ or calf 
cheese, is too soft to be exported. Ablandschen 
is a little primitiro spot, 4,C00 feet above sea. 

[From this place there are ways by the Pa8B68 
Of Ctolten and SanetSCh, into the Rhone Valley. 
Yon ascend the Saane to 

Ctostad or Am-Gestad (or Staad), where the 
Lanenbach joins the Sarine. This is a village of 
thirty houses, 3,450 feet above the sea, with a 
church built 1402 ; having, about 3 miles east of it, 
the Baths of Turbach, hardly used except by the 
peasantry. They are in a valley under the Giffer- 
hom, across which is a pass to the Simmenthal. 
The Trome Bath is near the Turbach. 

Three passes unite the Saane and the Simmen. 
1. The Rothhom ; 6,590 feet, by the Lauenen Lake. 
3. The Triittlisberg; 6,695 feet, by Lauenen and 
the valleys of Wallbach and Lenk. 3. Zwitzeregg, 
5,810 feet, by the Turbach and St. SeflFan. 

Following the Lauenbach, you come to the village 
of that name, 4,090 feet above the sea, under the 
Triittlisberg, where the char-road ends. From this 
a mule path leads to Gelten, and a fall at the foot 
of the glaciers which hang down from theWildhom, 
and other peaks which flank the pass, 10,660 feet 
above the sea. The Gelten Pase itself is 3, COO feet 
lower, and the descent is made by the Valley of the 
Sion, past Arbaz, Savicse, and Grincisois, making 
the time about 14 hours from Saanen to Slon, 
on the Slmplon Road. 

But the more usual route to Sion (page 40) is by 
the SanetSCh Pass, 7,370 feet high. In this case 
you leave Gstad, and follow the main head of 
the Saane on the west, called the Valley of the 
Ch&telet. This brings you to Ladi Bridge and 
Feutersay (population, 300), at the mouth of the 
Scherzis-thal. The next place is 

OSTEIO : or Cllfi.telet, in French. 
7mum.' Biir; Babe. 
GatelsTf where the road ends ia a valley, tbout 



3 hours' ride from Snanfen, numbers about 100 
cottages, spread over the valley; and has an old 
massive church, and timber presbytery. The Alps 
to the south hide tho sun for six months in 
the winter time, and the river which descends from 
the glaciers upon them often causes great injury 
by floods. Paths lead from this, east and west, to 
Ormond (see Route 1), and the Lake of Geneva, by 
the Pillon, and to Lauenen, by the BrUchli. The Col 
du Pillon, by Gsteig and Ormond Dessut, is 5,090 
feet high. 

Fi'om Gsteig a mule path (8 hours to Sion) 
leads up the pass by two falls, &c. It is winding, 
and in some parts difficult, and the pass is a rugged 
and desolate spot, 6,820 feet above the sea, between 
the ArbcUc and another peak. It is the last and 
lowest of the western passes of the Bernese Alps, 
and commands a fine view of the Mont Blane 
chain. There are two ways to descend to Sion, by 
Savicse or by Champagnol; the latter by several 
zig-zags over the precipices near the Merge.] 

After leaving Saanen, with the Riiblihom, or Dent 
de Chamois to the left (7,569 feet high), you come to 
the remains of an old fort of the Gmy^res Connls; 
and then to Rougemont, in Canton Vaud, which 
had a priory, founded 1115, by the same coimts. 
Flendru or Flendroz is the next place, where two 
little streams fall into the Sarine; one of which is 
supplied by a lake on the Mockausaz Alp above, 
periodically formed by the melting of the winter's 
snow. A 

CHATEAU D'OEX; German, Oescll. 

Population, 2,691. 

Jnnt : Ours ; Berthod ; and Pensions. 

Ch&tcau d'Oex, 3,500 feet above the sea, so called 
from an old Castle of the Counts of Gmyferca, 
which stood in the midst of the village, where 
the church is now placed. Most of tlie hoascs 
have been rebuilt since a fire in 1800. Thcr« is.a 
sulphur spring near; with fine air, and views of 
woods, rocks, and mountains. A path to the south- 
west leads over Mont Corion, to the Valley of the 
Ormond, down to Aigle, to which there is a diligence. 

Leaving Oex, you cross tho bridges over the 

Sarine and Torneresse (a branch of it) to Moulins, 

on the south bank of the former. Then through 

the narrow defile of La Tine, with woods and rocks 

\ haBgVng ov«t \V Itom \.Yv% C^Ui and ConVjMq 
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The country improves on entering the Catholic 
Canton of Friboorg^ and the line passes Diidin- 
gen, which is built on a little stream. It is 
remarkable for a brotherhood, called the Romcr- 
bruderschaft, composed of such as have mode the 
pilgrimage to Rome. They have an annual fttc 
on a Sunday in July ; and the arrival of pilgrims 
is celebrated by the ringing of the bells, and other 
marks of rejoicing. 

The approach to the capital, which stands on a 
hill, 2,067 feet above the sea, is striking. 
FEIB0UR8; German, Freyburg, 

Hotels: Grand Hotel de Fribourg et Zahringen, 
well situated, comfortable, and very clean. 
(Divine Service). 

Bcllevue. 

Cafe: Mullcr. 

Population, 12,239; of whom those in Upper Town 
speak French, those in Lower Town (who are 
mostly artisans), German. 

A fine old place, 2,100 feet above sea, capital of 
the canton, most picturesquely seated on the rapid 
Sarinc or Saane; partly built on the river, partly 
on the steep sandstone cliffs, on both sides, and 
along the ravine which runs under many of the 
old-fashioned houses. Naked rocks, gardens, trees, 
fields, Ac, form a singular contrast with the 
ancient fortress-like appearance of the buildings, 
and the churches and conrents which rise above 
thcra. The best spots for viewing it are the top of 
Schoncnberg, a field near BourguUlon Qate^ or 
Btirglcnthor (between two cliffs), and another 
near the Romont Gate. A somewhat extended 
walk should be taken round the town, and in the 
environs, with the special object of enjoying the 
unique views. 

The high banks of the river are united by two 
stone bridges, as well as by a remarkable 
SnslienBlon Bridge, it hangs on four wire 
ropes, is 810 feet long {i.e. 250 feet longer than 
Mcnai), 168 feet above the water, and was con- 
structed 1832, the architect being Chaley, a 
French engineer (who constructed a similar one at 
Bcaucnire), at a cost of but £24,000. Two Doric 
Piers on which the chains rest, rise 60 feet above 
the bridge. The iron band to clamp the blocks of 
Jura limestone in the piers, is English, and wns 
brought by way of Genoa and theSimplon-, but V\vc 



rest is of native yield. The effect of this wcnderf nlly 
light and elegant structure, in connection with the 
beautiful views up and down the river, of the Alps 
one way and the Jura Mountains the other, is most 
striking. Another narrow Bridge of this kind, 
opened 1840', crosses a deep hollow on one side of 
the ' own, called Valine de Gotteron, or Galtemthal, 
and is 747 feet long. There is a third bridge or 
Viaduct for the rail. A new cart road leads 
straight into the town by the Suspension Bridge, 
saving a road of 2 miles, by way of the old wooden 
bridge. 

In Upper Town stand the old Stadthatu and 
RatMiaus, built 1514, on the site of the Castle 
of the Dukes of Z'dhringen, who fotinded the 
town 1175 as a "free burgh," to strengthen them 
against the house of Burgundy, upon whose 
extinction it came to the Dukes of Austria. 
Near it is an ancient Lime Tree, 14 feet round, 
planted 1476, after the Battle of Morat; on the 
spot where the wounded messenger, bearing the 
lime branch in his hand, died exhausted, crying 
"Victory." St. Nicholas Church or Cathedral (for 
the Romish Bishop of Lausanne), near the bridge, 
and the cliffs, where they are 200 to 300 feet high, 
was begun 1283, and has a good Gothic Tower, 280 
feet high. In 1880, some shocks of earthquake 
(17-28 September) stopped the church bells. Near 
the portal arc some curious carvings of the Judg- 
ment, representing the devil and his angels tum- 
bling four mortals into the flames of hell. It 
contains two or three pictures, a good high altar, 
and a powerful organ by Moser, a rival to that of 
Haarlem, with 7,800 pipes, which may be heard 
daily; Ifr. each. The Vox humana and Vox 
angelica stops are very fine. Tickets at the hotels. 

Some carvings are also noticed at the Franciscan 
and Augustine Churches. In the higher part of 
the town, and looking like a citadel, arc St. Michael's 
Church and the Convents of the Jesuits, who had a 
college or pension seat here till 1848, when this 
body was suppressed throughout Switzerland. 
At the Capuchin Church is A. Carracci's " De- 
scent from the Cross." The Ursuline Convent 
was founded in the seventeenth century; Ihat 
of Moutarge, belonging to the order of St. Francis^ 
has another ot%»s^\ii ^«is«Kt^ -ks^^ '^'*- ^e»=^ -^ssfiw 
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: TlM ^itkff§ »6nnd are popalou*, Mid the eo«- 
tume of the women is pretty. From La Tour de 
TrSme, farther on, there is a path to the top of 
ttol^BOn (6,578ft.), in 8 hours. It goes by a Car- 
thusian Convent, founded 1307, by a Countess of 
Gruy^res, in a pretty spot, including a church, farm, 
timber work, «&c., dispersed about it ; it was burnt 
in 1800. The name of the mountain is probably 
taken from the Latin, Moles Summa. There is a 
splendid range of view from the top. The lakes of 
QcnevA, Meuehatel, MofHt, and Blenne or Blel, 
17 towhi end tilMges and haihlets InniimerablB 
Clustered roond iti base, the entire ran^ of the 
Jara and the mow-crowned sammits of the distant 
Afp4, complete A pinoradia which cmply repays 
the small toil oi the Ascent. Beyond Tonr de 
TrSme, you reach 

mux (Stat.), or Boll, 
On A branch of the Swiss Central, from Romont. 

Inns: Alpes; Union; De la Ville; Cbeval Blane. 

A little walled town on the Fribourg Road. It 
stands at the centre of the Charmey, Bellegarde, 
And the Saanen Valleys, most noted for the Gmy- 
^res cheese, and is therefore their chief dep6t. 
Population, 2,797. At the church is one of Moser's 
Qrgahs. There are also paper works and a convent. 

The mule road to Vevey here turns south, rotlrtd 
the opposite side of the MoMson, leaving that to 
Fribourg to the north (about 18 miles, passing 
through Vuippens and its chflteau ; Avry, In a 
pretty part of the valley : Posicns, &c.) Diligences 
to Fribourg, Charmey, Chateau d'Oex, Itosslnlferes, 
Sannen, and Chfttcl St. Denis. 

The first places out of Bullo are Vaudef'ens and 
Vaulruz. From this you cross over the west 
shoulder of the Mol^son to Semsales, from which 
a path leads to the top of the mountain. Then a 
descent to 

Ch&tdl St. Denis (inn: De la Ville), a pic- 
turesque town of 2,000 souls, on the Veveyse, 
with a good trade in cheese, standing 600 feet 
higher than the Lake of Geneva, of which there 
is a beautiful view from Meure Blanche, a little 
lower down. The next place is

Another way is by road to Murten (Morat), 15 
miles; thence by West Swiss Rait. From Morat 
this line ascends to Kerzers Faeschels, AarlMTlC 
(page 108), and Lyss (page 108), where it joins the 
line between Berne and Bienne. From Morat it 
decends to AvexiClieS (page 106), Domplerre, 
Corcelles, PayemO (junction for Fribourg and 
Tverdon), Granges-Marmand, Lucens, Moudon 
(page 105), Chatillens, PaHzieux, and Lausanne, 
about 48 miles. Near BtUnpliit, on the Morat 
Road, Roman antiquities have been found. 

About half way to Fribourg is Flamatt (0tat.)» 
whence there is diligence to Laiipeilt via NeuOll- 
egg, a little village on the Sense, which divides 
it from thahamlct of Singlne. Inh.—BKt. At the 
church a treaty of alliance was signed between the 
two cantons, 1271. With Its villages the parish 
numbers over 2,000 sonls. 

The Sense joins the Saane at the middle of its 
course, at the Balisa Pass, 4,670 feet ; and the 
united streams fall into the Aar at the Seelisbnhl 
Col, 5,216 feet. 

At IJ mile west, down the Sense, a monument 
was set up in 1829 on Brambeirg Hill, the spot 
where the battle of Laupen was fought, 1289, wheti 
the Bernese and their confederates, uttdcrRndoltfb 
von Erlach, were victorious over the Barons of the 
Empire, then besieging Lailp^lL, Which is IJ 
stnnd lower, where the stream joins the Saanc.

A seat of the watch-making trade, with a scat- 
f/u-ci/popuJatJou oflli226sQul8. MoJiy of the Ijffuscs 



have been rebuilt since the fire of 1838. It has 
excellent schouls for the poor. The women make 
lace. A little branch of the Doubs runs through it ; 
and there is a Tunnel also, 1,049 feet long, through the 
ridge on this side of the valley, for carrying off the 
water which accumulates in winter, the town being 
3,020 feet above the sea. Going down the Ricd, 
you come to the Cul des Roches, where the stream 
disappears in a cavern, about 100 feet down ; and 
here, in the descent, are placed three water mills, 
one under another. A little further is the Roche 
Fendue (Split Rock), a deep cutting where you get a 
view over the Doubs. About 3 miles south-west of 
thi:} is Mor leau, on the Besant^u Road. Lower down 
the last-named river, and 3 miles north-cast of Locle, 
is the famous Sant dn DOUbS, where it tumbles 
down a fall of 86 feet, in a rugged spot, the lime- 
stone strata being nearly horizontal. The people 
of Franche Corat^, now Department Doubs, in 
France, and of those on the Swiss side, used to meet 
at this fall for an annual fdte. At BrenetS (rail 
in 15 minutes) the broken fragments of rock have 
caused the river to spread out like a lake. 

From Neuchfttel, through a natural depression of 
the Jura range, a picturesque route passes by 
Corcelles to the rugged mountains of La Toume, 
near Rochcfort. 4,120 feet above the sea; thence by 
La Platte, which is visited for its points of view, to 
the barren valleys of Les Fonts (10 miles) and La 
Sagne. (Diligence to Les Fonts). Next, across 
the pastures of La Jcux Mountain, you come to the 
upland parish of La Chaux dU Cachot (3 miles), 
where the watch-making trade is carried on. Like 
many valleys here, the waters which come down, 
having no outlet, render the soil very marshy. 
Locle is about 5 miles north and Morteau about 
6 miles west, on the French side of the Doubs, and 
was connected in 1885 with Bcsaufon (France) by 
a line passing through Morteau. 

At Corcelles (page 111), the high road to Fontar- 
lier, in France parts off. The first place is 

ROCHEFORT, 

(6 miles) so called from the Old castle which used 
to guard the pass into the Valley of the Reuse. One 
of its Seigneurs, for amusing himself in shooting 
thcpasscrsby, was executed in 1410; and in revenge 
his wife burnt the village. Here the people of the

canton met to concert meftsures for surprising the 
old goremment of Neachfttel, in 1831. Ascending 
the Reuse yon come to a narrow door, as it were, 
in the pass, called CInsette ; near which arc a fall, 
and a mineral spring, and the romantic village of 
Brot. 

NoiraiTUe (Stat.) is a Tillage of naU-makers 
and wood-catters. Then comes Travers (Stat.) 
(pop. ^00)', and. a castle wiiich gives name to the fine 
Vol de Travers, as the upper part of the Reuse Is 
called. Above, on the south-oast, is the Mountain 
of Bondoy, 4,780 feet above sea, with a curious 
hoUow in tho top, like a vast crater, 550 feet deep, 
and 3 miles across, called Oreux de Verity because 
clouds and winds gather in it, no one linows how. 
But the same thing is observable in many other 
limestone rocks. On account of its shape it pro- 
' duces a remarkable echo. 

Rail form Travers to Buttes through Fleurier, 
and from Fleurier to St. Sulpice (below) . 

Ponyet (lO miles), the largest village of Val 
Trarerl, stands in the finest part of it. Absinthe Is 
manufiwtured here from wormwood. The Moulin de 
la Roche, orver a deep gap, is worth notice. Berthoud, 
the astronomer and chronometer-maker, was a 



native of Couvet. The Val de Travers asphalte 
now in use for road-making is procured here. 

M6tlers-TrayeTB iinn: La Maison Clonunnne), 
has a house on the site of that in which Rousseau 
lived, and wrote his "■ Lettros de la Montaigne," 
when banished from Geneva. Watches, lace, Ac, 
are manufactured hero. The mountains bcliind 
rise 4,000 to 5,000 feet high. 

St. Snlplce (Stat), at the head of the Reuse. 
Above this is a narrow part of the pass, called La 
Chainc, ever since a chain was drawn across it to 
stop the guns of Charles the Bold, in 1476. In this 
neighbourhood are several grottoes, the largest of 
which is called the Temple aux F^es, in a fine spot 
among forests and pastures, which produce Oruytro 
cheese. A short line nms to Travers, past Fleurier. 
There is an ascent to 

Verrifercs de Suisse (Smiles) near LesVeril^es 
(Stat.), the last place, next the French frontier, 
which is crossed before you come to Verriferes de 
Joux. The douanicrs are very strict in their ex- 
amination. From here it is about 8 miles to PoXlt- 
arller, at the bottom of the Jura, past the Castle 
of St. Pierre du Joux, where Toussaint TOuverture 
and Mirabeau were ccmfined.— (See BraddtOK^t 
Travellers' Handr-Book to France),

FROM SCHAFFHAUSEN AND CONSTANCE TO ST. GALL, OLARUS, COIRE, AND THE 
ORISONS, OVER THE SPLUOEN TO LAKE COMO AND MILAN. 

(ROUTES 22 to 32.) 

has the old chfttcau of Moosburg, in a pretty ipot, 
where the bailiff of the Bishop of Constance used 
to live till 1798. 



Constance to St. Oall and Appenzell, Pfaf- 
fers Baths. Coire, across the Splugen, to 
Como and Milan. 

Schaffhausen to Constance. For descrip- 
tion of this portion of the rente and the two 
towns, see Route 12. 

Railway.— From Constance tlie rail to Roman- 
shorn, following the south side of the lake, passes 
Kremdingen and other stations indicated below. 

One way to get to St. Gall is to take the steamer 
(daily, in 3 hours) to Rorschach, not far from the 
mouth of the Rhine, at the top of the Lake of Con- 
stance; thence by rail to St. Gall. At Rorschach 
the direct rail to Coire may also be taken. 

The railway follows the side of the lake to 
Kreuzlingen (Stat), in Canton Thurgau, or 
Thurgovie, which has an agricultural school in an 
Augustine Abbey close to the water, on the site of 
a hospital founded by Conrad, Bishop of Constance, 
in the tenth century, of which a chapel remains, 
with some wall paintings. In the chapel is a 
Passion, with nearly a thousand fig^ures in wood, a 
foot high, carved by a Tyrolese, in eighteen years ; 
also a mitre given to the abbot by Pope John XXII. 
when he lodged here. Inn: Helvetia. 

Munsterlingen (Stat.), on the lake, has a 
Hospital in an old Benedictine Abbey, founded in 
the tenth century, and well endowed by Queen 
Agnes. Here the Emperor Sigismund made peace 
with Frederick of Austria, 1418; and here the 
Swedes took up their quarters at the siege of Con- 
stancD, in the Thirty Years* War. 

aifttUxsen CStat.) is noted tor its wine, and 



Keeswyl is another fertile village, producing 
wine and fruit. 

Uttwyl (Stat.), a pleasant village where a 
road turns off to Bischofszell. The next place is 
Romanshom (Stat.), a charming place on the 
lake, with a trade in fish, Ac.^ supposed to have 
been founded by the Romans. Inn : Romerhorn. 
Bail to Winterthur. The stations to Winter- 

thnr are Weinfelden and Frauenfeld. 

Friederichshafen, in Wurtemburg, is directly 
opposite Romanshom, and is connected by steam- 
boat service. 

Salmsach is the head of a parish of 2,000 souls. 
An abbey of canons was here in the tenth century. 

Egnach (Stat.) is in the most fruitful part of 
Thurgovia, producing the Inselberg wine, which 
formerly belonged to the Bishop of Constance. A 
direct road turns ofi to St. Gall. 

Arhon (Stat.) Hotels: Bar; Kreuz; Engel. 
This place takes its name from the Roman Arbor 
Felix, which the Alcmanni ruined in the fifth 
century. A castle was built on the site, 1510, 
over the lake. It is a walled town of 1,000 
population, on a tongue of land, with a church having 
a separate bell tower. Good baths at Horn, on 
the lake to the south of this. 

Rorschach (pago 117), Junction for St. Gall. 

ST. OALL (Stat); German, St. Gallon. 
On the United Swiss line. 

Hotels: Hecht (Pike); Hotel Sticgcr; Schlff; 
Hirsch; Ochs. 
Batlu at the LtmndUbnumen. 
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From St. Gall to Appenzell, tho canton of which 
is entirely encircled by that of St. Gall, a very 
pictaresqne diligence road goes by Teof en. There 
is now a steam tramway (In \\ hoar) to Gais 
throngh Tenfen and Btthler. 

Teufen, or Tiifen. Inm: Hecht; Linde. A 
wealthy tov.n of muslin weavers, &C., in Canton 
Appenzell, 2,740 feet above the sea, having a large 
chnrch, built 1777, and lately restored. 

Bullldr, the next place, so called f^om the hills 
round it, which are rich in points of view. Popula- 
tion, 1,500. Also a thriving manufacturing place. 

OAIS. 

/nfu: Ochs; Elrone; Hirseh; Adler; Rothbach. 

This place, though standing on rather a bare 
spot, at the foot of the Gabris, is much frequented 
In summer for the purity of its air, its cold Springs, 
and especially its Molkenkur, or whey-cure, the 
milk being drunk warm from the cow, and found 
excellent in cases of weak digestion and diseased 
lungs. Living is rather dear. The milking songs 
of the peasantry are considered melodious. There 
are four mineral springs, the GrUtbad, on the 
Appenzell side; the Scheussenmlible, In a narrow 
valley on the north side of the Gabris; Galserau, 
near the church; and the Im Rohr. The last two 
are used solely for domestic purposes. Among the 
buildings there are a new Church, a Rathhaus, 
with an old painting, and a nunnery. 

Excursions may be made to the Stoss Chapel, 
where the Austrlans were beaten, 1406 ; and the 
Gabris, a hill, 4,111 feet high, covered with forest 
and pastures. From the Haseltanne Signal on 
the top, there Is a magnificent panorama. 

APPENZELL (Stat). 
Inns: Hecht (Pike); LSwe (Lion). A rail Is in 
prognress from Herisau and Urn&sch. (Route 23.) 
■ A market town and capital of the Canton, on the 
Sitter, with 4,477 souls, where the Landesgemelnde 
or Assembly for the Catholic half of the Canton 
meet. It stands among mountains, in a green 
healthy hollow, 2,660 feet above the sea. 

The Canton, though little visited, well deserves 

notice. It Is divided into two parts or republics, 

since 1597 (though they have but one voice at the 

djetj, called Inner Rhoden or Inner Rhode ({wpula- 

tjoa, 12,904, Catbohca), and AusBcr Rhoden or Outer 

J^o^e (popuJatim, 94,192, JPMesUotM), diffeitog 



In religion, dress, manners, and occupation; the 
Protestant or east half, round Trogen, Ac, being 
the most enterprising and commercial, the Gatholio 
half, agricultural. 

Appenzell is called by its people ** Appenzeller 
Landli,'' the "little land of Appenzell,"— an 
endearing diminutive. 

In the little capital, which takes Its name from 
the Abtenzell, or cell of tho abbots of St. Gall, 
who had jurisdiction here, there are St. Maurice's 
parish Church, founded 1064, and rebuilt 1826, with 
a chapel or bone house, full of skulls, labelled with 
the names of former owners; the very ancient 
chapel of Holy Cross, dating from 647; and a 
Rathhaus, with Its portraits of chief magistrates, 
collections of archives, and banners taken In battle. 
The town consists mainly of ancient wooden houses. 

The EnvironB of Appenxell are beautiful; 
and It or Welssbad (2i miles off, see below) may be 
chosen as a good starting point for the tourist who 
enters Switzerland on this side. Excursions may 
be taken to the Wildklrchll, a chapel built in a 
natural limestone grotto. Rugged steps in the 
rock lead hence, over a hanging bridge, near dee;^ 
precipices, to the Ebenalp, (over 6,000 feet), 
which commands a splendid view. Gonten Bath Is 
to the west: Wedsbad to the south, both under the 
Sentis. To the north are th^ Hundwyl-hShe and 
Stein Hills, with Herisau, Ac, behind. Ball 
from Appenzell to Winkeln through Herisau 
(see page 116). 

But the S&ntis, a limestone mass, 8,218 feet high, 
is the great attraction here ; It Is reached by mule In 
6 to 7 hours. Following the upward course of the 
Sitter, with an extensive opening view to the north 
as you advance, you come to WeisSlMUl (where 
there is an excellent Pension, and where good 
guides may be had), by the Schwandl Fall, Seealp 
Lakes, Megllsalp (night quarters), and then over 
gladers to Its summit, called Grand Messmer; 
another to the n<»th takes the name of the Geiren- 
spltz. Under this side is the most beautiful alp 
(•'.«., a pasture) in the Canton, called SchWagalp, 
with its chftlets and dairies, near which is the 
FlennleinWaterflaU, 140 feet down . Towards the 
south are the Sentistor See, the Fabler Alp, and the 
Fiihler See, by which there is a path. In 6| honn to 
WUdh!Ki»,ibft)}H£teiK'^!\SV»;&« VsLtbAT<icc«nl>«t7 (or 
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ridge at the head of the Thar), 8,<t30 feet above the 
■ea; and i stnnde from it is UslgliailS, where 
Zwingli was bonif Ist Janaar3^ 1484. A path hence 
strilces over themountains to the Wallenstatter See. 
At the Dorth-east extremity of the Santis, or Sentis, 
ridge, S stnnden from the high point ealled the 

Kamor (5J50 feet), is the Hohe Kasten (5,900 

feet), with the Wetterloch Cave at the top. Hence, 
in 2\ hoars descent, to Rtiti, a railway station 
in the Rhine Valley, see page 125.

The First route is along the Lake of Constance, 
and is now done by the United Swiss Bailway, 
|o Chnr, or Coire (see BnuUhaw't Continental 
<?i(i(fe),past the principal stations above mentioned ; 
the Second is the most direct, though more 
mountainous. A pedestrian may shorten it by way 
of Appenzell, and the mountains around the 
WUdhaus to Bnchs. 

(1)— By the First route, we come to 

RORSCHACH (Stat) 

Innt: Anker; Hotel du Cerf ; Badhof ; Bodan; 
Bdiiff ; Post ; Orfiner Banm, Ac. 

A port and corn-market on the Lake of Con- 
■famee (popnlati<m, 6,867). The Market, on 
Thnndayf is worth seeing. Much of the grain 



imported from Swabia for the north of Switzerland 
is deposited here in a large granary. There are 
manufactures of muflin. On the Freudenberg 
above in the old palace of the abbots of SL Gall, 
called Statthalterei, or Marlaberg, now a school; it 
has a good view from the terrace; near it is the 
Castle of St. Anne or Annaschloss. The Rossbtihcl 
and Mcldegg are two other good points of view. A 
short branch rail (8 miles) was opened 1875, past 
Schwendl, to Heiden (Stat), a healthy whey- 
cure, 2,465 ft. above sea, overlooking the Lake of 
Constance. Population, 3,453. Much of it is new 
since the fire of 1838. Inns: Freihof; LUwe. 
Diligences to An, Rheincck, and Teufen. 

Steamers to Friedrichshafen oxx the Wilrttem- 
berg side; to Lindan in Bavaria; to Bregen:; in the 
Vorarlberg; and to Constance. See Br€uUhaw*4 
Continental Ouide. 

The road and line follow the coast round the 
Bnchberg and across the marshy delta of the 
Rhine, to 

Rhelneok (Stat), or Rhcinegg. Inn: Post. 
A village of 1,500 souls, near the mouth of the 
Rhine, with pretty country scats and two ruined 
forts on the hills around, which are covered with 
vineyards. One of these castles was destroyed 
by the Appenzellers, 1445. 

St Hargarethen (Stat), which stands among 
gardens and orchards, is the ferry to HOchst, on 
the Vorarlberg or Tyrolese (Austrian) side of the 
Rhine ; from whence there are roads to Bregenz, 
or up the side of the river to Feldkirch on the 111, 
which is ascended to theFinstermunz and Innsbrtick 
(see Tyrolese Section). A Railway Junction was 
opened hereabouts in 1872-3, between the Swiss, 
Bavarian, and Vorarlberg lines ; tfid Bregenz and 
Lindau ; tfid Buochs, Feldkirch, and Bludenz ; and 
vid Bregenz and Feldkirch. 

The banks of the Rhine as we follow it are 
marshy and unwholesome, but the neighbourhood 
is well cultivated, and fruitful in grain, and 
covered with timber. The stream itself is only 
navigable for rafts. 

Altstatten (Stat), or Altstetten. Inns: Drei 
Konige; Krone; Rabe; Zum Spliigen. A pretty 
town, with a good church, and 8,500 population 
(some cotton a^\sv\^ftx%^^ 'av *» \«eC5ssk \!wf^. ^ "'^^. 
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rftad from St. Giill, by way of Gnls nml its whcy- 
cnro (dilisrencc to Gais), comes in liore, passing 
over tlic Stoss, whicti commands from the chapel 
a splendid riow of the Rliine and Vorarlhcrg. 

/2)— By the Second UoutQ, from St. Gall, which is 
conRiderably shorter than the first route, you 
turn off nt Xotkersegg Convent on the Freudenberg, 
to Speicher, with its eight-sided church (under 
th« VusrliKeck), and then to 

TROGEN. 

Inn : Krone (Crown). Chief town of the Ausser- 
Rlioden, a Protestant division of Appenzell, and 
a prosperous, bustling place, with 3,200 population. 
It stands at the foot of the GSbris (li hour), which 
offers a fine panoramic view from Its summit, 4,120 
feet above the sea. Among the buildings are the 
church with its frescoes; theRathhaus, where are 
portraits ef the Landammanns, and where the 
archives are kept; the old prison and torture 
chamber; arsenal, built 1824; a handsome presby- 
tery or parsonage; the public library of 6,000 vol- 
umes; and Zellweger's historical library. There 
are also a cantonal Institute, a reading society, and 
agricultural school. The Oaxette of Appenzell Is 
publUhed here. 

In a fine hollow of the Goldach Is the bath of the 
Tobel, with a very striking view along It, opening 
glimpses of the Lake of Constance and Swabla. 
Views on the Ast, Grund, &c., deserve notice. 

It Is about 1 stunde hence by Ruppen, over the 
hills to Altstatten. 

From Altstatten (Stat.), as above, the road 
turns again towards the river by Oberrlet, through 
a pass to Rliti (Stat.), where the 111 falls In, and 
thence to 

Sennwald {inn: Post), In the church of which 
is the mummified body of a baron of Hohen Sax, 
who was murdered by his nephew, after escaping 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew. Though a Pro- 
testant, his relics arc held in great respect. The 
family possessions lay in this part of the Rhine, 
guarded by castles which yet remain on the heights. 
This place is convenient for ascending that part of 
the Sentls Ridge called the Kamor (5,750 feet), 
and another peak, called the Hohe Kasten (see 
page 117). It Is nearly opposite Feldklrch In Tyrol. 
A road passes hence close to the Rhine, as far as 
BndlB (Bt&t.), shorter than the one we follow 



under the Sentls; this goes past Sax and its caMlo. 
Gambs, not far from Wlldhaus (where Zwlngli 
was bom), at the head of the Toggcnburg and 
Grab*, to * 

Werdenberg (/nn: Post), a little walled town 
between the Rhine and the foot of the KUrfirster, 
founded by the Counts of Werdenberg, whose old 
family castle, or Stammschloss, Is seen on the 
heights commanding It, with a fine prospect. 

Across the Rhine Is Vaduz, the capital of 
Liechtenstein, a mere strip of land next to 
Vorarlberg, about 56 miles square, but forming 
a sovereign principality, and giving origin to one 
of the most ancient titles In Europe. The old 
Castle Is here. To the south-east, It is bounded 
by the Rhntic Alps (9,788 feet high at Sccsaplana), 
the Falknlss, and the Grlsons; while on the south- 
we<^, the Mountains of Glarus appear. 

Passing BUChS (Stat.), a little beyond Werd- 
enberg (where the junction for Feldklrch Is 
made); Sevclcn, In a fine spot« near Wartau and 
Guttenberg Castles; and Trtlbbach, on the Rhine; 
you come to 

Bargans (Stat.), where you fall Into the road 
from ZUrlch and the Wallenstatten. (See Route 24.) 
Diligence from Sargans to Vilters for the Unter 
Sarfall, a fine cascade. 

BagatS and Pfaffers Baths are described In the 
same route. 

From Ragatz, the road, passing the Taborberg, 
crosses the Rhine at Unter-Zollbrilcke, to the 
Grlsons Canton; leaves Malans, where the Com- 
puter wine Is grown, and the road up the Laiidquart 
to the left of Landquaxt (Stat), sec page 146; 
and goes on to Igls, in a fertile country, but 
afflicted with goitre. The town was rebuilt after 
a fire In 1747, except the old church, which con- 
tains monuments of the Sails family. Above It 
are the four towers of Marschlins Castle, built 755. 
The Falzeinenberg behind It, 4,770 feet high, hides 
the sun for some hours In the day. This ridge 
separates the Rheinthal from the Priittigau, which 
is traversed by the Landquart. 
A little beyond Igis, Is 

Zizers, on a hill, with a population of 700 Pro- 
testants and Catholics. There are a church, con- 
vent, a mineral spring, and the square tower of the 
old Castle of Friednau, or Fridau, now a prison. 
Near it is Molinara, the country scat of the Bishop

The Canton of OtIhoilb lorOtaubiindan, in 
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the attention of the tourist. Remains of more 
than 140 feud:il Castles are seen, which formerly 
ralcd over every one of its sixty or seventy valleys ; 
now peopled by a race of simple republicans, among 
whom universal suffrage is carried out to its 
utmost practicable bounds. 

They form twenty-sixjurisdictions or independent 
republics, originating in a confederacy of the 
people in the fifteenth coitury, against the tyranny 
of their feudal lords. One league of eight repub- 
lics, now called the Ober Grauebund, or Upper 
Qrey League (whence the German name of Orau- 
bUnden as above), was made under a maple tree 
at Trons, 1424, up the Vorder-Rhein; it took its 
name fixmi the Grey coats of the peasantry ; and 
the very maple was standing till the French cut it 
down, 1798. Another league (of 11 republics) was 
formed, 1396, of the people about Coire, which 
being under the bishop, was named Casa Dei, Ca 
Dh in Rumansch, or Gotteshaus (God's House). 
A third, called Zehngerichte or Ten Jurisdictions 
(now seven), about Davos, Mayenfeld, Ac, was 
formed, 1436. All these comprise the Canton of 
the Orisons, as the French call it {Qrigioni in 
Italian), which remained in league with the rest 
of Switzerland, till it became a regular member of 
the Helvetian republic, 1803. It is represented at 
Coire by a Grand Council, the members of which 
are styled Euer Weisheit or Your Wisdom, as an 
Alderman of London is styled Your Worship. 
The French overran this canton, 1799, but were 
driven out by Suwarrow. 

As to the language, called the ftomanscll, it 
is a corruption of the Latin ; in common with the 
Langua d'Oc, the language of the Troubadours, 
once spoken in Provence, and nearly all the 
south of France; the dialects of Catalonia and 
Aragon in Spain; the Waldensian in Piedmont, 
and the languages of other countries over which 
the Roman language and influence prevailed ; all 
of which the Germans call Wiilschland. Some pre- 
tend that it is derived from a band of Etruscans, 
who settled here as far back as 600 B.C., in their 
flight from the power of the Latin kings ; but it is 
so like other forms of corrnptcd Latin, that it is 
absurd to look for a more ancient beginning. In 
tAe iralJey of the Engadln, It ia caJJed the Ladin. 
^eiroralMSa^ about eight ornine centuries old, are 



deposited in the old abbey of Disentis; and books 
are written in the language down to this day. It 
is spoken at Ilanz, in several villages of Dom- 
leschg, in the south of Lenz, &c. The first book 
was published at Bonadutz, in the early part of 
the last century. A dictionary was published by 
M. Conradi, at Ziiriuh, in 1833. Several news- 
papers are now brought out in it.

It Is a vast perpendicular 
cleft ill the slaty rocks, which in some parts are 
mere walls, 1,500 to 1,600 feci high, and only 15 to 
20 npart ; the road is scooped ont of the face of 
tlic cliffs, with the Rhine sweeping through the 
gulf below. 

From Realt to Zillis the road is about 4i miles. 
It is only wide enough for one carriage, and takes 
first one side and then the other, over three 
bridges. "The workmen employed were almost 
entirely Italian. The Graubiinders (who are 
averse to much manual labour) would not engage 
in any such i>orilous work, even for double pay. 
A great many lives wore lost. The men wore 
obliged to work at the blasting of the rocks, sus- 
pended by cords from the top of the cliffs over the 
fearful abyss below;" into which they were some- 
times plunged, when the cords were cut by pieces 
of roek sent flying about by the explosion of the 
mines. 

Leaving the farm of Ronghella and Obertagstein 
Castle to the right, you pass through the tunnel- 
gallery, called Verlorones Loch (after the old name 
of the pass, signifying tlie Qulf of the Lost), 216 
fe<^ long, then to the first bridge of 170 feet, then 
on to a^cond or middle bridge, more bold than the 
first, being a single arch 44 f e«-t span, and 450 feet 
above the impetuous river beneath. Beyond this is 
a fall, across which an iris may be seen when the 
aim shines into the gorge. The pass widens at the 
third bridge (li mile further), near the Chapel of 
St. Amboise; and you emerge on the cheerful- 
looking valley of Schams, at 

Zillis, or Ciraun, in Romansch, which is sur- 
rounded by good pastures, and has an old church, 
dating from 940. Population, 400, Protest- 
ants, and Romansch-speaking. There arc paths 
from this over the Oberhalbstein ridge into 
the Valley of the Albula. The ruins of FardUn 
and other feudal strongholds are seen. 

Andeer (inn .- Krone), the chief village of 

Schamser-thal, with a population of about 600.

The valley narrows again at the Castle of Biircn- 
bnrg, which was built to command the Rofna or 
Rofeln Pass above it. It belonged, in the fifteenth 
century, to Henry of Wcrdenburj?, founder of tlie 
Black League for oppressing the peasantry. His 
bailiff having bitterly insulted one of them, a war 
ensued which put an end to feudality here, and 
Barenburg and FardUn were the first castles 
destroyed. 

The Rhine as it issues out of the Rofna Schlncht 
and the forest around it, forms two good Falls, the 
lower one being the finest. The road ascends by 
zig-zags through the pass itself, which is far less 
savage than the Via Mala. 

On the left, the torrent of the Avers pours in from 
the Averter-thal^ or Vol Ferrera. This contains 
several falls, in the midst of very wild scenery. 
You pass, within a distance of S miles, a succes- 
sion of three Falls of superior height and volume, 
the last being the most striking. At Ausser 
Ferrera the valley opens, where a great landslip 
from the limestone rocks took place in 1794. The 
village of Ferrera is romantically placed in a 
cultivated basin, and has a church, with 400 people, 
who speak German and are Protestants. Minerals 
abound in the mountains. The road then traverses 
enormous blocks of granite, covered with moss and 
lichens, to Caniciil (German, Hundeloch), 6 miles, 
where paths strike off on both sides. Crestft 
(7 miles), 6,520 feet high, with a parish church, 
abounds in fine cascades made by the Avers 
torrent. About 7 miles further are the Septimcr 
Roads and Pass. 

Ascending the Rheinwald, with its. pine forests, 
you come to Sufers (». e.. Super), and at length, to 

Spliigen, or Spluga^ In Italian, (Hotel Boden- 
haus; Hotel Splugen), a thriving village of 424 
population, on the Hinter Rliein, 4,190 feet above 
the sea, at the foot of the Pass of the same 
name, and of the junction of the Bernardin Pass, 
which is higher up the river. The large new 
church replaces one dedicated to St. Roch. On 
the Suvers side are remains of Zur-Burg Tower, 
supposed to have been a Roman Speculum or 
look out. Marble is quarried in this neighbour- 
hood. A rail is projected to cross the Splilgen. 

Betides the road up the Bernardin (see Route

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28), and the RhcinwaliU Glacier round Pit Val- 
rAA'jt (11,160 feet), at the head of the Rhine beyond, 
there are paths here over the Culcndari, or Pass of 
Lochllbcrg (8,170 feet high), into the beautiful 
Savien-thal (4J stundeu), and over the Valserbcrg 
(8,225 feet), past the Piz Tomil, to Platz-in-Vnls 
in St. Pctcr-thal (6 to 7 stunden). 

From the village the road winds up to the summit 
of the Spliigen Pass, which marks the boundary 
of the Grisons and Italy. Passports (which must be 
vU^ by an Italian Official) may therefore be asked 
for. As usual the road is carried up in zig-zags 
to the number of 16 ; and in one part is a gallery, 
388 feet long, tunnelled through the rock. The pass, 
6,945 feet high, and about 2,000 feet above the village, 
is one of the oldest in the Alps, having been used in 
Roman times ; but it is since the thirteenth century 
that the traffic has been most considerable, chiefly 
with pilgrims and traders. An old watch tower 
still remains. In 1818-22 it was converted by the 
Austrian and Grison Governments into an excellent 
carriage road; which having suffered greatly in the 
floods of August 1834, was repaired and improved 
in 1835. Macdonald crossed it in November and 
December of 1800, with his army, in storm and 
snow, under circumstances of great difficulty and 
danger, second only to those which Bonaparte 
endured on the St. Bernard, in the same year. The 
Peaks of Sorette with its glaciers, and the steep 
Tambohom (11,043 feet) bound it on the east and 
west. About 5,000 mules and 25,000 carts of mer- 
chandise pass along it yearly. On the Swiss side 
the width is 15 feet, wliich is increased on the 
Italian side, where it is better constructed, with 
a more gentle slope. 

Upon descending the latter, into St. Jakobas- 
thal, or Val St. Giaconio, you come to the first Gasa 
Cantoniera, or house of refuge, where the poor 
traveller may get advice and assistance in case of 
danger. The old mule path through the gloomy 
and dangerous abyss of the Cardinell (dangerous 
from the avalanches which fall), which Macdonald 
traversed, is now given up for the new road. Ai tcr 
the Cantoniera, a scries of well planned tourni- 
quets or zig-zags brings you to the Italian 
(formerly Austrian) Dogana, or Custom House, in 
* desolate spot, where luggage is examined. 

Four solid galleries are next passed at short 



intervals, strongly built over to defend tbem from 
the falling rocks and avahmches. These are the 
BufTuloro, 770 feet long, near a house of refuge ; 
dl Val Bi.anco, a little further, 700 feet long which 
commands a striking view down upon Isola on the 
old line of road; then Air Acqua Rosse (Red 
Water), 1,600 feet, near Pinazo Village, and the 
Passo dclla Mortc (Passage of the Dead) ; and that 
of Pianazo, a short one, about 70 minutes beyond, 
near the fall of the Ler or Liro. Across the bridge 
on this stream is the Fall Of MadesilllO, in the 
valley of that name— a beautiful fall, 870 feet 
down. The next place is 

Oampo DolCinO, on the Llro, 3,450 feet above 
the sea, which, with its green meadows, looks 
pleasant after the rigour of the passage above. At 
Prestone an inscription records that Carlo Donc- 
gani (the engineer), in the Emperor Francis II.'s 
time, made this road ; which hereabouts traverses 
a steep tract covered with blocks fallen from the 
heights. Another fall of the Liro snccseds; then 
Sta. Maria Gain vng^'io Church (among chestnuts) 
and Giacomo, the last at the mouth of Val Grassa. 
In half an hour the valley improves as you reach 

CHIAVENNA ; German, KlayeXL 
Hotel* : Conradi; Specola; Chiave d'Oro. 
The Roman Clavenna, a walled town in the midst of 
Italian vegetation, at the foot of the mountains, 
on the Maira or Bregaglia, near where joined by the 
St. Giacomo Population, 4,100; many silk and 
cotton spinners. It belonged to the Duke of Milan, 
whose old Castle, st.inding on a height, came, upon 
tlie conquest of the country by the Grisons, into the 
Sails family. It affords a good view. St. Lorenzo's 
Church (1538), has an old baptismal font, with 
bas-reliefs of the thirteenth century. The entrance 
to the ossuary is grimly ornamented by bones and 
skulls. Several picturesque sites around are 
covered with country houses, one of the best 
being the Prato Giano. There is a monument to 
Castclvctro, an unfortunate scholar, in the garden 
of Signer Stampa. Asbestos, of which fire-proof 
articles are made, is found in the neigbourhood. 
The people keep their wine in the natural grottoes 
under the hills.

One of the pleasantest and neatest towns in the 
Canton, with a population of 15,958, and many country 
houses round it. Manufactures of tliread and cotton, 
and much cotton printing and dyeing with some 
Ironf oonding, are carried on. There are a large 
two-towered church, with an organ byMoser, a 
town-house, college, library (in which are coins 
found in this part), public and orphan hospitals, 
and seTeral old towers used as Im;1 fries. Here the 
TSidhai Rail, 29} miles long, parts off up the ralley 
to l^aMimft^ Wald, and BiltL See Route 24. 

The old Castle of Kyburg on the Toss (near 
Sennhof Station) formerly belonging to the 
Hapsburgrs offers good points of view.

Ober-Wlnterthor (Stat), U mile to the east, 

is the site of the Roman VUudorunk, of which the 
modem name is a corruption. From here a line 
passes OSSillgen to Etzweilen, where the lines 
to Ccmstance and Singen divide. 

The line from Ztirich to Romanshom runs 
through Winterthur in a north-easterly direction. 

The stations are Franenfeld, Felben, Wein- 
fUden, Snlgen (branch, through Blschoficell, 

to GOBSailt on the line from Winterthur to 
St. Qailen), Bilrglen, Erlen, Amrlswyl, and 
Bomanahom. 

FBAUENFELD (Stat.) 

Imu: Faike; Hotel Bahnhof. 

Chief town of Thnrgau or Thurgovia, on the 
Morg, with a population of 6,087. Most of the 
bOoses have been rebuilt since the fires of 1771-88. 

Among the most noticeable things are the old 
Castle of the bailiffs, one of the best in the canton; 
the Rathhaus or government house, where the Diet 
used to meet ; two churches for Protestants and 
Catholics ; and the Arsenal. An action took place 
here, 1799, between the French and Austrians, 
when General Wiber on the French side was killed. 

In the environs, which are highly cultivated, are 
the Jungholz Bath^ a convent, and the old Carthu- 
sian House of Ittingen, on theThur, founded before 
1461, and rebuilt after the Reformation. 

The Canton of Thnrgan contains 365 square 
miles, and a population of 105,121, of whom 27,000 
are CMtboUoBf and all are Oerxaan-speaUng. 11 \a 
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hilly, but not mountainous ; and is noted for its ex- 
treme fertility and the extent of its orchards, corn- 
fields, vineyards, Ac, there being little pasture. 

Rail from Fraucnfeld through Mazingen and 
Rosenthal to Wyl (below). 

The road from Fraucnfeld to Constance passes 
Felben (Stat.), with a population of 500, in a 
fertile part of the canton. Traces of a Roman way 
across the Thur, to the station Ad Fine* are still 
to be seen near Pprx, which takes its present name 
from that station, and is on the borders of ancient 
Rhietia. 

Btirglen(Stat.),niust nut be confounded with the 
birthplace of William Tell, near Altorf (page 132). 

From Winterthur to St. Gall by rail (see 
Route 22) you pass Bigg (Stat.), at a little town of 
the fifteenth century, with remains of its walls and 
ditch, and a Roman aqueduct. It suffered from 
defeat and fire in the wars of that age. Veins of 
coal are worked near this. It has, on a hill, a 
modem-built Castle, on the site of one as old as 
the ninth centnr>*, the birth-place of Nolker, who 
afterwards retired to St Gall's Convent. He was 
the author of several poems and histories, and 
counsellor to Charles lo Gros. Pope Julius canon- 
ised him in 1513. 

Wyl (Stat.), or Weil, near a vUlage, with 3,500 
population, in Canton St. Gall, on a hill, among 
vineyards and fruit gardens. Here is a parish 
church with two convents. From the station is a 
fine view of the Santis and the sing^arly jagged 
Churfirsten ranges. 

It is near a bend of the Thur, where it turns south 
up the narrow valley of Toggenlmrg to the Rhein- 
thal, a distance of 15 stundcn ; now accessible by a 
branch rail from Wyl, past Batsenheid and other 
stations as below. 

[The scenery in the upper part is very attractive 
and the peoi^e (about 4,000, all Protestants) 
work muslins, &c. It was once the head of a 
county, which after a time came to the Abbots of 
St. Gall, but not without a protracted **Togg^- 
burger war" between the Cantons, nhich cost 
altogether the lives of 150,0U0 men. 

Passing Rikonbach you come to the stations 

of Ober-Batssenlieid. Luisburg, and Btiti- 

(diwyl, beyond which there is n deep narrow 
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Lake ZUrich. Then the stations of Dietfort, 
LiClltenBteig, and Wattwyl (see below) come 
next, followed by Ebnat-Kappel at the termfams, 
having to the right the Hattenbtthl Ridge (4,550 
feet high). Another point is the Speer (6,418 feet), 
behind which is the Wallenstatter See. At Ness- 
lau a way leads under the Santis toAppenzclI; 
and at Stein another to Wesen and Glarus. Alp 
St. Johann and Wildhaus are under the Santis, 
and its beautifal meadows. Besides the Sftntis, 
the Sommcrikopf, and the Old Man, are to the 
north ; while to the south the seven peaks of the 
Kurfirsten are visible. Post road from Ebnat- 
Kappel, through Krummerau and Nesslau, Alt St. 
Johann, Unterwasser, and Gams, to HaaS, a 
station on the Rhine- Valley line. 

Wildhaus, (3,640 feet), is famous as the birth- 
place of Zwingll, Jan. 1, 1484. 

About the middle of the eleventh century (says 
D'Aubign^) two hermits made their way from St. 
Gall to the springs of the little river Thur, and 
erected two cells. " By degrees the valley became 
peopled ; on its most elevated point there arose round 
a church a village named Wildhaus or the Wild 
House, upon which now depend two hamlets, 
Lesighatu or Elizabeth's house, and SchSnenboden. 
The fruits of the earth grow not upon these heights. 
A green turf of Alpine freshness covers the whole 
valley, ascending the sides of the mountains, above 
which enormous masses of rocks rise in savage 
grandeur to the skies. About a quarter of a league 
from the church, near Lesighaus, by the side of a 
path that leads to the pasture grounds beyond the 
river, may be still seen a peasant's cottage. Tradi- 
tion relates that the wood necessary for its construc- 
tion was felled upon the very spot. Everything 
seems to indicate that it was built in the most 
remote times. The walls are thin, the windows are 
composed of small round panes of glass ; the roof is 
formed of shingles, loaded with stones to prevent 
them being carried away by the wind; before the 
door is a limpid stream.'* Zwingli was bom seven 
weeks after Luther. His father, though a herds- 
man, was amman or bailiff of the parish; bis 
mother's brother was Abbot of Fischiugen in Thur- 
gau. He was first placed with his uncle, the Dean 
<?/' fVesen, who seat hiju to St. Theodore's school at 



From Wildhaus, under the Gemfeln, it is 5 miles 
to QafMy in the Rhcinthal, which may be followed 
to Constance, or to Coire, see Route 22.] 

Passing the Thur near the Castle of Schwartzcn- 
bach, you come to Niederwyl and Gossau 
(Stat.), where the line to Sulgcn turns off. It 
contains a good church, print works, and the 
"English Park" of M. Kunzli, with a population 
of 600, chiefly Catholics. Mettezidorf, another 
Catholic village, where J. Schwcizcr, a peasant 
who taught himself several ancient and modern 
languages, was bom. After passing Oberdorf, near 

Winkeln (Stat.), you come to St. OaUen (Route 

22) by a tunnel. From Winkeln, the Appenzell 
branch goes off to Herl^au, Waldstatt (see 
below), and UmaSCll, for Appenzell. 

Second Route— Bj railway to Bapperschwyl 
and Uznach. Then leaving the train for the 
road, you come to 

Bildhaus, near the Convent of Sion, on the ridge 
of the lluttcnbiihl, and enjoying a magnificent 
prospect over Lake ZUrich, the Mountains of Glarus 
and Schwytz, and the Toggenburg. The descent 
into the latter is by the Riken Hummelwald and to 

Wattwyl, or Wattweil (Inns: Ross; Foggen- 
burg), pop. 6,000, a large pretty village on the 
Thur, at the foot of the Hcmberg, near the Convent 
of St Mary, and the old Castle of Yberg. Manu- 
factures of cotton, and cotton printing are carried 
on. Diligence to Utznach and Waldstatt. Lower 
down the Toggenburg is 

LlChtenstelg (Stat)., see ' above. Inns: 
Krone; Sonne; Rosenbuhi. The chief place 
in the valley, and, next to St. Gall, the most 
considerable in the Canton, having an industrious 
population of 1,000 souls, who weave muslins, &c. 
The church serves both Protestants and Catholics, 
but there are separate schools. From the ruined 
Castle of Neu Toggenburg, which belonged to the 
former Counts, there is a fine prospect. 

Bruimadem, on the Necker or Neker, has 
manufactories of cotton and muslins. Higher up 
the river is Peterzell, in a charming valley. 

Waldstatt (Stat.), in a pleasant valley in the 
Clusser-Rhodcn division of Appenzell Cantcui, 2,070 
feet above the sea, with some mineral waters at a 
large batb-bous^ ftwt d\*cwftxft«i Vn^i. 'Wvw^ «.x^ 
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d|^t wprlaga and sixty bathi. Line to Urnisch 
and Appenzell, fram Winkeln past Ilerisaa. 
HERI8AU (Stat.) 

Inns: LBwe; Stordi. 

Popnlatioii, 12.973. 

A rery indastrions town; the cecond in Canton 
Appenxell, near the Glatt, where muslins arc made. 
Good points of view from the hills aronnd. f ormerly 
loxded oyer by the Castle of Roscnbcnr, of which 
remains are to be Feen. The churrh. re; tnrcd 17S4. 
has on its door the Canton arms (St. Peter's keys'); 
the clock tower is said to be of the seventh century. 
Here and in the market-place are the best houses. 
There are an arsenal and orphan school. Ammonites 
and othor fossils are found at hand. An a^rrecabl c 
walk leads to Tenfen and Vonnesteen Convent, 
past the Umasch, from which you may get to 
Hondwyl, where the district Land'frcmcinde, or 
general auembly of the people meets— composed 
sometimes of 10,000 men ; that is, all above 18. 

Diligence to Butschwyl to Tcufen. 

One mile to the east is Ilcinrkhsbady in a charm- 
ing garden, with an inm spring, and another 
nnder an ele^nt bath-house. There is also a whcy- 
cnrehere. 

On the road to St. GalL, you pass the Gorge of 
the Sitter, which is crossed by the Krazembriicke, 
a fine bridge, G50 feet long, 95 feet above the 
stream. Passing thence by Bruggcn Church, you 
oometoStOalL (See Route 22.)

Over the bridge vr by rail to PfalBkon 
(Stat.) on the Souih Bank :i:ie: then on foot past 
the Tcu.'"elsbrUckc over the Sihl, near which Para- 
celsus was bom; and the E:zclberg, a good point 
of view. 

From Rappcrschwyl, the steamer goes to La- 
Chen (Stat), where you may land for Kinsiedeln; 
thence to Schmerlkon (Stat.), at the head of 
the lake, where the Linth Canal falls in. and 
where the Apix>nzell and Glarus ranges and the 
Toggenburg, come into view. The coach n.>ad ami 
railway to Wcescn, on the Wallonstattcr Ijike. at 
the head of the canal. pa.<v Uinaoll (StatX a 
little place on a height, whore the Wot (iall nvid 
falls in, not far from a cotton mill ; but the walk 
along the canal is much shorter, 12 miles or by 
boat for three francs. 

It runs on the boundary of ancient RSxiimm, the 
neighbourhood being still culled Man^i (mart, a 
boundary), paswing Gr>-nnu Cattle, G lesson. *c., 
and is an artificial bed for the Linth. cut 1807-22, 
by Conrad ilscher, instead of the unhoalthv nmnh 
it flowed through before, in its cour>o from the 
mountains. Near Scliiinis, which has a nionumont 
to Field-Marshal llotzc, smd Linil Colonic (a House 

of industrj) is the Z.egelbrucke (Stat.x so 

called from a brick bridge, at the entrance to llv<i 
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memorial here to the projecter of the canal, who 
was rewarded by his countrymen with the title 
of . **yon der Linth," eqmiralent to baron or a 
knighthood elsewhere. A part of it was destroyed 
by the men of Schwytz in the Sonderbnnd war 
of 1847. 

WEESEN (Stat.) 

Holds : Spcer ; Schwert ; Mariahaldcn ; Rossli ; 
Hallway Restaurant. A little village, seated 
under the mountainous cliffs of the WaUen 
See, from which steamers go to Wallenstadt ; a 
branch railway goes to Glarus (Route 25); and 
Excursions may be made to the Spoer, about 
6,418 feet above sea, to the Toggenburg (by way of 
Amdcn,5 stunden), Biberlikopf, Hirzli (5,370 feet), 
and other peaks. 

The Lake, usually called Wallenstadt, or Wallen 
See, and Lago dclla Riva (and to be distinguished 
from the Vierwaldstatter See or Lake of Lucerne), 
is 10 miles long by 1 to 2 broad, 1,400 feet above the 
sea, and 400 to 500 feet deep. The north side is lined 
with naked walls of rock, 3,000 feet high in some 
parts, and so steep that there is no place for a road, 
and no village, except at Quintcn. It abounds with 
salmon, scarcely ever freezes, and oilers a particn- 
' larly fine view when the sun happens to shine along 
its surface through a gap in the top of the MUrtsdien- 
stock, a peak (8,015 feet) behind MUTg, accessible 
only to the chamois and eagle. This is on the south 
shore, where the clifis leave room near MiUllellOni 
(Stat.), for a few villages and meadows, command- 
ing magnificent views. Their names, PrSmsch 
(prima), Sigons, or Qunz (secundaX Terzen, Quar- 
ten, Qninten, are derived from the Latin, perhaps 
from the Romans then in this part. 

Near Wesen Mountain is an old convent; further 
up is Amden village (near StraMeck ruins, a 
good point of view), from which neighbourhood 
the two Falls of Beyerbach and Serenbach tumble 
down over the cliffs from the heights of 1,200 
and 600 feet; but with little water in summer. 
Winter congeals them into glittering pillars of 
ice. From Murg (Stat.), on the south side, and 
Murg Alp (pasture), you get fine views of 
Krcnssen, of the Miihlcthal, and a way to the 
narrow Sernf, or Klcinthal, past the three Murg- 
Sean, or Mnrg Lakes, and a waterfall. Towards the 
if/Aer eud are the eight towering Peaks ot the 



Ochsenkamm and Sichelkamm, or Kwrfitsten 
range, 7,000 to 7,550 feet above the sea; under 
which lies 

Wallenstadt (Stat.) or Wallenstatt. Intis: 
Hirsch; Churfirsten, at the Station. A small 
well-built but dull town, in a marshy spot, 
where the Seez falls into the lake. Two-oared 
boats may be hired, but dangerous gusts are apt to 
blow suddenly. A footpath over the Sichelkamm, 
the Tschlerler Niedere, Ac, to Wildhaus (6 stun- 
den), in the Toggenburg, offers fine views of the 
Bernese Oberland, the Cantons of St. Gall and 
Appenzell, and of Vorarlberg, in Tyrol. 

The railway runs from Wallenstadt^ up the 
pleasant Sees-thal, past Mels (Stat.), the Graplan 
Castle and Berchis, in Canton St. Gall, to 

Sargans (Stat.), where the Constance and 
Rheinthal Roads, and the Swiss North Eastern 
Railway from St. Gall, fall in. Inns: Krone ; LiJwe; 
Thoma, at the Station. A place, with 750 popu- 
lation, and a mineral spring, at the foot of the 
GK)nzen range (G,018 feet), in great part rebuilt of 
stone since the fire of 1811. Above it is its old 
Landvogt's Castle. It is not far (2i miles) from 
the Rhine, the bed of. which lies so high, that 
in 1618, after long rains, it was only by great 
exertions prevented from overflowing into the 
basin of the Seez. A rise of 20 feet would suffice 
to make its superabundant waters take this course, 
through the Wallen See and ZUrich Lake, or 
perhaps make the whole river turn this way, out 
of its present diriection to Constance Lake. 

Leaving Flasch-bad and Maienfeld on the other 
side of the Rhine, with the Falknis beyond (8,340 
feet), wc come to 

RAGATZ (Stat.) 

Grand Hotel Hof Ragatz, and Bath establish- 
ment, in a splendid situation. 

Grand Hotel Quellenhof . 

Hotel National. 

Hotel Krone. 

Schweizerhof Hotel, very good, near the Bath 

establishment. 

Hotel ct Pension Tamina; first class hotel in con- 
nection with the Bath establishment. 

Foit; Bavi^ro; Oclis; and many Fensions. 
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81. Gall, Schwys^Uri, and the GrUoni, to which 
there is no acceu except by difficult passes among 
moontains 6,000 to 10,000 feet. It is a pastoral 
eoantry,rich in cows, sheep, and goats, and having 
scarcely one-fifth of its area (470 square miles) 
arable. Besides stock and the green Sehabzieger 
cheese, it produces slate, marble, iron, and manu- 
factures oi cotton, prints, muslins, silk, paper, Ac. 
Ornaments in walnut and other woods, and little 
cabinets of minerals are also prepared for sale by 
the Tillagera. Pcqimlation, 88,794, of whom about 
one-fifth are Catholics; all are German-speaking, 
though the dialect is extremely rude; and all the 
young mm above 16 or 17 have a vote in the 
Landsgemeinde, or general assembly, which meets 
yearly and passes laws, Ac, by show of hands. 

Leaving Glarus for the ascent of Linth you 
eome to HUlddl. with a large cotton manuf actor>', 
and where many well-to-do cattle breeders live. 
The views of the snowy mountains are mag- 
BificenL Here the first glimpse of the huge T5di 
la obtained. A path crosses the Linth direct to 
Sool, on the Semf t, a branch of the main stream, 
which tarns off at 

. 8<diwaild0n</im : Adler ; Railway Restaurant), 
a large village, with large cotton factories, 1,750 feet 
above the sea, under the south side of the Glilm- 
Isch. A covered bridge is laid over the river for 
the roads upthe Semft-thal, and that up Linththal, 
^niiich now follows the east bank. This part of the 
valley is about ft leagues long, and in the various 
fonns <rf its tall mountains, its magnificent forests, 
Its meadows covered with fiocks and cfaftlets, and 
its numberless waterfalls, it offers a succession of 
most striking prospects. Melchior Thut, a giant 
Ikearly 8 feet high, was bom here: his skeleton is 
ineierved at Vienna. 

LiUdlBlXLgrai, a village opposite Leuggelbach, 
once the seat of the Stiissi family, and the birth 
place oi Wala, who in the Swabian war, killed 
twenty cavaliers with his own hand. Hatzingcn 
(opposite Luchsingen) is surrounded by beautiful 
pastures, and manufactures a few prints. Diesbach 
or Bettschwanden is near a fall, at the mouth of a 
Talley of the Freyberg River, which divides the 
^th «qd Semf t Valleys, and the heights rise at 
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ICatt The aaatherg (6,530 feetX abote the villiige,> 
commands a fine prospect. Slate is found in the 
Eggbergen, but not worked. 

At DosNiiAus is the pretty fall of Domhaus-bach« 
or Diesthaler-bach. A little further up on the 
opposite side of the valley is 

Stadhelberg Bath, seated in a truly Alphie 
spot, among mountains, glaciers, falls, pastures, 
and forests, at the foot of the Braunwaldberg, 2,18(1 
feet above the sea. An excellent, well-built hotel* 
commanding a splendid view from the balcony, 
communicates with ab.>th-hoase, in a grotto, where 
the sulphur Springs ooze out of the rock. They 
are strong and efficacious, more used for drinking 
than bathing: and are largely exported. 

Excursions may be made from here to Altorf, 
over the Klauscn (11 hours, guide not needed), and 
by Glattenalp, into Muotta-thal; to the Panten* 
briicke, up the valley (see page 132), and into 
Sernftthal, Ac. 

Crossing the broken bridge again, you come t<> 
the village of Linthtlial, where the rail and road, 
end. /niM: Bflr; Babe; Klausen. The chief place, 
of the valley, having 150 houses, and 2,200 popu* 
lation, with a Protestant and Catholic Church, 
the latter old. Except a little fruit and barley^ 
it is all pasture here. The village opposite to it,* 
called Ennetlinth, was almost entirely carried 
away by the floods in 1764. 

From Linththal a path strikes east over the- 
Freyl)erg, and round the Hauutock (10,884 feet), to 
the head of Sernftthal. Another goes west over 
the Klauten, to Altorf. It is a safe mule path 
of about 10 hours. You ascend in zig-zags, by the 
F&tsch Fall, up the Kluss Valley, among tumbling 
cascades, and snowy ridges, to UmerlKKlen, a pas- 
toral village, 4,290 feet high, in Canton Uri. Here 
a path goes off, by the Glattenalp, down the Bisi and 
Muottathals, to Schwyz (about 18 hours). The* 
main path continues up to the chapel on the top of 

the KlauBen or Clausen Pais, which is 6,48f 

feet high, and composed of grauwacke slate; it is 
rich hi plants. Descending from it down the pictu- 
resque Schachenthal, which is bounded by the 
snowy ridges of theScheerhom, Clarides, itc. CIQ^OQA . 
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14| 8tundon=:i2 Eng. mis. 

Bail to Schwanden, thence diligence as far as 
Elm, after which a gnido Is required. Instead of 
going np to Schwanden at the month of the Semf t, 
the i»«de8triaa from Olams may save a quarter of 
Ma hour by taking a short cnt at Afitlodi across to 

S00l« the first village np that valley, seated on a 
steep fertile height, overlooking the junction of the 
Bemft and Linth, and divided into Nicder and Ober 
(Lower and Upper). Nieder Sool was burnt 1718 ; 
near it was the Castle of Baron Barkbard of 
Schwanden, which the Austrians destroyed in 1622. 
The next place is 

- Engl, 2,ft40 feet abcrre sea, opposite a fall which 
tumbles down from the Blatcnberg. It has a good 
•chool rebuilt 1882; but the people are poor and 
mfBietod with cretinism ; and it is subject to frequent 
ittjtiry from floods and landslips. Slate and gypsum 
are quarried. 

From Engi there is a road up the MUhlcthal by 
an Inviting though toilsome way over the pass to 
the Fliimser Alp down to Flums (10 stunden) on 
the Coire Boad. A path to the left turns off the 
Miihicthal over the pass of the Thiisis, past the 
romantic Lakes of Murg, down to MUTg village, on 
the Wallenstatter See. 

Katt^ at the mouth of the Krauchthai 2,800 feet 
above sea, In a picturesque spot, where, however, 
eretlns are seen. Its church is the oldest in the 
fianton, after that of Glarus. Some of the des- 
cendants of Stauffacher still live here. Excellent 
alate is quarried in the Platenberg opposite. The 
£zaiiehb«ch, which falls into the Sernf tthal here, 
if a dangeroms torrent 9 by which there is a path of 
6 atwideii over the RieBeteu-grat (6,645 feet high) 



YSttis at the head of Yal PfSffers, part some flnt 
scenery. The Weisstannen Valley, about 6 leBgaee 
long, down to Thelis, lies between the Grane HSmer 
and Melser Chains, and contains many alps, (<.«., 
mountain pastures), hamlets, forests, waterfalls, 
with magnificent points of view. 

To reach VSttis, or W&ttlB, you turn off to the 
right from the head of the Weisstannenthal, aiid 
crossing the ridge which divides it from the 
Kalfeuscrthal, you descend into the head oi the 
latter valley, across the sandstone glaciers of the 
Scheibe, a lofty peak at the junction of the thrM 
cantons of St. Gall, Glarus and Grlsons. Kalfeusep- 
thal, or the valley of the Tamma torrent, 5 leagfues 
long, has some elevated pastures, which are 
frequented only in summer, with a few ch&lets, and 
St. Marthi's Chapel about half way down it. 

Bones have been found, said to have belonged to a 
race of giants who were its former inhabitants, but 
probably they are the remains of animals. About 
2 hours below the chapel is Vatti8» a pastoral 
village of 300 population, where the char-road to 
Pfaffers Baths and Ragatz beghis, 8,290 feet above 
sea. The peaks of the Grauo Homer lie to the 
north and near to the Calanda ridge, over which 1? 
the direct way to Coire; but the path wc follow turns 
south-west to the GSrsbrunnen Sprhigs among the 
rocks. Hence over the Gunkclsberg (4,620 feet), 
down the Foppa Valley, in 2 hours to Tamins, in 
the Rheinthal. 

From Matt up the Semftthal, which Suwarrpw 
followed in his retreat in 1799, you come to 

Elm, 3,215 feet above sea, a parish, including 
Schwcndi and Ormoos (the latter being a little 
above it), at the mouth of the Unter-thal, which 
leads up over the Schopfwan Pass (5,470 feet high) 
into Kalfeuscrthal and Vattis. It had a popula- 
tion of 1,200 and two Inns, hot was deserted for a 
time when half buried by a landslip from the 
Tschingelberg, 9th September, 1881. 

At Ormoos also is the path over Segnes FaM 
to Flims, 7 stunden (see next route). It strikes 
up by Untertschingel to Marthisloch, as the g^p 
in the pass is called (6,100 feet high), through which 
the people at Eluji ««» ^Vsfc ««». ^iSs*ssft>»s4 ^""^ 
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^no re«t high, and though covered with mow it is 
inot difflcitlt to cross. The Scheibe and Sllberpiz 
Tise abore it on each side. In abont two honrs yon 
^ach Films in the Yorder-Rheinthal. 

•■' The char-road ends at Elm, as abore. Thence 
the path strikes up the Semftthal to Ormoos and 
ittelnibach, where the ralley divides. One branch 
turns to the right up the Frugmatt Alp, over the 
^reyberg, down the Damachthal to Stachelberg. 
;The other, to the left, follows the J&tz Alp, up the 
•Panixer Pass (7,905 feet high), and down to Panix, 
«jmd nans, in the Vorder-Rhein. This route was 
-taken by Suwarrow in his retreat, October, 1799, 
and hence he descended the Rhine to Constance.

^ Coach road all the way. 

Leaving Colre by the bridge over the Plessur 
(where the road to the Jnlier parts off) you come 
to Ems, sometimes called WSlschenems, on the 
south bank of the Rhine, with two churches, one 
Ibeing on the heights above. 

I. BeiChenaa, 1,936 feet above sea, is on a bond of 
the road where it crosses the river twice at the 
point where the Hintcr or Lower Rhine (of a blue 
colour) unites with the Vordcr or Upper Rhine (a 
gray). One of these bridges was rebuilt after the 
Trench burnt the former one 1799, and is 240 feet 
long and 93 feet high, the other, of iron, replaces a 
wooden one destroyed by fire, 1880. The Castle 
in the fourteenth century belonged to the Counts 
•of Werdenberg-Hciligenbcrg, one of whom, Hugh, 
.joined the Trons League of 142i. A Chateau has 
.been built on part of Its site by M. de Planta. 

There was a school In the old part of the castle 
•in the early part of the last tentury, and which 
had among its masters, H. Zschokke, and Louis 
Philippe, when an exile in the first Revolution, in 
1793, Here the latter remained some months 
andar the Jvamo.of Chabot, teaching French and

as he left it. This was one of the laost remariuible 
passages In his eventful life. 

The road to the Spltlgen and Bemardtii 

Passes turns off to the south by Thusis, ice. 

An interesting road follows the south side of the 
Rhine, and joins the main road on the other bank 
at Ilanz. It first passes Bovadutz (page 121), and 
at Vcrsam (5 miles), it turns up in the Sivien 
Valley, under the Ilerienberg; passing Agla, 
Egesen, Neukirch (7 miles), to Plaz (8 milesX 
where there is a' path over the Stege to Thusis. 
Above Plaz you come to Thalkirch (4 miles), and 
beyond this, the path strikes over the Lochliberg 
(8,890 feet) Into the Hlnter-Rheinthal at Nufenen 
(8 miles) near the Bemardin Pass. 

From Reichenan, a path goes over the Kunkels 
Pass to yattis, at the head of the PfSfTers ravine; 
leaving this path on the road at 

Tamlns, which has a fine view from the church. 
Beyond this the Yorder Rhcin ceases to be pic- 
turesque. Barley, and a few apples and pears are 
grown ; several ruined castles, however, are visibly 
along the cliffs on both sides of the valley. 

Trlns, on the rock, near a small lake, with a 
church, whence there is a splendid prospect. The 
soil is tolerably fertile. Hohentrins (High Trins) 
Castle was bailt, they say, by Pepin, in one of his 
expeditions into Italy; the ruins of Bovls and 
Bellcmont Castles arc near. The road now turns 
the Flimserstcin Ridge, which has a beautiful alp, 
•*.«., pasture, on it, up the Waldhauser Valley, to 

Flims(/nn«.* Acola's; Bcllcvue), 8, 61 5 feet above 
sea, with 800 population, who are Protestants, 
speaking Romansch ; a strong and vigorous race. 
Ttie name signifies " flowing water.'* Of its two 
churches, the oldest one stands over the village. 
The forest of the Flimserwald serves to divide the 
parts, Ob dem Wald (8ur Selva) and Unter dera 
Wald (Suot Selva), t.«.. Above and Below Wood, 
from each other. It is watered by the Blaon 
and other mountain streams, which commit great 
ravages at times. From Flims there is a way up 
it, fatiguing and difficult, past Lake Cauma and 
waterfalls and landslips, over the snows of the 
Segnas or Martinsloch Pass, 8,280 feet above the 
sea^tQ Elm (pose J93) In flornf-*tha], (a Glaruaw 
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Bawarrow crossed it in 1799. Another name for 
it is the JStzschlund. The mountains which divide 
the canton from the Rhein Valley arc from 7,000 
to SfOOO feet high. Laaz, in a small basin, is a 
Catliolio Tillage, of 200 population, which belonged 
to the lords of Yaz and Werdenberg in the fifteenth 
Qentury. Hotel Seehof is close to Laaxer See, and 
is frequented by invalids. 

S6hleill8| or Lauenberg, another Catholic vil- i 
lage, nearly opposite Ilanz, not far from Spielberg 
and Wildenberg Castles. 

nanSi or GUon, in Romansch, which is spoken 
here. Hotel*: Oberalp; Rhoetia; Lukmanler; 
Grauenbond. A little fortified place,2,350 feet above 
sea, with ruined walls; but, as a "town," the highest 
np the Rhine, and therefore carrying a crown in its 
shield. It stands on the bank under Pit Afundaun, 
or the Karliberg (6,775 feet), at the opening of Val 
Lugnietz. Goitre is common. Population, 770, 
Protestants. Here, after a discussion in 1526, 
religrious lil)erty was guaranteed to both parties, 
and here the archives of the Grauenbund are kept. 
Sawarrow descended to this place from Glarus, when 
retreating from the French in 1799. At Griineck 
Castle near this, two horns were found in 1841, 
under a rock, with more than 50 silver coins of 
the time of Lambert and Barcngar. 

A path up Val Lugnels leads directly over the 
mountains to the Bemliaxdln FaSB (about 20 
miles). It follows the char-road to Heiden, shortly 
after which you cross to the east bank of the 
stream, thence past Furth, Tersnaus,to St. Martin's 
Mont; thence (8 miles) to Yals am Platz, or Plaz 
St. Peter (4,020 feet above the sea), where, leaving 
St. Petersthal on the right, we cross the Valserberg 
to Hinterrhein (8 miles), close to the Bemardin 
Pass, 6,770 feet high. 

From St. Peter, a way strikes up that thai, past 
Alversch and the waterfalls near it, over the Plat- 
tenberg, down to Ghirone and Olivono (15 miles) in 
Val Blesno. 

■ Near Heiden (see above) the Vrliitlial joins, up 
which the char-road is carried to Vrln and Buzasch 
(9 miles) ; thence a path strikes into the head of 
Snmnix Valley ; and from there the passes may be 
surmennted (6,800 to 7,500 feet high), which lead 
itito Val Blegno- at Ghirone : whence a char-toad 
TWt» iowa to tie Tfcino to ^lilnzdnn. ' 



From Ilanz to Trons the pass is narrow, and two 
or three old castles are seen; especially that at 

Wallenberg, before which, at Bavls (CathoHo 
village, with iron and copper works), the road 
crosses to the south bank of the Rhino. At Tatfon- 
asa, about 2,620 feet above the sea, the last walnuts 
are left. Above this is the snow.covered Piz 
Miczdi (9,580 feet), easily ascended from Trons. 
A party of French were destroyed here, 1799, 
After crossing the river you come to 

Trons, or Tron, in Romansch, iH the Grisdni 
Obcrland. /nn«: Krone; Zura Tod i. A CittWolW 
village, of 800 souls, 2,610 feet high, in a picthf* 
esque spot, among good points of view, where the 
Confederation of the Orauenbund first met, 112X, 
in a building now called St. Anna Kapelle, which 
belonged to Dissentis Abbey. It contains the arms 
of the members of the league, with interesting 
pictures relating to that event. Similar pictures 
are also in the Rathhatu. Near St. Anne's Chapel is 
a sycamore or maple, under which they used to 
assemble, and which was cut down in the French 
invasion of 1799. Of five castles which guarded 
it, three only are left : Riuzenberg, Freiberg, and 
another. 

Up the wild gorge of the Puntaiglias many 
peculiar minerals are found; it is entered by the 
Ferrera torrent, which springs out of the glaciers 
at its head. 

SomylZ stands among green meadows and 
forests, and has mines of copper and silver, with 
the old castle of Hohenbalken. On the opposite 
side of the Rhine is Surrhein, at the mouth of the 
Somvix Valley; which may be ascended by several 
waterfalls and glaciers, over the Grehia Pass into 
Val Blegno, and thence down to Tlclno. One of 
the highest peaks near the pass is called the Piz 
Medclscr, and serves to show when it is mid-day. 
Leaving Somvix, you come to Disla, whence there 
is a path to the north, up the Barkuns Valley, over 
the glaciers of the Piz Ruscin and Diidi, down to 
the head of Linththal. The next place is 

Dissentis; or Mmtdr (Monasterium). Jnnt: 
Dissentiserhof; Condrau ixsx '^«»\.\^'»&s«'*!«*."«»» 
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8,770 feet above sea, the centre of a fine pano- 
rama. It is noted for a Benedictine Abbey, 
above the village, first founded in a.d. 614, 
destroyed by the Avars, rebuilt immediately, 
and endowed by Charlemagne, but burnt by 
the French in 1799, with many valuable MSS., 
records, ifcc. Its abbot was one of the leaders of 
the Gniucnbund 1424. The present building has 
nothing remarkable about it, except a collection 
of minerals found in the nolgbourhood. 

Several interesting ExCUTSioziS may be made 
from Dissentis; as, up the Uarkuns Valley into 
Glarus Canton ; up the Mcdols, by the Lukmanier, 
into Val Blegno ; and I'iz Cacen and Canton Uri. 
These are trips for hardy mountain climbers, in the 
company of experienced guides. 

To ascend the BarkunSi you return to Disla, 
where that valley falls in, the head of which divides 
into the Valleys of Kavrecn to the north-west, and 
Kuscin to the north. At the upper extremity of 
the lafter are the peaks of Krap KIdrana (Stone of 
Claris) and the Colossal Piz Kosin or Rusein, 
which the Glarus men call the T(5di {Pit is the same 
as Puy or peak). South of Rusein are the Piz Bov, 
Piz Helen, and the Stockgron, separated by vast 
mountains of snow. The next peak is called Dentcr- 
giacars ; then comes Piz Urlaun and its glaciers, with 
several black peaks dividing the Sandalp from the 
Valley of Puntalijasand the Grepliun (or Selbsanft). 
Further east of Puntalijas is the glacier valley of 
Frisal, shut in by the IMz IJar-Runpdcen, the 
Platava, the Durgin (or Kistonberg), the Grepgron, 
the two Kavistrans, Ac. The geological peculi- 
arities and inimeni'c Olaciers of this region, with 
its savage scenery, render it extremely remarkable. 
1^0 surmount the Stockgron, it is necessary to cross 
the Glaciers of Hems, which is attended with some 
risk. 

Piz Urlaun (which the hunters of Glams call 
Sandberg) 11,065 feet high, is accessible on the 
side of Rusein Valley, on the alp of which the night 
should be passed, to start the first thing in the 
morning. From this ascend the valley, on the site of 
the Quolm do Nuoras, to the beautiful Fall of Fer- 
rara ; then over Quolm Glacier, which is cov€fred 
with jiieces of rock, icel)erg, small lakes, petrifac- 
f/aa^ tt;o. - Beyond tbia ia a gorge, wMch being

is covered with snow and Ice, and eommands a mag^ 
nificent View, taking in the DSdi (close by), and 
other peaks around the Alps of Switserland an4 
Tyrol, and the Chain of Mont Blanc. In 4 or 1^ 
hours, a rather dangerous path leads down to the 
Linththal and Canton Glams. 

To Biasca Dy the Lnkminier Fftse, 

in about 8^ hours; diligence daily in summer. 
The Valley of Models, i.e., of the Middle 
Rhhie, is narrow, wild, and romantic, and 
5 to 6 leagues in length. Leaving Dissentis 
you come to a fine waterfall, in a close part of 
the pass, obscured by rocks and pine forests, 
with the river foaming at the bottom. In 
half an hour it widens into the pleasant Valley 
of the Models, at Caraglia. Then Platta (8 hours 
from Dissentis), and its church, the only one 
in the valley, 3,990 feet above the sea. Pardo, or 
St. Rocco, is the next place. After Pon, comes 
Perdatsch, where the Val Crist allina opens on the 
left hand, which towards its top divides into Val 
Il-Uficm (or Hell) and Val Casaca, under the vast 
Glaciers of the Scopi. From Perdatsch the road 
ascends by the Hospice of St. Jean to that 
of St. Gall (If hours from Platta, 6,310 feet 
above the sea). Hence to the Hospice of Sta. 
Maria, near the top of the Lukmdnier (1 hour), 
6,290 feet high; where three ways part to 
Olivone, Faid, and Airolo, in the Valley of the 
Ticino. Tlie hospice was built in 1874, by an abbot 
of Dissentis, to succour travellers. Two more, on 
the Olivone Road (which was used by Pepin and 
Ids family in the fcth century), were founded by thor 
excellent St. Carlo Borromeo. Lukmanier is thsr 
Latin Mons Lucumanius, or Lokma-in-Quotm Sta, 
Maria, in Romansch ; and forms one of the best 
secondary routes over this part of the Alps. The 
Alpine railway from Chur, which has been 
planned to connect the Swiss and Italian lines 
by the Lukmanier Tunnel, 15 miles long, has 
not yet been commenced. From Sta. Maria, 
the Scopi, to the east of Lukmanier, . may be 
ascended for the fine prospect it commands. It* 
takes 4 or 5 hours to reach the top, and 9 to get 
down again. 

The summit of the Lnkmaniei looks upon the 
Platifer, or Piottino, to the south. Leaving It «n< 
the l^fti i\ve v<^\U V) ICiM<i^i«i^;9i!9A\Ay«]lPlom 
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And its alp or pasture, by Lake Rotam, which 
stands between Mounts Fettine and Taneda, and 
is one of the feeders of the Foss, an affluent of the 
Ticino; thence to Brugnasco, and Madrano and 
Airolo in the Levantine, on the St. Gothard Road 
in about 5 hours. 

The diligence road to Biasca passes Ollyone, 
ACQUaxoSSa, and a few unimi)ortant villages to 
Biasca, a station on the St. Gothard Rail, see 
page 65. 

From DlBsentis to Axidennatt, up the fruit- 
ful and beautiful Alpine Valley of the Tavetsch (as 
the head of the Vordcr Rhehi is called), the road 
leadson toMonpetavetsch, where rye, oats, flax, and 
potatoes are grown. 

Sednin is on a hlll at the mouth of the Striem 
Valley, which may be ascended for a way over into 
Etzlithal in Canton Uri, and so down to the Reuss. 
The' pass is 7,420 feet above the sea ; above it is 
t&e Piz GScon, a noble peak, 10,810 feet high, 
covered with glaciers and blocks of granite and 
gneiss. It commands a fine mountain prospect. 

CamlSCbolas, or St. Anne, a small place, which 
was nearly all burnt down in 1822. 

Bueras, though high, shows signs of cultivation. 
It suffered from an avalanche in 1749, which fell 
from the Crispalt (2 leagues north), and over- 
whelmed sixty or seventy buildings, and about 100 
SDuls. It is 2i hours from 1 Jissontis, and fi hours from 
Andermatt. There is a short road hence to the top 
<tf the Obcralp. 

Selva, 6,250 feet above the sea, has a church, and 
grows hemp and a few cereals ; like other places in 
this part of the valley it is subject to damage from 
the neighbouring avalanches. 

Gtainot, or Tschamutt, is the last village in the 
PASS, 280 feet above Selva, and having a church. 
Tho springs of the Rhine take their source in the 
glaciers around; as the Crispalt, Sixmadun (or 
Cima de Baduz), and Corncra. Following one of 
these 3rou reach in about an hour the top of the 
Oberalp Pass (6,750 feet above the sea). It lies 
between the Calmot and Nougallas Peaks, not far 
flmm the Oberalp Lake, whore a cross marks tho 
iMltiidary of the Uri and Grisons Cantons. The 
lake^ yfhkih is in a marshy and rather unsafe spot, 
im4 li Jfo^ffd ior Ha trout, wtn the scene of figbUuK 



between the French and Anstrians, 1799. A des- 
cent of two hours leads down to the pastures of 
Andermatt on the St. Gothard, in the Urse- 
renthal (see Route 10). 



Ooire to Belllnzona hy tbe Bernardlit 
Pass. 

Diligence daily, 7 hours, -to Spliigen and 8| 
hours to Bellinzona. For the route from Ooire to 

SPLUGEN, 

see Route 22. Thence up the Rheinwald, past 
Models (i.e., middle), Nyfencn, or NUfenen {i.e., No 
Oats), to the Village of Hlnter-BhelZL (5,880 feet 
high), where the road turns up south to the pass, 
while a path may be followed in the opposite 
direction, over Valserberg Into St. Pcters-thal. 

[From here an excursion of 6 or 8 miles may be 
made to the glaciers round the Head Of the Blllne, 
a sceno of desolate magnificence, among moun- 
tains above 10,000 feet high. Zapporthom is 10,500 
feet; Marscholhom is 9,520 feet; but the Piz 
Val-Rhein, or Vogelberg, is 11,160 feet. The path 
(which requires a gruide), follows a valley at the 
foot of the Zapport Alp, which is separated f rom- 
the Paradies (or Paradise), by a deep ravine called 
HolleorHcll. After gaining thechAletsof Bergam- 
asque shepherds, on the Zapport Alp, a fatigruing 
path loads to a basin formed by the rocks of the 
Giiferhom and Rheinwaldhom, from the ridge 
of which above a dozen torrents fall down. Here 
rests the Glacier of tho Hintor or Lower Head of 
the Rhine, which in summer forms a vast arch as it 
melts, and from which issues the source of the 
Rhine.] 

The ascent to the BemliardlnFaSS from the vil- 
lage takes about li hour. The inn at the top, near 
Lake Moesola, is 6,770 feet above the sea ; so that of 
tho Alpine passes into Italy it is the lowest, except 
the Maloya and the Simplon. A chapel near the 
inn is dedicated to a St. Bernard of Siemia (Bem- 
hardin, in Gorman ; Bernardino, in Italian), who 
gives name to tho pass — ^not the St. Bernard of 
Mont Blanc. Before his day it was called Vogel- 
berg (Bird Mountain), and a neighbouring Peak is 
St ill known as Piz Ucoello. It winds about between: 
the Adul«Ltwi^s^«5i^N:w4^w*'2os3iQss^ 
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easy and free from danger in snmmer ; in winter 
the usnal precautions are taken for the traveller's 
safety. The best time is said to be about the end 
of June, though the snow has not quite gone. 

Part of the French army under Lecourbe crossed 
the old mule path in March, 1799. The present 
carriage road was made 1819-24, by Pocobelll, a 
Ticinese councillor, at a cost of £60,000; to which 
the then King of Sardinia ■ contributed about 
£12,000. It is 18 to 24 feet broad, and includes 
fifty*two bridges in its total length; the fall is 
gradual and easy, especially on the Italian side, 
down the Val di Misocco, or Mesolcina, or Misox- 
thal, through which the MoSsa flows. It is the 
most southern of the Grison valleys, fertile and 
picturesque, with an Italian climate. 
. About I mile below the pass, is the Victor 
Emmanuel Bridge, so called from the King of 
Italy, 190 feet long, with an arch of 70 feet, span- 
ning the MoSsa. Near it is a fine waterfall. Fur- 
ther down, by a steep path, and over two more 
bridges, you come to 

St. Bemardln, or Bemliardln. Houh: 

Grand Hotel Victoria, first-class hotel, well situ- 
ated, with fine view ; Ravizza ; Brocco. A village 
on the south flank of the Alps, 5,835 feet above 
the sea, with a parish church, and about twenty 
houses, and a fall of the MoSsa near it. It is a 
little noted, since 1822, for a mineral Spring^ 
which is recommended for robust people, with a 
disposition to hosmorrhagc, diseases of the stomach, 
and indigestion ; temperature, 49*. 
• Further down the Misox-thal, by several zig- 
zags in the road, with the prospect of Italy im- 
proving at every turn, you come to 

St. Giacomo, a Grison village, in a picturesque 
spot, among several Waterfalls, one of which almost 
equals the Staubbach for height. The views about 
this part of the road are splendid. 

Oremeo,orMlBOCCO is 2,560 feet above the sea, 
among chestnut, walnut, and fruit gardens, and 
beautiful mountain scenery. Two Falls, the Kialcdi 
Verbio and Crostera, are worth notice ; indeed, the 
whole of this road is one of the richest in Switzer- 
land in Waterfalls. One of the finest Castles in 
^*^ coaatrj- ig at band^ near St. Mary*B Church, 
^ M Aiu 4a 4b9 vallayi the wails, cbapdl^ and 



comer towers remain. It belonged to the County 
of Sax, and was destroyed by the Grisons, 1521. 
A path turns off to the right to Anglo, in the 
Calanca, and over the Giumella Pass into Va} 
Blegno, 12 miles. The next place is 

Soaaam, a village of 350 inhabitants, on the 
Mo^sa, which in the flood of Aug^ust, 1834, carried 
away about 10 com stores, and did a vast deal ol 
injury to the valley. It is 2,070 feet above the sea; 
here the mulberry begins to flourish. A path to 
the left leads over the FosculaPass to Chiavennai 
about 14 miles. 

A mile further Is the beautiful fall of BofllEl- 
lora, 210 feet. 

From Cabbiolo and Lostallo, which succeed, the 
vegetation becomes more richly Italian ; the former 
place offers a good church and three waterfalls. 

From Cama (near Leggia, 1,200 feet high), a path 
strikes over the Forcellhia, into Val Boggla, and 
Val Maira, below Chiavenna. 

Grono, where Val Calanca falls in, is 990 fee^. 
above the sea, and has, besides a picturesqi^e 
church, tlie ruhis of Grono and Calanca Castles. 
There is a path up the Calanca to Arvigo and 
Anglo. 

BOVeredO contains about 200 houses on both 
sides of the MoSsa, which was crossed by a stone 
bridge of three arches, before the floods of 1834 
carried it away. The little torrent of the Trar 
vcrsagua falls in here from under Mont Vencino, 
which lies to the south, 6,970 feet high. At the 
vallcy^s mouth are the Madonna Church, and the 
old castle of Boggiano. Tovedo, St. Bocb. Ac, 
make part of the parish. Monte Glove commands 
a noble view of the two valleys of the Ticlno and 
MoSsa. Suwarrow descended the MoSsa, in 1799, 
when part of liis army was nearly overwhelmed 
by a landslip from the hills in this quarter. 

San Vittore, the last Grison village, is 880 feet 
above the sea, in a rich country. It has a college 
founded by Henry of Misox. After Lnmino and 
Castiglione, in Canton Ticlno, a journey of 5 ii^ef 
brings you to the picturesque town of B6lllllS0BS| 
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Ck)ire, over tbe Jvlier or Septlmer PaBses, 
to St. Horitz in the Engadlne.

From Coire, or Cliur» the first place reached is 
MallZ (population, 250), near the finely seated 
i^ins of Strasaberg Castle. Then comes Chur- 
Walden («.«.i forest of Coire), 3,976 feet above the 
sea, with a whey-cure and two ruined convents. 
In the church is the tomb of Donat de Yatz (1333), 
a seigneur of this part, buried in full armour, who 
burnt down one of the convents, on account of the 
vicious practices of nuns with the monks in the 
other, which was burnt 1476. 

Parplui is on a hill, 4,630 feet high, between the 
tall peaks of the Statzerhom (8,451 feet) and of 
the Rothhom Ac, (9,513 feel ). Some of the stone 
houses have carved balconies. The top of the pass 
is 5,090 feet. The road then descends nnd runs for 
iome distance over a barren heath to 

Lenz (Inn : Krone). Here the road up the Davos 
l*a8s, and over the Albula Pass to Enj?adine, turns 
Off to the left. (Routes 31 and 32.) To the right, 
towards Thusis nnd the Via Mala (Route 22), there 
ni a way through the Scbyn PaSS (or Miiras in 
Itomansch), a picturesque ravine 3 miles long. This 
and the Via Mala may be taken by following the 
Splttgen Road from Coire to Thusis. 
' Vaserol, i>t :ni agreeable spot, was formerly 
dialled Scholar, and has near it remains of an old

Across the Albula is ^ 

Tlefenkastent ^' ^^*^ I° Romansch (the com- 
mon language here), in a deep hollow among rocky 
mountains, at the mouth of the Obcrhalbstcin Val- 
ley. Inns: Julier; Albula; Kreuz. HeretheRomana 
built a castle to command the bridge and the road up 
the Julier, which was till the fifteenth century the 
usual highway between Germany and Italy. The 
road runs up the Valley of the Taller, and has 
several picturesque castles dispersed along it, 
leading on through the wild defile of the Matten 
Stein, and thence to Brucin and 

Conters, 3,730 feet above the sea, a Catholic and 
Romansch village of 250 souls, some afflicted with 
the goitre. It is subject to inundations from the 
torrents. Two copper boxe? of Roman coins, Ac, 
were found here 17SG. Near it is Reams Castle. 
Sayognln, or Schwcihlgch, further on; is close to 
Padna Castle. Paths to the right and left, 
intersected by springs from the glaciers aloft, up. 
Val Bevcrs, and into Val Ferrera. 

At Tinzen or Tinnizung, in a wild spot, 4,280' 
feet high, the road ascends in curves to 

Boffna, which overlooks a deep gorge of the 
river Julia. 

Hiilllen, or Holens, on the west bank of the 
stream, in another gorge, watered by springs from 
the neighbouring glaciers, is succeeded by Splii-* 
datsch Castle and Sur, on the opposite side. 
Cima de Flic Peak stands to the left. Marmels, or 
Marmorera, is near the Castles of Weiss and 
Sctiwartz-marmels, the latter being on an almost 
inaccessible rock. It belonged to a family who 
were hereditary marshals to the Bishop of Coire. - 

Stalla, or BItIo (Roman Biotum, two ways), nt 
the north foot of the Julier and Septimer, 2 miles 
from each, where those roaris part off, is in a 
rather desolate hollow, at the head of the Obcr- 
halbstcin Valley, 5,830 feet above the sea. Snow 
lies on the ground all the year, except July to 
September. There is a church for each confession. 

The Path over the Septimer (Settimo) to 
Casaccla (page 148) in Val Bregaglia is an easy 
bridle-path of about 4 hours ; no guide required. It 
was used by t^^ ^'OTS5asv^^\i^a^.^ssA^si%rae^ ^c^ssc^^ssi 
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made. It is not only longer than by thig new 
route, but higher, being 7,580 feet above the sea, 
or about 630 feet above the Spliigen. Some fine 
mountain prospects are commanded by it; towards 
the south it overlooks the Silser See (or Lake), in 
fhe Engadin, and is connected with the Maloja 
Pass ; beyond which is the Bemina Ridge. 

The Julier Pass or Mont Jtdier, which was the 
vsual track of the Roman army, is easily ascended, 
and free from dangers at all seasons. A new 
zig-zag road, 13 to 16 feet broad, was made over it 
1823, by which Silvaplana is reached in 3^ to 4 
hours. At the summit, which is 7,505 feet high 
(between Piz Munteratsch and Piz PUlaschin), arc 
two sough granite stones, above 4} feet high, called 
the Columns of Julius^ placed here in the time 
of Augustus Cffisar. There is a fine prospect 
from Piz Munteratsch, 11,105 feet high, 5 hours 
from the top of the Pass. The road descends 
hence to 

Silyaplana (/nR«: Rivalta; Wildcrmann and 
Pension Heinz; Corvatsch; Sonne), at the top 
of the Upper Engadin or Valley of the Inn, which 
here rises in two lakes, to the right the Silvaplana, 
to the left the Campf^r, between which the village 
is placed, in a spot which offers an agreeable con- 
trast to the snowy heights around. The Roman 
highway from Chiavenria, over the 

HalOSra Pass fails in here (see Route 30). The 
lake is 5,940 feet above the sea, and is one of a 
chain of three or four, near which the road passes 
to Campf (Sr and 

ST. HORITZ, or San Murezzan in Romansch. 

Hotels: Hotel Bavier du Belvedere, well situated, 
overlooking the whole valley. Winier garden; 
electric light; lift. See Advt. 

Hotel Kurhaus and Bains and Hotel de St. 
Moritz, excellent hotels, highly recommended; 
Hotel Victoria; Hotel du Lac; Engadinerhof; 
Bellevuc. Several Pensions. 

English Physician. English Church. 

A fine bracing spot, on the top of the Upper 
EngacUne^ 5,805 feet above the sea; 300 feet above 
its lake, near some of the strongest iron springs 
in Switzerland. At the Pensions breakfast and 
/(%9 may be bad; dinner must be got at the 
Tt is more e'vw494 erery yeta in tko 8 w- 
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son, June to September, when apartments should 
be telegraphed for beforehand. 

Here are a bank, post and fel6graph office, and 
English Church. The springs are at the Kur- 
haus, \\ mile distant from the village; are highly 
tonic, contain much iron, and a small quantity of 
phosphates and bromides, and are used for drinking 
and bathing. They should not bo taken without 
advice of the Resident Physicians. See Rradshavi's 
Continental Guide. 

The lake is frozen from Nov. to May; snow 
sometimes falls at St. HorltZ Dorf in the middle 
of summer. The climate is exhilarating and 
bracing; good boating and trout fishing. Many 
walks and driving excursions may be taken to 
Silvaplana and Sils; to the Inn Fall, and the 
Cresta and Celerina, two charming places down 
the valley; Piz Nair (10,070 feet); the Glaciers 
of Fex and Fedoz; to Pontresina, Bemina Pass, Ac. 

The coach goes on to Samdddn (page 141), 
reached in } hour from St. Moritz village.

THE ENOADIN. or Bngadlne^ 

Or valley of the Upper Inn, called Engiadtna in 
Romansch, is from Maloja to Martinsbriick, 18 or 
19 stunden long, 6,075 to 8,420 feet above the sea, 
and thickly populated by an industrious Piotestanft 
people, who speak Romansch, or rather that variety 
of it called the Ladin, nearly approaching tb«[ 
written Latin ; and supposed to be very much like 
the language of the Roman common peq>]e in the 
days of the Empire (See Coire, Route 22). A ravine 
at the Puntauta, or Ponte Alto, at Zcmetz, divides. 
the valley into the Ober (or Upper), and Untcr (or 
Lower) Engadin. In the Upper Engadin are four- 
teen mountain lakes, largeand small, with numenraa 
glaciers on the highest points; winter weather 
reigns about nine months (besides three month^f 
cold) but the atmosphere is exceedingly dry, eo 
that meat and fish keep through the winter In the 
open air. Tl\« thenn^rnQtei: aometiiRes dH<(«Rds I9 
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MPbdiowzero. fiarie^aild rye, which are the chief 
|HN>diiot8, do not always succeed, fruit scarcely at all . 
Th^ trees are chiefly pine, with needle-like foliage. 

The Lower Engadin with milder climate is more 
fertile, and thickly peopled. A good road runs 
through the whole pass, from whicli footpaths 
itrike up the adjoining valleys. On the 4th of May, 
1799, the French artillery traversed it without 
accident. More cheese is made in the Upper 
Engradin than in any other part of the Orisons, the 
flavour being something like the Gruy^re. Most 
of the land is in pasture for Bei^amcsquo sheep, 
in summer. There is little arable land. 

The people are of good height, hardy and enter- 
prising; many wander away in their youth to 
foreign countries, to make a fortune as pastry-cooks, 
Chocolate makers, &c., which they invariably come 
back to spend in their native valley. An essence, 
distilled from tlie Achillea Moschata^ and known as 
the "Esprit Diva," is much esteemed. 

I^eaving Bt. Morltz, on the road to SamiCden, 
you pass a fall of the Imi. Then Gresta, a charm- 
ing site, with its church and town house. Celorina, 
another pretty spot, where the Inn widens into a 
lake. 

ftftiyf^^^y^m or Somma d'Oen in Ladin. Hotels: 
Bemina; Engadinerhof ; Des Alpes. It is also 
happily placed, at the mouth of the valley up the 
Bemina. It is well built, and has two churches; 
one being English. Population, 843. The district 
Is exceedingly interesting to a naturalist. 

Excursions to Piz Ot, easily ascended (by a foot- 
path specially made) in 3^ hours, 10,660 feet; and 
Mnotas or Mittelberg, 8,275 feet. Omnibus to the 
Horteratsch Glacier. 

CA road, half char and half a mule path, leads in 
ilbout 10 hours, up the Bemina Valley, to Tirano on 
the Adda. N.B. Tirano being in the Italian do- 
minions, see that your passport has the proper visa 
before you take this route. Tlie first place is 
' Pimtresllia. Hotels and Pensions : Croix 
Blanche; Rosegg; Enderlin; Kreuz ; Kroncnhof 
and Bellavista, 5,915 feet high ; with 500 popula- 
tion, and a good church, rebuilt since a fire in 1718. 
Kew English church. The drainage has been much 
improved at this beautiful spot. Intending visitors 
t^' July-August should telegraph beforehand. 



right from the valleys of RdSfllltf {of Bo6«g9> and 
MorteratSch, w4iich lose tbetaselves afootig splendid 
glaciers ; the other is the Pontresina Valley, which 
we follow to the Bernina P*ss. This Is a grand 
centre for excursions. 

Piz Bemina, 18,294 feet, and Morteraccia (or Mor- 
teratsch), 12,815 feet, are two of the highest points 
of the Bomiua chain, which stretches away to the* 
west, and is covered with glaciers. Piz Ro*eggf 
(12,935 ft.) is another conspicuous pohit. Excurr 
sions also to Piz Languard, 10,715 ft.; Corvatch, 
11,345 ft.; and the Sella Pass. At the Church of 
Sta. Maria is the grave of Mr. Marriott, a clex|ry^ 
man, who, having gone out alone, fell over the 
glacier of the Morteratsch, 23rd June, 1873. His 
body was not found till 20th June, 1874. Fronk 
Pontresina the road ascends by a comparatively 
easy way to the top of 

Bernina Pass (4 hours from St. Morltz), 7,644 
feet above sea, where are two or three small lakes;; 
the Schwartzer See, or Lago Nero (Black Lake), 
under the Morteratsch, and the Weisser See, or. 
Lago Bianco (White Lake), so called from thei^ 
colour. The latter supplies a stream which ntirs 
to the Adda and thence to the Adriatic, wiiflc 
the Schwarzer See empties by the Inn into Iho 
Danube. Paths strike off up Val del Fain, round 
to the Wormser Joch or Stelvio, and by a alwrt 
cut past Cavaglia and the Val Palu Glaciers 
to Poschiavo, on our present road. This descends 
by Motta, Rosa, and Arusa to Piscladclla, where 
the best path to the Wormser Joch tums off east^ 
up the Val di Lagune, into Val Viola, Ac, past 
Menestra, Samovo, Isolaccia, Ac, to Bormio (about 
5 hours), whence the Stelvio Pass may be visited.. 
After Pisciadella you come to Angeli Custodi, St. 
Carlo, and 

FOBChlayo, German:— Puschlav, where several! 
paths join. Below It and St. Antonio is the pretty 
Lago di Poschiavo, 3,215 feet above the sea, whero 
good trout are caught. At the north end is J,e 
Prese, a watering place, with an Hotel (Grand 
Hotel and Pension Le Prese), where there i» 
Church Service. Then by the narrow defile of tho 
Bmsioto Tirano, hi the Valtellhie, on the Wormser 
Joch, or BtelviO Pass Road.] 
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Ponte, which hi* two tolefable Ihm, ftrndng 
peaks 10,000 to 11,000 feet hig^h. Here the road 
from Coire, over the Albula Pass, falls in. Across 
the river is Camogask, at the mouth of Val 
Chiamucra, up which there is a direct path of 
6 miles to Livigno and Bormio,on the Stelvio Koad. 

KadnlelZL stands at the bridge on the river, 
commanded in former times by the old Castle of 
Guardavall, above it. Zatz, or Suoz, the Latin 
Tutium^ is one of the most agreeable villages in the 
valley, having near it the old castle of the Planta 
family, once the feudal lords (since 1139) of the 
Engadine, and still existing (see Reichenau) 

ScanfS, or Seamftia, has a population of 500, 
some picturesque sites round it, and traces of an 
earth- woric, called Drusus's Ditch. A little further 
on, at Capella, a path turns off west, by the Val 
Livino (within the Austrian bounds), which the 
Prince of Rohan penetrated with the French army 
in 1635. 

Cinnscliel, or Tschinuoscal^ is a naked and 
iminteresting part of the Engadine, where paths 
strike off, right and left, to Scalctta and Bormio. 

At Fantauta, or Pontalto^ a picturesque bridge 
over a deep part of the Inn, with mills round 
it, the Lower Engadine begins. Cross the bridge 
to Brail Church, where the valley becomes so 
narrow that the road is carried along the face 
of the rocks, a part called the Puntailas. This 
brings you to 

ZemetZ (/»»<: Bar; Lowe), a village of the 
Lower Engadine, with about 550 souls, in a hollow 
on the Spol, at its junction with the River Inn, 4,910 
feet high. Its 1 20 houses were nearly all burnt 5th 
September, 1872. One of the best churches here was 
built by the Planta family, 1623; a tower of theirs, 
called Wildenbcrg, is still inhabited; another is 
turned into a prison and arsenal. There are as 
many as six bridges on both rivers. 

. £A car-road leads up the Spiil, or Val del Fomo, 
to OlumSi on the Bormio Road, in about 8 hours. 
It passes Of en Inn (6 miles) at the mouth of Val 
Praspol, by which you reach Bormio or Livigno; 
thence over the zig-zags of the BuffcUora Pass (6,685 
feet high) down to Tschierf or Cierf s, (6 miles) and 
JWdara, where the car*road from Schuols (in the

the Ram, in Httiister-thal, 7<m 0Dm,e to Yalcavaj 
Sta. Maria, and Miinster Convent (7 miles) ; and 
over the border, by Taufers, to Qlnms, 6 miles.] 

The next place in the Lower Engadine is 

Stls, at the mouth of SUserthal, up which thert 
is a path over the FluSla to Davos. It is one of the 
prettiest villages in the valley, the booses being 
large and frequently ornamented with carvii^, and 
the dress of the women gay and cheerful. Ronaint 
of Zeznina, and another castle crown the heights, 
from which avalanches sometimes fall. For the 
preservation of the traveller the road is protected 
here by strong roof -like projections, to break the 
descent of the ice. 

Lavln, the Roman Lavinium^ is a plain at the 
mouth of the Lavinuoz, with three Hotels, 4,690 
feet above sea. Pit Linard, ]],?07 feet high, a 
very beautiful peak. Guide required. 

Guardai (away from the road), under the Silv- 
retta Pass, on a high rock at the entrance of the Val 
Tuol, 2 leagues long, by which you may get to the 
Sardasca in the Prattigan, and to Ochsentlial in 
Tyrol. Guarda contains about 100 lioases and SOtf 
persons, many of whom, like their neighbours, 
emigrate for a living. The village Inn is 5,41ft 
feet above the sea. At Giarsan, on the opporite or 
south side of the river, are several fruit gSLideait 
From Guarda by Boscia, or Bosca, to 

ArdetZ, or Steinsberg in German, and the Roman 
Ardea, a village (Inn^ Sonne) in a fertile spot, 
noted for honey. It possesses a good church and 
an old tower, still inhabited. The Castle of Steins* 
berg is near at hand. Here the Lower Engadine 
divides into two parts, the upper, which we have 
travelled, being called ^'SurMont Fallam," and 
the lower " Tot Mont FalluuL" Across the river 
is Suriin, at the mouth of Val Sampuoir. Diligence 
to Ftittan, 8f miles. 

[A little beyond Ardetz is the deep valley of the 
Tasna, which falls into the Inn, near Tarasp, a 
pretty spot, 4,180 feet above sea, with a Castle, in 
Val Plafna, on the opposite side to Ardetz. 

Tarasp, and the neighbouring village Vtllp^ray 
are now much noted for their mineral Springs, 
chiefly sulphur, something like Carlsbad and 
Kissingen. English Church Service aiiheKjuhxaMi 
To the south is Piz Pisoc and its glaciers, 10,425 feet 
hlgh\ ¥\iiUwi)^««^\^\^x^%^ l^x'^Va^Q^idtp^^ 
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9,580 feet. Every year these springs are more 
visited. There is very good aceommoddtiun both 
at Vulpera and Tarasp. Invalids coming from 
England generally alight at Landquart station, 
(see Route 33), and take diligence down the 
Prilttlg.m, sleeping at Davos DSrfll. 

BclltllS {Inm: Belvedere; Post; Konz; Krone; 
Helvetia; Pension Schnls), in a picturesque spot, 
4,000 feet above sea. It has a population of 
1,000, and is the most agricultural village in the 
Engadine; the soil being carefully irrigated by a 
canal 8 leagues long. Avalanches fall down now 
And then from the Mnotta. Two mineral springs 
Are in the neighbourhood. The Porta family had 
their origin here. A car-road of about 12 miles 
turns off south up the 8carl Pass into Yal Joata 
and the Miinsterthal. Diligence to Tarasp, and to 
Landeck vi& Nauders. 

Sins, (4^700 feet above sea) is another large vil- 
lage of 300 houses, with a fruitful soil. It was 
burnt entirely, 1622, by the Austrians, and again 
In part 1823. In a brook at some distance they used 
to drown sorcerers in old times. Passing hence to 
Crusch and Val d'Uina, you reach Remtis, at a 
wooden bridge over a dark gorge, in Val Sinos- 
tra. Thence by Suraplana and Strada (near 
Elchleins) to 

MartiXiBbrilck (Romansch, Pomartino), so called 
from the bridge of St. Martin, by which the road 
crosses the Inn (near an old castle) to Nauders. 
There is a custom-house at the bridge, this being 
the frontier of Tyrol. There is a fine view at the 
top of the hill leading up from the bridge. 

Nauders (4,470 feet above sea). Inns: Post : 
LSwe. The first town in Austrian Tyrol, with 
the interesting old castle of Naudersbcrg. Hence, 
4 miles to the Finstermiinz Pass on the Inns- 
t>mck Road (see Route 35).

. This is a good carriage road, in the direction of 
the old Roman way over the Julicr. It is about 1 1 
•tunden to St. Moritz, where it joins Route 29. 
li^ny of the people of this valley, like those of 
porno d^Ossolaf emigrate to the ^eat towns as 



Italian side, with a Custom Hovlo. Th« first plac9 
from it, up the Maira, or Val Bregaglia, near tho 
pretty Acqua Fraggia Fall, is Santa Croce, opposite 
the site of the toAvn of FlUTS, or Piuro, a Swiss 
Pompeii, which, with its population of 2,430, was 
entirely overwhelmed by a great landslip from 
Monte Conto, 4th September, 1618. The spot is 
marked by a chestnut grove, 60 or 70 feet below 
which is the unfortunate town, from which not A 
trace of its inhabitants was ever recovered. Aftef 
Villa comes the custom house. Then 

Castasegna, the first place in the Swiss Cantoil 
of Orisons, where silk is produced. It was com- 
manded by the Castclmur fort, on the opposite 
bank, at the Val di Codera. The next place if 
Spino, whence a short road crosses the Maira 
to Bondo, south of which are several peaks of 
the Bcniina Range, bounded by the lofty MontO 
Delia DlSgrazla behind, 12,073 feet high. The 
sh tdows of the various peaks serve to indicate the 
time. From Spino also a zig-zag path to the 
north leads up to Soglio, the ancient seat of the 
Sails family, under Monte Soglio (6,714 feet high). 

Beyond Spino the road crosses to the south side 
of the river to PromontOgno {Inn\ near Porta 
Castle. Then on by Stampa and Borgonuovo (or 
Boniov) to ViCOSOprano, or Yespran (Pension), 
a village of 850 souls, 3,565 feet above the sea, 
shut in among high mountains, some of which to 
the south, as Monte d*Oro and Piz Muretto in the 
Bemina Range, are 10,000 to 11,000 feet high. 
Ruins of Castel-Sur are near; once the seat of th6 
Prevosti family, who derived their origin, according 
to tradition, from that of Fabian at Rome. Ex- 
cursion to the Albigna Glacier. 

Casacda (/nn), the next place, is 4,790 feet high, 
and at the foot of the Maloya and Septimer Passes. 
The latter was the highway from Italy in Augus- 
tus's time, and for many ages after. Near the 
village are traces of St. Oaudenzio (Gaudentius) 
chapel, so called after a preacher of the Gospel here 
in the fourth century. 

Since 1835 a new zig-zag road in place of the 
Roman path has been made over the Pass Of 
ISaloya or Maloggia (i.e^ Rough Road), the top 
of which (about 6,940 feet) commands a ^'(vq^ -v«s« 
of the glactetv &q^., %xw»A. k\«^bs^>bsn.^"^^ 
«\^rY W»1^XW)^\V»>^*^^^'»^'^ 
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For the Unela Pass :— 

Dayos to the Pass 4 stunden 

Thence to SUs 4 
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24 miles = 8 standcn. 

Themain roatcfrom Ooire (Stat.)Is up Schalfik- 
thal, or Valley of the Plcssur, high up the moun- 
tains, where the villages arc all pcrclied, fullowing 
each other in quick succesHion. The first is 

KaladarB, a Protestant villnge, hanging as it 
were on the precipice, wliich is washed by the 
Plessur far below. Calfrcison or Kalfrcizan the 
next, is part of Maladers parish, and commands a 
fine view. 

Castiel, St. Peter, and Pclst, are next passed, 
with the road over the Julier in view to the south. 
LangWies, in the pastures, 3,990 feet high, 
at the foot of the Strela, having 400 population, 
and a parish church, near which two fairs arc held, 
for the people of this and the nei;,'hlK)urlng Valley 
of Fundey, which turns off into the Priittigau. 

From Langwies the diligence goes to Arosa, a 
small hut favourite health resort. The hotels are 
often full in summer. 

Passing the three villages of SapUn, you reach 
the Strela Pass, 7,800 feet above the sea, com- 
manding a fine prospect ; and thence descend to 

Davos PlatZi Tafaa*^ or Tavan in Roman sch, a 

winter and summer resort for invalids, among 

pastures and healthy pine woo<Is, on the Land- 

wasser (one of the head streams of the Rhine), 

fi,105 feet high. Hotels: Kurhaus; Hotel and 

Pension Belvedere, first-cluss; Hotel and Pension 

Buol, first-clais, open all the year; Hotel d' Angle- 

torre, first-class family hotel, very well situated; 

Hotel Victoria; Schwcizorhof. Church Service (sec 

Bradshate^s Continental Guide). Its Town house, 

now used as a Refreshment room, contains a large 

room set off with the arms, Ac, of the old families 

of this quarter. DavoS Ddrfli ; 13 miles distant, 

with a Kurhaus, prettily situated, and a good 

centre for excursions. This primitive mountain 

Yalley is watered by the fiandwasser, flowing 

between the Grison Alps and the Schanfik Range. 

It was first peopled in the thirteenth century, and 

contains an agricultural populaticm noted for their 

stature and cheerful humour; cOm and cattle are 

their chief eionceni. Th» ctaMcts are spifead OTet

the mountains, so that no patch of green meadow 
is without one. See Madpock's Davos Platx. 

A car-road descends the Lnndwasser, by Frau- 
enklrch to Olarls, wliicli lias a mineral Spring. 
Here, a way (a path up the Scrtijr-thal) conducts to 
tlie south side of the river, to the Schmelzboden 
iron works, and Jonisbcrg, to Filisur; Imt the main 
road passes on to Wlcsen, wlierc a path turns off 
over a picturesque wooden bridge to Jenisberg; 
and from Wiescn, by Schmitten to tlie Alveiieu 
Springs, on the road to Coire, and up the Albula by 
Filisur. 

From Davos, there Is now a rail to Davos-DDrfli 
at the foot of the Schiahom, near the Dovo«enSee, 
which lies under the Seehom. From this it risei 
to Lower and Upfier Laret, and the Black Lake; 
and thence over the Stutz Pass to Brtick and 
Klostcrs, on the Landquart and the Meyenfeld 
Road. 

The above line Is the latter part of the new rail 
from Landquart, past Klosters and Davos-Dorfli 
to Davos Platz, which is always now used by 
invalids. 

From Davos up the Scaletta, to 

DurrenbOden («. e.. Dry Bottom, from the 
barren nature of the soil), with an Inn, 6,646 feet 
above the sea, near the source of tiic Dischma which 
waters the valley, and in view of the Schwarz- 
honii 10,385 feet high, with a remarkably fine 

prospect from tiic t(»p. The PasB Of the Sca- 
letta is 8,595 feet high; steep on (ne side, but 
presenting a gentle slope on the other. From the 
summit, a path strikes down to Sulsanns and 
thence to Scanfs or to Cinuschel in the Engadine 
From Davos again, ov* the Fluela FaS8, there 
is a mule path of 4 hours. It is a wild and dreary 
heap of rocks and glaciers, at the head of a valley 
which is parallel to the Dischma. It turns off at 
DaVOS-D&rfli, the lower part being dotted with 
forests. Above these bramldes grow to tlie edge of 
the ice. At a point, 6,250 feet high, stands the 
hospice of Tschuggcn, with some pasture near it. 
Alwve this, among masses of rocks which have 
been thrown down by avalanches, is a refuge for 
travellers. Others are placed on the other side of 
the summit, washed by two small lakes^ 7v8Sft <««». 
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Great St. Bernard. It lies between the Schwarz- 
horn (Black Peak), and the ridge of the Silvrctta.

Landquaxt, up the Prattlgau. to tlie

From Landquart Station, on the United 
Swiss Rail, there is a car-road to KLIosters and 
Davos. 

This road has since 1889 been superseded by the 
Eailway, from Landquart to Davos Flatz, the 
principal stations behig Schiers, Kiiblis, Klosters- 
Durili, Klosters, Davos-Dorfli, and Davos-Platz. 
The time is under 3^ hours. 

The Prattlgau (or Rhaetlan Yale) is a broad, 
green, and fertile trough in the mountains, watered 
by the Landquart, and bordered on the north by the 
llhaitikon Chain on the Tyrol border. Length, 8 
Icajrucs ; width 2 to 3 leagues ; but hi some parts 
it n:iiT()ws so as to leave only room for the river. 
Its n.inie is derived from the ancient Rhtetia^ by 
a sliglit change; in Romansch, it is called VcU Par- 
tem. The people (10,500) are German-speaking, 
Protestants, and breeders of cattle and sheep. Ex- 
cellent wood and honey are produced, with a little 
fruit and com in the wanner division of the valley. 
It wai part of the Austrian dominions in the 
sixteenth century. In the Thirty Years' War, it 
was over-run by both parties. The Confederates, 
with French assistance, drove out the Austrians, 
1623, and it became part of the Grisons Canton, by 
its union with the Zehn-6erichte. 

The valley is entered by the narrow passage or 
ravine of KlUB, formerly guarded by Fragstein 
Castle, now in ruins above the river. 

Schmltten, a village of 150 souls, under the re- 
mains of Sohivers Castle, and divided from Grlisch 
by a bridge over the Gauei torrent, which flooded 
its banks, 1782, and destroyed a place calle<l 
Pardisla. Siv. annual fairs are held here, and 
cherries grow, though it is 4,650 feet above the sea.

[This is a trip of 5 or 6 hoars, by male. Toa 
pass Solavers Castle, which belonged to the last 
Count of Toggenburg, whose death was the signal 
of the independence of the Ten Jurisdictions. Above 
this is Seetcis and its Castle; in 1| hour, the 
Garey, or Ganey mineral spring; then th.e chftlets 
of the SeeiviB Alp, In 1} hour beyond. Leaving 
these you proceed along the edge of the ravine, 
to a plain covered with snow, near a glacier. 
This snowy plain is often -covered with grea^ 
numbers of insects, blown this way by the wind. 
Crossing a rough patch, among broken rocks, you 
reach the summit of the mountain; a conical peak, 
the highest in the Pr&ttigan, 9,760 feet above the 
sea, and commanding a splendid prospect. To 
the north are seen the Rhine, Constance Lake, the 
Swabian Hills, as far as Ulm, the Appenzell, and 
Toggenburg Mountahis, Lakes of Zttrich and 
Wallcnstadt, Mont Albis and part of the Jura 
Range.

Railway.— The Arlberg Hne, about 113 miles 
long, was opened October 21st, 1884, on the comple- 
tion of the Arlberg tunnel (6 miles 250 yards long), 
commenced in 1880. There is now through com- 
munication between Llndan (Lake Constance), 
Bregenz, and Innsbruck. There are about 85 
stations (see BreuUhcue's Continental Ouide). On 
both sides of the Arlberg tunnel the line rises for 
about 18 miles each way, attaining an altitude of 
4,800 feet above the sen, and it was here that the 
main engineering difficulties were encuntered. 
The most interesting part, from this point of view 
is from Bratz to Langen ; after Landeck the line 
mainly follows tlie valley of the Inn, occasionally 
crossing the tributaries of that river, with fine 
scenery round about. Between Bratz and Lnngen 
there are 15 large bridges and viaducts, two aque- 
ducts, and 6 smaller tunnels and galleries as a 
protection against avalanches. The gradients are 
often 3 in 100 metres. The railway from Ztlrich, 
or Coire, joins this line at Fcldkirch. 

LINDAU. 

Iloteh: Bayrischer Hof; LindanerHof; Krone; 
Sonne. 

An old Bavarian town, on an island near the 

north-cast corner of the Lake of Constance 

(Hodensee), connected with the shore by a long 

railway embankment and a wooden bridge. On 

Mo guajr Is a moaamea' to itfAiiJmilian II., and on 



the pier a large marble lion, both by Halberg. 
There Is also a fine fountain in the Reichsplatz, 
and a war monument. Steamers run frequently 
to Bregenz and Romanshorn. 

The Lake of Constance, 

always spoken of as the Bodensee (see page 78), 
is constantly traversed by steamers running 
between the chief towns, Constance, Friedrichs- 
hafen, Romanshorn, Rorschach, Ludwigshafen, 
Lindau, Bregenz, Ac. Between them all there is 
at least one daily service, and between the principal 
places 3 or 4 times daily. From Lindau to 
Bregenz, 6 or 7 times daily In summer, less fre- 
quently in winter. The passage takes al}out half- 
an-hour, and the 1st and 2nd class fares are 51 kr. 
and 27 kr. respectively. 

BREQENZ (Stat) 

J7ofe/ji: D'Aiitriche; Europe; Montfort ; Weisses 
Kreuz; Schwelzerbof; Lowe. Population, 4,700. 
The capital of Vorarlberg circle (Austrian), seated 
on a hill at the east end of Lake Constance (Bodon 
Sec), where the Aoch falls in. It is very old, and is 
well built, especially the modem part on the shores 
of the lake. The church is a fine building, and 
the tower is ancient. Museum of local aor 
tiquities and natural history interesting. The 
old Castle shows traces of Roman work; and i^ 
supposed to partly occupy the site of the Roman 
Brigantium. Remains of Montfort Castle stand on 
the Gebhardsberg, or Schlossberg, hard by, near 
the Church, which commands a fine view of the 
Hohe Santis and the whole of the Lake of 
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Constance. A splendid vltw is also obtained from 
the Pfander (3,480 feet), U hour from Bregenz, 
where there is a commodious and weli-managed 
hotel. The road is not at all difficult. 

' The Aberer family here have some early paint- 
ings of Angelica Kaufmann, who was bom at 
Schwarzenberg, in the Forest of Bregenz near this, 
the inhabitants of which have a peculiar dialect 
and dress. Cotton and flax are spun ; and ready- 
made huts or ch&Iets are manufactured for the 
Alpine parts of Switzerland. 

Steamers on the lake about 4 times a-day to 
Lindau, in Bavaria, Fredrichshafen, in Wiirttem- 
berg, where the railway from Stuttgart terminates, 
Rorschach in Switzerland (on the road to Con- 
stance, St. Gall, Coire, &c.)\ and to Constance at 
the other end of the lake. The ZUrich and St. Gall 
Railway, via Rorschach, is carried on to Bregenz 
and Lindau. 

There is an upper road to Innsbruck through the 
Bregenzer Wald and Lechthal. 

Dombim (Stat.) A market town, with as 
many as 10,000 inhabitants, who make muslin and 
cotton goods, and carry on an important cattle 
trade. 

Hohenems (Stat.) A small place of 6,000 
population, of whom a considerable number are 
Jews. It has a sulphur Spring, frequented by 
invalids, and commands a fine view from the ruins 
of the Alt and Keu Hohenems Castles. At GKStzlS 
(Stat.), further on, a village of 1,500 population, 
are remains of two more castles, which belonged 
to the Counts of Montfort. 

Next, Bankwell (Stat.), at the entrance of the 
Laternserthal. 

Feldkircll (Stat.) /nn^.-Englischerhof; T owe; 
Schaflo. Population, 3,800. Onthelll,notedfortho 
actions between the French and Austrians, 1799 
and 1800. Schattenburg belonged also to the 
Montfort family; the Pfriindnerhaus (hospital) 
was built 1218. The Kurhaus, in a pretty spot, 
with fine gardens; its waters are saline and 
'alkaline, and it is useful in lymphatio complaints^ 
tnncons discbarges, &c. 



[A road from here goes off by Vaduz, Balzers, 
and Coire in the Grisons (see Route 22), following 
the rail which here makes a junction with the 
Coire line at Buchs, vtci SchaaXL-VadUZ (Stat.) 
The Coire road turns off here, up the east bank of 
the Rhine to Maycnfcld, in the Grisons territory. 
It passes Neudeln and Schaan, to Vaduz (3 hours), 
in the principality of Lichtenstein ; then in 8 
hours to 

Blayenfeld {Innv. Rbssli; Sonne; Zum Falkniss), 
the Roman Lupinunxy with a population of 9C0. 
Much com and wine are produced here. The church 
is good ; the best houses are in the suburbs. From 
Salenech tower, one of those belonging to its 
ancient castle (supposed to be of French origin), 
is a good view of the Rhine. Ragatz and the 
Pfaflers Baths are on the other side (see Route 24). 
In the neighbourhood are the beautiful Valley of 
Mayenfeld, among limestone hills; Falkniss, a 
peak of the Rhatikon C8,4ld feet high) ; and Flesch, 
or Flasch, with its had or mineral water, close to 
the Rhine.] 

The rail passes through a tunnel of 850 feet 
under the Schattenbcrg and crosses the 111 to 

Frastanz (Stat.), theji by Nenzing (Stat) 

and Strassenhaus (Stat.), with fine prospects to 

Blndenz (Stat.) Innt: Post; Kreuz; Krone; 
Bludenzerhof; Soesaplana; Arlbergerhof. A dull 
town of 2,000 population, in the Valley of the 111. 
The environs are more pleasant; a turn to the 
south-east leads up from the III into the populoui 
MonUifuner Valley, which Is cultivated with cherry 
orchards, for kirschwasser (cherry brandy). The 
inhabitants differ in many respects from their near 
neighbours, and are evidently remains of one of 
the border nations, whose former boundary wai 
the Arlberg. It is divided from the Priittigau and 
Engadine in Switzerland by the Rb&tUEOn, a 
ridge forming part of the Rhietic Alp«, 9,738 feet 
high at Scosaplana. From Schmns, the largest 
place in it, there is a fine view at BartolomSusbcrg, 
and you may follow it round through the Paz- 
nauner-thal to Landcck.

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Stnben (/int.* Traabo; Post), at the foot of the 
Arlberg. The carriage road ascends to the pass 
orer the side of the mountain, 6,200 feet above 
the sea, where the snow lies till May. Here are 
the Franzensbrlicke, and the Hospice, fortravcllcrs, 
founded by the Briidorschaft, or brotherhood, of 
St. Christopher. 

The railway tannel, over 6 miles long, commences 
near here at Lailgen (Stat.)» &Q<1 terminates at 

St. Anton (Stat.) 

Descending by the road yon pass throngh the beau- 
tiful Stanzer-thal, or valley of the Rosanna, on to 
St. Anton (8^ miles) ; then to Schnan^ where is a 
dark cleft or pass (the Schnancr-KIamm). 

Flindl (Stat.) /»»•* Post. It has a fine view 
f romWiesberg Castle, and alabaster quarries. Near 
this is the junction of the Rosanna (or Stanzer) 
with the Trisanua (or Patznaun); the latter 
coming down from the glaciers of Piz Linard^ 11,210 
feet high. 

Land6Ck(Stat). inn: Post. 
A village of 1,500 population, on both sides of the 
Inn, where the valleys of the Inn and Patznaun 
join, and the road from Botzcn and the Worraser 
or Sanna Joch falls into the main road. The 
Bavarians took it in 1703. Notice hero the forts 
of Landeck (now inhabited by poor people) and 
Schrof enstein just above the place ; and the once 
strong Castle of Kronburg, on a cliff on the other 
side of the Inn, underneath which the rail runs. 
The valley of the Inn, which the road follows 
right through north Tyrol, is nearly 100 miles long, 
and in some parts only S to 8 broad. 

Leaving Zams to the right, the rail passes by 
Schbnwies (Stat.), following the windings of 
the Inn, and reaches 

Imst (Stat.) Inn: Post A small market 
town, 2i miles from the railway, with 2,500 popu- 
lation, who carry on a good trade in Canary 
birds. It was nearly destroyed by fire in 1812. 
Close to it are the conical topped Tschilrgant; 
Calvarienberg Chapel, with a fine range of view; 
Muttekop, 9,078 feet high; the gloomy Selvesser 
Valley, where you get a view of the Wlldspitz, 
the Immsterspitz, on the north bank of the Inn — 
jt jfejik{0p}iz) of that ridge, to which Tschilrgant 
»*f^jj^^ and wblelr here divides the upper and 



lower roads to Innsbrttck. Diligence from Imst 
over the Fern Pass to BeuttO, in conneotion with 
a service of diligences by which SonthOfOtl 
Station, the terminus of the line from Inunon- 
Stadt (Bavaria) may be reached. 

Six miles further is Oetzthal Station, wliere 
the road into the Oetltliml turns off. 

For grandeur and variety the Oetzthal is the 
finest part of Northern Tyrol. From Oettthal 
Station there are public conveyances daily to Oetz, 
Umhausen, and Lengenfeld. Carriages may be 
hired. Good road to Umhaoaen, beyond there 
rough to Soldcn, where it ends. 

To Oetz in half-an-hour by carriage, /ftn.— 
Kassel, good. Oetz is 2,500 feet above sea, at th« 
foot of the Achenkogl (9,866 feet). To th<^ 
picturesque Piburger See^ 45 minutes' walk. From 
Oetz, past the falls of the Ache, at the foot of a 
huge cliff, and the village of Tnmpfen in 2 hours 
to Umliansen (8,400 feet), with a good inn. 
Excursion to the grand Stuiben-/all. By keeping 
on the left bank of the stream the road may 
be reached by a short cut, 25 minutes above 
Umhausen, before it enters the gorge of Manrach^ 
through which rushes the torrent of the Ache. 

The village of Longonfeld is next reached. 
Here ihi&SvIzthdl^ opening to the left, communicates 
with the Stubaythal and Innsbruck. A guide Is 
indispensable. Soldon (4,440 feet) is dominated 
by the majestic ice-covered NUderkogl (10,375 feet). 
Here the road ends. Saddle-horses and mules may 
be had. The next place is Zwletelstoin. Here 
the Oetzthal divides into the Gargl— and the 
F«iderthal. From the entrance of the former the 
road over the TimNeryoch branches off to MmUDL 
by the Passelerthal in 14 hours. In crossing the 
pass keep to the signal-posts ; a guide is advisable 
in case of foggy weather. The valley to the right 
hand leads directly to Fend by Helllg-Krenz in 
4 hours. Turning to the left up the Gurglthal the 
Alpine village of Obergnrgl (6,238 feet) is 
reached in 3 hours; grand scenery; accommoda- 
tion at the curb's. From hero in 8 hours over the 
Ramol Pass (10,500 feet) to Fend (about 40 minutes 
below the summit there is an Alpine inn). Guide 
is necessary. 

Fend (good inn), at the foot of the Thalleit-

The Alpine clubs have 
greatly facilitated the ascent of many peaks and 
passes by constmcting huts at great heights. 
Reliable guides, officially certified, may be had all 
through the Oetzthal, but in greatest number at 
Fend. 

From Fend to Unsere Frau by the Niederjoch 
or the Hochjoch in 8 to 10 hours. The latter is 
the longer by one hour, but less difficult and more 
interesting. Ladies can take this route. Mules 
may be had ; guide required. At the foot of the 
Glacier, which has to be crossed, an inn, 2i hours 
from Fend, supplies refreshments. PastKurzgraS 
to Unsere Frau (good inns) the chief place of 
the beautiful Schnalserthal, thence in 5 hours past 
Karthaus (inn) to Staben, in Vintschgau. 
Hotel: Adier. From Staben there is a post road 
to Meran. 

The next place down the Oberinnthal is 

Silz (Stat.)— /nn« : Post; LSwe— ten miles 
from Imst, near Peterberg Castle, the old ruined 
birth-place of Margaret Maultasch, the last native 
sovereign, who in the fourteenth century made 
over her dominions to her kinsman, the Duke of 
Austria. 

telfs (Stat.)— /nn ; Post— on the Inn, under 
the lofty Hohe Munde. Peterskircho is orna- 
mented by frescoes and paintings by Zoller, a 
native. Fine views from the Calvarienberg and 
the old fortress of Hortenburg. 

Zlrl (Stat.) Inn : Lowe or Lion. A small town 
on the Inn, under the Martlnswand, a vast preci- 
pice dividing the Ober and Unter Innthal. It is 
noted for the rescue from almost certain death of 
the Emperor Maximilian (about 1493) by Zips the 
hunter ; the spot on the cliff's face is marked by a 
cross. Above are remains of Fragenstein Castle. 
The Klammschlucht is worth notice. The Calva- 
rienberg offers an excellent view ; but a ]u>ble one, 
of great extent, is obtained by ascending the 
Solstein (7 hours), which is 8,650 feet above sea.

Capital of the principality or crown lands of 
Tyrol and Vorarlberg, seat of the Governor and 
Diet, of the law courts, university, &c., standing in 
a romantic spot, 1,920 feet above the sea, in thb 
Innthal or Valley of tlic Iim, which is enclosed by 
vast mountains 4,0C0 to 6,000 feet above the valley 
itself. The Sill falls into the Inn close by. ^ni 
Pons was the Roman name, and its present one 
(Inn bridge) is derived in the same way. ^Ii was 
repeatedly taken and retaken by the Bavarians, 
French, or the Tyrol esc, in the memorable year 
1809; and was especially the scene of Hofer's 
triumphant entry 16th August, after defeating 
Lefevre at Berg Isel. From the many new 
buildings which have sprung up within the last 
10 years, the town has a very improved appearance. 

The Inn divides it into two unequal parts, over 
which two bridges lead; in the town a wooden 
arched bridge, and at Miihlaue, a handsome sus- 
pension bridge, finished 1843. A triumphal Arth 
to Maria Theresa terminates the principal street, 
the Mariatheresienstrasse. The Rudolph Foun- 
tain was opened 1863, on the anniversary of the 
Union of Tyrol, 1363. 

Buildings and Sights.—The Franziskaner or Hof- 
kirche, called Holy Cross, has the remarkable

and sagacious comrade of Hofef. He was bom at 
Rinn, a little south. The salt works (Saitberg)^ 
7 miles to the north, and 5,500 feet above the sea, 
are worth visiting. Since 1236 they have regularly 
produced nn enormous quantity yearly. . Per- 
mission may be had of the director in the town. 
One road from Hall to Schwaz leads through the 
romantic Vomperthal, past Vomp and Viecht, with 
a beautiful Benedictine Abbey, now a school. But 
the high road soon after crosses the Inn to the 
right bank (leaving the rail, which follows the 
left bank) and brings you to 

Schwaz (Stat.), 8| miles. Inns: Stem; Post; 
Zum Freundsberg. A small market town, with 
5,000 population, on the Inn, and once noted for its 
silver mines (now oxhaustedX whence the Fugger 
family drew their immense riches. In 1525 they 
produced nearly £4,000 worth of silver. About one- 
fourth of its houses were built by the French, 1809. 
Copper is still worked, with a little iron; and 
woollens, hats, tobacco, cutlery, <fec., made. At the 
Gothic parish church (which is roofed with copper) 
is a bronze monument by Colin ; there are also the 
Franciscan Church, with some ancient frescoes; 
and in the neighbourhood are remains of the Castle 
of Ritter George of Freundsberg. Excursion to 
the Kellerjoch in about 5 hours, guide advisable. 

From Jenbaoh, the next station, a road turns off 
into the Aclienthal, in which is the Acb6n866( 
shut in by gigantic chalk rocks; thence by Krenth, 
in Bavaria, and the Tegem See, on to Munich. 

[StraSBy not far from Jenbach, is in a beautiful 
country, at the mouth of the ZiUertfuU (Route 40), 
which turns off here, at Brettfall Hermitage. This 
is a very beautiful excursion, which will not take 
much time. Diligence from Jenbach to Zell in 
4 hours. From Zell the Gerlbsthal and Upper 
Pinzgau may be visited, see page 174.] 

Brizlegg (Stat.), with 1,100 inhabitants, and 
copper, lead, and other works, at the junction of 
the Alpach with the Inn.

Opposite the Hof stands the large Palace called 
the Neuhau^ used for Government and post and 
telegraph offices; opposite is the main-gnard-houso. 
In Michaers, or Mozart's Platz, is a bronze Statue 
to Mozart (bom at No. 225, opposite the Golden 
Crown Hotel), erected by his townsmen in 1842, 
modelled and cast by Schwanthaler and Stiegel- 
inayr. The Mozart Mtueum is at No. 7 gctreide- 
gasse ; entrance, 50kr. Hours— 8 to 11 and 1 to 4, 
on week days ; Sundays and festivals, 10 to 12. 
It contains a collection of relics of Mozart. Mozart's 
House is in Makart Platz. Beautiful mosaic pave- 
ments were found when digging the foundation 
for the statue; one is in the Museum, but the 
finer was taken to Vienna. 

The Domkirche, or Cathedral^ was built 1614-68, 
by 8. Solari, of Como, on the plan of St. Peter's. 
It has a front of white marble; many statues and 
altars of marble in the interior, which is noble and 
simple; paintings, by Sandrart, Ac; a large organ, 
and some relics and books in the Schatz Kammer 
or Treasury. A gallery connects it with the gar- 
den and new summer palace of the archbishop, 
called Mirabell, which has been rebuilt since the 
fire of 1818. It now belongs to the town. Here 
Otho, the late King of Greece was born, in 1815. 

St. Peter's Church is a fine building, containing 
the tombs of St. Rupert, and Michael Haydn, 1£06, 
a composer, and brother to the great musician, 
Joseph. There is here an old curious Leichenhof or 
corpse house, where the body rests, as it used to 
do at the lichgate in some church-yards in Eng- 
land (Beckcnham for instance); also many ancient 
tombs as far back as the fourteenth century, and 
the bones of St. Maximus. This church is on the 
sitp of one built, they say, by St. Rupert. From 
the church-yard, a staircase in the rock leads up to 
the former dwelling of St. Maximus, with a rude 
chapel which he excavated with the help of his 
fifty disciples. 

The famous Benedictine Abbey of St. Peter has 
a library of 40,000 volumes, many MSd. and rare 
early editions. On the Nonnenberg, or Nun's 
Hill, where stood the Roman Fort of Juvavum, 
J5 the Ursuline-Nunncry Church of the fifteenth 
eeatarr, btthlndtbobigb altar Of which is b spl^dld 



stained window, done 1480. St. Margaret's Church 
was built 1485. Tliat of the University, now 
styled the Lyceum Churchy on Un^versitats Platz, 
was built 1697-1707, in the Classic style, from de- 
signs of Fischer von Erlach. St. Sebastian's 
has been rebuilt since the great fire of 1818. It 
contains some handsome tombs, and the monu- 
ment of the celebrated physician, Theophrastus 
Paracelsus of Hohenstein, who lived at a comer 
house, No. 397, near the bridge, where they show 
his figure or portrait, and an inscription stating 
that he lived and died there, anno 1541. There are 
altogether twenty-four churches, only one being 
Protestant. That of Holy Trinity was destroyed 
in the fire. St. George's, in the court of the 
Huheii Salzburg, has statues in red marble of the 
twelve Apostles. 

A former Marstall, or stable of the archbishops, 
is now a cavalry barrack. The Sommerreitschulc, 
or Summer Riding School, has three galleries cut 
in the rock, shaped like an amphitheatre, for spec- 
tators. The rock is of white marble, and a small 
river runs through it. A Winter Riding-School 
is also attached. 

Among other buildings are the KUnstlerhaus, 
for picture exhibitions ; the Kurhaus and Badhaus 
in the Stadt Park. The Carolino-Angusteum 
Museum (Fr. Josef squai) offers several attractions; 
such as a cabinet of antiquities, another of middle- 
age objects, a pinacothek, or picture gallery; a 
collection of natural history, minerals, birds, and 
insects a herbarium, library, and collection of 
coins. Almost all are of Salzburg origin, and 
mostly gathered together by the former curator, 
Herr Leihhausvcrwalter FUss. 

The views and Enylrons Of Salzburg are of 
great beauty and interest. Among the best points 
of view close to the town are the M<)nchsberg, 
Franzisci-Schlossl, Kapuzinerbcrg, and the Nock- 
stcin. To reach the Kapuzinerbcrg you leave the 
Kapuzinerkloster to the right, and pass throngh 
a gateway (closed) by ringing a bell. A small 
donation is expected by the porter. Afgen Castle^ 
belonging to Prince Schwarzcnberg, is at the foot 
of the Ginsberg, and commands an unequalled 
view oti&c Saizach Valley in the morning light. 
The best point is the Kanzet^ which may be reached 
by taldng tVie \i'g^iBkT<^\)SLl\vlt<sca\VA^^«&\^^ 
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h^nse, following the brook to the apper waterfall 
and then turning to the right to the Kanzcl. TIio 
Oaisberg itself, about 4,200 feet Iiigh, is best 
ascended from Paxsch (a station on the Ilallcln 
railway) by a mountain railway 'i| miles in length, 
From the top (Ho'ol Gaisbergspitze) there is an 
enchanting view over the Alps and the Hochge- 
birge. Further away, at the foot of the Untcrs- 
berg, are the KugelmUlcn, or Shot Mills, the 
celebrated Fiirstcnquellc, and the marble quarry, 
which yields such excellent marble for the town 
buildings. ScMoss Ilellbrunny an Imperial {leasure 
Castle (tramway from Salzburg), has many beau- 
tiful fountains, and all sorts of amusements for 
holidays, besides a theatre cut in the rock, and the 
MonatsschlSsscn. At ^ stunde from this is Glaneck 
Ca8tle. Untcrsberg, a large mountain, at the base 
of which is an immense bog, may be ascendeil from 
Glaneck, which is 4 miles from Salzburg. There 
are three peaks: the Gciereck, the Salzburger 
Hochthron (each about 6,000 feet), and the Berch- 
tesgadener Hochthron (6,500 feet). Guide not 
necessary in clear weather. 

A railway (12 hours) connects Salzburg with 
Llnz and Vienna. From here, if not from Reichen- 
hall, the Bavarian salt town of Berchtesgaden 
(5 stunden) may be visited, as well as the beautiful 
Kdnlgssee, or Lake (1^ stunde further). The 
passport will be called for. 

An excellent road runs to the town, passing the 
narrow ravine between the Untersbcrg and Goll, 
up the course of the Albe. Not far from Gradig, 
you pass St. Leonard's Chapel; Gartenau Castle, 
and two or three defiles, where the Bavarian 
territory commences. Schellenberg is a salt village, 
in a dangerous part of the Aim, which may one 
day overwhelm it, if a landslip from the hills 
above should stop its course. One of these falls 
occurred in 1830. 

BEBGHTESaADEN, 

ZTo^elx: Bellevne ; Post. Population, 9,000. Stands 
on a pleasant height over the Aim, and has the 
castles of Lustheim and Adel, and other country 
seats round it, with the double-headed Watzmann 
rising behind. The Salt tcorkSy its chief attraction, 
may be visited by leave of the inspector. The 
entrance is under the Liebf raaenb8i;i^ J9Ui. 



This is a much-freqncnted summer resort, the 
neighbourhood being very beautiful. There are 
numerous pensions, and an endless variety of 
charming excursions, the Konigssee being the 
great attraction. 

Limestone mountains compose the beautiful 
country in the neighbourhood, rising at the icy 
peaks of Gobel to 8,500 feet and Watzmann, 8,990 
feet high, and circling the Kdnic^seo. Many 
small rivers water this charming tract; as the 
Schrainbach, which passes a natural bridge before 
it tumbles into the Lake; the Albe, or Ache, and 
others; besides six lakes. Cattle, honey, salt, 
chamois, and deer are the chief products. The 
King of Bavaria used to come regularly to hunt 
here, near the KSnigssee, which is also called St. 
Bartholomew Lake, It is about 6 miles by 1 J, and 
lies deep in the mountains. On the north aide the 
KiJnigsbach falls into it from a height of several 
hundred feet. A good restaurant is found at the 
hunting lodge of St. Bartholomew. About 1 league 
from it is the Ice Chapel, as a sort of vaulted arch 
of ice stretching over the Eisbach is called. To the 
west of it, in the valley formed by the Hackelhopf 
and Simetberg, flows the Schrainbach ; it oflFers a 
fine spray-like fall, and other attractions. 

About 10 minutes further is the Oborsed, a 
lake about a mile long, at the bottom of vast 
mountains, from which the Rothbach and other 
streams pour down. A difficult path conducts you 
hence to Bliihnbach hunting lodge, and, should time 
be favourable, the Rossf eld may be surmounted for 
the view it commands. At the summit of one of 
the peaks of the Watzmann there is another fine 
prospect to be had, from the Rothe Chapel, of the 
Steineme Mcer, &c. 

Two other beautiful but smaller lakes are within 
3 or 4 leagues. Ramsau and its salt waters should 
also bo visited, as well as the Hintersee, the Kalten- 
brunn, Diesbach, and Wimbachthal in its neigh- 
bourhood.

Salzburg to Ischl, in the Salzkammergut.

The road winds round the foot of the Gaisbcrg 
to Kirchbigcl, and Ilof ; hence it follows the south 
bank of the Fuschl Lake to a village of the same 
name, at the head of it. Between it and the 
>Iundsec (another lake to the north), the Schaf- 
loerg rises up 5,835 feet above the sea. It is 
now easily ascended by mountain rail to the Inn 
on the top, where the entire chain of the Styrian 
Alps lies spread out before yon, with nine different 
lakes of the Salzkammergut, one of the finest 
prospects in Germany. 

St. Oilmen, or St. Giles (Inn: Post), charming 
village at the upper end of the Aber See, or St. 
Wolfgang See. 

St. Wolfgang is a market town built round 
a rocky height, on which the Gothic church stands. 
In this ancient buildhig, is one of the greatest 
treasures of art or antiquity in the country, namely, 
a large old German altar-piece, of painted canvas 
at the sides, but the middle part carved in wood, 
1481, under Abbot Benedict, of Mondsee, with 
figures of the Virgin, St. Wolfgang, <fec., and in 
excellent preservation, filling the entire breadth of 
the clmruh. A good fountahi, cast 1515, stands in 
the court. 

From St. Gilgen the post road on the west side 
follows the border of the lake to Schwarzenbach, 
and thence down the beautiful stream which issues 
but at the bottom, to

sea, in the heart of the SaUkanunorgat (i. e^ 
the ^^ Imperial Salt Domain"), dates only from 
1823, and stands in a valley under the Noric Alps, 
on both banks of the Traun, which Is partly navig- 
able here. There are about 5,500 inhabitants. 

Several thousand visitors frequent it yearly, 
including the Imperial Family and the Austrian 
nobility, attracted by the fame of its salt springs, 
and the inexhaustible variety of the walks and 
excursions among the picturesque Alpine scenery, 
in its delightful neighbourhood. It stands, so to 
speak, in the middle of a garden of mountains, at 
the junction of a beautiful hilly country, with 
the grander masses of the Alps, all clothed with 
forest, and abounding in falls and .romantic 
scenery. The most striking potats near the towq 
are the Kalvarienberg, Postbiichl, .and Sirinskogl 
or Hundskogl. 

Ischl, being modem (its celebrity only dates 
from 1828), is one of the best built towns in the 
province, and numbers among its structures 
a corn market; large ^alt works, including the 
Kolowratsche Sudhaus, or Boiling House, the 
Salzamtgebaude or Salt Office; two hospitals, ono 
of which is for the poor; a theatre, built 1827; 
post office, &c. 

In the market place stands the new Baih-houa^ 
(Kursalon), with an appropriate inscription—" In 
Sale et in Sole omnia consistunt^'' or " Salt and Heat 
arc the life of all things." It has a large saloon, and 
twenty cabinets for various khids of baths, supplied 
from hot brine springs below, called Maria Theres- 
ienquelle, Maria Louisenquclle, Ac, or the mother 
lye of the Salt Pans ; and which are taken in the 
common way, or in the form of vapour, douche 
(spritz), shower (regen), wave (wcllenschlagX mud 
(schlamm), and other baths. There are also sulphur 
baths, mud (scblamm) baths, and baths of the fir, 
or pine leaves (fichtennadel) baths. All these are 
excellent restoratives in diseases of the lymphatic 
glands, scrofula, haemorrhage, palsy, weak nerves, 
&c. Wirersquelle is a very abundant spring of 
cold water. Swimmschule and Gymnastische 
Ht ilanstalt for treatment by gymnastic oxercise?. 

Near the Swimmschule isa Museum with a collec- 
tion of the natural productions of Styria and the 
Salzkammer^t. For some years Ischl was tbe 
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ienberff Belyidere. Erery ezcvnlon ia the beauti- 
ful environs has its pecoliar charm; and almost 
erery height, building, or resting place. Is die- 



seat of the provineial government, till a fire burnt 
the old Castle, 1705, when it was moved to Goisem. 
The Church has been rebuilt since another fire in 
1771 ; in its old tower a Roman inscription is fixed, 
beginning, ''Ramanvs Materni:* The principal 
places of amusement are the Rudolfsgarten, the 
Wircr{?arten, the Sophlon-Esplanade, and the 
Schmalnauer Garden, the latter on a heighten the 
other side of the river Ischl (which joins the Traun 
here, after coming down from Lake Wolfgang) ; it 
commands a noble view all round of the mighty 
Alps, and the gigantic Dachstein in the back 
ground, covered with eternal snow. Another 
splendid prospect may be enjoyed from the Kalvar- 



tingulshed by the name of some great personage. 

Besides these nearer trips, more distant ones are 
taken to the finest parts of the Salzkammcrgut; 
among which, those to the Hallstadt, Gmiinden, 
Kammcr, and St. Wolfgang Lakes, all at a short 
distance from the town, present an endless variety 
of striking and romantic scenery. As they are 
always referred to, a full list of these objects of

. From IschI, by Rcitemdorf and Pemcgg, to the 
Salzberg or Saltmine, is 1| stunde. It was first dis- 
covered in 1562, and has been worked ever since, by 
means of galleries driven into the sides of the moun- 
tains, of which there arc now 1 3, one over the other. 
The rock Is chiefly argillaceous gypsum. Having 
obtained permission from the salt officer at Pemegg, 
you find a guide and mining dresses at the salt 
works. The horizontal gallery or tunnel by which 
the visitors enter is the Maria Ludovica (Louisa), 
at the mouth of which are two granite pillars, 
placed there as a memorial of the two emperors' 
visit in 1808. By successively walking and sliding, 
and a little boating as well, in the dark recesses of 
the mountain, you at length reach the salt caves. 
The mountain Itself is 3,000 feet high. The galleries 
are illuminated once a week. Permit must be 
obtained at the Salinenamt, Ischl. 

More distant excursions in the SaJztammergtU are 
mentioned below. The district bearing this name, 
signifying literally the Salt-chamber-grood, or pri- 
vate salt estates of the Austrian Kaiser, is not only 
rich in salt works but in natural beauties ; being an 
epitome of whatever is striking or magnificent in 
Switzerland, while in the simplicity and upright- 
ness of its inhabitants, you are reminded of the 
Tyrolese. Within an area of 12 square German 
miles, no country in Germany offers more worth 
seeing in proportion to its size than this district ; 
lakes, forests, waterfalls, mountains, glaciers, all 
are here concentrated in profusion. Its population 
may be 18,000, of whom 6,000 and upwards are 
Protestants, chiefly settled at Goisem and Obcr- 
traun. Hallstadt, Ischl, Ebensec, Laufen, and 
Gmiinden are the principal towns, and, for the 
most part, are seats of salt works. 

This beautiful territory may be reached by three 
routes: namely, from MUnich, or from Switzer- 
land through Salzburg, by way of St. Gllgen ; from 
Gratz by Aussee (by rail) ; and from Vienna and 
l^J/j^, Jbjr yF»y ot Lambach and Gmiinden (by rail) ;.

HALLSTATT (Stat) 

Hotels: 9eeauer; Bellevue. 

From Ischl by carriage to Steg, then boat to 
Hallstatt; or by rail from Ischl to Hallstatt 
station, thence steamer to the town. 

This is a salt town, of 2,400 inhabitants, many 
of whom are Protestants. It stands on the west 
side of the lake, at the south border of the 
Salzkammergut, and is romantically placed at the 
foot of the Salzberg Mountain. There are three 
churches (besides a Protestant Ghapel), the best 
of which, lately restored, contains a good altar- 
piece of wood-work. Notice also the Salt-works 
and Orphan Asylum. Tlie streets lie close to the 
shore, and are built on an amphitheatre-shaped 
rock, at so steep an inclination that they are con- 
-nected by steps instead of cross streets. A brook 
-dashing down from a rock forms a small waterfall 
in the middle of the place. By a good, though 
•steep, path you climb In 1 hour to Rudolf s-thurm, 
or Rudolph's Tower, which is perched on a rook 
1,150 feet high, and was built 1290, by the Emperor 
Albert, to protect the salt works from the encroach- 
ments of the Salzburg prelates. It is occupied by 
the Bergbeamten, or mining officials. 

About 700 feet higher is theopening to the pit of 
the Salzberg. A safe path goei orer thU mouMaiiV' 
in 4 hours, to the PiaABiensteln.

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Several good Hotels. Here the hills begin to sink 
down into vast plains, while the climate and soil 
improve. St. Johann is a very suitable centre for 
excursions. The Liechtenstein Klammen^ extra- 
ordinarily wild defiles with waterfalls, &c., are 
well worth a visit, and can be seen in 3 hours 
by taking a vehicle from the station (2 fl. 20 kr, 
there and back) to Plankenau. Overclothing and 
an umbrella should be taken. 

The road from Radstadt, by way of Wagrein, 
falls in at this point. This part of the valley is 
called the Pongau, and joins the Unter Tinzgau 
at Lend. 

Passing on up the Salza, the road and rail go 
through Schwarzacll (Stat.), which has become 
memorable in history as the place of meethig of the 
Protestant peasantry in 1730, when they resolved 
to abandon their country rather than give up their 
faith. At the Iim, where they concluded the Salz- 
bund, or Covenant of Salt, is still preserved a table 
on which the Lutheran peasants ratifie<l the 
league by the ancient custom of dipping their 
fingers iu and tasting salt. On this account Arch- 
bishop Firmian, after the ill success of his over- 
zealous missionaries in bringing them back to 
Romanism, ordered the expulsion of 22,000 of 
them, and thereby inflicted an incurable blow on 
the prosperity of his large possessions. 

Lend (Stat.)— /nn— on the Ache, which here 
forms an exceedingly beautiful fall as it empties 
itself into the Salza. Several picturesque bridges 
cross the river. There is a fine fall of the 
Gasteiner Ache near its junction with the Salzach. 
This part was formerly a tract of forest infested 
by robbers. The Unter Pinzgan begins here ; but 
the road leaves it to ascend the 6a.<itein Valley. 
To Hof Gastein (12 miles) 10 fl.; WUdbad Gastein 
(16 miles) 13 fl. ; continually rising past the Klamm- 
huhe, which is 1| stunde long. Diligence to Wild- 
bad, thrice daily in 4 hours. 

The Klanunstein Pass is a wild and formid- 
able looking defile, nearly 1 stunde long, lined by 
perpendicular precipices. There used to be a 
dangerous way through it, first cut in 1539, 
by Archbishop Mathias, now superseded by an 
excellent carriage road. Some remains of a fort 
are seen near the Klammstein Bridge, over the 
Ache. After this you ept^r the Qasteiu^hal, &

valley usually called th6 Oastein, clorcd in on 
the south by snowy mountains, 9,000 to 10,^00 feet 
high. 

This magnificent valley, which its early Celtic 
inhabitants called Jastun^ the Romans styled 
Gastuna, whence the modem name is derived. Its 
principal basin which is watered by the Ache and 
its branches, is about 5 miles long, and covers the 
same number of square tniles. The soil is a mix* 
ture of lime, clay, and granite, of which last the 
highest peaks are composed; but the rocks in general 
present a great variety of mineral formations and 
are covered with pines, firs, and other coniferous 
trees. A few chamois, lynxes, wild cats, bears, and 
wolves, are found; game is scarce. 

The population may number about 4,000 souls, 
poor but honest, robust, and attached to old customs, 
and living chiefly by cattle breeding, as the 
climate is unfavourable to agriculture. At the 
Reformation it supported a great number of inhabi- 
tants, but many having been compelled to emigrate 
on account of persecution for conscience sake, the 
valley has been much depopulated. Traces of a 
Roman way are left. At a recent epoch, three 
strangers appeared in the valley, and astonished its 
simple people so much by their riches and liberality 
that a memorial is still preserved in the name of 
a chapel between Klammstein and Bavenkogel, 
dedicated to the Drci Waller or Three Travellers. 
Gold and other metals were formerly extracted in 
large qtiantities. Its mineral springs, for which 
alone it is now remarkable, were discovered in the 



reign of Tiberius. The chief place of the valley is 
HOF, or Hof Gastein. 
Hotels: Moser; Miillcr; Blaue Traube 
A bathing i lace of about 100 wooden houses, 
including some ancient ones which belonged to 
the proprietors of the decayed gold mines, who 
resided here from the eleventh century, when the 
place was first founded. It stands 3,000 feet above 
the sea, on each side of the Kirchbach. A large 
stone house was converted by the Bishop of Erlau 
into a bath-house, the Militarbad. There are also 
others, the Aktietibad^ Outenbrttnnbad, Ac. The 
sources are higher up the valley, at Wildbad, but a 
supply is brought down by wooden plpes^2 atxa.'cAocc^ 
long, made by a iQlut-**tt«X^ft\ac^«sciNsO»ss»a». "^c**! 
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Fahr. at its outburst, falls to a little over 90* at 
the Bath-houses. The OamskafirkogI, and several 
other peaks here, arc ahont 8,000 fcot hi^jh. 

XiCavlng Ilof, the new cnrriajfc road, called the 
Furstcnwcg, follows the Ache, and crosses a l)ridgc 
to the west bank. Hunsdorf Castle, a ruin to the 
right, was the seat of the Weituioscr, a family of 
rich miners who often entertained their sovereigns 
here. A later proprietor, John I^eykofer, was 
obliged to fly in the religious persecutions of the 
seventeenth century. The villages of Lietersdorf 
f^nd Lavem are also here; and paths which lead into 
the Valley of Kauris, by way of Bucheben, and into 
the Grossarl Valley. With the assistance of guides 
acquainted with the mountains and short cuts, 
a most interesting series of excursions may be 
made in a few days. 

The valley on each side of the Fiirstenweg 
expands as you continue to ascend, and opens up 
many charming sites and points of view. After 
passing the Heglbad torrent, you reach 

BAD OABTEIK, or Wildbad Gastein. 

Hotels: Badeschloss; Straublnger's; Flink; 
Grabenwirth; Weismayr; and many Pensions. 

It consists chiefly of a number of lodging- 
liouscs (several having baths) besides villas, 3,400 
feet above the sea, on the slant of the Graukogel, 
above a narrow deflle between this mountain, which 
is 9,840 feet high, and the Schneeberg, which is 
6,560 feet. 

It was the limited space here which induced 
the making of the pipes to Hof Gastein, as 
above-mentioned ; there the situation is more open 
and agreeable; but it is away from the fine moun- 
tain trips in which the "Wildbad abounds. There 
are a new Catholic Church, a small Protestant 
Church (built by the Emperor William), and a 
Hospital (founded 1489, by Strochner, a rich miner). 
Close to the Castle, built 1794, by Archbishop 
Hleron3rmus, and now appropriated to bathers, are 
the fine Falls of the Ache, which tumble down 210 
feet and 290 feet in two principal leaps, from a 
fissure of the Graukogl. 

Those famous Hot Springs were known to the 

Romans, as " Gastuna tantum una." There are 

-seven springs In all. The FUrsten and Doctor s- 

quellen supply the Fttrstenbadf which contains 

n>0ja /"or are, at a charge of 1 to 2 florins weeidy, 



VuUbad contains room for fifteen; tlie Castlo or 
Bade-Schloss, room for twenty, at 2 to 5 florins; 
others fewer. Such is the number of visitors in the 
season (May to September) that it is necessary tq 
bespeak l()dgings beforehand, of the bath director, 
and sometimes even to supply yourself with pro- 
visions. Warm cluthing should be taken. 

Tlie Springs, as they issue from the Oraukc^l, 
are as high as .*)&• Reaumur, or 117* Fahrenheit ^ 
which cools down to 36* Reaumur, in the evening, 
and by 5 o'clock in the morning is reduced to 28* 
Reanmur (94* Fahrenheit), the degree of heat at 
which they are usually taken. All the Springs 
are of remarkable purity and softness, so that 
they are valuable for their cosmetic properties, at 
well as for their more important ufcs, in cases of 
weak nerves, debility, rheumatic affections and 
lameness, suppressed secretions of the skin and 
kidneys. Elderly persons, whose habit of l)ody has 
grown sluggish, find great advantage from these 
waters. The Emperor William I. always declared 
that they "set him up and made him young agnln.** 
The central points are the Schloss Platz between 
Straublnger's Hotel and the Badeschloss, and the 
Wandelbahn^ a long glass gallery, with a Caf^ 
and reading-room, which serves as a promenade 
in bad weather. 

Excursions over the mountains are numeroii«, 
and the splended Alpine scenery of the Hochgcbii^e 
may be here enjoyed In its full extent. Horses and 
mules, at fixed tariff, including trinkgeld. 

St. Nicholas Church, built 1389, is in the 
Anlaufthal, a charming defile, watered by a 
branch of the Ache, at BGkstcIn. Above It, the 
Hoekerbach tumbles over a precipice. 

The Edtsdiacllthal, a fatiguing path, but very 
interesting, passing the Schrcckbrllckc (Terrible 
Bridge), the Kesselnlpcl and Rauchzagel Falls, 
and other scenes of savage sublimity. One vast 
precipice rises 0,000 feet on the face of the Ankogel, 
which is 10,675 feet above the sea. It was as- 
cended by M. Thurw'eiser, in 7 hours; and a peak 
calico Hocktauem was reached, commanding a 
splendid prospect, as far as the confines of Carin- 
thia, and Italy, «fec. 

To Bockstein. in passing the Schrekbriickc, on 
the other side, you reach a pretty path Into thia 
Valley ot BYuletV^tk^on^ «.Tid by this to BScksteiik, 
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Which has a good Hotel dnd ^nrhans. From 
this go over to the Nassfcld (1^ stunde), or Wet 
Field, a fine valley, so called from the great 
Yiumber of picturesque torrents and springs which 
abound in it. Here is the Nassfeldhaus, erected by 
the German Alpine Club, where the interesting 
part ends. From Nassfeld, the Pockhart may 
be visited, to the two lakes on its plateaux, 
which are peojiled, not by fish, but by salamanders 
and lizards. Out of the larger one, the Unter- 
Pockhart See, the Schelicr-Fall Cascade tumbles 
down. The view is extensive and magnificent. 

The Graukogl and the Oamskarkogl, each over 
8,000 feet, arc the favourite mountain ascents, 
guide required for both. The latter is perhaps 
better ascended from Hof-Gastein, and hi the 
former case the glaciers lie somewhat nearer and 
more accessible and the scenery is more varied, 
though the views are similar. On the southern 
side lie the interesting small lakes, the Rccdsee 
and the Palfnersce. 

Aficeiit of thd Flugkogl, near the Wild- 
Md, aiid of tbd Tlscb, near Bdcksteln.— 

These two mountains, though comparatively low, 
offer a superb panorama to the eye. From Wild- 
had, in 3 to 4 hours, you gain, by an easy path, the 
npper part of the Zitrauer Alp, and the Thronegg, 
on that part of the mountain which is nearest the 
Tofcmkogl, called the Flugkogl. Thence the eye 
ranges over an immense field of alps and rocks, 
aiid takes in the Grossarl Valley to the north; 
Lucg defile to the north-west ; the Schmittcn stein, 
and the Little Gaisberg, near Hallein, to the north- 
west; the long chain of Lnngau. the Ankogl, 
above the Gletscher-Tischclker, to the south-east. 
Not far from this glacier are the small Lakes of 
Ihb Ellcndscharte. On the south and south- 
west may be seen the Plattenkogl, Stuhlkogl, 
iRadhausberg, Mallnitzer Tauei-n, the Duke-Ernest 
andTauris; beyond which and further south, is 
the Bluttaucrn ; and further west the Sonncnblick 
and Hohe-aar. Nearer are the Valleys of Bock- 
stoin and Gastein; while the Grossglockncr and 
Weissbachhom here appear like two brilliant 
pyramids of Ice; the Valley of Angerthal and 
the Tisch are near Bockstein. 
t'rom the last place you may reach the top of the 



attractive way. The prospect from it is As graiid 
as that just described ; and It has the advantage 
of being, beyond all others, the most accessible 
point for obtaining a comprehensive view of all 
the objects of notice in this quarter. 

To Heiligenhlut in the Rauriscrthal, the Fuscher- 
thal, the Kapunerthal, Ac, also deserve notice as 
objects for longer excursions from the baths. 

The path up the Ache, above BUckstein, leadft 
up the Nassfeld and over the Glaciers of the 
Mallnitzer Tauem to Mallnitz at the head of the 
Drave; and thence down to Ober Vellaoft 
(Stat., 8 stunden) and 3t)ital, in Garinthia.

This walled town stands 1,100 feet 
atiove the sea, in a beantifnl and cultivated valley, 
-^th old castles and villas perched on the peaks 
around ; above twenty ruined forts may be seen 
from the Passeyeflirtickc, a sf ream which Joins the 
Adige here. It was the Roman Maja^ and the old 
Capital of Tyrol, whose Counts were seated here till 
1863, whch it passed, through Margaret Maultasch, 
io the House of Austria. 

Their ancestral C<M/feof8cillOB8llrol or Tyroler- 
Burg Ctcrlolls), which gives name to the country, 
slSAds on a rugged grey rock, in a fine spot, among 
ffevines, waterfalls, <fec., overlooking, the Valleys of 
ihe VintSchgaii and Passeyerthal. It is grown all 
6ver with cherry trees. The people uncover their 
Ii§ads Ivlieh they sec it. The French tried to des- 
troy it, and sold the remains to a farmer ; but in 
nl4, the people bought them back to make a pre- 
sent of them to their sovereign, and it is now state 
property.

Hotels: Kaiser Krone, in the best part of the 
town, good and moderate; Victoria; Engel. 

Population, above 10,900. The Roman Balzanum 
and capital of the circle of Botzen, knd one of the 
liveliest places In Tyrol, on the Adigfe, where the 
Talferbaeh joins it. It stands In a sheltered valley^ 
with an Italian clitnate^ in a situation very favour* 
able for trade, for here the ehief roads from Italyi 
Switzerland, and Germany meet, and during the 
prosperity Of Venicei it was a very busy eentr^ 
of commeroe. Four famous commercial Fah-s hav^ 
been held yearly since the eleventh century, end 
are worth seeing on account of the picturesque dis- 
play of the costumes of south Tyrol. The people 
speak Italian and German. The town is neatljr 
built. At the Gothic Pf arrkirche, of the fourteenth 
century, are some old tombs, and a good interior. 
The Franciscan Convent has a fine Gothic altar In 
the transept chapel, there are also a Capuchin 
Priory, and a Collegiate Fouhdatlon; the llath- 
haus, ot Town Hall, a Merchant's tlall ; the Castle 
or Fort, and the Palace of .Archduke llaiher, 
'■ forinOTly dbverrtor 6t Ldinfeardjf. 

The Oott«&acXet (,''QiQ«*iR.T^'*\> Qt C^%Ury^ 
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Levico. Diligence to Strobe, and to Tlone. From 
Tione to Condino, and up Yal Rendena, to PinzoiO 
under Dos di Sebione (a fine view of this Dolomite 
Region, (page 177); and tlience by Val di Qcnova, to 
Monte Tonale. Pinzolo is 38 miles from Trent. 
Inns: Corona,; Posta. Traffic is open all the year 
over the passes. 

[Trent to Rivo, on the new Stophanstrassc 
road. Crossing the Etsch from Trent, you come at 
Piere de Castello, to Buco di Vela, a gloomy hol- 
low, which they say St. Vigilus opened by a blow 
of his hand. The country becomes more pleasing 
at Terlago (with a Lake), where a paths turns off 
to Molvena. Then follow VezzanO (8 miles) in a 
rocky basin, Massenza or Lake Toblino, Calavino 
(where is the road into the Guidicaria Valley 
to Riva), Cavedino Lake, Drena, Dro, and ArCO 
(13 miles), a charming little place (2,500 popula- 
tion), with a castle of the twelfth century, on the 
Sarca, which, rushes hence down to Riva (4 miles). 
The valleys about here are most beautiful, and 
repay a lengthened visit.] 

From Trent, going down the Adige, you come to 
the narrow Pats of Galliano (defended by the old 
Castle of la Pietra on the heights above) where 
the Venetian leader, Sanseverino, fell, 1487, in 
battle against the Austrians. Passing Matta- 
rellO (Stat.) you come to 

ROVEREDO (Stat) 
Or ROYerelth, as the Germans call it. 

Hotel:— CoTon&. 

A thriving town of 11,000 population, who spin 
silk, and export large quantities yearly. It was 
the Roman Robesetum^ and stands among vine- 
yards, mulberry trees, chestnuts, in a pleasant part 
of the Val Lagarina (Lenzerthal), near the Junction 
of the Leno with the Adige, here crossed by a stone 
bridge. In 1487, Archduke Sigismund took It by 
storm from the Venetians, bombs being used for 
the first time. It suffered in the troubles of 1798. 
Most of the houses arc of marble, which is abun- 
dant about here. The town hall, an old high- 
walled building, is on the Piazza do Podestli. 
There are the San Marco and Sta Maria churches ; 
four monasteries, convents (one called the English 
Convent); a public library, law court, gymnasium; 
theatre in Oorso Nuovo (the principal street) 
many dyo-bonws and silk mills, witl^ a tobacco 



factory and tanneries. Among the villas worth 
notice, are thcBridlsche (with frescoes), the palazzi 
Federlgotte and Albert!. It was here that Mad. 
Saibanti, 1750, established the epicurean academy 
of the Agiati. The neighbourhood offers many 
charming spots, as Sacco, a very old place; Isera, 
where some of the best Tyrol ese wines are produced. 
Villa Lagarina, with a view from the Castle Hill, 
and a waterfall. Pomarolo has beds of coal (?), 
and Brcntonico good marble quarries. 

[One of the most interesting ETCurshns Is to the 
beautiful town of Riva, on the Lago di Garda, 
which is done as follows: — 

Passing from Roveredo, over the bridge on the 
Etsch, through a pleasing country to Ravazzone, 
and Mori (4,000 population, and sculpture In the 
church), you come to the Lake of Loppio. Peneda 
Castle has a fine view of the Garda Lake, which Is 
approached through the fishing village of Torbole, 
at the mouth of the Sarca. A railway was opened 
from Mori to Riva via An o in 1891. 

RIVA, iu German Relf. 

Population, 5,500 

JIotels.— So\e d'Ore; Hotel et Pension du Lac, 
commanding fine views; Trafelllni; Grand Hotel 
Imperial. Cafe, under the Arcade, near the steam- 
boat pier. Furnished apartments. 

An Austrian town, charmingly seated among 
mountains, at the head of LagO dl Garda, in a 
climate so mild that oranges, myrtles, olives, Ac, 
grow In the open air, and entitle it to be called the 
paradise of the south Alps. The Varone and 
the Albola, two mountain streams, tumble into 
the lake hero. At the Minorite Church are some 
works of art; La Rocca Castle, on the lake, was 
built by the Scallgeri family. There is a fine 
promenade in the Colonnade, on the little harbour. 

Various excursions may be made on the Lake, 
which is surrounded by hills, castles, country 
houses, &c., offering a grc.it variety of beautiful 
prospects. A steamboat starts daily to the little 
Port of Uesenzano (besides the ordinarla or packet- 
boat, twice a week), calling at six Intermediate 
stations. From Riva to Peschiera (steamer daily, 
except Tuesday), at the bottom, it Is about 80 miles 
long : the breadth here is 10 mlle*v ^uai^^saRiv. '&*»< 
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the upper part on each side of Riva belongs to 
Austrian Tyrol. Monte Baldo^ comparatiyely bare 
(6,810 ft.), liangs orcr the east side; the west is the 
most picturesque. In the middle is the pretty 
Island of Trimelone, with Count Leechi's house 
and gardens. Among the spots worth notice, are 
(on the west shore) the Ledro Waterfall^ behind 
Ponale, 200 feet down; Limone, and its citron 
grores; Gargnago; Qardone-Rlvlera (hotel and 
pensions) a favourite winter resort for delicate 
invalids ; SalO (population, 3,000), among orange 
groves, one of the most delightful parts of the 
lake; Manerba, which had a Temple of Minerva. 

Beyond this, at the south end, is DesenzaiLO 
(Stat.), noted for its wines and situation, with 
4,400 population. From this the road and rail 
strike off west to Brescla (13 miles), on the Milan 
line. On Scrmionc Point, which comes next, are 
remains of the villa of Catullus. PeSCMera is a 
fortified town where the Mincio flows out ; it is 
15 miles hence to Verona, 20 to Mantua. Then (up 
the east side) Lazise; Bardolino Harbour and Villa 
Gianfilippi; Garda, with an old fort, and Villas 
Albertini and Bozza; St. Vigilio Point, covered 
with olives and fig trees ; Torri, with its old castle, 
gardens, and quarries ; and Malcesina Fort, built 
•by the Venetians, under Mont Baldo. Wurmscr 
marched down both sides of this lake to meet 
.Bonaparte, in the campaign of 179G]. 

Continuing from Rovcrcdo, down the valley of 
the Adige, you come to Mori (Stat.) near that 
part of the road called the Stony Lake, strewn with 
fragments of rock, the remains of a landslip. The 
next places are Scrravalle, Merani, and Ala 
(Stat.), a seat of silk velvet manufacture, on the 
Adige. Population, 3,900. After passing Avio, the 
• last station in Austrian Italy, and Borghetto, yon 
reach Ossenigo, the first place in Lombardy or 
Italy proper. Near it are Fort Ouardara and 
Virgara Forest. Monte Baldo is seen on the right 
over the Qarda Lake. 

Perl (Stat.) is the first Italian railway station. 
At Geralno (Stat ), the rail enters the Chiusa 
di Verona, hemmed in by lofty cliff's. Just 
before Cerains, on the other side of the Adige, 
is RlYOli, where Bonaparte defeated the Austrians 
under Alvinzi, 14th January, 1797, after a hard

Lak^ and to Bresela and Mantaa. At the ter* 
minus of the line is Verona, on the rail to Man- 
taa, Venice, Ao. Sec Btxubhaw't Hand-Book <•

Innsbruck, by the Brenner Pass, to BotMdL 

By Railway.— Part of the German BrindiSi 
Route ; the line runs, for the most part clbse 
to the road, past the stations indicated below. 
Distance by Rail, to the Brenner, about 28| miles; 
thence to Botzen, 57, or 81 miles in all. Time from 
4 (exp.) to 6 hours. By road it is 82 miles. Th* 
description (of the carriage road) apt)lies almost 
equally to the rail. 

From InnsbrudC, passing up the hill by ^Yiltdl 
Abbey, near the site of the Roman Valdidena^ yoh 
come to Berg Isel, a spot marked by a montiment 
to the memory of Hofer and Speckbacher, th& 
patriot leaders of the Tyrolese; who here, 29th May, 
1809, defeated the French and Bavarians in three 
actions. The first station is Patscll. Further 
on, on the other side of the river is 

Schonberg (inn: Post), where the Sttibai- 
thal falls in, leading up to Nenstift and the 
Stubayer Peaks through fine wooded scenery. 
In ascending it you pass Telfs, Vulpines, Heustift, 
Kressbacfa, Ranalt; beyond which a {lath* Inay 
be followed over the side of the Stubayer t6 
Solden. From this, a difficult way brings you to 
the great Octzthal Glacier. 

Matrei (Stat.), the first place after SchSnberg, 
commands another fine view over the Stubai Pass. 

Stelnach (Stat.) Inm: Post; Steinbock. 
The room in which Hofer slept before the battle of 
Berg Isel was destroyed by fire in 1858. The 
Church has three altar-pieces in fresco, by Mhrtin 
Von Knoller, bom here, 1725, the son of a poor 
painter. The beautiful QscknitetfuU opens hen 
out to the west; and a little further on there is a 
path to the east, into Duxerthal and Zillcrthal. 
Before reaching Orles (Stat.) the line forms a 
wide curve, and running close to the Brcimer See, 
you come to Brenner (Stat.), on the 

Brenner Paes, with an inn (Post), 4,560 feet 
above sea, the lowest mountain road in the Alps, 
and the most frequented passage from German]^ 
into Italy. It takes name from the Brenni, A 
tribe of invaders whom Claudius Drhsus pufsned

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moixntains aroand, it affords no oxtensiTO views. 
The Sill and Eisack rise near, on opposite sides of 
the ridge, one flowing north to the Inn, the other 
south to the Adigc; and at Brennerbad, are 
warm baths, similar to those of Gastoin. The road 
runs along the Eisacic past Gosscnsass, to 

STER^KO (Stat.) 

Inns: Rose; Post; Schwarzer Adicr. 

The rail forms a long loop to the cast before 
reaching Gosscnsass. 

A small place (2,000 population), cofnppsed of 
curious old carved Jiouses with a parish Church, in 
which are monuments of wealthy mining families 
who once flourished here. Sterzinger Moos (or 
Moss) was once the scene of a bloody fight, 1809, 
with the foreign invader, when 4,000 of the French 
advanced guard were destroyed, chiefly in a gorge 
near this, where stones and trees were rolled down 
on them, or they were picked off with the rifle. 

Several roads strike off here, as the Ridnaunthal, 
to the north-west, leading to the Tyrolese Schnee- 
berg, more than 7,900 feet above the sea, where 
there are mines and a grand view; another to the 
south-west, over the Jaufen, to the Passeyerthal 
and Meran ; another, by Kematen, north-east, Into 
Pfitscherthal, past hollows, waterfalls, and ice- 
fields, over the Pfitscher Joch, 7,000 feet above the 
sea, and through Zemmthal into the Zillerthal. 

The road from Steraing passes on by Stilfs 
(whence a path turns west, through Samthal, to 
Botzen), and Mauls, to Mittewald. The line passes 
the stations of Grasstein and Mittewald. Beyond 
this, near Franzensfeste (Stat.) is Oberau. 
Strong fortifications at Franzensfeste command 
the Brenner route and the Pusterthal road. This 
is the junction of the rail which leads to Villach, 
Ac. (Route 41.) The next place is Neustlft Church 
and Convent; then Vahm-bad, and through the 
Brixcner Klause to 

BRIX^ (Stat), 

Bressanoxie of the Italians. 

Hotels: Elephant; Sonne. Railway Buffet. 

An ill-built town, in the Italian style, at the 
foot of the Brenner, in a pleasant hollow of the 
Eisak where the Rienz from the Pusterthal joins 
Jt. Population, 4,800, who make a good red wine. 
Xn ftoman times it was the seat of the Briacent^^ 
and later, of an archbishop; but now of a bishop, 



whose palace is situated not far froti^ St. Julian's 
handsome Cathedral^ which has frescoes by Trogef 
and Knoller, . with carved work, Ac. There are 
also four churches, town hall in the old castle, Ac. 
Fine view from Krakofel. It was here that the 
Council called by the Emperor Henry IV. elected 
the anti-pope Gujbcrt in 1080 (who reigned for a 
short time by the nominal title of Clement III.) is 
opposition to Hildebrand. A path to the east leads 
into Abtcythal and ]^mebergthal. 

Still following the descending course of. tb« 
Eisak, the road And iine enter the narrow part ol 
the Eisak Valley known as the Klausener Klamm*^ 
Here the Villnossthal runs off eastward. 

Blansen (Stat.) it has a Capuchin monastery, 
with some paintings by Murillo or his followers. • 

KoLLMANN (by road) stands at the entrapce to the 
Grb'denerthal, guarded by the old castle of Trost- 
burg, and leading round to Brunecken. By the 
railway, WaidbrUck is the nearest station to th^ 
entrance of the Grbdenerthal. After this the road 
is cut through miles of porphyry rocks called the 
Kuntersweg, past 4tzwand (Stat.), Kardaun, 
Ac, into the fertile Botzener Boden^ and to 

Botsen (Stat) on the way to Ver<ma as }a 

Route 38. See Bradshaw's Iland-Book to Italy, 

EOXJTB 40. 

Innslirack, to the Zillertlial, Pinzgam. aad 

Gastela. 

Rail from Innsbruck to Jenbach (page 158) from 
here the road running by the railway must b« 
taken as far as the bridge over the Inn, at Rothhoh^ 
then to the left through the courtyard of Schloss 
Thumeck, as far as StrasS, In the Unterlnnthal, 
where the beautiful Zillerthal opens. There is 
a diligence from Jenbach to Zell. 

Fugen {Inn), the prettiest village in it, belong- 
ing to Count D6nhof, whose seat is here; with a 
view from the Kellcr-Joch, 7,6S0 feet above sea 
to the west, easily ascended. The church deserves 
a visit. The people of this valley are fine 
specimens of the Tyrolese, very primitive in their 
dress and customs. 

Hied. Inn: Neuhaus. Riedl, a i^y in the W8.t& 
of 1809 ^d 1813, yi^-^\i«tw\N!«xv.- '^''*==^ ^''^*'*^^ 
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pe^hed on a narrow hill top. A pretty path leads 
by an hour's walk to the KltZlOChklamm, in the 
Rauristhal, a most interesting and almost unique 
gorge and waterfall. The Rauristhal turns off 
south, and by this (through the Scitenwinkel- 
thal at the head, and over the Hochthor) you 
may get to Heiligenblut, or by a path to the south- 
east to Qastein Baths (in Route 36). The next 
place is 

Lend (Stat.), where the road comes in for the 
Baths, described in the same Route. 

DROXJTB 41- 

Brlxen to Bnmeck and Llenz, in the 
Pusterthal, and to MittersUl, in the 
Plnzgau. 

Railway.— Open all the way to Lienz and 
Villach, following the road up the Pusterthal, 
and down the Valley of theDrave. The principal 
stations are described below. Distance from Fran- 
zensfeste to Lienz, 66 English miles; to Villach, 
132 miles. 

The Pusterthal is a long pastoral valley 
watered by one of the head streams of the Adige. 
The rail joins the Brenner at Franzensfeste 
(Stat.), above Brixen. (Route 89). 

From Brixen the road turns oflf at Vahrenbad or 
Bath, by Neustift and its Church and Aicha, to 

Miihlbach (Stat.) — /nn.* Sonne — at the 
entrance of the Pusterthal, once guarded by old 
forts, and having the Valserthal and Bachgart in 
its environs. Thence through the narrow MUhl- 
bacher Klause to 

Unter-Vintl (inn : Post), which has some of 
Zollcr's frescoes at the church. From this tlie 
Pfundersthal turns off north past the Eidechsspitzo 
(8,970ft.) and the Somemspitze, with a good view. 
Further on are the Terenten Fall, Obcr-Vintl, and 
lUstem, where you may turn off by Ehrenburg 
Castle (now a prison) through the fine scenery of 
the GrSdnerthal which at length brings you round 
Kollmann; or over the Dolomite mountains 
into the Buckenthal and the road to Belluno. The 
next place is 

Bruneck (Stat.) inns: Post; Sonne; Stem; 
Kiederbacher. The principal place in Pusterthal, 
with 1,800 population, a new church, and a good 
Tiew from the Bishop of Brixen's old castle. The \ 



village suffered severely by an inundation in 1882, 
which washed away roads, buildings, and a long 
stretch of railway line. The peasantry of this part 
are even more old-fashioned and peculiar in their 
dress than those of the Zillerthal. Excursions 
may be made to the picturesque Fort of Lam- 
prechtsburg, to Stegen, to Michaclsburg Castle, &c. . 
and to the Enneberger, Teffcrschen, and other 
valleys, which meet at or near tliis point. They are 
full of little populous villages, whoso industrious 
inhabitants set off every year to sell gloves, car- 
pets, and pedlar's goods, in all parts of Germany. 

[Following that to the north, by Stegen and St. 
Geoi^en,through the rough but picturesque Tctu/ers- 
thcU^ you come to Tauf er's Boden (10 miles), where 
the beautiful Reinthal opens from the east ; then 
through the Valley of Atiren, to St. Jacob (8 miles), 
where a path leads over the Floitsch Femer to 
Zillerthal. Further on, through Prettau Valley 
to St. Valentin (10 miles), from which a path 
strikes north by the Krimmler Tauem, with the 
Dreihermspitz in the east, past the Falls of the 
Ache, &c., to Zillerthal. Another path rises east 
over the ridge of the Tauemhaus Hospice, and 
descends to Pregraten and its copper works in the 
Iselthal. Its blue cheese is noted.] 

Passing on the coach road or rail from Bruneck, 
you come by the former to Obcr and Nieder Rasen, 
where the narrow Antholzer Valley turns off to the 
north. It leads by the Salomonsbrunnen and 
Stampfelbad Mineral Springs ; then to Felsen-see 
Lake, and over the Staller Alp to the Jcffereckcr- 
thal, and another village of St^ Jacob (25 miles), 
where the well-known Tyrolese carpets are made. 
This valley has in the north of it fine mountains, 
waterfalls, glaciers, Ac. At the bottom is Hopf- 
garten, where it joins that of the Iselthal. 

The next points in the Pusterthal are Taisten, 
where a valley opens north up to Sta. Magdalena. 
and WelSberg (Stat.), where the Gsieserthal 
turns off south to the Pragser Baths, with grand 
scenery ; then you come to 

Niederdorf (Stat.)— /nn; Post— which has a 
good church. Further on are the Weiherbad. and 

Toblach (Stat.), at the highest part of the line^ 
and at the head of the Rienst^^\\ft.t<Sk*«2c»!s^'«^'»s« -tss«A. 
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OOBTDTA, or OorUna dl Ampeiio, 

8«M to be the richeet eommvne in the Tyrol, at 
the foot of Jagged Dolomite motintiilni. 

Hotels: Aquila Nera; Stella, &c. It has a fine 
Parish Cbnrch, and is a good centre for excursicms 
among the Dolomites. Monte Cristallo is 10,640 
feet high; Afonte To/ana, the highest, is 10,720 feet. 
A diligence road strikes east to AUTOnzO and 
Hi. Stephen*8, on the Piave. There is an Inn at 
Auronzo; above which is the ridge called the 
Marmarole, extending hence to Landro, about 
10,000 feet high. Below Cortina is Zuel, where 
a path from Andraz in the Buchensteinthal falls in. 
The next place, Acqua Baona,i»the last village 
In T>Tol. 

Tlienext place is St. Ftto, in that part of Venetian 
Tjombardy called the Bellanese. Above where the 
Vallesbia joins the Boite stands VeiUUI. in a 
beautiful spot; which Is surpassed by the beauty 
of Pieve dl Cadore, where IHtian was bom 
1480, in a house still shown here. His family name 
WAS Yeeellio. The road hence becomes steeper, 
and leads along the Piave through a narrow defile 
Mfeet deep, to PeraroUo, where the Boita joins the 
PiBve. The next places bi the valley are Perarolo, 
Rucorvo, Rivalgo, and Lon^arone; then Capo di 
Pwte (a one^aroh bridge^ 90 feet above the water), 
where the road to BellU2LO,6 miles (see page 179), 
down the Piave,- turns off. 

Santa Crooe, the next post town, stands about 
miklway between Lakes Morto and Pasina; and is 
fucceedod by 

,8«rrayalle, not far from a third lake, and 
standing in a deep pass. It beloogs to theprorfnce 
of Trevisi. Ceaeda is a bishop's see, with a jrapu- 
lation of 5,000, and two old castles. Join the rail 
(Veoice and Trieste line) at ConegliailO (Stat.), 
tlie next town, which has 6,000 population. You 
cross the Piave again to reach Spresiano ; beyond 
wliich, on the railway to Venice, is the capital of 
the province,

(seats) of the Pola, Brescia, and other families; 
the hospital; theatre; public library of 801,000 
volumes, and botanic garden ; the Athenssnm, or 
Academy of Soienees, &c. Trade in wool, cloth, 
silk, com, wine, fruit, paper. Rail to BeUnB(\ 
to Motta di Livenza, to Vicenza, and to 
Mestre and Venice. The Province was called 
Trevisiano when it belonged to Venice, and con- 
tained 138,000 population.

Perglne {H miles), or Fertm in CNnnMi'^ a- 
picturesque town, 2,000 population, with a cMde' 
and old parish church. .Further on to the south 
are the pretty lakes of Caldonazzo and Levico at 
the head of the Brenta, which, by the name of Val 
Sugana, you now descend to LevlCO, a town of 31,700 ' 
population, with vitriol works, and mineral water 
baths. Fine view of the Val Sugana from the 
Brigitta Hill. The next places are Novaledo, 
Roncegno, and 

BorgO dl Val Sugana (U miles), or Borchen, 
in German. Inn : Croce. It is the Roman Bttrgum 
Ansugii; with 4,800 population, a good chusch, and 
niinod old castles about it. Much silk is produced 
A large stalactite cave is at Olle (to the south), in 
a range called Cima Dodici (or Twelve-tieadedX 
which here divides T3nn>l fromLombardy. Beyond 
this ranga, tcsuxieL lki&a«0, t^a bead town (fi,006 ' 
popnlaUony, Va* tSwa ^««Aciwi «MR!Wl>Ar ^Oak^^iM^ 
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Comnnl, or Seyen Towns, consisting of the 
descendants of German settlers, nnmbering about 
80,000, who, in the midst of Italians, preserve a 
peculiar dress, and, to some extent, language. 
They are cattle breeders and straw plaiters. They 
are plausibly conjectured to be descendents of 
some Alemanni, who came here about 500, B.C. 
Monte Novigho, over Asiago, is 6,570 feet above 
the sea. 

From Borgo the road runs by Castelnuovo (where 
a road turns off to the fine castle of Strigno), then 
by Ospidaletto, where a battle was fought in the 
French wars, on to Grigno. Here the barren 
Val Tesino turns off to the Cima d' Asta (9,200 feet), 
from which you get by the Cima di Lagorei, into the 
Freimsthal, at Panchia. Its inhabitants migrate 
as pedlars, and deal in prints of saints, &c., all 
over Europe. The next place down the Brenta, 
and the last in Tyrol, is Le Tezxe, with the Aus- 
trian Custom House ; 1 mile further is the Italian 
Dogana, and then 

Prlmolano (17 miles), in the Province of Vlci- 
neno, where Napoleon beat part of the Austrian 
forces in 1796. The river then rushes through the 
fine Pass of CNyVftlO (so called from a fort hollowed 
out in the rocks above It), tke road being carried 
along the face of the cliffs and commanding fine 
prospects. Further down, past CifUfONB (where a 
branch of the Brenta falls in), Carpane, and Solagna 
(where the architect Terracino is buriedX it is 
richly cultivated all the way to 

BASSANO (Stat.), 19 miles. 

Population, 14,000. 

Hotels: Hondo; St. Antonio. 

A walled town, archbishop's see, Ac, on the 
Brenta, on a beautiful slope at the foot of the Alps. 
It belonged to the Ezzelino family, one of whom, 
bom at Romano (to the north-east), and notorious 
for his cruelty, built a tower, which is part of the 
archbishop's Palace. After being held by Venice 
from 1404, it was given to Austria, 1797, by Bona- 
parte, who defeated Wurmser here in August, 1796. 
The theatre is a good building. The bridge was 
rebuilt by CasarottI, on the site of Palladio's; and 



especially Francesco, also a native. The best it 
hi the Oratorio San Giuseppe. The Museum hat 
pictures by Bassano and casts of Canova*t works. 
The father died here in his own house. Fine view 
from the Piazza del Terraglio. 

Some of the best prospects are had from the Villa 
Rezzonica, which has a work, the Death of Socrates, 
by Canova ; who was bom at PossagXIO (18 milea 
east north-east, beyond Romano), where they show 
a round church built by him, like the Pantheon 
at Rome, and casts of his statuary at the family 
house. In the church is his tomb, and an altar- 
piece by him, also a good bronze relief. Napoleon 
made Murat Duke of Bassano. Manufactures of 
woollens, straw hats (like Leghorn), silk, leather, 
kc. ; and a trade in these, with wine and fruit. 

Rail to Vicenza, Padua, and Treviso on the 
branch railway to Venice. 

From Prlmolano (above), on the way to Belluno, 
you pass across the Cismone, up which is a way 
to Primiero, and Into Fassathal, to 

Feltre (12 miles), where a direct road, down the 
Piave, turns off to Treviso. A rather antiquated 
place, with an old castle, the new Gnameri Palace, 
and 12,000 inhabitants. It is one of the towns of 
the Bellunese Province. Railway from Feltre to 
Belluno, 19^ miles. Passing hence by road to 
St. Giustina and Brebano (where the Agordo, from 
its copper mines at its head, johis the Piave), you 
come to the chief town of the Dolomite country. 

Belluno. Hotel: Grand Hotel des Alpes (all 
modem conveniences). Seat of the governor, 
bishop, Ac, in a fine spot, on a hill, commandin||p 
a noble prospect. Population, 10,000 (the province, 
182,000). Among the buildings are the governor'! 
house, containing marbles, Ac; the town'y 
house, the cathedral, Palladio's designs; a good 
clock tower, a large public library, gymnasium, 
and hospital. Most of these suffered greatly 
from an earthquake, June, 1873. The cathedral 
(restored) was half destroyed. An aqueduct also 
supplies several marble fountains. Mauro Capel- 
lari, who became Pope Gregory XVI., in 1882, was 
bom here.
